SECT. I. 

^he Htjlory of Portugal, from its being bcft(rjoed by 
Don Alonlb VI. King of Leon and Caftile, on 
Henry of Burgundy, with the title only of a 
Coimty^ to the proclamation of Doti Alonlb Enri- 
quez, in the plains of Ourique. 

T H E hiftory of Portugal nati^rally follows that of 
Spahy of which, with Galicia, it makes the 
whole Weftern coaft ; and is confequently very 
happily feated in a mild and temperate climate, 
well watered by rivulets and fprings, as well as feveral na- 
vigable rivers ; in a word, rich, fitful, ' an4 pleafant, in it- 
xMon.

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felf, and rendered famous throughout the world the virtue 
and valour of its inhabitants.

an epifcopal chair, thefe bifhops fubfcribed themfelves, as the 
records of ancient councils teftify, Portucalenfes^ and the name 
of the city Was transferred to the dioccfe, which was filled 
Portucalia It is true, that after this the^e bifliops changetf 
their ftile, and wrote then^elvcs Pottuenfes^ that is, bifliops 
of Porto, But the before- mentioned fads are adually fet 
down in ancient and authentic hiftories ; and as the diocefe of • 
Portucalia comprehended in a great mcafurc that little country 
in which the fovcreignty originally began, the name extended 
, itfelf, togethgr with their acquifitions, and has remained 
to the kiiigdon, though, m procefs of time, a new name 
hf»f^revailcd»witii refped t^e dioccfe, and perhaps this dif- 
tiii/~ lion arofe from thence.

The truth is, that don Alonfo having extended his tenitories, 
augmented his power, and eftablilhed his repufition W gain- 
ing a glorious and complete viftwy over the fa- 

luted king by his foldiers in the held, which title was con- 
firmed to him afterwards with great folemnity by his peO| le, 
as will appear in its proper pla^^e But even at this time li ' 
dominions were much larger than thofe left him by his father, 
and his views incomparably more extenfive, many of which he 
lived to accorpplifli, and left the reft to be atchieved by his 
fucceflbrs, to whom he tranfmitted the regal title and power, 
and with them that plan of conqueft, which w*as executed in 
its utmoft extent". To fpme, perhaps, thefe particulars may 
appear very minute, and yet it is for want of defending to 
thefe, that, generally fpeaking, the hiftories of nations are fo 
indiftindly and confufedly underftood, and errors being tak^n 
up either through the miftake of fadls, or by fuppljtng from 
conjediure fuch neceflary circumftances as, through a defire of 
brevity, were omitted, continue afterwards to infeilthemind 
and to produce a feries^of mifapprehenfions, that never can be 
correfled, or purged out.

levied for his fervice, and at their head went Raymond count 
of Burgundy, Henry, younger brother of Hugh duke of Bur^ 
{gundy, Raymond count of Thouloufe, and many others On 
their arrival at the court of Don Alonfo, they were received 
and treated with all pollible marks of efteem and refpedl ; 
and having fliewed, in the courfe of fome years, very high proo^^ 
of their courage and conduft, the king refolved .tp befrow 
his only daughter the princefs U^rAca, then a pdlfed chilCf^ 
being at moft in her ninth year, upon Raymond, count qf 
Burgundy^ and alTigncd.them the province of Galicia, for the*, 
fupport their dignity^. This was very probably done at 
the motion of the queen Donna Conjlantia, who furvived only 
two years. She preferred upon this occafion Don Raymond

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to Henry^ bccaufe of the alliance in blood betwiton 
' theiR^ which would have rendered their marriage illicit ; but 
it highly likely, that at the time Galicia was beftowed 
upon Don Raymond^ the government of the frontiers and of 
the countries to the feuth of Galicia^ were given to Henry of 
Burgc'fil^ with commiffion tb further their improvement, by 
repairing "'eld, and building new towns, and by fuch other 
methods as be fhould devife ; to defend the province againfi; 
the infidels, and to enlarge the boundaries of his jurifdidion 
at their expence, as occafion^oold offer, by the king’s being 
in the field with an a’^my. Then a divcrfion might be expedi- 
ent or neceflary, without any apprehenfion of the Moors en- 
tering into confederacies, or fulpending thofe feuds that al- 
moft continually raged amongft themfelves in order tb over-^ 
whelm this new eftablifhment, which, in the fpace of a few 
years, through the care of this great man, became much 
more rich and populous than before. Numbers of Chridians, 
who had taken fhelter in the adjacent mountains, and had 
lived there in a dcfolate and miferabic condition, camc^ 
down to fettle in the plains, under his protediion : fo that by

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(D) The defign of this note 
is to give the reader fome idea 
of the lovercignty pofTefled by 
the count Don Henry, by a fuc- 
cinft defeription of the three 
provinces mentioned in the text, 
which ^will be in other refpcdls 
very ufeful. The province be- 
tween the rivers, or as the For- 
'iuguefe call it, Entre Minho e 
Douro, though fmall, is very 
fruitful and pleafant. It ex- 
tends in length about eighteen 
leagues, and in breadth about 
twelve: within this fpace, at 
the beginning of the current 
century, there was the archie- 
pifeopal fee of Braga, the epif- 


copal fee of Porto, three colle- 
giate, one thoufand four hun- 
dred and fixtyparilh churches, 
one hundred and thirty religious 
houfes, richly endowed, fix fea- 
orts, and two handled done 
ridges. It is divided into four 
commarcas or counties, and the 
regular militia is fixed at about 
fixteen thoufand men. The pro- 
vince of Tra los Montes, or on 
the other fide the mountain, has 
Beiraon the South, EJlremadura, 
and the kingdom of teon, bn the 
Bad, Galicia on the North, and 
the province of Entre Minho e 
Douro on the Wed, very irregu- 
lar in its form, but well water- 
ed.

cd, and tolerably fruitful It Is 
about thirty leagues in length, 
and twenty in breadth ; it is 
divided jnto four commarcas ; 
and in this province is feated 
the duichy of Biaganca, winch 
was the patrimony of the roy.al 
family before their acceflion to 
the thionc. The fettled militia 
amounts to ten or twelve thi)i:- 
fand men. The province of 
Beira^ as it lies between the two 
great rivers Doioo and ‘7 j o, is 
very happily feated, i^aving the 
ocean on the Weft, the Bitu- 
gitfe Efiremndu} a on the bo nth, 
SpL'rJjh province of tlv fame 
name on the South-Eaft, the 
province of Tra Irs ^L^ns on 
the Eaft, and the river Dojiro (m 
the North. It extends in length 
thirty-four leagues, and thiity 
in breadth, and is divided into 
fix commarcas : within this pro- 
vince Wt^Lamego, where ihic fnft 
affcmbly of the ftate^^ was held ; 
the epifcopal city of Ccmmhra 
or Coimhrciy which is likewile an 
univeifity ; zxi^Vifiu^ which is 
likewife a biftiopnck, aiid was 
formerly the capital of a duke- 
dom. The country is equally 
agreeable and fertile, producing 
corn, wines, and fuits in abun- 
dance> and the hills iuTording 
excellent pafture to cattle and 
iheep ; the fettled mihiia con- 
fifls ofabouttenthoufand men (i). 
The reader w'ill obferve, that 
only part of this laft-nicntioned 
province was conqueicd from 


the l/Loor^^y. this tim^, and that 
thofe conouefts were ^y orecar 
rious. We muft doferve, 
that tho* thereifciun have been 
a very wide difference between 
the condition of thofe provinces 
then, and now, yet in refpe^l 
to their tiatural advantages ari- 
fing from the wholefomenefs of 
the air, the fertility of the foil, 
the gr^nt cxcel^Jiency of the rivers 
and rivulets, they muft have 
been much the fame ; and this 
will ferve to remove many 
dciif)ts, under which the reader 
woulwl otlierwife labour, w^hen 
he finds mention made of fuch 
numerous armies in fo fmall a 
country. It muft be alfo re- 
membered, that duping the trou / 
bles of Gahciu, multitudes; of 
IjeojJfle took flicltef undei ttle 
piotcc\ion of count Henry ; and 
that many thoufands of Chiif*^ 
Hans who had lived either in- 
dependently in the mountains, 
or in fubjedlion to the Moor^, 
took the opportunity of tranf- 
'poiting themfclvcs hither, and 
of occupying thofe lands of 
whi.h the Infidels wcit difpof- 
feffed. On the other hand, mul- 
titudes of Moors chofe rather to 
fubmit, and to remain in their 
native country under a gentle* 
tiihute, than be expofea to the 
fc verities that were exercifeJ .•/ 
the alcaytlcs in (htMionji go- 
v<rnments; and to thofe lediti- 
ons and revoliuions which v/ere 
the continual effc^s of their 
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of Bupgundy^ gave him in marriage a natural daughter of 
born‘n»^hile he remained in exile at Toledo^ whofc name was 
Doi^a Therefa ; and upon this marriage he gave up in full 
property, as Port uguefe writers aflert, all the country of 

which Henry had hitherto held the fuperintcndence, with the 
title of wnt, and with permiffion to conquer what he could 
from as far as the river Jnas^ or as the Spaniards 

call it Gi^iaria There may poffibly he fome reafon to 
doubt the firft part of this aflertion, bccaufc it docs not feetn 
confonant to what is fhled, ?.eafon of ftate, that a monarch 
fhould beftow ablolutely, and with(>ut referving homage, part 
of his dominions upoif a ftranger. But with regard to the lat- 
ter part of the concefRon, one may take it upon Icfs evidence, 
fince the permitting count Henry to keep what he could get 
by his fword at^thc expcncc of the Moori^ the reduction of 
whofe ftrength was of great confequeiice to the king’s fub- 
jefts, was a grace that coft the king nothing, and feems to 
have added very little to *the light that count Henry would 
otherwife have had to what he acquired ^ 

The count Don Henry and his confort Donna Therefa fix- 
ed their refidence in the town of GuimaracZy fuppofed by fome 
to have been built out of the icmainij of the ancient city of 
S4^ditca\ But ceitainiy very pleafantly fituated in the midft 
o^a fmail^ but fertile ^lam, on the banks of the river 
Ave. The icmains of an r'^eient palace, belonging to foinc 
of their fiJCceiTors, are jet vifiblc thcic ; and on account of 
its having been the ancient c^fpital, the kmg Don grant-

Thcle people, as tliey 
were very diligent and indnllri- 
ous, cultivated and improved 
their lands, and furni/hed rhofe 
commodities and manufaiRurcs 
which even in thefc times main- 
tained a confiderable trade, as is 
appjrent from the naval force 
which it appears from the text 
they were able to oppofe to the 
joint fleets of Barbary and An*

diduxia'y and in the fame pro* 
portion that the government be- 
came flronger and more fecure, 
all the advantages derived from 
it mull have been augmented ; 
and that they really were fo, will 
be evident from the numerous 
foundations and endowments 
made by this prince in the 
courfe of his reign, as in their 
proper place will be hereafter 
mentioned^ 

cd 
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«d tts inhabitants an exemption from taxes, which tArf ftill 
enjoy The Portugueje encouraged by being thus renaered 
independent, and the prefence of a prince of their cftvn, 
did much upon the borders of the province betwixt the rivers 
Douro and Mlnho^ till then not entireljr fubdued, of which 
we have no particular account. Hecha^ king of be- 

ing tributary to count Henry^ rebelled, and drawi/^ together 
a powerful army, did a great deal of mifchie^^in his territo- 
ries The count, with Egas Monizy or Nugnez^ a gentle- 
inan then famous for his valour'^ and wifdom, afterwards go- 
vernor to count Alonfo^ marched to recqyer the bo(ity he had 
taken, and overtook him in a valley near the monaftery of 
A^ouca, The MoGrijh nionarcli, greater feciirity in cafe 
of misfortune, placed his queen Axa and all the 

plunder his forces had taken, on the top of a mountain cal- 
led Sierra Seca^ and which he judged inacceflible. The 
Chriftian army encamped along the, river Alar da ; and Egas^ 
feeing the enemy advantageoufly pofted, undertook with a 
^rong detachment in the night to go about the bottom, and 
fo afeending the mountain at break of day, to be ready to 
fall upon them, whilft the Chriftian army charged the ene- 
my below. This was accordingly put in execution and, aftcj, 
an obftinatc and bloody fight, the queen was taken upon th^ 
mountain, and the king in the nlai/i Afterwaids bcco?fr- 
ing Chriftians, the count beftowed the city of Lamego upon 
^ p them, paying tribute for the fame. Upon this the Moors re- 
1 102 ' againft their king for changing his religion, he fled to 

Guimarae^y toidefire afliftance of count Henry^ who, raifing 
forces, marched dircdlly to Lamego^ which having taken, he 
reftored to that prince, who, feaiing in the count’s abfence 
his fubjefls would again revolt, defircd him to leave fomePer- 
tugueje to fccure the country, which was done accordingly ; 
and the place peopled with inhabitants brought from the pro- 
vince betwixt*the rivers Douro and M'lnho ; that is, old Gali^ 
clan Chriftians, upon whofe valour, as well as fidelity, the 
count Don Henry might abfolutcly depend ^ 

Donm There arc fome writers who aflert, that count Henry be- 
Thercfa ing chofen general of the forces that went from Spain., made 
pfirr Itr a voyage to the Holy Land ; and, after performing many glori- 
fathers ous aflions there, of which, however, there are no authentic 
death aj- teftimonies, returned again into his own dominions. Wc

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knoi^fVith greater certainty, that he was a£lual!y in PertugalA^^^ 
at the time of the demife of his father-in-law^ the King Don 
jJlokfo \ and that foon after this Aben Jofeph^ king of Morocco^ 
having^ifittempted, ljut in vain, the reduflion of Toledo and ^ “ 

Madri^^itW into the territories of Portugal^ and after defeat- 
ing ^itai^orces as thofe who commanded on the frontiers 
could drav^tr^ether, made himfelf mafter of Sentaren^ and 
feveral other places in the neighbourhood *. The reafon 
that count Henry did not a 6 \,in perfon againft the Moors was, 
his being wholly taken up with the difputes in Galicxa^ about 
the tuition of the ybung prince Alonfo Raymond^ whom the 
people of that country had proclaimed their king, and the 
civil war that was broke out betwixt Donna Uvraca^ queen 
of Cajl'ilc and and her husband Don Alonfo^ king of 

Navarre : the Portuguefe writers cive us very indiftindl and 
improbable accounts of his conduct^. J-Sonie of them fay, 
that his confort took the title of queen Cajiile and Leon^ 
as being the cldeft daughter of the dcccafed king, and born 
in lawful wedlock. She might poffibly take the title of queen, 
bccaulc, through the courtefy of thofe times, the daughters 
of kings were commonly (o (tiled after their father's deceafe ; A. D. 
^it for ht*i entering into any competition with her fifter, it **09* 
P:ms to ^e mere fable, Qx rather calumny, without any foun- 
dation, and as to which t^"^ moft ancient writers are entirely 
filcnt '• 

On the other hand it very certain, that her husband, The death 
who never took any higher title than that of count of Henry 

tngalj alTilled queen Urrata with all his fbrccs, and this at a 
very critical conjundlufe, when (he was on the very point of Portugal, 
being defpoilcd ol her dominions by the king her husband, 
whom Don Henry forced to raife the fiege of AJiorga^ in the 
kingdom of Leon ; and entering into this city, after he had 
thus happily relieved it, he was feizcd with a grievous diftem- 
per, of which he foon after died His fon Don Ahifo^ who 
was with him in the army, as Tome writers fay, though that 
is ct^*tainly falfe, caufed his body to be removed fiorn 
Ajlorga to the cathedral church of Btaga^ in his own ter- 
ritories, where it was with great folemnity interred. Dhgi de 
SaiizUy who was archbifhop in 1513, caufed his corple 10 be 
transferred from the place wheie it was fir(l buried, into a

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chapel, where he had erected a fplendid tomb to his memoir, 
with an infeription full of miftakes as to his country, h^ fa- 
mily, and his aflions ®. The Portuguefe writers, who made 
him, fome fixty-feven, fome feventy-feven years of 'itge, are 
certainly miftaken, for the reafons we have aflign^ in their 
proper places. He was a generous, wife, and galk^jjfince ; 
defeated the Moors in feventeen engagcment^*/'|^verned his 
dominions with equal prudence ?nd jufcice, and is faid to have 
recommended three things to his fuccelTor in his laft mo- 
ments, or rather to have couched thefe inftrudions in his tef- 
tament ; firjU that he fliould be zealouh iii promoting and pro- 
tefting the Chriftian faith. Secondly^ that he fhould treat his 
fubje(5ls as if they were his children, and be very careful 
in enafling equal and good laws. Lajlly^ tfiat he fhould at- 
tend himfelf to their execution, and be more el’pecially vigi- 
lant to prevent the’^powcrful and ine rich from oppreffing 
their weak and indigent neighbours, fince the flrength of a 
government confifted in fecuring and preferving to its fubj^fls 
the means of fubfdhng their families comfortably, and in pre- 
venting any from becoming fo great as to defpife, or fo poor 
as to violate the laws through mere neceffity^ At the very time 
we are writing this, his moll faithful majefty of Podiugal is fo\> 
Iiciting at Rome the canonization of ^his prince, of whom we 
have been fpeaking, which how grateful a fenfe the 

people of Portugal ftill retain of the benefits refulting from 
his admiijiftratioji. 

According to the bed memoirs, reflified by the compa- 
rifon and concurrence of events, whiqji are the only certain 
guides in hiftory, Don Alonfo^ the apparent heir of Portnguly 
was at the time of his father’s dcccafc barely entered into the 
third year of his age : his dominions therefore were gqyerned 
by his mother queen Thcrefoy and this by a kind of mixed and 
undiftinguifhed right of dowager of the deccafed count, mo- 
ther of the young prince, and pioprietary, as flic conceived 
hcrlclf, of this fovereignty as the gift of her father In the • 
adminiftration of public affairs (he was affifted by Don I 'etdl* 
nand Perez de Traha^ the fon of that famous Don Pedro, who 
was governor and protcflor of the young Don Alonfo Ray- 
imnd^ king of Galicia, fon to queen lirraca, and nephew 
to queen Theiefa, both thefe princes, Alo>ifo Raymond, and 
Ahnfo Erriquez, being the grandfons of Don Alonfo, king of 
l^on and Cajhle. I'he great capacities and modeiatc dilpoli-

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tioh9(f<^f thefe two able minifters, ^Don Ptdra and Don Fer~ 
dtnandy preferved both countries from feeling, at lead in an 
extDI/ne degree, thofc inconvenicncics that ufually attend long 
minorities and the reign of women ^ In Portugal more 
efpeciaUy this calm continued for nine years, during which 
thcrc^Jqencd nothing fo remarkable as to deferve a place ih 
hiftory, e ^p t that the queen, by the advice of her minifter, 
took great care' of the frontier, and caufed the ftrong fortrefs 
of Souria to be erefted, in order to cover the city of Coimbra 
from the incurfions of the Moors ; which precaution had fo 
happy an cfFeft, thafcin all this fpace of time we hear of no 
attempt made by this bufy and martial nation to difturb the 
peace of the Portugiiefe j thougli at the fame time it muft be 
allowed, that tKs might be in fome meafure owing to their 
being divided into a multitude of little principalities, none of 
them equal in point of extent or power that of Portugal: 
fo that they were not able^ to make a w^ar on that fide with any 
probability of fuccefs, but by the help of a confederacy ; and 
their chiefs were fo feidom upon good terms with each other, 
that unlefs infulteJ by the power of the Chriftians, this was* 
not eafily formed K 

The tmnquillity which both nations enjoyed was difturb- 
e^y animofities between the two fifters. Queen 7hefefa in- 
fiued, that fome part of’C/*' 'uia belonged to her in virtue of 
her fathei’s grants, or of his lailw’ill ; and thereupon feized 
an epifcopal fee and a pl'^ce of f^r^e confequencc.^ Qiicen 
Ihiacay when her affairs were brought into fome order, de- 
termined to recover wdiat (he ihouglit w^as ufurped fiom her, 
and having aflembled a numerous army, went in perfon into mond,^ 
Gi'ilii’j: upon which queen quitted Tuy, and being 

much infer it ir to her fiftcr in forces, p.illed the river Miaho^ 
took ft? filter in one of her own fortrefles, and caufed her ar- 
my to be encamped round it The aichbiftiop of Compojlellay 
who had vigoroufly aflifted queen Utraca^ and without whofe 
afliftancc (he could do nothing, believing (he had now 
•done enough, and tliat her troops might be much better em- 
ployed" than againft her fifltr, demanded leave to retire with 
his vaflals whom he had brought to her afllftance. UrracOy 
provoked at this, and recollecaing that he had formerly oppofcd 
her will, refolvecfto fecure his perfon ; of which queen The- 
refa gaining intelligence, gave that prelate timely notice; but 
he cither lufpcdhng the intelligence, or being willing rather to

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fufFcr than to defert hi$ prince, accompanied quecnWfr«^ 
in her retreat; who, as loon as Ihe had him in her pwer, 
feized and put him in prifon ; which a<El of violence having 
. ^ excited a general infurreSion, delivered the Portu^ueftixom 
their apprehenfions K The queen Donna Ther^Qy either fuf- 
* pefling the inclinations of Don Pelagioy archbilhop^ Bragxfy 
or offended at his not having efpoufe^ her caufc fo as fhc 

cxpedled againft her fifter, feized and threw t.jirinto prifon ; 
from which however he was quickly delivered by the Pope’s bull, 
threatening her and her fubjedh with an interdift, in cafe he 
was not diicharged : and this feems to have been the firft fig- 
nal caufe of offence which the queen gave to her fubjeds. 
The death of her fifter Urraca feemed favourable in fome re- 


fpefts to her intereft, or at leaft it appeared fo, more efpeci- 
ally when her nephew Don Alonfo Raymond^ feemed to court 
her friendlhip ; and in order thereto had an interview with 
her, in which all differences between their fovereignties were 
A. D. amicably determined"*. But not long after this, that young 
1126. i prince, finding himfelf obliged to march the whole ftrength ot 
his dominions againft his father-in-law the king of Navarre 
and Arragotiy queen Theiefa took this opportunity to caufe a 
body of her forces to repafs the Minho and to re-poffefs them- 
felves of luy-y which, however, did not long remain in h<r 
hands, Don Atonfo king of Leon^ 'returning with a fup '^ior 
army into Galicia^ upon which the Portuguefe thought proper 
to quit their new conqueft, and to fecure themfclves by a 
timely retreat". 

Caufes of Don Alonfo Enriquez^ whom his father cowtHeftry had in- 
Alon- trufted to the care of Egas MunitZy received from him an excel- 


fo Enri- lent education ; and that he might difcover to the people that he 
quez diffe- meant to follow the footfteps of his father, he went, according to 
rence <with cuftom of thofe times, to tl)e church of Zamora ; and, after 
hts mMer going through the ufual ceremonies, received there' the ho- 
queeni he- nour of knighthood Five years were almoft elapfed fince that 

time, and fome of the Portuguefe nobility, who either envied 
Don Ferdinand PereZy ftiled by fome writers count of Trajiema- 
TQy or were really offended with the reports that were fpread of 
his familiarity with the queen, and intention to marry her, 
and take the title of count of Portugaly perfuaded Don Alonfoy

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who^jlls now near eighteen, to vindicate bis own right, 'and 
to let the people fee that he would not tamely fubmit to fuch 
a vioAktion of them. There needed not many arguments to 
perfuade a young prin<^ that he haa either a claim or capacity 
to goveil^ more efpecially one whofe title was fo well founa* 
cd in bn®' ^fpeds as that of Don He clofed there- 

fore immedill^With the propofition that was made him, af- 
fumed the fovereign authority, and was, generally fj^eaking, 
^ chcarfully obeyed p. The qij^en his mother, however, had 
not governed fo long without having a confiderable party in 
her interefts, who wctc ready to efpoufc them with their 
fwords. Some, indeed moft writers fay, that the queen ad- 
vancing with her army towards Guimaraez., the king, without 
waiting till his governor joined him, engaged them, and was 
routed ; but that • afterwards the remaitjs of his army being 
joined by the troops under the command o^Egas Munii%^ en- 
gaged the army of the qu!;en a fecond time, and gained a 
complete vidory. 7'hey farther affert, that the queen being 
made priloner by her Ton, fccretly implored the afliftancc and 
proteflion of her nephew Don Alonfo^ king of Leon ; who, 
marching to her affiftance, Don Aknfo Eniiquez gzvt him 
in the^dain of Valdivez^ and after an oblHnatc engage- 
meriji^in which the king himlelf received two wounds and 
feven counts were made prifiT ers, totally defeated his army : 
from which the flat country where this battle was fought 
received the name of Matgnca^ th#t is, the Butchery, 
They then proceed to tell us, that the king of in re- 
venge of this affront, having raifed a more potent army than 
before, came and befieged Don Alonjo in his capital city of 
Guimmaez^ where he mufl: certainly have been taken prifo- 
ner, if his tutor Egai Munitz had not gone privately to the 
king of ^£^<3/7, and in his mafter’s name concluded a treaty, 
by which he promifed to do him homage ; and upon this the 
king of Leon retired. Laftly they fay, that Don Alonfi En» 
quirez difavowing this treaty, and refufing to do homage 
when f#mmoned, Egas Munitz prefented himfelf before the 
king of Leon with a halter about his neck, to Ihew he was 
ready to fuffer the penalty of having deluded that monarch by 
an engagement it was not in his power to perform. The king, 
however, admiring his loyalty and fidelity, difmilled him not 
only unhurt, but with many commendations. All this is 
very pleafant and entertaining, but wc fee no fufBcient reafon 
to affirm that there is one fyllablc of it true ; but on the con- 
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' trary, ihc declfion of this quarrel between the moth^and the 
fon happened in quite a different manner. The nobility 
about Don jllonfo pcifuaded him to give battle to th^ueen’s 
forces, which he did, and gained a ^ignal and complete vic- 
tJe ^feats tory 'K Qijcen Therefa^ after her defeat, retired ijjfO the caf- 
her Jttcesy Qf LggQnafo^ and as for Don FerdUiand Pered^^ ^ retired 
ajfumcs the j^jg whom the fcandal of thofij^Jp^es had report* 

zo^vetn- queen’s firft favourite, into Galicia. In- 

ftead of purfuing them, Don Alonfo invefted the fortrefs irf' 
which his mother had taken refuge, and having obliged her 
to furrender, caufed her to be kept* in prifon during the re- 
mainder of her life, with chains upon her legs" ; which 
fomc fay Iheboi every impatiently, and uttered grievous ex- 
ecrations againft her foil, on account of t’lis ill ufage. We 
are farther told, that (he procured the Pope to interpofe ir?/ 
her favour, fo hr as to fend a cardinal legate \\\io Portugal^ 
who put the count Don Alonfo and his dominions under an in- 
terdid ; but with fuch privacy, that he was in hopes it would 
not have reached that prince’s ears till he was out df his 
territories. In this he was miftaken ; Don Alonfo had timely 
intelligence, followed him, and clapping a fword to his breaft, 
compelled the cardinal to abfolve him, and tJ take ofF^ ^he 
interdidi; and then bid him aflure the Pope, that hc;^iOuld 
find him always an obedient f n of the church,"* while he act- 
ed towards him with the affedtion of a fpirltual father. It 
happens unluckily, that for t,he fake of accuracy, the name 
of thVs Pope is mentioned, and faid to be Eugenius III. in- 
ftead of Innocent II. who -then occupied the chair of St. Peter ^ 
and whefe circumftances were fuch, thut if he had been ever fo 
well inclined, he durft not have taken a ftep of this nature. 
Upon the whole it is moft probable, that Don Alonfo being 
well acquainted with the queen’s violent temper^ judged it 
expedient to keep her under a gentle reftraiiit, to prevent 
frefh troubles, till the time of her demife, which happened 
in fomewhat lefs than two years, upon the firft o( No vembe? \ 
in the year of our Lord one thoufand one hun;lic\l and 
thirty. 

Don Alonfo^ count of Portugal^ having now the full and 
free poflbflion of his dominions, repulfcd with great lofs a 
MooriJI) prince, who, thinking to take advantage of their 
domeftic troubles, had made an inroad, and taken the towji 
of Francofa^ which, though not without difficulty, Don Alan- 
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fo recoj^ed, and having again defeated the infidels, who aU 
tacked him in his return to his capital, he entered Guimaraez 
in triul||ph, and caufed the trophies of his vidforics to be placed 
in the principal church. He was very-defirous of recovering 
the place^he queen hi?mother had foirnprly poflcfled in Ga^ 
Uday an^iunder pretence of profecuting his quariel againfl: 
Don Femlnafs^^ereZj he made more than one iiiuption intq 
that country, but with no great fuccefs. At length an op- 
portunity offered that feemed to flat-.- iiiS hopes, Don GoTi 
fif7j king of Navarre^ beip ^ jfaluus ol the great power of 
Don jjlonfo king of Lfmti and CajUle^ who aflumed the titljj 
of emperor of the Spains^ propofed a league to Don Alanjo 
Enriquez^ for their mutual advantage. This tepipted him tp 
invade Galicia ^ diijd time with better fuccefs than before, 
fincc he defeated thofe who oppofed him, and took and for- 
tified feveral places ; but the return of the ynperor with a fu- 
perior army, conftrained him to abandon his enterprize, tp-r 
gether with his new conquclts, in order toretiie into his owq 
dontinions ^

being perfuaded by (bnne of the nobility about bim % 
treaty, on account of the Moors having invaded his territory, 
the peace was eafily made, all places and prifdners tiften on 
both fides being reftorcd. The Pop^^s legate being very in- 
ihumental in this, the count Don Alonfoj in a higij^iit of gra- 
titude or piety, declared himfelf tributary for all Vijif domini- 
ons to the holy fee, and promifed to paycjiviually in riiat 
quality four ounces of gold, as appears from his own letter on 
this fubjeft to Pope Lucius thf, fecond 

The pr^refs of the Chriftians in Portugal being reported 
to Abu-Ali-Texefin^ the miramnmolin, or chief monarch of the 
Moors in Barbary^ he direfted Ifmar ^ whom fome authors call 
IJlmaeU his lieutenant in Spain^ to affemble all the forces of 
the Southern provinces, and with them iD oblige the Chrif- 
tians to repafs the Douro, In confequence of thefe orders, r 
he direfled thcal'iaydes of 5 ^i7/7/(?2;, Elvas^ Evora^ and 
to aflcmble the troops of their refpeflive governments ; and 
having joined thefe with the forces he brought from Barbary^ 
the whole army were very numerous. He was fcarce in rea- 
dinefs to march, before he had intelligence that Don Alonfa 
Enriquez had palled the river Tayoy and was in the neighbour- 
hood of a place called Cajlro Verda. This apf»eared ven fa- 
vourable to the Moorifh general,., as it gave him aiii?iujfc6rtu- 
nity of drawing up his cavalr/, in which his ftrength princi- 
pally confifted, with all poffible advantage, in the plains of 
Ourique ; and thercfofe he iook all poffible precautions to 
prevent the Chrijlians from repaffing the river, and gaining 
thereby an opportunity of fighting upon more equal terms. 
However, Don Aloyifo had fo early intelligence that he might 
have retired, to which he was advifed by moll of his generals, 
if he had been fo difpofed ; but it Teems he declared himfelf of 
a contrary opinion. He judged that fuch a retreat ivould dif- 
credit his arms ; and that fuch a multitude of Mcors breaking 
into his dominions might render it imprafticable for him to 
reinforce his fatigued army, fo as to be in a better condition 
to fight than he was at this time, and his foldierjji ftiewing 
great alacrity, his generals came over to his opinion, and it 
was determined to w'ait and receive the Infidels where they 
were. This refolution being taken, they chofe their ground, 
fo as to gain all that could be gained in point of fituation ; 
and having thrown up fomc intrenchments to cover their in- 
fantry, divided their horfc into four corps, and in this pofition 
waked the attack

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ISMJ^ divided Moorijh cavalry into twelve corps; jD^ffAloo* 
and mating fure of the vidlory, was chiefly intent upon difpo- fo Enri- 
ling th^ in fuch a manner as to cut off all poflibility of re- quez wVz/w 
treat, and hinder, if it might be done, fo much as a fingle oattU 
man fron^aking his #fcape. By thus enlarging his front, ^ 
he loft, i^^ great meafure, the weight which his fuperiority 
might h^e him. The Portuguefe infantry, being at- v 
tacked in their Aitrcnchments, made fo gallant a defence, 

<hat the enemy could not force them ; and their flanks being 
covered with morafles, the Moc^ljh cavalry, deftined to pre- 
vent their efcape, were of no ule. At length the Moors^ fa- 
tigued by repeated and ineffeflual allaults, began to fall into 
confufion, which as foon as the Portuguefe infantry perceived, 
they Tallied from tljjeir intrench merits, and attacked them in 
\ heir turn with great fury. Don Alonfo fcconded them with 
his cavalry, and after a bloody and obftinate difpute, which 
laded fix hours, the Moors totally rfluted with prodi- 
gious fljiughter, the nephew of Ifnar^ who had commanded 
the attack, and the four alcaydes already mentioned, being kil- 
led upon the fpot y. Aniongft rhealmolt innumerable prilbners 
that were taken, were upwards of a thoufand Cbrijiiam^ Of 
thofe ftiled J\/l^%arahians^ whom, at the icqueft of ^IheotonuSf 
prid^’ iije Holy Crofs, Don Alonfo fet at liberty, with their 
wives and clmldren, and pi#cu^ed them eftabliflimenis in his 
territories. This glorious vi6^v>ry, which was indubitably the 
foundation of the Portuguefe monarchy, was gained upon the 
twenty-fifth of July; and the* annivcrfaiy thereof )i^ ever 
fincc been celebrated to preferve the memory of fo fignal a 
favour vouchfafed to the Cbrijhan arms by the blclling of Di- 
vine Providence ^ 

This is as clear and as concife an account, as from the 
comparifwi of different authois, wc were able to get ; but at [.^lous and 
the fame time we niuft confefs, that we have omitted number- ahjurd ac^ 
lefs extraordinal y circumftanccs, related with great confidence nunts of 
by the Portuguefe writers. Iftmaef they fay, vvms king of Ba- the 'vulory 
dtijoZy and bi ought with him into the field twenty princes, his 
vaffals, oF whom four were in great confidcration, in compa- 
rifon of the other fixtecn ; who, iiotwithftandmg, had each Ounque. 
his corps of troops, fo that the whole army amounted to three 
hundred thoufand, according to the moft modciatc computa- '* 
tion ; others fay, to four hundred and eighty thoufand ; and

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fomc fwcll them to fix hundred thoufatid : whcre\ the ar- 
my of Don Alonfo is ^reed on all fides not to have weeded 
thirteen thoufand. They tell us likewife, that two jkys be- 
fore the battle, their prince, being in no fmall pe^lexity^ 
fat down to comfort and compofc his^nind, by th^crufal of 
the Holy Scriptures; and that having read the ftorj^M Gideon^ 
he funk preiently into a deep (Iccp, in wh ich^ e raw a very 
old man, in a very remarkable drefs, come 15 lTO his tent and 
aflure him of vi£lory. His chamberlain waking him, told ’ 
him there was an old man wlfo was very importunate to fpcak 
with him. Don Alonfo ordered him ^ be brought in, and no 
fooncr faw him, than he knew him to be the old man of 
whom he had been dreaming. This perfon acquainted him 
that be was a fifherman, and bad led a ^fe of penance for 
fixty years on an adjacent rock, where it had been revealed 
to him, that if the count marched his army the next morn- ^ 
ing, as foon as he^heard a ccrtain^bcll ring, he fliould* receive 
the ftrongeft ilfl'uranccs of vidlory. Accordingly, at the ringing 
i of the bell the count put his army in motion, and fuddcnly 
beheld in the Eaft quarter of the fky, the figure of the Crofs, 
and Chriji upon it, who promifed him a complete vidtory, and 
commanded him to accept the title of King if it was offeried 
him by the army. Soon after, his forces, being diA^j in 
order of battle, 1‘uddenly (hout^d for joy, and cried outJjLong 
hvc Don Alonfo Enriquez^ of Portugal : they add, that 
as a ftanding memorial of this miraculous event, Don Alonfo 
changed the arms wMck his father had given of a crofs aaure 
in a field argent, for five cfcutcheons, each charged with five 
bezants, in memory of the wounds of ChriJi ; while others 
all edge, that he gave in a fieW argent five efcutcheons azure, 
in the form of a crofs, each charged with five bezants argent, 
placed falterwife, with a point fable, in memory of fiv4» wounds 
himfcif received, and of the five Moorijh kings flain upon the 
fpot, the name of the place alfo being changed into Cabe^as 
dd Reiesy i. e, the Heads of the Kings, in order to add a new 
teftimony to the tiurh of this event. The moft irrjfragabfe 
evidence however of all thefe w^onders, is a charter of the 
king Don Alonjo^ the firft dated in 1142, in which the ftory 
bf the vifion is related upon oath. ' 1 ,'hc Spmifh critics, not- 
withftanding, have difcovercd many inconfiftencies in this 
piece ; they find the language intermixed with phrafes not 
then in ufe : it bears the date of the year of our Lord when 
that a.*ra had not been ht ird of in Spain \ and fobn^ bifhop 
kA Coimbra^ figns as a witiicfs before John^ mciropolitan of 

Brajs^ 
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^ich is againft the rules*. Upon the whole, all, 
thefe wonderful circumiiances maj^ without any great fear 
of vioJating the regard due to veracity, be confidercd as fo 
manii^entions, by which, inftead of adding to the honour 
of their rrince, and oi their country, they have really ob- 
feured it ni;a very high degree : nor fliould we have taken fo 
much pa)h« upon this occafion, if it had not been to have fur- 
niflied th,e judJtl^s reader with a fufficient apology for drop- / 

«{)ing fuch romantic particulars upon many other occafions. 

1'here is, however, under wih is mafs of fable and fuper- Donk\o^» 
ftition, a very important matter of fac9: concealed, which is fo Enri- 
iflconteftably true; ancf that is, the proclaiming Don Alonfo 
king in the plains of Ourique^ immediately after this vifloiy 
and it is to heighten and adorn this fadt, fo as to cut oft all 
< j>retcnrions of honfage to the crown of Spain^ that fo many ortu- 
' wondeis have been fabricated upon his afluming it. It muft, * 
iiotwithft'inding, be o\A'ncd, that it is muth more probable 
that the regal title was given him after the battle than before, 
though the point is not in itfelf of any great confequcnce. ^ 

We (hall ke hereafter, that even in thefe rough times, when 
things are fairly and truly reprefented, mankind were not fo 
ignorant and^baibarous as to a fuffer a change in government 
to Sg made without any further ceremony than a tumultous 
huzz2f;"Tbi% though it bc^triic that \)on Alonfo was ftiled 
King, from the very day in .'hich this vidlory was gained ;

who knew very w’t 11 what he w^as doing, and howto conci- 
liate, wliat It is fo difficult to bring into a Hate of true har- 
mony, vigoui of monarchical authority, with a juft claim 
to liberty in the fubjcdl, There was therefore the lefs need 
to bcilow fo much falie colouring, and difagrecable daubing, 
to fet off* a charadlcr fo bright in itfelf, and which will ap- 
pear fo to every critical enquirer, in fpite of ihefe officious 
attempt^to magnify, which prove in the end rather endea-

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) r«neral joy and fatisfailion of his fiibjedls K When this /b- 
emnity Vas over> he fpent fomc time in vifiti^g the feveral 
provinces of his dominions, giving direftions for rebuiWfjng 
iuch places as cither through time, or the rage of w^haa 
been brought to decay, and refcttling epifcopal fees ^ fuch 
places as were known to have enjoyed that honour in the 
time of the ; and at this fcalon, in aH |)^abiffty, he 
made a vow of building a noble monaftery for monks of the 
Ci/lertian order, in cafe Providence bleflcd him with fuccefs in 
the'great enterprize then in his mind. This was the recovery of 
Lisbon out of the hands of the Moors^ and it is faid, that he in- 
vefted it with a powciful army : but it is probable the reader 
will fcarce credit this, when he hears the place was defended 
by a garrifon of two hundred thouland men, It is a ftrange 
thing that men of parts and learning will disfigure their hif- 
tories not only with improbabilities, but impolfibilities, and 
put it thereby out of the pov/er of tkofe who came after them 
yto do that julhee to the courage and conduct of their ancef- 
tors, to which they are fincerely inclined. All we can col- 
lect from their relations, amounts to no more than this, that 
the king undertook this fiege with a fmall army, and that he 
was able to make but little progrefs in it, partlyr, from the 
ftrength of the place, and partly from the numerous "^rrj^ 
that was in it. At length, very fc^tunately for L/^n Alonfo^ 
a fleet of adventurers, Irenchy Englijh^ Getmans^ Flern* 
in^Sf that were going ^to the Holy Land, anchored at the 
mouth o'f the river Tagus^ whofe alfiftance he demanded, as 
not altogether foreign to their purpofe of making war upon 
the infidels, and bis requeft was readily granted. Here again 
we arc opprelTed with abfurdities and impoflibilities ; for, ex- 
clufive of a king of Denmark, a duke of Burgundy, and other 
princes whom we cannot find out, we are allured that the 
fleet and army was conimanded by William Longfword duke 
of Normandy^ who flourifhed only two hundred years before 
this event happened. But whoever thciq adventurers were, 
or whoever commanded them, it w'as by their help thjt king * 
Alonfo took the place, and having gratified them out of the 
A. D. plunder, they departed well fatisfied This conqueft fo 
1 147. raifed this monarch’s reputation, and brought fuch numbers to

It is fortifie‘^*by an 
old McoriJJ? wall, flunked by fc- 
venty - feveii towers ; compre- 
hends between thirty and forty 
thoufand houfes, and is aboqt, 
fix miles in Icnirth, and Courteen 
in circumference. Tlie air is 
wondei fully healthy, and the 
fcafon fo tempeiate, that people 
live there to a great age ; and 
rofes and other odoriferous flow- 
ers blow there all the year 
long (3).

It would be of little confequence to the reader, fuppofing Enlarges 
it was praiiicable, as indeed it is not, to have an exadt detail terrno^ 
of all the expeditions made by the king Don Alonfo into the 
territories of the Moq%s ; and on the other fide, the hiftory of 
tj^‘ir excurfions into the dominions of Portugal^ in which the ’ 

lame places were taken and retaken almoft every year, with 
fingular and cxiraordinary circumftances. We will con- 
tent ourfelves then with faying, that having with great cou- 
rage and indefatigable diligence cleared the province of Ejlre- 
7mdura and Bc 'ira from in^'idels, he became entiiely mafter of 
four of the fix provinces that compofe the kingdom of Portu*^ 
and raifed the reputation of his arms to a very high de- 
gree, in an age when courage was moft refpecled, and in a 
country where the moft authentic proofs of it were given 
Ijy as brave* and gallant commanders as any hiftory have re- 
niJn faying this, wc b' no means intend to exclude 
the AJoers^who certaiiily'uufendcd their country wdth great 
fpiiitand refolution, as appear^ by the length of time it re- 
quired to drive them out of th/jlc conq^efts which they origi- 
nally obtained almoft within the compafs of a finale year. 

Wc miift alfo aflert, though ihc Portuguefe hjftorians furnilh 
us with but /lender proofs upon this head, that he was no lefs 
provident in peopling and improving, than rnterpnzing in the 
acquifition of tcrritoiics : and on this head it may not be amifs 
to oblCTve, that it was ceitainly one maxim of his policy to 
invite and allure ftrangers, who either came into hjs country 
on the account of tiadc, or, during the long progrefs of the 
holy war, put into his ports for refrcfiimcnt, to remain and 
*fi:ttle agiongft his fubjcvlls ; of which, though we have but a 
few, and thofe daik and peiplcxcd, hints in their hiflorics, 
yet we have a clear and iaiisladory proof m the language of 

Portugiiiij'e^ which coniillb of a mixture of cf/fi’ ;y/), Latins 
and with lome ip'i inklings »of oihci I.ingiiag'*s, which 
fufticicntly denote their being a mixr people. Neither is this 
any imputation upon them ; but quite the contrary, fince in

the beft men that quitted their own countries, to fignalize 
tbcmfclves in other climates \ and very probable the mcA mo* 
derate and prudent made it their choi.ce to ftay in ^finc a 
country, and to carve out their fortunes under the pfoteftian 
of fo generous a prince, who piqued himfelf upon beii^ equally 
the protedor of letters and arms ^ ' 

He was feeonded in all his great and good defigns by his 
Jsveryun- Mathilda^ a princefs eoually famous for her exquifite 

fortunate beauty, and fmgiilar piety. She was alfo confpicuous for hejf 
in his ^ar great capacity, which Ihe difcovered -in the management of 
agatnft his civil affairs, when the protedion of his fubjeds called the 
fon~in-la<vj king her husband into the field. By he»- he had a numerous 
Don Fer- offspring, which enabled him to ftrengthe^l his interefts by 
dinand great alliances. His eldeft daughter Oonna Mafalda^ or Ma- 
king of thilda^ he married t .) Don Alonfo king of Arragon\ his fecond, 

i-icon. Donna Urraca^ to Don Ferdinand king of Leon^ the foil of 

his old antagonift the emperor Don Alonfo ; and the third, 
Donna Thercfa^ to Philip earl of Flanders l^'he marriage 
of his fccond daughter did not prevent him from having dif- 
putes with his fon-in-law Don Ferdinand^ who, as we have 
ihewn in another place, had the good fortune ohee to make 
him prifoner, and the generofity ^nd good fenfe t^CL'^'^rff^er 
that he was his father-in-law, and to forget that ne had been 
his enemy. We have alfo fliewn, that when this misfortune 
befel him, he met alfo with another, that of breaking his 
leg, which, through his impatience, rendered him ever after 
fo lame that he was unable to mount on liorfeback ; which the 
fuperftitions in thofc days aferibe to the cuifes of his mother : 
but fome writers, who were perhaps better informed, give us 
another account of the matter. They fay, that his impatience 
to recover his liberty, induced him to fubmit to the hard con- 
dition which Don Ferdinand impofed, of coming in perfoH' 
to Leon^ there to do homage for his dominions as foon as he 
fhould be able to mount on horfeback ; and that for this rca- 
fon he ever afterwards afiiiied to drive in acalafh, ar.i would 
never get on horfeback more p. This did not at all abate his 
military ardour ; for notwithftanding thi'' inconvenience, 
joined to the weight of years and infirmities, his ^-^t^rage tranf- 
ported him into the field, wherever the fafety or the nitcreft of

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his people called him ; fo that there was no relaxation in the 
whole courfe of his feign, but the fame activity diftinguifhed 
the loiter, that had done honour to the eailier part of his ad-» 
minifti^ion. It is tru(\, that the infant Don Sancho was a great 
(lay ano^refief to his father, whom he very much rcfembled in 
the imp^uolity of his valour, and his early a(Fe(3ion for a mi- 
litary life ; b;^<;jas this heat perhaps made him unfortunate in 
his firft enterprizes, fo repeated checks made him more cau- 
tious, and taught him that ,(o be a great captain* condu<5t 
was at lead: as neccITary as courage ; and as he derived the 
former from nature, fo*by degrees time and experience taught 
him the latter 

Towards the latter end of the king’s reign, an opportu- E^iharked 
nity feemed to prefent itfclf, of obtaining cfice for all an at the ckfi 
entire releafe from the difagreeable pretenfions of the king of tif his reign 
Leon^ and this vv^s the quarrel between tliUt monarch and his 
nephew Don Alonfo of Cajfile. The latter fought the friend- 
fhip of Portugal^ aiid Doii Alonfo Enrtque'Z clofed too readily ^h^'htians 
wifh the propofal. Don Ferdinand of Leon having intelli- 
gence of themeafuies they had conceited, and that the in- 
fant Don Sancho was advancing towaids Ciudad Rodrigo^ af- 
fembl^d his* troops on the frontier with fuch diligence, that 
he ti* *.‘^?^led to attack ^e infant very unexpectedly, and, 
after a vei^ warm difpute, tJefeated him ^ The Portuguefe A. D. 
writers are filent upon this heao, though in its confequcnces nyi* 
this untoward event proved very beneficwl to their country: for 
Don Ferdinand underftanding that the infant, piqued at his 
difgrace, was recruiting his forces with great diligence, he 
gave him to underftand, that they might be much better em- 
ployed againft the infidels, who expedling the ifllic of this 
war, ^gmained carelefs and unprepared. Don Sancho made 
proper ufe of this falutary advice, and after making fome mo- 
tions purely for amufement, made a fudden irruption into An^ 
dalufta^ and penetrated as fat as Triana^ which is one of the 
fuburbs of Seville, The MoonJJ) alcaydes afl'embled as great 
a force «!is they were able, in order to attack him on his retreat. 

The infant Don Sancho having fatigued them firft by the cele- 
rity of his marc^ at length chofc a ftrong camp, and having 
given his tmmj^fome time to repofe, drew them out, and of- 
fe^ed th^cnemy battle ; in which being vidorious, he returned 
into Portugal with fpoils to an jmmenfe value *. The next

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this affront, made an irruption into Portugal^ and befieged < 
Abratites^ on the bank of the \ but upon the infant Don . 
Sancho\ advancing towards him with the troops of I^iugoly ^ . 
they retired. The year following the miraminolin Jpt both ^ 
a fleet and an army out of Barbary^ and cxprefsl)^ dircded 
they fhoulJ be employed in a joint expedition agajnft P<?r- 
tugaU Don Fua^ Raupinoy who commandetjjjp the frontier, 
and who had a Itronger corps of troops than the Moors ex- 
pected, pofled them behind the rocks adjacent to a little caf-^ 
tie, which Gama, alcayde of Merida, who commanded the 
infidels by land, niuft of ncccflity attack, and while he was 
biify in this fervicc Don Fuas fell upon him behind, routed 
his forces, and lent him and his brother prifoners to the old 
king of Co'urd'ta, After this the fame galbun officer took the 
command o\ the fleet, and having routed one of the enemy’s 
I'quadrons, lent i\jne of their gallics to Lisbon, and then pro- 
ceeded with twenty -one lad to engage the Moorifn fleet, com- 
pofed of fifty-four large gallics. 'J'his a£t of temerity cofK 
them dear ; for thi: Moots, having drawn his fmall fquadron ' 
towaids the center, furrounded and deftroyed them, fo that 
the fea, which had fo lately furniflted him with trophies, now 
fupplied him with a tomb^ • 

Thk war was continued without any very^-gjmkablc 
events for the next three yearar; 'during which king of 

Morocco, and emperor of the Almohades, having iranfpoitcd 
at feveral times both men and military ftores into Andaiujia, 
at length followed in pcrlbn, and having collcded a piodigi- 
ous army under the command of thntcen alcaydes, fwept all 
before iiini as far as the Tajo, He prefented himfelf before San- 
taren, into which, not able to keep the field, the infant Don 
Ahnfo had retired with a choice body of truc'ps. IJierc he 
fuftained for the fpacc of a week feveral afiaulth ; and, Irotwith- 
ftanding the great fuperiority of the infidcLs, repulied them 
with loTs, till, as the Spanijh writeis fay, he was iclieVed by 
Don Ferdinand king of Leon, and the aichbilhop of Campo- 
fella \ but, as Portuguefe writers alfiirn, by his fiiiberDoh 
Ahnfo, by whom the Moofi being totally defeated, the mira- 
momalin having received a wound from tho hand of the infant 
Don .\ancbQ^ pciilhcd in repafling the rivcr.‘‘ There aie in-* 
deed very lhangc variations in thediffeient recit& :ve rriTet 
with even in ancient authors concerning this battle, and the

This' dec i five ftroke was 
j>iven upon MidfHfmncr-day ; and the confternation of the in- 
fidels was fo great that they left the Portuguefc at liberty to 
improve the interior part of their country, and to fortify theifr 
frontiers all the next year 

This repofe w^as very fcafonable to the good old king. Dies n-iie^ 
ivhopaffed the time at Coimbra^ furrounded by his nobility and thewwver- 
prelates, with whom he concerted the propereft means iox M 
preferving the territories he had gained by his arms, and the 
title bellowed upon him by his people, withoift impeachment of 
any kind, till being quite woin out with cares and fatigue, he ' 

depi^rted this life, to the greit forrow of his fubjedls, on the 
. fixth of December one thoufand one hundred and eighty -five ; 
having governed Portugal^ from the time he affumed the fove- 
reign authority, fifty-feven years, and as a king in the forty- 
feveiith year of his icign"^.

Accordingly the alcaydes of ScvjU^ jaerty 
CoydtfDa^ and Badajozy maithc^ Sfin army of fiftjthoufand 
men to its relief : the Chriflians thereupon raifed the fiege, 
gave them battle, and defeated them, the alcaydes of Cordova 
and ^aeu being in the nuftiber of the flam ^ The Portuguefe 
writers unanimoufly affirm, that the banner of the crofs was 
difplayed by angels j and that they were fcnfible of fupernatur^ 
A. D. affiftance in the battle. On the 21ft of Odiober the forties 
1217. furrendered, and was beftowed on the order of St. "James 

notwuhftanding the ftiongeft applications that were mide to 
Pope Homriusy he would not be prevailed upon to permit 
the croffes to remain in Portugal another year, which gave 
great difeontent to all the Chriflians in Spain^.

They were ftill 
lefs plealed with a particular 
law, by which he gave damages 
againft a plaintiff who brought 
his a^ion without any juft caufe 
of fuit.

I'his young prince was not lb complaifant to the infanta’s as

but that one king in one realm was fuflicient : upon thefe 
grounds the dilputc was retired to arbitration ; and the deci- # 
lion wa«, that the infanta’s fhould do homage to the king ; 
tJ*^!lt the inhabitants of their towns fliould acknowledge his 
authority, but that they ftiould enjoy all the rents and reve- 
nues to their own ufc. Security being given on both fides for 
the due peiformance of articles, the placestakcn were reftored, 
and Don left in the Jfcc pofldfions ol his kingdom®;

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canons were made therein Ihould be ftrictly executed. The 
king ihcwed great juftice in the quarrel between Sc. Perdinan^^ 
king of CaJUle and Leon^ and his ftfters, which he mignt 
eafily have improved to his own advantage. ThSt monarch 
was fo fenfible of this, that having had an interview with Don 
Sancho at Sabugal^ he reftored to him the fortrefe of Chaves^ 
of which his father had been difpoflefled Some ftffs ftill con- 
tinued amongft the clergy in Portugal^ where it is on all hands 
agreed, that their difcipline vvas very much relaxed. The 
king himfelf was very intent on carryin';j^bn the wars amongft 
the Moars^ and advanced once more into the kingdom of Al- 
garve ; where he might probably have done great things, if 
he had not been perplexed with perpetual complaints againft 
A, D. him to the court ot Rome. As it was, ‘he reduced feveral 
12 jj. fmall places, and kept his own dominions entirely free from 

thofe unwelcomcrdfits of the infidels to which they had been 
formerly expofed. 

A fudden Hitherto Sancho had maintained his credit with 
andftrange bis fubjects tolerably well ; and they were content to alfc.v, 
turn in his that a prince very affable in his manners, brave in his perfon, 
fuhjeSls who did good to many, and injury to none, was a bleiling* 
dt/pofiions JUxxt now, by a ftrange turn of foitune, many oYthc nobility 
to this mo- forgetting their duty to the king, committed gre^t cxorbitan- 
narePs cies ; and becaufe he did not punifli thefe, when in truth it 
rum. out of his power, the people began to clamour againft 

him. The infant Don Ferdinand^ having violated the im- 
munities of the church, the prelates, notwithftanding the 
mifehief done by the laft, had recourlc.Jo another interdict ' 
and the king, though be had no fhare in the offence, *' as 
obliged to make a deep fubmiffion, while the infant m'^e a 
tour to Rome^i and underwent a feverc penance before hd could 
be again received into the church. It was from thefe troubles, 
which had their fource in the too great lenity of the king to- 
wards a lazy and luxurious nobility, that thofe terrible difor*- 
ders arofe, which afterwards threw the kingdom into confu- 
iioii, and drove him out of his dominions. But fet this 
matter in a clear light, and to (hew how this monarch, who 
is not charged with any glaring vice, fuc;h as cruelty, op- 
predion, drunkennefs, or debauchery, came to be dethroned, 
at the inftance of his people, by the Pope, will require fome 
compos, though we (hall endeavour to confine onrfelves 
wi>lnn as narrow bounds as truth and pcrfpicuity will allow.

p. The Hijlory of Portugal. 

The bulk of the Portugutfe writers agree, that their king Thecaufes^ 
Don Sancho efpoufed, not long after his acceffion, Donna Pretended 
Memla^ the daughter of Don Lopes dias de Haroy lord of Blf ^^dreaU 
cay by D®nna Urraca^ the natural daughter of Alonfo^ the ^ 
ninth king of Cajiile^ S lady of exquifite beauty* ; who held 
Don Sanebo in fuch clofc captivity, and governed his thoughts ^ 
and adic/m^ with an influence fo arbitrary, that, according i*ortU' 
to the fupcrftit^ous notions of thofe times, (he Was believed 
<0 have difturbed his fenfes by a draught, as if fuch effects 
were not every da}\jiTOught \fithout any other charms thaji 
thofe which the fox ^live from nature. Thofe who were 
about the king, who loved his pcifon, and fupported his au- 
thority, wcie ftigmatized to render them odious in the fight 
of the people by name of favourites, and faid to hold their 
employments, not through merit, or even the king^s choice, 
but by the recommendation of tlie queen, 'fhe clergy, who 
had not fo great power at cv^uit as they dcfiicd, concurred in 
and conducted this clamour, which, as u^e ohferved before, * 
hg>l its firft rife from the youthful errors of the infant Don 
Ferdinand Don Pedro of Portugal^ an older man, and who 
had fc^'H more of the world, was in the fccrct of the male- 
contents, aifd fomented thofe confufions, which he hoped 
might at Icaft place icgal power in Ivs hands, il not the regal 
title; which ambitious .id the king gieat nnfchief,

fon, for the relief of Padetnay before which he lay, raifed the 
ficge in the night, and by another road arriv"<2i' unexpect- 
edly before Silver, and mvefted it.

exert whnt little ilrength they had, in order to compel obe- 
dience to jhe king s commands, in points of the greareft con- 
fequence to the publiqi fafety. Pope Innocent the fourth had 
called a general council at Lycm in France, where he and his 
prelates dqoofeJ the emperor Frederic ; thithei the Portuginfe 
commiflioneSLwho were the archbifbop of Braga, the bifhops 
Porto and Coh^bra, and two noblemen, repaired ; and hav- 
ing fet forth their bl||{incis, thefope very roundly, on the 24th 
of July, deprived Dox.^amho of the adminiftration of his do- 
minions, and declared flis brother Don yJhifo regent ; and he 
being at Paris, the commiflioners repaired tliitiier, and upon 
the 6th of Si'ptcmhcr adminifticd an oath to liiin, that he 
Ihould execute th^ office of regent faithtully. The infant 
Don Alonfo went immediately to Bslogne, where he fettled the 
government of that count]^ in the hands^of his confort, to 
whom it of right belonged, and then prepared tor his voyage 
to Portugal. In the mean time, as molt wTitcis lay, Ray- 
iliond Portocarrero feized upon the perfon of the queen Dojina 
Mmcia"^, and earned her away p^ifoncr, fo that Ihevvas never 
heard of myre. This affeiled the king in fuch a manner, 
that he rcfolved to provide for his own fafety, and accordingly 
withdrew into the teriitories^f S‘.

againft the bulls, and every thing clfe, and took the advan- 
tage of this invafion to recruit their ganifons and rc-viclual 
their fortrefles ; fo that the regent found himfclf obhgc^l^ so 
beficge Coimbra in form. ^ 

1'he unfortunate Don Sancho returned again to Toledo^ 
where he fpent the fhort remainder of his days in adls of pe- 
nitence and piety, and dyings ir\ the monih of January 124S, 
was interred with great magnificence in the cathedral of that 
city, no Icfs dcploied by the Cajhlian than by the few Portu-- 
noblemen, who* were the companions of his difgrace. 
Such was the melancholy end of this icign, in its twenty-fifth

Don Alonfo diftinguifhed himfcK as afuldicr in the field, and 
as a flatefman in the cabinet, w'ith nofniall reputation to him- 
felf, and with great advantage to his crown and fubjecis. 

Thi* profpenty which had hiibcrto attended his councils P/potifes 
and his aims, elevated the jhoughts (d'Dcfi Alonfo fo much, Pomia^e- 
that having pufhed his conqiiefls fouthwaid v/ithin fight of the 
ocean, he began to tliink of extending his frontiers on the 
£aft, being equally tempted by the weaknefs of the Moors^ 
and by the beauty and fertility of Andalufia. His next irrup- 
tion, therefore, was on that fide ; and his defign was to de- 
fpoil Mohammed Ahen-Afon king of A';V/V<7, of his fmall terri- 
tories, which he might ha-.ir ca^'ly accompliflicd. But Afo- 
hemmed having put himfclf uiKicr trie proteflion of Don Alonfo

In his 
differences with the clergy he a« 5 lcd as he thought fit ; but ne- 
ver without plaufiblc reafons, had his agents conftantfy at the 
court of Rome, and amuled OiOre than one pontiff during 
his whole reign, with a fruitlcfs negotiation. He received 
the cardinals and legates that came into Portu^^^ith all 
pofflblc refpLcI, treated them with the iitmoftjj^nificence, 
and left nobbing anattempted to gain their fw^dfhip ; but in 
point of action he v/as more fpanng, till^ lengtli, finding 
himfelf finking under the weight of a mqf^al difeafe, he took a 
rcfblution of being reconciled to the church : having made a 
full fubmiffion, done foine t}iing‘', and direffed the infant 
Don Deiiis to perform the reff, ho lecciv^J tnt abfolution 
from the hands of Stephen abbot of ALohaza, and departed 
this life on the fixtceinh of Felt mi y, 1279, in the thirty-firft 
^ year of his reign, and the fixty-ninik of his life He left the 
kingdom of Portugal complete to his fucccflbrs, which had 
been gradually augmented by himfelf and his prcdcccflbrs * ; 
and thcrefoie his reign naturally puts an end to this fcclion.

with fending the princes and princeffes of the royal family to 
pay theij* reipefls to the monarch of Cajlile \ but could not 
be prevailed on by a«iy intreaties to make him a vifit, which 
was fo ill taken by his mother, that flic refufed to return into 
believing that (he fliould be Icfs confidered there 
than in tft^dominions of the king her father As for De~ * 
w/x, he conlifr.^ the principal nobility about his perfon on 
the important iJK'ieiSl: of b n' marriage : and by their advice 
was determined to ^nd three of the piincipal lords of his 
court to demand Dolina Izabella^ the daughter of Y)on Pedro 
king of Arragon^ who was very juftly reputed the moft amia- 
ble princefs in Spahiy as well for her virtue and prudence as for 
her cxquifuc be^fhty; which negotiation was fpeedily accom- 
pliflied, to the great joy and fatisfa£lion of both kingdoms, 
though the maiiiage was not ceIcbratccl*Till two years after*’. 

The infant IDon Samho Cajiile^ having about this time" 
formed a refolution of a/Tuming veiy unjiiftly the adminiftra- 
tion during the life-time of his father, demanded the fiiend- 
ftiip of the kings of Arragon and Poi tuged^ which, from mo- 
tives of pcjjicy, they gianted him, though not long after they 
had juft reafons to repents It was, however, in ibmc mca- 
fure owing to this alliance^ th : the new queen Donna Iza- 
bella^ palling through in her way Kolroncofo^ where 

the maniage was to be folcmnizcd, v*us received by queen 
Violante and part of the royal familvs b) whom flic treat- 
ed with all poffiblc marks of afFeclion and refpe^f. On her jy

upon the king's giving the bifliops fatisfaflion in fcveral points; 
and, upon his refufal, had recourle to the old remedr, which 
the clergy had ever at their fingers ends’, an interdi£l ^ The 
king bore this with great temper and patience, reprefenting 
to the clergy, that the puniftiment was not only ereat, but 
of a nature perfefliy different from the offence^J?nce he nei- 
ther favoured herefy nor heretics, and never Lp^ermeddled with , 
ccclefiaftical affairs, or offered '‘any infult ^ the church, or 
its membeis. He then defired they woj<ild fpecify what their 
derfiands were ; and having regulated every thing as well as 
he could, he defined their agreement might be fent to Rofne^ 
and have the fancliori of the Pope's approbation. This was 
accordingly done ; and Martin the fourth, one of the moft 
haughty pontiffs eve/ Icatcd in the chair of St, PeUr^ mode-

wfiat proportioiKs they plcafcd ; /n J that when lands were left 
to the church, he infifted they were ftill liable to the taxes, 
with which they were formerly charged. 

Jiiihroiher THE‘king found himfelf at* the fame time in danger of a 
Ion- rupture with Don Smcho the Bravc^ row become king of 
CajUle^ Don Nuvez cle Lara^ his fiibjcdt, having taken re- 
PcrtugiiL However Don De7ils believing they fhould 
^ underftaiid one another better in a conference, propofed an 
claim to the interview to Don Sancho^ which was readily accepted. There 
tlncfu\ the two kings agreed, that it was highly expedient for both for 
the king of Portugal to take into his own hands thofe places 
on the frontiers which his father had given to the infant Don 
Ahnfo^ and this produced a quarrel between the two brothers;* 
infomuch, that Don Alonfo not only took up arms in his 
own defence, but infinuated alfo, that he had a better title 
to the crown, becaufe Don Denh was born during the life- 
time of the countefs of Bokgne^ and himftlf after her deceafe. 

A. D. i^j^g coming wdth an army before Portakgro^ where 

the infant Don Alonfo was, with what ftrength he could raife, 
he quickly found hisaftairs in fo untoward a condition, tkat

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he was very well content to liften to any propofitions the king 
would make s and upon his afliirance, that he meant him no 
injuftice, and that he was willing to give him a fettled reve- 
nue of ftrty thoufan^ pounds, he refigned the towns of 0«- 
rem and Cintra^ which were the principal places in queftion *. 
The war that followed between the crowns of Ca/Ule and 
Arragm^ XiCcafioned another interview between Don Denh 
and Don at Sabugal^ where they parted good friends 

► By this time thj- clergy we4;e become reftlefs again : upon 
which the king applied firft to the Pope, now Nicholas the 
fourth, who heard prelates in perfon, and the 

king by his pro£lors ; and decided, that if the king fwore to 
maintain his agreement, the clergy fliould abide by it : and 
accordingly an alibrnbly of the ftates was called for this pur- 
pofe, in which the king fwore with all the folemnity the Pope 
had preferibed, and the clergy v^ere conftrained to he quiet 
for this time \ But they retained a grudge againft the 
minifters, on account of the advice given by them in thelc 
» affairs. 



As there were few princes fo learned in this age, fo it may IVt/epm* 
be truly aflerted, there was none more a friend to learning, or 
learned men, than the king of PertugaU who erecfled an uni- h 
verfity at Lisbon^ and orderj^ i riools and other feminaries of 
learning to be fet up in all fhe great towns throughout his-^^ 
dominions This gained him the afteiition of the better 
part of the clergy, notwithftaniing he Sdhered ftcadiV to his 
own maxims, and, Iw the advice of his brother Don Alonjo^ 
who was now thoroughly reconciled to him, piocurcd a law 
to be ciiafted by the ftates, which forbid, under very fevcrc 
penalties, the felling of any land to ecclcfiaftical com mum- 
ties, whether regulars or feculars; and upon thefe w ife princi- 
ples, that the chuich was but a tiuftec for the poor, and that 


therefore, in accumulating wealth, (he laid up what was not 
her own : that it was an injury to fuftcr this money to be 
\eftcd in land, for the maintenance of indolent and lazy peo- 
ple; and^that it tended ftrongly to weaken and impovenlli the 
nation to fuffer thofe to purchafe any thing who could part 


withnothiug, and who, in procels of time, muft of necelfity ac- 
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<{QireaIl^ Some things he had done in the beginning of 
his reign, he now thought it necelTary to cancel and refcindj^ 
fuch as grants without proper motives, and a bind of afylums, 
or cities of refuge, to which fuch as ^ad committed homi- 
cides, or other crimes, might repair and refide fafely ; but 
this was after they had anfwered the ends for which he grant- 
ed thefe privileges, that is, when from being ,ampty they 
were become inhabited, and when thofe, whojefting the laws 
at defiance, had maintained thpmfelves by^^i^pine in rocks and** 
mountains, had again fo far entered into obedience, as to fix 
their refidence in the frontier towns, < from whence he took 
care they fhould not be able to depart, and where that hu- 
mour, fo dangerous elfewhere, might be ufeful againft the 
infidels. 

The true We are aflured by many of the Portuguife authors, that 
Jources of Don Sancho the BrXnfc made inroads into the territories of 
thediffefi^ kingD^«/j, and laid them wafte with fire and fword, without 
encesfo any provocation ; and that upon this the monarch of Portugal^ 
longfub- being not immediately able to refift him, font him a chal-5 
JiJhng^^tth Jenge. But it is infinitely more probable, that thefe hoftili- 
committed till after the death of that prince, 
^ ^ ^ who, if the moll accurate of the Spamjh hiftorian^ may be de- 
pended upon, had another interview with king Denis^ in 
which a double marriage wai concluded between their fa- 
‘ milies, and fome other points llipulated for the advantage of 
the kirjg of P<7r///^a/,*»Don Smcho being then in a very de- 
clining Hate, his heir apparent a child, and his concerns in 
great confufion. It was to enforce thci'j terms, and to reco- 
ver the fortrefles on the fide of Cajiile^ which his mother, 
Donna Beauix^ had all along held, that Denis began to arm 
immediately after Sancho's death, chiefly by the perfuafion of 
his brother Don Alonfoy who had for many years been carry- 
ing on intrigues with the malecontent lords, and in conjunc- 
tion with them, was now very defirous of drawing fome ad- 
vantage from the weaknefs infeparable from a minority under 
the diredlion of female councils. At leaft this isothe moft 
probable account of this rupture, which did not continue 
long, though poflTibly there might be fome great ails of vi- 
olence committed on both fides ; for the queen regent of Ca^ 
JiiUy peiceiving plainly of what confequence the friendlhip of 
*the king of Portugal might be, and the infant Don Henry^ 
to whom fhe gave a fliare of the admlniftration, prefling her 
to a fpcedy accoininoJation, it was agreed, that a negotiation 
(IioulJ be fet on foot, and in order to bring it the fooner to

The ifliie of all thefe conferences was an interview be- CmprtH 
tween Don DmU and the queen dowager of Caftile, in which mifid at 
the former contra<3s were renewed, ^nd thc^ places, which laft hy a 
•he king of Portal tho^ht necelBry for his fafety, vfm’douhlt 
abandoned to them The Opacification that was thus 
brought about lafted no^long; for the troubles in Cajijli aug- royal 
menting, and there being no lefs than two competitors fet-''*^* 
up againft Don Ferdinand<t viz. Don jllonfo de la Cerda^ who 
had^'claimed againfl^ his father, as we have (hewn in another 
place, and the infant Don Juan, brother to the deceafed Don 
Sanchoi Don D^nis was prevailed upon, ^om political mo- 
tives, to put himfejf agaiiip in arms, in order, by the affif- 
tance of the kings of Arragon and Granada^ to cflabnflh la 
Ctrda on the throne of Cajlile^ and the infant X^ovijuan y\ 
the kingdom of Leon, Yet after fome fkiimifhes, in which 
there was but too much blood fhed on both fides, a new ne- 
gociation w^ fet on foot, which produced 'another interview 
with the queen dowager of when, through the inler- 

pofition of the queen of Pomignl^ who was fincerely defirous 
of peace, things were brought fomewhat nearer a conclufion 
than they had been before, by ai^ exchange of the two prin- 
cefles, Donna Conjlantia being left in Cajiile^ where, ^ foon 
as flie was of a proper €ge, fhe was to marry the king ; and 
Donna Beatrix y that monarch’s fifter, who was to efpoufe 
Don Alonfoy prince of Poriugaly returned with them into their 
own domininions In fome fliort time after this the king's 
brother, Don Alonfoy prefled him to legitimate his children ; 
not that they were baftards, but that the ptincefs his wife was 
fo nearly allied to him, that he had juft reafon to apprehend 
the validity of their'marriage might be fome time or other 
tfueftionej. The lung* who was naturally^ tender and hu- 
mane, complied witfi this requeft ; but refufing not long 
ter to unravel, at his brother’s folicitation, all that liad bef*n 
concluded with the king oUCaJlile and his^brother, Don Akn-~ 

revived his old difeontents, and at length broke OJt intQ 
open rebellion. However^ the king had fo great fuccefs in 
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this dirptiMr, that his brother found Monfolf Uc^ed ,up ki 
A. D. the city of Portalegrc^ and in great danger of bting ri^uced 
1300. to extremities, if his mother the queen Donna and his 

f]fter-in-law the queen of Portugal had not interp&fed in his 
behalf, and induced the king to grant fiim more honourable 
' and advantageous terms than he had any reafon to expedi r. 
This flanfie thus extinguiihed, king Denis refolved to proceed 
with all ioiaginable diligence to the celebration of thofe mar- 
riages upon which the peace of Spain and own dominions 
fo much depended, and in confideration of which a celfion ' 
^ had been made him by the late treaty;of a very coniiderable

Ad<vanta- confequence of the joint application of the courts of 
ges accru- JlUi and Portugal at Romej the neceflary difpenlations W’elre 
tng to the obtained \ but notwithftanding this, the new troubles that 
erown of broke out in C^/Vr occafioned a delay of the marriage; which, 
-Caftile however, was at length folemnizaJ at Palladolid^ with all the 
tbu doje folemrfity the diftradled ftate of affairs in that kingdom would 
•T p permit. It was not long after that Don Ferdinand defired an 
•witb ror- interview with his father-in-law at Badajoz^ to which he con- 
^ * fented, and it was managed with great friendfhip and tender} 
nefs on both fides ‘J. But the king of Cajlile being very young, 
and at variance with his mother, to whofe care and prudence 
he owed the prefervation of his ^iiV;, his crown, and dominions, 
he was prevailed upon by thofe about him frequently ^o vary 
his deftgns, and fometimes to^ purfue fuch as were not very 
confiftent either with his interell or his duty ; and becaufe the 
king of Portugal did not fupply him VvUh fuch fums of mo- 
ney as he defired, fome of the Spanijh writers have treated his 
memory rudely ; and on the other hand, the Pertuguefe hifto- 
rians, in refentment of this, have magnified exceedingly the 
obligations conferred upon him by his father-in-law. It is, 
however, on all hands agreed, that the king Don Denis af- 
fifted him in his wais againfl; the Moors^ made anew tour, at 
his requeft, into Cajlile^ and after having fpent fome days 
with the king and his mother, went wi^ them XOf^Agreda^ 
^here they met the king of Arragon^ arlB where, by the in- 
Terpofition and mediation of Don Denis^ all points in difpute 
between thofe two monarchs were amicably determined, and 
a compenfation fettled, which was to be given to the family of 
laJ 2 erda. We do not eryter into the particulars of thefe impor- 
v -tant treaties here, becaufe they have been already fairly and 
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fulhr reprefefltcii m the hi^iy of Sf^^f and the only ptii for 
which they are mentioned here k to fliew bpw mu^^the 
monarchy qf Ca^iU^ and indeed all Chrifiendomj wer^VK^^ 
ed to the prudence andemoderation of Don Denis^ who, by 
femporizing with all narties, brought to an end tbofe differ 
fences which bad perplexed Spain forfo many years, and pre* ' 

vented the infidels from taking thofe advantages that otherwife 
ij^ey certainly would have done of recovering a part, at leaft^ 
of what had TCcn taken from them. It may be, and indeed 
it is highly probable, that in the courfe of twenty years tranf* 
adions, embarrafTed with difficulties and confUlions of all 
kinds, Don Denis might do many things rather excuiabte 
in a politician than commendable in a prince ; yet upon the 
whole, and taking ifi the difficulties to which he was expofed 
by the continual perplexities of his brother, ai^ the preffing 
fiiggeftions of the king of Arjragon^ he had^mueb lefs regard 
to his own interefts, and was infinitely more careful of the af* 
fairs of his fon-in-Iaw than is ufual H^ongft princes* If it be 
flrue, which the Spanijh writers aflert, that in moft of thefe 
points influenced by his aueen, yet this will not ac* 

quit thi|E0( any part of the obligation, fince the great au- 
thority princefs gained over him was chiefly owing to 
the high opinion he entertained^ jf her wifdom and prudence, 
and not at all from a weak or uxorious cfifporition, which 
might have led him to a blind compliance with whatever fhe 
dciired,/ • • • ^ 

It was indeed in a great meafure owing to the prudence of A ne^ 
this great princefs, and the great refpeft paid her, that the wfundet’>^ 
kings of Cajlile^ Arragon^ and Portugal^ lived for fo many ftandtng 
years in fo good intelligence j and that when Don Ferdinand 
at length complained, that his guardians had been over-reach- 
cd in his nonage in thofe ceffions that were made to the crown 
tf PoriugaU and threatened to recover them by arms, Don 
Denis was induced to leave the matter in difpute wholly to ^ * 

tkc decifion of the king of Ayr agony to whom both kings Arragon- 
fent ambjlTadors, and who was on the point of pronouncing 
fcntence when the king of CaJlHe died ^ This entirely chang- 
ed the face of affairs : Denis entered warmly into the interefls 
of that crown, and negledJed nothing that might fupport his 
grandfon upon the throne, or the queen, his daughter, in the 
regency. He was the more able to do this, as every thing

an inclina^ king his father, whofe fentimeiUs and whofe aftions he be- 
tion to re- gjn to criticize, he in a little time found himfcif at the head of 
bel agmnjh ^ ftrong party. Kx. firft TOn Denis endeavoured to reclaim him 
hs father, good advice, by flicwing him the folly of fuch a^oceed- 
I'ng, and by afluring him, that when he came to iH||throne, 
he would find thofe perfons who were now his faVf^ites lefs 
fit to be trufted than any of his fubjecfls. But thefe falutary 
reprefentations, ’dnfiead of p/dducing any efFefls, only in- 
fpired the prince with ftronger inclinations to increafe his pai- 
ty, and to render hiinfeif formidable, by becoming the head 
of all* the malcontents in the kingdom Don Denis diflem- 
bled his refentment, and perfiftcd irV'^purfuing the wife de- 
figns he had formed for the benefit of his fubjedls. He re- 
gulated the proportion and manner of levying the taxes on the 
Moors fettled in his dominions, and this in fuch a manner as 
A D. ptoved equally fatibfadlory to them and to his fucceflbrs. He 
1317. treated the knights templars, perfecuted by the Pope and al| 
the princes of Europe^ with equity and clemency ; he improv- 
ed one military ordei, and inflitutcd another under thofe re- 
gulations*'; which have for the moft ^part coiuiViued ever 
fince, and which rendered both of them dependent upon the 
crown, and ufeful to the flate. 


Wife pre- The king, v/ho faw with infinite concern the difturbances 
eauiions of that continued in CajHky and apprehended the Moors would 
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take advantage of them, aa well as of thofe in his own domi* tk king t$ 
ons, thought it prudeht to have a good fleet at fea, to pre< Inndtr the 
vent their drawing over reinforcements from 4fiica \ and to ef 
defr^ tho txpence of this armament, he fent ambaffadors to 
the Pope, then zxAvi^on^ to dcfire his permiffion to levy 
tax upon the clergy ; to procure his approbation of the new 
order of knighthood, and his interpoAtion with his fon, to 
prevent the kingdom from being plunged in a civil war. His 
asnbafladors, befldes the infl:ru<51ions they carried on all the 
heads, were likewife intruded ♦ith a very confiderable prc- 
fcnt in ready gold, whicl^ as the Pope's finances were in much 
difordcr, was very kindly accepted, and procured them a fpec- 
dy difmiflion, with all that they could defire'^. On the other 
hand, the prince Dgn Alonfo had again recourfe to the queen 
dowager of CafHIe^ who was his oracle, an d^fe^ the Portu^ 
guefe authors^ afTert, prompted him to that cm|r he pur- 
fued. Ferreras cxprefles fonse refentment ft ffll? and ftilcs 
it y a cruel attempt to blacken the memory of that great queen; 

Ijut at tne fame time confefles, that the king of Portugal for-

The prince Don Afwifo committed his firft hoftilities in A civil 
paper. He publifhed a ftrong manifefto againft his father, in 
which he charged him with applying to the Pope, to legiti- ^eaks ont^ 
mate his natural fon Alonfo Sanchez, with an intent to render •which 
him his fucceflbr. In anlwer to this, the king declared it never " 

entered into his thoughts j the Pope afl’erted in the moft fo- 
lemn manner, that no fuch application had ever been made 
to him, and appeared extremely incenfed at the report \ The ^ 
pfince thqp vai ied his flory, and charged his natural brother ^ 
with an attempt to poifon him, and affirmed he had in his 
hands the moft convincing proofs *. The king found means 
to come at thefe proofs, and publifhed to the world when 
and where they were forged by the prince’s orders. Alonfo 
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rtben employed (bme of xhok defi^rjite perfona who were 
about him to ailaflinate Don Sattchz : be failed in 
this too^ and then broke out into open rebellion^ prevailli^ 
upon the governor of L^ia to furrender to him Wiat impor- 
tant place. The king prefently matched that way with a 
body of troops : upon which the inhabitants took up armst 
and compelled the garrifon to open the gates, aiTuring the 
king that they had no ihare in the governor’s treaibns. Don 
Dinis a£led with more feverity than be had ever fliewn upGip 
any other occafion ; he put the governor and part of his gar- 
rison to death, and left the town to ^he cuftody of the peo- 
ple While he was thus employ^, the prince took San- 
tann^ which, however, the king quickly recovered. The 
prince then amufed him with a treaty, and attempted to fur- 
prize /><i/>sff^ {yhich by a quick march his^father difappointed ; 
he afteru^Mjlpanie up with him near Cinira^ defeated his 
forces, and|PPit4iave made hinjpiifoner, but the king forbid 
^ bis troops either to take or hurt him 
<^ueen lfa~ This was fo far from having any effc£l on the prince^ 
"bcllabrtngs that whcii he was in a condition to take the field again, 
about an he kept no kind of meafures, but burnt and deftroyed 
accommo- without mercy the country wherever he c^ne. What

againft him by fpiritual cenfuree \ but^hat he was ftill defirous 
of refpeding in him the blood of his prince ; for which ad- 
monition the prelate was barbaroufly put to death James^ 
king of Arrogan^ fent his brother Don Sancho to compromife 
. thefc matters, but he had no better fuccefs than the reft of 
the mediators : on the contrary, the prince’s army having 
become very numerous, he was perfuaded to lay fiege to Gut* 
marae % : there his brother, the infant Don Ptdroy came to 
^ him, but authors are not very clear whether it w|S to giSe 
him good advice, or to join with him in his evil practices. 
However, the place being ftrong made a vigorous defence j 
and the king having now loff all patience, marched with a 
very complete army towards Coimbra y now in the prince’s 
hands. This, as he expefted, brought the prince to its re- 
lief^^-aftd confequeutly to hazard a battle 3 but the good qutfsn 
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IfaMh intffpiofed, gnd, after pdkflilig feveral times beMeen 
botb armies, {jropured at length a ceiTatkm of aniis« The 
king went then to Ltyria^ to which place the prince followed 
him of hh owi# aocoid, threw himfelf at hts feet, and defired 
bis forgivenefs, of which his father gave him the ftrongeft 
aiTurances He removed from thence to Liihm^ where he 
fell dangerouily ill, made his teftament, by which he founded 
an uuivertfity at Coimbra^ and gave very large Aims to the poor, 

•The prayers of his fubjeds faved his life ; but he was no 
fooner recovered than he had the difTatisfaftion of perceiving 
that his Ton was relap^d. He difeovered his bad intentions 
by prefenting a memorial, in which he demanded many things 
beyond what his father had promifed him. The king re- 
ceived this memojl^al without heat, and laid it before his* 
council, who unanimoully advifed the king to rejeA it. The 
prince, who was prompted to this by feme about him, im- 
mediately drew his forces together, and Attempted to feize 
Lisbon^ upon which the king alfo aiTembled forces ; but he- 
, fore he inarched againft his fen, he fent a gentleman of his 
bed-chamber, whofe name was Azevedoy to tell him that he 
aded as much againft his intereft as his duty ; that he was 
teaching thofe rebellion whom he was fhortly to govern ; 
that he was ruining a kingdom which would be his own i aitd 
that as his health was daily <i^lining, if the prince confulted 
his credit, he would at leaft fufFer him to die in peace. Alonfi 
was little moved with this ; and only anfwcred, that his father 
ufed him harflily, and meant to^ufe him worfe. Azeyedo re« 
plied, that the king h jid no fuch intentions, and that he was 
abufed by fuch as told him thefe ftories. The prince bid him 
be gone, if he had a mind to keep his head. I do not Va- 

lue my head, fir, returned Azevedo^ in the king’s fcrvice; 

“ the only pain I fhall feel in lofing it, is perceiving that he 

has begot a fen capable of fuch an a£l.” After all, the 
queen reconciled them a fccond time, and the prince went 
again to kifs his father’s hand, who received him with much 
^ffedlioi^ aflured him of his forgivcneft, and AiggeAed to him 
a great deal of good advice ^ The prince behaved on hjs 
Ade with all exterior marks of fubmiilion, and forrow for 
what bad paiTed. 

This reconciliation did not laft fe long as the former ; for A tfdrd 
as the prince did not care to live with his father, he was con- compr9^

The piince Don Alonfo upon this came to the court, and 
brought with him his little (onDon Pedro^ with whom the 
king was exceedingly pleafed. In* a very little time the prince 
made a rtrange alteration in his condudi, and gradually expel- 
led from his prefence thofe who had been the authors of his 
revolts. The king going from Leyrta to Santareny fpent fome 
time there, as being very much pleafed with the country. He 
went from thence to Lisbon, where finding himfrif again in- 
difpofed, he Tent immediately to the prince, and after giving 
him a great deal of good adv^^r, and pointed out to him the 
means of avoiding the bad confequcnccs that might naturally 
A. D. his former faults, he breathed his laft on the thirtieth

There is yet another evidence of 
what has been before advanced : the king is highly commend- 
ed by the Poriugnefe hiftorians for not affecting any thing that 
was foreign in his drefs, at his table, or in his furniture. This 
implies, that he wSs Angular in t];iis refpe£t, and his motive 
certainly was to promote the commodities and manufa£lure|j|f 
his own country, fo as to raife their value in the fentiments 
of his own people and of ftrangers which was one of the moft * 
effectual methods he could devife for bringing wealth into his 
countiy, which will always attend commerce, if Juxury does 
not carry it away again. We fpeak of thefe matters doubt- 
fully, and from conjeflure, bqwufe the Portuguefe hiftorians 
are not very explicit upon this head \ and )et from a com- 
parifon of circumftanccs, there can be nothing clearer than 
that a^rcat commercef was*'' carried on thereat this time,

This monarch alfo being 
fallen into an amour with Donna Leonora de Guzinan^ treated 
the queen Donna Marta^ though the daughter of the king of 
Portugal^ with great indignity, notwfthftanding thf interpo- 
fition of the tw6 o ^ns of Portugal^ who were his near rela- 
tions, and for wheWhe profeffed great deference ^d refpefls 
At length, after reciprocal injuries, things ended in an open 
war by land and Tea ; and the fi^JeAs of both crowns were 
for twelve years expofed to all Aie miferies of repeated incur- 
fions with fire and fword, for the fake of thefc domeftic jars 
betweeij their princei.^cBift-as we have already entered into 
the detail of this matter in the hiftory^of Spain, it would be 
both necdlefs and tedious to enter into it here \ and therefore 
we (hall only obferve, that Don Alonfo the eleventh of Cajlile, 
finding liimfelf in danger of being attacked by the whole force 
of the Moors, was obliged to have recourfe to the kings of 
Arragon and Portugal for alfiftance, even before the war was 
concluded wRb the latter ; and finding that monarch well dif- 
pofed, very wifely entered into a treaty, which was concluded 
in the month of July at Santaren, by which Donna Conjlan-^ 
tla was permitted to go into Portugal to confumibate her 
marriage w'ith the infant Don Pedro : and the king of P^r- 
tugal promifed to affift his brother of Cajlile with all bis force, 
which he rcligioiifly and gallantly performed ; and wasprefent

try : but the king of Po^ugal foon awaked them from thefe 
dreams, and by coming with a fuperior army, recovered the 
place ^ This fuccefs reftored the quiet of his dominions, 
which in all other «e(jpecls were in a very flourifhing condi- 
tion ; the laws being ftriftly executed, the king very a<£tive in 
his adminiftration, and notaddifted either ^o luxury or cove- 
toufnefs. Yet in the midftof this calm, and when it was 
leaft expefted, a new ftorm arofe, which (hook the govern- 
ment to its very foundations, and the difmal effefts of which 


were felt feme ages after, as ftate-convulfions often are. 

Don Pedro^ prince of PortugaU had given very pregnant 
figns of a noBle and well regulated courage ; had behaved very 
dutifully towards his father, and was a very kind arid good 
husband to Donna Conjlantui Aflknud^ by whom he had fe^ral 
children.

owg Don i^g^eived by the prince Don Pedro^ and generoufly entertained 
^ protetSed hv Y^onn2Ljgn€S and her brethren #hofe con-*^ 
•vountes reipect was generally applauded in public, and 

in private as generally condemned. Our printc, laid the 
politicians, out of complaifance for his miftrefc, encourages 
the Cajltliam who defert their rr'aftei’s fervice to retire hither, 
and thefe is the highefl probability that his kindnefs to thefc 
exiles may involve us in a war with our neighbours. The 
conimtin crowd of courlicrs'whifpered, that all paflages to fa- 
vour and preferment were blocked u^ by the miftrefs’s rela- 
tions or countrymen, wlio obtained whatever they aiktd, 
while thofe who had a natural right to what they obtained, 
were deluded in their hopes, and difappointed in their expec- 
tations. The mob of the court (for courts have their mob) 
hated the CaJiiUaniy merely bccaufe they were* fo, hated thofe 
who provided for them, and hated thofe for whofe fake this 
provifion was made thus the fewcl was prepared and placed 
before fire was fet to the machine.

pofitipn arofc entirely fiom his attachment for Donv a, Agnes,

At laft,*the malice jf thofe who envied the fortune of the Propefi to 
family of Cafiro, induced them to fuggcft to the king, that r^e 
his fon was married to I)onna Jgnes, and that this nratch was Dowia 
very much beneath him ; and to carry this ftill farther, they 
natned Giles, biihop of Guarda, as the prelate by whom it 
yfas folemnized. That the kitjg fpoke of this to Don Pe- 
dro, and that he did hot own the marriage, feems to be cer- 
tain ; in which the coildu<a of the prince deferves blame, 
more efpeclally if it be true, as fome have written, that the 
king alfo told him, that if he would avow the marriage, he 
would caufe her to b« treated as princefs of Portugal. In the 
. end, when the king’s uneafinefs and diflatisfa£tion plainly ap- 
peared, thefe people hinted the danger ot his grandfon Don 
Ferdinand, from the ambitidh of Don Ferdinand and Don 
Jharo de Capa-, and when the king demanded what remedy 
could be applied to this evil, they wickedly fuggefted the put- 
tinir lady Agnes to death, as an expedient adually requi- 
fite’to the fafety of the royal family. The king hefitating, the 
thino- took air* and coming to the ears of the queen and the 
archbifhop of Braga, they, %om a generous and chriftian 
fpirit, gave notice of it to the pnnee *, who, believing his fa- 
ther incapable of fuch an a£tion, looked upon it as a new 
artifice to engage his confent to a .a.arrkigC. But thofe gWho 
had the car of the king t and knew how capab,e he was o, 
refolving even of matters of the greateft importance on the 
fudden, and executing thefe refolutions without advice, took 
their opportunity, and carried him to Ceinha, when the 
prince was abfent fom thence * on a hunting match. 

The unfortunate Donna was then at the monafteryof n-ii»g 

Santa Clara ; and the manner of the king’s coming, joined it at UnnU 
may be to fome previous information, rendered his purpofc ot.tu.s, 
fo^ipparent, that the Innocent viaim went out to meet him, 
and with »cr children thiew herfclf and them at his feet, 
with which fpeaacle the king was fo much rnoyed, that .

He was fo ftrangely milled, as to avow and approve 
thi» horrid aflion ; and having ordered her corps Kobe interred 
in the monaftery of Santa Clara^ he^Ieft Citmbra as if he had 
done nothing there for which he ought to ht afhamed But 
when the prince was informed of this cruel event, he fuffered 
himfelf to be tranfpoitcd into fuch fury, that he wafted all 
A. D. the country between the liveis Minho and Douro with fire ^id 
1355. fwoid ; and had ranied thfligs to greater cxticnntics, if the 
queen and the archbilhop of had not interpofed, and 

lepielented to him in the ftionocll terms, the abfuid baibarity 
of relenting the injiiry done him by the king upon his fub- 
jefts, who were one day to become h\§ own ; which, as he 
eafily comprehended, and had naturally the greateft love for 
jijflicc, he readily complied with their requeft, and accepted 
^ fuch terms avS thSy propolcd ; acid thus a civil w^ar, that might 
have been of the moft dangerous confcqucnce, was hardly felt 
before it was compofed \ . 

Z)tf» Pedro The king Don Alonfo^ who had this peculiar in his tern- 

takes up per, that he quickly faw his errors, and was very earned to 
arms, and repair them, not only accepted his fon^s fubmiffion, and re- 
htj^ms a ceived him again into favour, but ftudied every method to 
€t*uil^Mar oblige him; and to bring hi ft fo far to forget the deplorable 
fate of his princefs, as not to aim at revenging it ; and fome 
^ * fay, that he took ^ oath at his father’s requeft to thi 4 pur- 
pofec It is more cerfain, that contrary to the natural plain- 
nefs and candor of bis difpofition, the prince dilTcmbled with 
his father, and with the world, in fuch a manner that he was 
thought to have fuffered time not only to dry his tears, but to 
heal his heart ; and what Teemed to put this pad all doubt, 
was his entering into a new amour with a Galician lady 
and the readinefs he fliewed to embrace the propofition made 
by Henry^ count of Trajkfnara ; who advifed him, in his mo- 
ther’s lighr, to fet up a. title to the crown of Cajiile^ againft 
J^on Pedroj who was already confidered as a tyratt : but tlie 
king Don Alonfo interpofed out of compaflion to his own fub- 
jciSs, whom he would not fuffer to be embarked in a quarrel 
he thought to be unjiift.

Mariano fuggefts, t|iat (he died unfairly, on 
account of her indecent familiar!^ with the Pmuguefi noble- 
men, bv order of the king Don Fidra of Portugal \ but as his 
fifter’s (feath happened before he was king, it (hews there is 
a miftake in the Hoiy ; and perhaps it may be entirely a mif- 
lake ; for the Cajliliam^ after the death of Donna Leonora de 
Uuzntanj bore that princefs notgood*will, and took great free- 
doms, whether with or without foundation at this diftance 
of time it would be \Ay hard, if not impoiSbIe, to deter- 
mine. 

Don jf/onjif now advanced in years, and grown very Beathof 
infirm, began to think of difpofine all things for his quiet paf- Don Alon* 
fing out of this world ; and therefore did various a£is of cha- (o, and a 
'’rity, piety, and bounty, eij^quired into, ^d redrelTed griev- fucanSl 
ances throughout his dominions, eftabliflied juft laws for re- of 
orefling immorality and avarice, duftating what he thought to 
De the proper maxims for ruling the ftate, and labouring all in 
his power to efface from the memory of Don Pedro the in- 
jury and infult he had received. But, however, fearing, of 
perhaps foreleeing that this would prove a task imprafl:icable, 
he had rccourfe to what rema^jeu ftill in his own power, the 
providing for, and putting out of his reach fuch as weremoft 
likely to become the objcdls of his refentment. He gave 
therefore confiderable fums of monCy *to Alvaro GogtfileZy 
Diego Lopez Pacheco, JciA Pedro Coello, enjoining them to 
retire into CaJliU, and endeavour in a foreign country to en- 
joy that eafe and fafety which their own impetuous counfels 
had rendered it improbable would ever be their lot in their 
own^. Thefe meafures taken, he departed this life in the 
month of May, 1 357, in the thirty-fecond year of his leign, and 
the (ixty-feventh year of his age It was faid, and with great 
truth, that he was an undutiful fon, £h unnatural brot|ier, and 
^cruel fa^er. But thefe har(h epithets exprefted, as was fit, 
all that was hateful in his condu< 5 f. In other re(})e£b he was 
a great man, and a great king. He was very brave, and 
veiy fortunate in war. All Spam flood indebted to him for 
the generofity with which he aflifted Alonfo the eleventh, king 
eof Cajitle, burying his private rcfentmeiits in the noble defire

He was a politician^ indeed 
too much of a politician ; for all his misfortunes ardfe from 
that falfe and fatal maxim, that good can ever %e attained 
by illicit means. He loved his children, and his fubje^h as if 
they had been his children. He was flri£t in the adminiftr^* 
tion of juflice, and would fuffer no rank of men to plead the 
unrighteous privilege of being exempt from, or fuperior to law. 
He was fo tender of property, and fo attentive to publte 
welfare, that induflry flourifhed under his reign, and his peo« 
pie were rich, and at their eafe, while their monarch’s cof- , 
fers were full ; and yet he drew nothing from them beyond 
the ordinary and accudomed revenue. After all, he was ra- 
ther reverenced for a right ufe of powe% than relied on as a 
public parent ; and though much efteemed, was not very 
much beloved. Jfe gave for his device an eagle on the wing, 
with thefe words, Altiora Peto^ h e.

Accejponof DoN Pedro afeended the throne in the thirty -feventh year

day to give. He was very eafy of accefe, and examined eve- 
ry thing to the bottom In general his court was very frugal 
and modeft ; but upon particular occafions very fplendid and " 
magnificent. In thofc cafes the common people and the poor 
had their fliare ; for he held, that thofe who worked and 
fared hardeft, had the moft need of refreflimcnts. He made 
Ihort touis into the provinces, that he might hear with his 
oWn ear-i,#and fee with his own eyes. On Inch occafions he 
carried a feeptre and a whip, to fignify that he meant to re- 
ward and to chaflife. He was alike vehement in both : he 
beftowed fieely, and fiequently ; but his enquiries were very 
ftri(Sf, and his punifliments fevere. He fufpended for a cer- 
tain time all taxes j and when it was reprefented that his trea- 
fure woulji be foon exhaufted, he faid, that a king who gave

no great expence. He bad no refpe^t of'perfons; but ad- 
miniftcrcd juftice as he expelled to fee it adminiftered> when 
the fecrets of all hearts are laid open; The memoir%neare(l his 
own times fpeak of him with admiratioi, and are very far from 
loading him with thofe indecent epithets, that would have been 
attached to the name of any other prince/ who had done as 
many feverc as he. But it feems that he fo far at- 
tained his end, fo qualified the ftridlnefs of his juftice by hi| 
affabilitv and kindnefs to all t^c world, and brought the bulk 
of his fubjefts to have fuch a relifli for that regularity which 
he fo much afFefled, that, by degiles, the people were as 
much altered as the prinCe ; and almoil univerfaliy admired 
thofe qualities in their king, that in any other country 
would have procured him the appellatjOii of a tyrant (E),

duced into any order, the king Don PetWo fell into a dileafe, 
which biought him to his end on the 8th of fantiary^ in the 
year of our lord 1367, at Ejbemos^ when he had reigned ten, 
and lived forty-feven years His device was a Itar, with 
thefe words A'lonjirat Itet\ This fhews the way. As if, thro* 
the courfe of his reign, his thoughts had been fixed rather on 
a ccleftial than temporal ftate (I"). His fubjeits exprefled 
much concern for their lofs, as foiefeeing that the regularity 
which he introduced would not laft much longer than its au- 
thor ; and therefore they applied to him ^hat the Rooians 
faid of Titus^ that eitlier Don Pedro fiiould never have been 
born, or never died \

(F) 'Don Fed) 0 in his perfon 
was rather above the common 
fize ; hi^ forehead high, and 
well /pread ; his eyes large, 
black, and very quick ; his 
hair long, and his beard alfo, 
about which he was remaikably 
nice. He loved learning, and 
was himfelf a man of letter . 
He was pleafed with niufic and 
dancing ; wrote himfelf very 
elegantly in veife, as appears 
from fome compofitions of his, 
which are ftill extant. His 
voice was very foft and agree- 
able, notwithftanding he had a 
fraall hefitation in his fpecch. 
He was ip far fiom being natu- 
rally ] eevifh, paflionate, or full- 
en, that he was rather of a gay 
and fprightly dilpofition ; al- 
lowed the nobility, and fuch as 
were about his perfon, to live 


with him on terms of the great- 
eft libeity, and ftiared with them 
in all ^heir diverfions. His 
common faying was, if you do 
not offend the laws you cannot 
offend me, which he oblerved 
with the greateft punduality, 
and looked with an eye of fcorn 
on fuch as fliewed either too 
much timidity, or feemed to be 
too eager in endeavouring to 
pleafehim. His people in general 
had a very high opinionf)f him, 
becaufe he devoted his whole 
time to the ftudy and the prac- 
tice of his duty, and would very 
commonly fay, that a king who 
paffed a whole day without do- 
ing iomething tliar was remark- 
ably and inconteftiblv for the 
good of his people did not de- 
ierve to be thought a king. 


Don 
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Don Firdinand^ the only (bn of the dccea(ed king, by his Don Fer* 
firft princefs Donna Conjiantia Emanuel^ afcended the throne <iinan^ 
with the univerfal acclamations of the people. He had 
very fine f)crfon, was in the flower of his age, being about 
twenty-feven, courteois in his manners, very bountiful, and of 
a very eafy chcarful temper •. This prejudiced almoft all men 
in his favour ; and yet fome of the old king’s miniftcrs began 
to doubt the (lability of that great reformation, which with 
^equal vigour and perfcverance he had wiought, and under a 
young prince who feemed fo<}e in all refpefts the very re- 
verfe of that father. Inftead of a found and folid judgment, 
they perceived that DoJl Ferdinand had a warm, lively, and 
roving imagination, which he laboured to giatify, without 
conluiering confeqjjences ; that fo far from ftridnefb of mo- 
rals, or even a piopcr refpect for the decorum of his court, 
the king was inclined to pleafure, and troubled himfelf but 
little either about the condiyct of others, what they thought 
or faid of his own. The frugality of the laft reign was the 
jeft of the prefent; infomuch that Don confidered 
it as a hard tafk to diflipate the vaft treafu res which t)ie three 
preceding kings had laid up. In few words, he was a prince 
not withoi*: virtues, and thofe much fuperior to his vices ; 
but he had a kind of levity ir his difpofition, beyond the 
power of education to corr«^% or expeiience to root out; 
and never (hewed any conftancy but in a fingle inftance, and 
there it did him hurt. Yet notwithftanding this, his majeftic 
prefence, his being alw^s in good hhmour, his bountilefs li- 
berality, and a kind of Tweetnefs in his nature, which diko- 
vered itlclf in all his actions, preferved him the affections of the 
populace, when he had loft the efteem of the wiler part of 
his fubjects. The reader will perceive, that we weie under a 
neceflity of drawing his character previous to the hiftory of 
his reign, w^hich v/ill be found little more than an illuffration 
of it, and the events of which would otherwife appear abfurd 
and incredible ; fo much the humour of this pi nice wrought 
"upon hi% affairs, and gave a turn to almoft eveiy thing that 
he undertook, cither in his private character or public admi- 
niftration : in other princes, tho’ this might be no lefs true, 
yet fcarce in any prince was it ever fo perceptible, for in af- 
fignlng the motives of their conduct, even able hiftorians often 
differ. But in regard to Don Ferdinand of Portugal^ all who 
have written concerning him are unanimous ; and though

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fomc are milder than others in their exprefSons, yet in refpcct 
to the general reprefentation of his conduct they all agree, 
which we hope will prove a .fufRcient apology for this varia- 
tion from our ufual method, and for the placing ^'the pic- 
ture of this monarch at the beginning rather than the end of 
his reign. 

He inclines T'he fame humour that led him in his father’s life-time to 
ro fet him- refufe the infant Donna Beatrix^ and to prevent his giving 
any afliftance, or fo much as countenance, to her father Don * 
ifje heir of Pedro, prompted him as foon as he had afeended the throne, 
Caftile, compliment the count of nowfliled \i\T\g Henry 

t^deathof Cnjlilc^ and to offer him his affiftance and alliance. But 
^ when the affairs of that prince took another turn, and he was 
^ ' obliged to abandon that kingdom, which h: had lo lately ac- 

quired, Don Ferdinand never attempted to lend the leaft fup- 
port to his falling fortune *. He preferved, in all appearance, 
the fame fpirit of neutrality; and after the prince of 
retreat, king Henry again entered Caftik^ and after a fliort 
but (harp ftiugglc, once more fcated himfdf on that throne, 
from whence, ufing his own arm as the inftrument, he had 
bv death removed his brother In his condudl hitherto, Don 
Ferdinand feemed to a<5l the politician ; but no (ooner was 
Don Pedro dead, than he declared himfelf moll zealoufly in 
his favour, giving the opprobioC?^ names of tyrant, traitor, 
and murthcrer, to llenry^ and afiliming to himfdf the title of 
king of Cajhlc^ as gr<»-at ^ranJfon to Don Sancho the Brave. 
He coined money with the arms of 6Vy;?/7<? and he 

fuffered no diftinflion to be made at his court betwce;i the 
two nations : he received feveral towns on the frontiers into 
his protection ; and btftowed fo bountifully lands and ellates 
upon all the Cajlilian nobihty who came to take refuge in Por- 
iugaU that his palace was quickly full of them, and his fub- 
jrcts faw w’ith amazement their prince fui rounded by thofe as 
his favourites who but a little before were eftcemed his ene- 
mies. In order to fupport his pietenfions, he found that tak- , 
ing a few malcontents into his pay would not go very ftr : he 
therefore projected a league with the king of Arragon^ un- 
dertook to marry the infanta Leonora^ his daughter, who 
had been promifed to the prince of CajHle^ and to furnilh 
large fubfidies for the aflidance that prince was to give him.

He began his military operations by making an irruption Entm into 
into Galicia with a fmall army, where, after over-running a war 
the open countsy, he made himfelf matter of and ^itkking 

fome other places, into which having put competent gajrifons, Henry, 

' he found himfelf in no condition to keep the field ; fo that f^^djoon 
upon the approach of the Cajhltan army, he retired into his 
own territories Kii^ Henty^ who was an older man, and ^ 
abetter officer, did not amuie himfelf with recovering 
places he had taken ; but fell with all his forces into Portu- 
galj took the citji of Braga^ burnt it, and, watting every 
thing with fire and fword, patted through to his own frontiers* 

King Ferdinand^ having at length colledl|*d an army, march- 
ed againft him, and fent*a herald before to challenge him : 
but Henry^ too wife a king, and too brave a man to take any 
notice of fuch meffages, as fighting was not his bufinefs, re- 
tired into his own territories, to defend them againft the king 
of Granada ; who, in execution of his treaty, had madS 
a powerful diverfion in favoui of his ally. King Ferdinand 
ought to have afled in conceit ' ith him, and he actually had 
a fleet upon the coatt of Anthhfta ; but his motions weie fo 
unttcady, and he was fo little equal to the task he had under- 
taken, that his fubjc(fts, who, in fgvcfal excurfions had per- 
formed very gallant th^igs, perceived and cenfmed it public- 
ly y. He had fent Icveral noblemen and pi elates or the firft 
quality into in order to accomplilh the negotiation 

which had been begun, and with them, as the Po^tugurje 
writers fay, eighteen hundred weight of gold, to be coined 
into money, to defray the expences of the war. He likewilc 
equipped a fquadi on of fix beautiful gallies to attend that on 
board wliich his queen was to embark, and which is faid to 
have been covered with gold to the water edge, and to have 
had faili^of lilk, which he fent lo Barcelona NotwithttanJing 
all this, and that he had mariied Donna Leonora ot Anajon^ 
publickly by proxy, he, at the pefiuafion of Pope Gregory 
the eleventh, and under the mediation of his nuiiLio, con*

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eluded a treaty with Henry of Cqftile ; by which he under- 
took to defer t his old allies, to a/Tift him againft all powers 
whatever, and, in confideration of feveral good tc^ns andf a 
large fum of money, to efpoufe Leonora his daughter. 

I’his was fufficient to difguft the king of Arragon^ and the me- 
thod he took to exprefs it was by laying his hands on the 
fortiiguefe money *. * 

Marries 'Fhis ftroke, which he might eafily have forefeen, but did 
DonnaLc- not, and which might have b-'cn as eafily prevented, if he* 
onora de had forefeen it, fince he had ftipulated a fortune of one

fible, he reduced his coin again to its old value ; but lb im- 
properly, that his fubjedls fuftered full as much fr^m the re- 
medy as they had done from the difeafe. But as great an 
evil as this was, he found a w'ay^*^o climinifli the fenfe of it, by 
bringing one much heavier upon his owm fhoulders and tlieii’S. 
In the apartments of his fifter, the infanta Donna Beatrix^ 
he faw a very lovely wontan, whofe charms did not at all fjffer 
by any endeavours to conceal them. This lady was Donna£^- 
onora Tcllex^ daughter to Martin Alonfo TeUr^^ brother to 
Don yuan Alonpj count ck Bundos^ and the wife of Juan 
Lorenzo da Cunl^a^ a nobleman of one of the moft diftinguifh- 
cd families of Portugal, The king at firft fight became fo 
cxcefTively enamoured of her, that for the fake of this third 
Leonora he forgot both his wives of the fame name, the in- 
fantas of Arragjn and Cajiik, The firft perfon to whom he 
communicated his thoughts was her maiden fifter Donna Ma^' 
ria Tellez^ a young lady not inferior to her in beauty, and in 
all other refpedls much more than her equal. Donna Maria 
anfwered him very prudently, that his majefty would do well 
to ftifle a paffion equally inconfiftent with her fifter^s honour 
and his pwn ; that he ought ro refleft (he was already mar- 
ried ;« 'and that it would be equally dangerous and difgraccfuJ 
for him to take a woman out of the bed of her husband, to 
receive her into his : that he was himfclf contracSted to a

It is inconceivable 
how foon and how efFeflually flie changed the minds of the 
whole nation : flie brought the king, who was naturally indo- 
lent, to be attentive; (he granted audience to 4II that asked 
it ; fhe piocured favours in confequence of every audience ; 
fo that in a little time flie was as much miftrefs of the court 
and of the people as of the king. But her tranquility, if flic

This, with other conceits 
of the fama kind, inflamed her refcntmcnt to fuch a degree, 
that having fcnt for the^mfant Don after bellowing on 
him the moll flattering carelTes, flie told him he had ruined 
all her defigns in his favour, fince Ihe had intended to have 
given bin) the infanta Donna Beatrix as foon as Ihe was ca- 
l^ble of matrimony ; that he had not only loll this princefs, 
who would have brought the ctown with her as a portion, 
but had loll her alfo for a woman who dilbonoured his bed. 

The infant, credulous, fihfty, and ambitious, flew to Coim^ 
hra^ where his wife was, and without enquiry or expollula- 
tion, difpatched, or^caufed her to be difpatched with two 
flrokes of a dagger p. As foon as ha had committed this mur- 
der, he retired to the frontiers of A/iiU. The queen, tbo* 

Ihe affedled to appear incoq^lable lor the^lofs of her filler, 
yet obtained his pardon from the l^g ; and very foon after 
|ie returned to court, where bcii^ in a Ihort fpace of time 
undeceived with regard to the queen’s intention, as well as 
her information, and perceiving that the grand-maller of Avis^ 
and the bnfther of his de^afed wife, only waited for a fit 
opportunity to kill him, ly withdrew again into Cajiile^ and 
took Iheiter there with l/s fijjjfr Donna Beatrix^ the widow 
of Don Sancho *1. This hirrid aflion revived the public hatred A. D. 
againll the queen ; and^notwithllanding fl>e pradlifed her 1378. 
old arts of diflimulation| (he was ifovv unable to c)pceive 
any but the king, and him (he held as fall in her toils as 
ever, though Ihe mifled him daily into new errors. 

Upon the death of Don Henry of CaJhU^ and the accelEon Begint 
of his fon Don fuan^ there followed anew negotiation with the Without 
court of Portugal ; for that prince having an heir born to him, 
immediately conceived a defign of marrying him to Donna

circumllance which attended it ; Don Juan confenting, that 
if either of the parties died without ilTue, the furvivor Ihould 
inherit both kingdoms ; and defired, that with this claufe the 
contrail might be ratified in the moll folemn manner by the 
(latcs of Cajiile and Portugal j which was accordingly done %

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The queen fuffered all this in compliance with the king’s 
temper, who loved to embark in great fthemes, though h^ 
wa> very unable to manage them. But the treaties were no 
fooner concluded and ratified than contrivecF the means 
of breaking them. Don fuanliernandiT. de Andeyro^ one of 
thofe Cafutian noblemen to whom the king had been fo la- 
vi(h of his favours, and who upon the conclufion of the lad 
peace with Htnry king of Caftde^ had been obliged to retire 
to England^ came over fecre^ly from thence to acquaint t(ft 
king, that the duke of Lancajter was taking eftedtual means 
to vindicate his right to the crown CaftiU^ and was there- 
fore defirous of his alliance. The queen Donna Leonora fup- 
ported this propofition, partly out of diftafte to the treaty lately 
made, in which flic had little or no fhrre ; but more out of 
afFe(51:ion to its author Anf^eyro\ for this woman, as a Portu- 
guefe hiftorian weH obferles, having facrificed her honour and 
her husband to a king, ^ow fac.ificed that king to her new 
gallant *• This ftrange lis^'afure was no fooner taken, than 
preparations were made for 'jutting it in execution. For this 
purpofe a fleet was provided,' the garrifons on the frontiers re- 
inforced, and levies made throu'jhout the kingdom. It was 
impoflible that things of this nat^e fhould be concealed, and 
Don fuan of Cajlile did not troubP. himfelf to enquire into 
the reafon. On the cohtrarjff he Wembled an army on the 
frontiers, and equipped a fleet at Saddle, The levolt of his 
brother, the oo\xnti defitjon^ who^iad married the king of 
Portulah daughter, hindered the v’tar from breaking out fo 
loon as it would have donc“. The king Don Ferdinand em- 
ployed this refpite in demolifhing the Roman walls about the 
city of Evota^ without reflefling that it would be impofliible 
to put that place in any ftate of defence before it would be 
in danger j and that therefore it would have been much more 
prudent to have left it in the condition it was. But the fenfe 
of this miftakc was quickly obliterated by greater : the fleet, 
when ready to fail, was put under the commmand of Don Juan 
Alonfoy the queen’s brother ; and though if was ftperior in 
force to that of Caftiky under Ferdinand Sanchezy yet, through 
the want of conduct in the count, it was beaten, and himfclJ 
taken prifoner “. This misfortune was followed by another 
flill greater, which was the defeat of the Pottuguefe army by^ 
land^ tfle lofs of the town ot Almeyda, which was taken by 
Don Juan of Cafidey who thereupon dilpgfed every thing for 
the fiege of Lisbon Some fay, this was propofed by the

The ajpfiana 
king of C^ik found himfelf obliged to a£t for fome time on of Ed- 
tke defenfive, and faw, with no fmall chagrin, that his troops niund, 
were not forward to engage thele flrangers, on account of the 
claim of the duke of Lat^Jlcr^ in right of his wife Donna Cam- 
Conjiantia, On the otheinand, Don Ferdinand of FortiigaU 
who was charmed at this feafonable mark of attention fhewed ^ 
to him, by a foreign power, grew extremely fond of them ; ^ 

and with that warmth, which was iatural to him, propofed 
and concluded a marriage h^twconjEdwar^ Plantngenet^ the 
fon of Edmund^ earl of Camkidgey flita a child and the in- 
fanta. While the diverfions atteyuing this folcmnity occu- 
pied the court, the count of Our in breathed his laft, and the 
queen procured his title to be ^flowed upon her favourite 
AndeytOy which occafioned ^at murmurs amongft the nobi- 
lity *. An ^accident hapf^ed foon after that raifed them 
higher; the queen fecin[^W^m through fomc cxercife or 
other, in a gieat fweat, tJc hCf vcil*and gave it him to wipe 
his face with it, Don J/Aw, ^rand-mafter of AviSy and the 
king's brother, together wlh Gon^nlo Vqfqt^cx dc AzevedOy took 
the liberty to cxpoftul \te her upon the imp-opriety 8f the 
thing, at which (he diffcmblod her leicntmcnt. i^ut after a 
little reflcLtion, concluding it fafeft to take them out of the 
way, (he furreptitioufly procured, or as others fa) , forged an 
order from the king, direfled to Vaftn Mattinez deMeloy com- 
manding him to fei/e and confine them, which he did in the 
caftle of Evora, of which he was governor. Some time after 
alike order came to put them to death ; but the governor, 
yh'b was a man of parts and prudence, thought it expedient 
to fliew tlfis order to the king before he obeyed it. Don 
Ferdinand was very much amazed, and began to open Ins 
eyes a little on this proceeding. His fondnefs, however, for 
the queen was fo great, that he ordered they (liould remain 
fome days longer in confinement ; and when they were fet at 
liberty, the favour was attributed to the queen, v/hofe hands 
they were obliged to kifs upon their coming to court 'f. Some

were reconciled in Ihcw, and continued to hate each other fin- 
cercly m their hearts. An event ftrange, biit not unufual at courts. 
Concludes We have already given the hiftory of this war in anothet 
another place, and have Ihewn, that partly through the mifunder- 
feace rnjith {landings between the Engif/h^nd Portuguefe^ and partly thro* 
Caftile, the natural mutability of Ijon Ferdinand^ tempor, a peace 
at the ex- fuddenly concluded between the two crowns, in which 
it was ftipulated that the PortugHcf^gdd\c% fhoiild be reftoredi 
^ and that the Rnglijh army fhouM be font home in Spanijh bot- 

toms. When this treaty came to be ratified, Don yuan demur- 
red to thefe two points, flppohng that thE Pottugueje were now 
fo embarrafled with their nlies, as to be obliged to accept what- 
ever terms he prcfcribe^ but Don Ftidlmnd cut the matter 
fliort, by fending him a cft'Jlenge, which, when the king of Ca^ 
Jlile had read, he contenteticSimfelf with faying, I did not think 
he had been fo brave, and Vmmediately fubfcribed the trcat)f. 
By this, as by all therefl, theV. ^antaDonna BeaUix\i2A anew 
hulband given her, who was the i\fant Don Ferdmcnd oiCaJlile^ 
the king’s fecond fon, fubftituteirtiftead of his elder brother, 
to prevent the union of. the ^|,wo » ngdoms. The Portuguefe 
in geneial were better pleafed witlrthis than with any of the 
former alliances ; and the Englifb If ing returned home, both 
natio^ns began to bfeath a little, aifd to tafte with great fatis- 
fadJion the fwcets of peace. The court, however, was ftill 
difturbed with intrigues ; the queen maintained her afeen- 
dancy j the grand-mafter ftudied to form a party amongft the 
nobility ; and the king, though he grew daily more infirm,' 
fighed for fome new negotiation that might employ his 
thoughts, and it was not long before his wilhes were grati- 
fied * ; but it was, however, for the laft time. 

Offers his Thf. death of queen heomra plunged the court of Ca^ 
onlydaugb- Ptle into the deepeft foriow. The king was afflicted beyond 
ter and meafure ; and the people were equally moved by the lofs of 
heirefs to the queen, and by that concern which he expreflbd for it. 
the king of Don Ferdinand gave but a little time to giief , he regretted 
Caftile. the queen, but icrncnibcrcd that the king of Cajide was be- 
come^ widower; he had already contradled his daughter^ 
thr infanta, to both hn fons, he refolvcd now to offer her to 
the father. The queen was very well pleafed with this mo- 
tion ; fhe pciceivcd he could not live long, and fhe faw that

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in confequence of this marriage (he might continue a queen^ 
and even govern Portugal after his deceafe. Her favourite 
Andeyro^ now ftiled count of Ourem, was fixed upon to be the 
ambafiadort; and his equipage was fo fplendid, and his ex* 
pence at the court of Gb^i/e fo large, that the Caftilians made 
Ibme fmart refleflions, not much to the honour of the court 
from whence he came. He fucceeded, however, in his ne- 
gotiation, and the king Don Juan^ ftruck with lb advan* 

^geous an offer, accepted the terms upon which it was made, 
and lent an ambafi'ador extraordinary to ratify them. In the , 

hiftory of his reign, we have fhewn what thcfe terms were ; 
and therefore it would bS^mproper to repeat them here, only 
it may not be amifs to obiferye, that the prudence fhewn in 
the laft treaty, did not at all appear in this, for in cafe the 
infanta died withoift children, Dc« Juan was to enjoy the 
kingdom of Portugal \ but indeed fclne of iho Portuguefe wri- 
ters fay, that to balance this^ if thering ai»d queen of Cajlile 
died without heirs, Don Ferdinand was to fiicceed, of which, 
however, there was no great rif ^ue, fince lie was in a man- 
ner dying, and fcarce lived to ^e the marriage, which was 
the laft effort of his extraerd^^ politics *. 

As the king’s infirmitie^ndered it impoffible for him to Becma 
affift at it in perfon, the (<Keen, who delighted in fuch mag- perfuaded 
nificent fpeSaclcs, took^e ^re upon herfelf, and provided of his queen 
every thing requifite at r/vaft expence. When all was ready, Leonora*x 
file fet out with herdalghter, the infanta, who was fcarce 
thirteen years of age, atpended by die •principal nobility of 
Portugal^ for Eflremos^ where fhe was received by the arch--^^^^^^ 
bifhop of Campojiella^ chancellor of Cajlile^ and who in qua- 
lity of ambafl'ador had negotiated this marriage. He was at- 
tended by the prelates, lords, and deputies of towns, who 
fwore to the punflual performance of the treaty in all its 
branches j after which the queen proceeded with the infanta 
to Telves^ where the king met his bride, and folemnly efpoufed 
her : then taking leave of queen Leonora^ he conduced her 
^ that very^cvening to Badajoz^ where the next day he received 
the nuptial bcnedidlion in the cathedral church ; at which ce- 
remony alfo, the Portuguefe plenipotentiaries were prefent 
This was in the beginning of May ; and fomc writers alfert, 
that while the queen was thus employed, and had the plea- 
fure of being idolized by two great nations, the king Don

In the mean time the queen, having con- 
fultcd with her favourite, fummoned the grand-mafter to coun- 
cil; where, after declaring that they had intelligence of the 
king of Cajitles arming with intention to \v\\ 2 iAt i^ortugaly * 
they propoled intruftiiig the command of the aimy on the 
frontiers with the grand-mafter; who by this means they 
thought to have removed to fome diftance, and had prepared 
by great liberalities to gain the people in his abfence. This 
was jiT the morning of the fixth of Detember : the grand- 
mafter accepted the propofition without hefitation, and offer- 
ed to fet out without delay.

When the grand-mafter was more at leifure, he went Match fn* 
to make his excufes to the queen , in which he partly juftified p^fid 
what he had done, and partly caft the weight of it upon ne- him 

ceflity. The queen heaid him with great indifference, and ^^d queen 
anfwered him but coldly ; however, fhe made one requeft,

dingly, attended by many of the firft nobility ; for in general 
the great families adhered to the queen. The grand- maftert 
after her departure, afFe£ted even to his friends a ^ery deep 
melancholy, fuggefled, that for the fake of the people, and 
to make fome effort to preferve the liberties of his country, 
he had quitted an eafy and a happy fituation for a life fo mi- 
ferable that he could not one hour count upon the next, and 
therefore weary of perpetual fatigue, and diftrafled with fo 
hopelefs a profped, he thought beff to retire to England- The 
old chancellor, who was perhaps th^ only man that under* 
flood the grand-mafter’s languagCj^^’d him, that in a fitu- 
ation like his flight was always itrandalous, and feldom fafe ; 
that he faw the people ready to do, or to ftiffer any thing for 
him ; and that therefore heLught to embark their liberty and 
his fafety on the fame bottofi. In the end, the grand-mafter 
fuffered himfelf by a gentlS violence to be drawn to this con- 
clufion A propofition was then made to the queen Donna 
Leonora^ that for the fake of jMacc, to recover her own power, 
and to extinguifh the memory \U11 that was pafl, (he ihould 
marry the grand-mafter, and wibb him hold the regency till 
her daurhter Oiould have a child of ape to affume the govern- 
ment ; "but the queen rejedlcd theilh terms with contempt, 
and repeated her applications tc^Don CaftiU^ for af- 

fiftance and proteflion”. The comKons threatened thofe 
w^ho held out the caflic pf Lubon injfy a furrendcr, from the 
apprehenuon of feeing their wi\ es andxhildren murdered be- 
fore their faces 5 and then proclaimed the grand-mafter protec- 
tor of the Pof tugnefe v\2X\ox\, and regent of the kingdom, pro- 
mifing never to forfake him, and conjuring him to negledl 
nothing that might contribute to their mutual defence 
Juan Upon the queen’s repeated intreaties, and on her promife 
^Caftile to meet him at Santann^ Don Juan of Cajitle began his march 
ajfttmes the towards Portugal^ with a conliderable body of forces, fol-

^Portu- council ; whereas graver heads had perfuaded him td adhere 
gal, inhis (tridtiy to the treaty, to fend ambafladors before him into Por^ 
tugaU with the ftrongeft affurances on that head, and to pro- 
pound only the reftitution of the power of the queen dowager, 
in conjundlion with a council to be chofen by the ftatesP. 
The rqifen he rejedled this was that he looked upon the qon- 

\j 
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qu'eft of Partu^a/ as a thing equally cafy and certain, and ^ 

therefore to be undertaken at once. On his approaching to 
Guarda^ j|ie gates were opened by the command of the hifliop, 
who was ch^cellor tq queen Leonora. He proceeded next to 
Santareny where the queen met him, and where he infiftcd 
fhe fliould refign all title to the regency ; which (he did, but 
unwillingly. He then made a public entry with his queen, 
and cauled himfelf and her to be proclaimed, adding Portugal 
•and Algarve to his titles ; and^aufed money to be coined with 
his own buft, ,and on the reverfe the aims of both kingdoms'*. 

Excurfions were now da jy made into Portugal by the Ca/li- 
lianiy and into Cajille by t^xs^J^rtuguefe : but Don Juan^ ilot 
well fatisfied with his mother’s humour, flicwed little regard 
to her advice, anc^lcfs to her reejieft j while her daughter, 

'Donna Beatrix^ treated her with‘jreat freedom land indiffe- 
rence. The Portugusfe lords were not batter fatisfied : they 
were indeed well entertained j but the king was not fo fa- 
miliar with them as Don Ferdinand had been ; neither 
• did they meet with the golden f^'owers they expefled : on the 
whole, there was much dilTar,.ji6lion amongfi them, and the 
king difdaiping to take anv lognizance of fuch little quarrels, 
applied himfelf to the aF^'mbling of an army that might be 
numerous enough to inveft ajjd i .%ge Lisbon^ in coojundion 
with thofe of the nati< who were ftill in his interefts ; and 
believed that it was very '‘'•rafticable, in foitc of the averfion 
of the populace, to fix ‘bim upon the tfl^one^ Heyasthe 
more confident of this himfelf, as moft of the flrong places, 
and the major part of the kingdom had declared for him j but 
he had not fufficiently confidered that they might alter their 
opinions, and that he had not an army numerous enough to 
fecure them by CaJiUian garrifons ; and if this had been in 
his power, it was doubtful whether they would have given him 
admittance. 


On the other band the regent, from the time he alTumed 
I ^hat title and oflicc, acted with all the prudence and fagacity 
imaginable. He wus himfelf one of the ableft politicians 
ever embarked in a fccne of this nature ; yet he was con- 
cent to be advifed in every thing, and had penetration enough 
to make choice of a council who were really capable to advife 
him. The office of chancellor he beftowed upon Rigai^ a 
man of great parts, and whofe pathetic eloquence had a 
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firong influence upon the people. He did this at the mo- 
tion of Alvaro Pae%^ who had held that office long, and 
now wanted ftrength to go through it. At prefent, faid he 
to the regent, the bufinels is not power but fafety. However, 
he was the firft man fworn of the regent’s council, and how 
well he deferved it, appears from the maxim he recommended 
to him when he feemed diffident of the high profeffions that 
were made to him. 7'o fix thefe people in your intereft, 
faid Ahjora^ you muft give theiji what is none of your own, 
and reward them with whtt is not in your power; meaning, 
that he fhould promife them confifgjitions, and the govern- 
ments of places, then in the han^Jf the queen \ He like- 
wife adviled the regent to fend an arnbaflador to England^ to 
demand the affiftance of thq.duke of Lancafier. And no doubt 
it was by his inftiuflionsithat this minifter made no fcruple 
of turning prophet, Jn giving the title of king of Portugal to 
his mafler long before he affumed it. The regent himfelf 
made no iciuple of praflifing every art for his own advantage ; 
and perceiving that numbers were inclined to the infant Don 
fuariy he caufed him to be uipifted in his ftandards, lying 
on a bed of llraw, with irons onfhis legs, as if he had been 
fo treated in Cafiile ; by which animated the populace 
againft their enemies, and made the phrafe of the king Don 
Juan familiar ^ The war cofffd no)j be carried on without 
treafure : the plunder of the queenjp friends, and the plate 
of the^ churches was at ready and cr^nvenient fupply, yet he 
received it with reluctance ; and declaring his fincere inten- 
tion to replace it, he kept thofe who weVe dripped from en- 
gaging againft him, and brought the priefts to aCt vigoroufly 
on his fide. In the whole courfe of his conduCt, he never 
loft fight of old Paez's firft admonition, haughty to your foes 
and humble to your friends. When he fpoke of the liberty 
of Portugal, it was in the language of the old Romans ; but in 
his applications to the people, he was fo modeft, and fo re- 
figned, that all things were forced upon him, and hq feemed 
to be no more than an engine direCfed at their pleafi-^-e. l^'he 
nobility faw through this, and thought to expofe it, by calling 
his adherents the difciples of the Meffiah ; but as there is no 
reafoning, fo there is no jefting with the multitude, for they 
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took this literally, and retorting it upon his opponents, called 
them infidels and Jews. “ 

After all the pains taken by the regent, and in fpight of all attempt 

his addrels, he mi^t^very probably have been cruflied by the made oh the 
power of the king Don Juan^ and of the party who remained king^s Ufe^ 
firm to the intereft of queen Beatrix^ if their affairs had hyconm^ 
been conduced with equal fpirit, or if the like unanimity had mameof 
prevailed amongft them. I'he queen dowager, heated by her ^*teen 
•refentment, and forgetting agpinft whom flie afted, endea- 
voured to diffufe amongft her creatures an opinion that fhe Lc« 
was injured, and that to fecure their own liberties, and ob- 
tain juftice for her, the in vteft way was to reconcile them- 
felves to the regent ; upon this many who doubted on which 
fide to act took he# advice. Thefking, her fon-in-law, ex- 
poftulated this matter warmly, mo> e especially as he had been 
refufed entrance into Coimbra by Don Gonpalo Tellez^ her bro- 
ther. The queen gave fo plaunble an account of this matter, 
that the king knew not what to think, more efpecially when (he 
f propofed going herfelf with him -to Coimbra^ in order to oblige 
her brother to put that impo ^unt place into his hands. He 
carried her thither accordingly, and in a conference with Don 
Gonfalo fhe reafoned, thr'»atencd, commanded, intreated, and 
cajoled him in fuch a manner, diat Don Juan could not 
doubt of her intention, ’ thoii|h ^1 proved incffedlual, and 
her brother could be c'-nly brought to promife, that when a 
king of Portugal (hould ‘ lemand them, he would delj|yer the 
keys^. Queen Leonora laid, hold of this exprellion to facili- 
tate a moft horrid defign, which fhe had formed againft the 
king’b life. Don Pedio^ count of Traftemara^ and Don Alon- 
fo^ his brother, near relations to the king, were in the camp, 
and the latter had an intrigue with one of the queen’s ladies 
of honour, who propofed to him that count Pedro fhould 
kill the king, marry the queen regent her miftrefs, declare 
himfelf king of Portugal ; and as he might be aflured that 
^ Coimbra would be rendered to him by her brother, he might 
reft fatisl^d that other cities and towns would take the fame 
ftep. Don Pedro was weak and wicked enough to enter into 
this wild feheme : in the management of which he was 
obliged to truft a Jew^ who either through fear of punifli- 
ment, or hopes of reward, difeovered it to the king ; upon 
which, immediate orders beiiig given to double the guards, a 
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fcrvant of Don Pedrds carried him the news ; and, as guiit 
is cafily alarmed, he made his efcape. The king charged 
Donna Leonora with it before the queen her daughter j but 
without being difconccrted, fhe deniedtthe whole, and when 
the was produced, fhc treated him as an informer and im- 
poftor. This, however, made no impreffion on Don Juan^ 
who, by the advice of his council, fent her prifoner into Ca/tlle*. 

As the king’s foie dependance was now in his arms, he fent 
orders to Sevt/le to equip a fleer, which was intended to block 
up the river of Lisbon ; and at the fame time directed, that 
the principal nobility in his domii^^Dns fhould march to his 
affiftance, with all the forces r>''y^could raife y. In the mean 
time hearing every day of places revolting to the regent, he 
refolved to punifli what he? treated as a fprrit of rebellion, and 
fent out detachments to burn and plunder ; who did their bu- 
fincfs without the ‘lealt mixture of pity or regret. The re- 
gent, who now faw all at ftakc, diredfed the (mail fleet that 
he had at Lisbon to repair to Porto^ that they might not be 
blocked up ; and directed hi^ letters to all the maritime places 
in the kingdom, requiring tKcpt to fend what naval force 
they could thither*. To reftraid the Caftilian troops, he gave 
the command of the befl: part of his 'to Nugno Alvarez Percyra^ 
one of the braveft and heft n^*ccr^ he had ; and notwith- 
ftanding his elder brother, the pricr of Craio^ who was in 
the fervice of the king of CafttUy laboured all that was in 
his porver to draw him^to that intermit, he rejedted all offers j 
and with great intrepidity, though with forces far inferior to 
the enemy, attacked the Caftiliamy and gained a glorious vic- 
tory This anfwered the intended end of reftraining incur- 
fions; but the king Don fuan^ reinforcements arriving dally, 
he was quickly in a condition to undertake what was the main 
objedt of his defires, the fiegc of Lhhon\ and as foon as he 
had the news that his fleet was arrived before it, he marched 
with a numerous and well difeiplined army, with which he in- 
refted the place, not at all doubtful of the event, as the enemy 
had nofuccours to expeft, and as his troops were abundantly fup- 
plled with provifions from the fruitful countries that lay be- 
hind them. The prefence of the regent was the great ftrength 
of the place \ for the number of trqops he had ^'^as very ftnall. 
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and he had no army in the field in a condition to raife it. 
He defended ^imfelf, however, with great fpiric and refolu- 
tion ; and Having good intelligence, executed fome bold 
iallies with Tuccefs. His fleet at Porto^ being gradually aug* 
mentcd, put to Tea, and fwept all the (hips upon the coafts 
of Cajlile^ by which they made a prodigious booty ; and, af« 
ter carrying their prizes to Porto^ they entered the river of 
Lisbon^ and blocked up the Cajiihan fleet, that had hitherto 
afted againft the town But it may be, the king of Cajiile% 
fuperior force,, which gained him in the courft ofthefiege 
many advantages, would in the end have carried the place. 
But the irrefiftible arm of 1 iOyidence interpofed ; an epidemic 
diflemper, little differing from a^lague, broke out in his ar- 
my, and made fuch^cvaftation th|t he at length thought it 
expedient to try what a negotiation might produce The 
regent readily hftened to this, as it raifed the Ipirits of his own 
people, and as he knew the difeale would continue to adt 
while hoftilities weie fufpended. The king propofed, that 
if he would proclaim himlelf and c^xxttn Beatux^ he would 
leave the regency of the kingdom t® him, in conjundlion with 
a Cajhltan nobleman. Th- regent having protrafted the 
treaty for fome time, anfwered, that this was againft his prin- 
ciple, fince he only fought to pieferve the goveinment of 
Portugal to tht PonugueJe'K HVhTle the negotiation lafted, 
he wrote to the conftabl • at Evora to afiemble all the troops 
he poflibly could, and to advance tovjfartis Dsbon^ to counte- 
;iance a lally he intended to make with his whole foreft ; but 
Don ^uan of Cajhle hindered his orders from taking effedt, 
by raifing the ftege fuddcnly, and retiring with the wietched 
remains of his aimy, as faft as they were able to march, to-

quered Portugal^, Yet in the midft of theie preparations he 
had recourfe to a finifter method ; which not only failed him, 
but was in other refpeds alfo highly detrimental to his inte- regent. 
refts. He wrote to the count de rrajhmarn^ whom queen 
Leonora had embarked in a defign againft his ovrn life, that 
he might recover his favour, and prevent the co^'ftfeation of 
his vaft eftate, if he could bv any means comprf) the death 
of the regent. The count wh^.,j*«Dtwiih{landing his alliance 
to the royal family, yras very fit fo| fuch an enterprize, very 
readily embraced the propofal, and drew in Don Pedro de 
Cajiro^ to whom the regent had given his life v\hen detefted 
in a former confpiracy, to join with him. ^JoJ^n Duque, go- 
vernor of T )rres Vedras^ Juan Alonfo de Baexa^ and Garcia 
Gongales de Valdex^ were alfo embarked in this bJaOk defign ; 
into which they alfo drew Figueredo^ who had been governor 
of the caftle of Gaya^ and leaving it in the hands of his wife, 
fhe had fo tormented the country round about, that the no- 
bility in the neighbourhood rofe, and took it from her; and 
this, though he knew nothin^Kit ftic matter, he was to re- 
venge upon the regent. It was alfo communicated to the 
count Don Gonzales deTelkzy brother queen Ltonora y 
but thefe two laft, after a little reflexion, repented, antkgavc 
the regent notice of his danger at the very inftant it was to 
have been executed. 7'he count and Don Pedro de Cnflro made 
their efcape, fo did Alonfo de Baez \ but Gai cia Gonfales de VaU 
dez was taken, and by the regent’s order burnt alive John 
Duque was fo provoked at this that he cut off the hands am! 
the nofes of fix Pottuguefe gentlemen who weie his prifoners^ 
and fent them to the regent ; who immediately commanded 
fix Cajiihan gentlemen to be treated in the fame manner ; but 
before thet officer to whom he fpoke quitted the room, he 
faid, I have given enough to refcntnient in ilfuing fuch an 

order ; but it would be infamous to carry it into execution. 

“ See that the Caftillans fuffer no hurt.” This, moft authors 
agree, was the greateft action of his life *. The CaJiiUans 
thSmfelves were fo fenfible of it, that they began to adt with 
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lefs rigour tn regard to fuch of his party as fell into their 
hands.

“ in a happy time * Doii Juan (hall hr our king Whe- 
ther this was owing to art or accident, it had a great efFeft : 
The archbifliop „ of Btaga prefided in this aflembly ; in 
which were prefent the bifliop^ of Lisboriy Lamego^ Porto^ 
Coimbra^ and G'laula^ with many of the nobility, and moft 
of the depuMcs of citu^s. The chancellor Regras made a lon^ 
and labouitd fpecch, in which he endeavoured to (hew, that 
the throne was really vacant , and therefore as it was their duty* 
to fill It, he recommended the regent to their choice, as the 
perfon who for many rejfons beft defeived it"*. This, tho* 
acceptable to many, was not^ to all Don Fa/co de Citnha^ 
a manot great quality, and greater probity, rofc up, and de- 
clared, that he was* far from being pcrfuaclcd by what he had 
heard' that hitherto none had pretended to doubt the reality 
of Don Pedro^^ marriage wMth Donna Agnes de Cajiro ; and 
that if this marriage was valid, Don Juan^ though an exile, 
though a pnfoner, was king of Portugal He clofed his fpecch, 
however, with faying, that it the* ftates were of another opi- 
nion, and lliould think thcmfelvcs at liberty to chufe a king, 
he fliould look upon himfelf as bound to obey. The confta- 
ble Don Nugno Alvar e% de Perrra^ when he faw that this 
Ipeech, which was fupported alfo by Don Vnfco*s two brothers, 
made a great imprcflion upon the aflembly, was fo^ putting an 
end to the oppolition, by making away with him on the (pot. 
But the regent iiuerpofing, prevented any violence the con- 
llable had then rccourfe to words. He told the ftates, that 
Portugal would be undone without a king : that let the right 
Don Juan be what it would, the nation had no hand either 
in hib exile, or in his captivity, and therefore ought not to 
fuller by it : that lome people thought the title in Donna 
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Beatrix : that the king of Cajiile had thought proper to alTume < 

it ; and by that zA had cancelled all claim to it ; that others 
were for Don Juany the fon of Donna Jgties ; that he thought 
where threef jovereigns claimed there was no allegiance due ; 
that the ftates of Portugal were the lole judges of fo embar- 
rafled a queftion ; that the people could be no longer with- 
out a head ; and that without lofing time in debates, the flates 
ought to name him. This brought things tGund again, and 
tlie aflembly feemed in general inclined to come to a refolu- 
tion, when the regent defired be heard, and a deep filence 
enfued \ 

He began with fetting forth the mifery of their prefent DifquaUfy* 
condition j the juft apprehcMiu^ "^ey were under of having mgfpeich 
thole miferies for evej entailed upon|thcir pofterity, by falling made in 
under the dominion ot a foieign power. He expatiated on thatajfem*- 
the troubles, dangers, and hardftiips to which by his office h 
of regent, or protestor, he was expofed. He faid, he pre- 
tended no right to the crown, nor did he defire it. I'hat 
the king of Cajiile had plainly forfeited his, and the queen’s 
likewife, by entering Portugal with an army, in breach of the 
treaty, from which alone her right could arife. That with 
refpe<Sl to the infant Don Juan, U the ftates would declare 
him their king, he was content to take the fame pains that 
he had hitherto done ; that h^vas^ready to fwear to him as 
his lawful fovereign ; to expel the CaJhUanrowX. of his domi- 
nions ; and to defend them for him |ill J^rovidence, by re- 
ftoring him to his liberty, fliould reftore to Portugal hef law- 
ful king. That from what he knew of the weight and duties 
of that high office, he was fenfible he wanted talents to dif- 
charge it ; but that to expel ftrangers, to prefer ve the liber- 
ties of the people, and to keep the crown for its lawful 
owner, he was ready to expofe himfelf to any labour or ha- 
zard I'he affembly underftood this perhaps as it was in- 
tended ; as a modeft refufal, that might render the placing 
the crown upon his head more grateful to the people of Por^ 
tugaL Ac%ordingly, the queftion being put, the regent was 
unanimoufly declared king, andsDon Vafio da Cunha was one 
of the fii ft who complimented him upon his elecSion p, and 
made him a tender of his fervices. 

Thus ended that long interregnum which had been fo Dowjuau 
fatal to Portugal^ which had deftroyed the face of government declared

prefled the king to fight : he faid the ardour of his troops would 
fupply the want of numbers ; and that it was diihonourable 
to fee the kingdom burnt and fpoiied, without attempting its 
I relief. The king heard him patiently, and gave him good 
words ; but did not (hew h4s ufual alacrity in marching to 
find out the enemy. ' At length an officer he had lent to view 
the Crtfy?/7/i7« army, retiAned, and publifheJ through the camp, 
that though the report tr^ to their numbers ; yet that 
they were extremely harrafi'ed, Yere in great want of provi* 
fion, and fo difperfed that they might be eafily furprized. 
7''his he did by the king’s exprefs orders ; for there was not 
a fingle word of it true^ the army being in the 

plains of AljubarotOy very (liongly polled, and very well fup- 
plied. 

The Portuguefe foldiers cried out to be led to the battle ; 
the conftable expoftulated again with the king ; and he, as if 
over-perfuaded, at laft gave orders to march. The CnJVili- 
ans had great advantages if had preferyed them : their 
army confifted, according accounts, of thirty thou- 

fafid men ^ Some hiftorians make theirs but fix 

ihoufand fix hundred ; but the Cajhliqns fay they were ten 
ihoufand. The conftable led the van. Men Rodriguez com- 
manded one wing, Antoni'j Vafqucz the other, and the king 
was in the center. 7 he Cajhliam came precipitately to the 
aftion, and were not only the aggreflbrs, but charged with fuch 
firry that the conftable with his troops gave way. The king 
of Portugal perceived it, and ordered the main body of his 
forces to open and give them way. The enemy, difordered 
in the purfuit, he attacked on thtir flanks, and in half an hour 
their rout became unavoidable. A multitude of their beft 
officerstvere killed upon the fpot , the king of Ca/ltle fled that 
night upon a mule to Saniaren, upwards of thirty miles. This 
viftory, which was decifive, was gained on the fourteenth of 
Auguji^ by four in the afternoon. The Cajhlians loft ten 
thoufand men, all the places in the neighbourhood furrender-

we can only endeavour to reach the truth by cor^uf^ng 
tjiem 'J. 

The chancellor Regras^ who was a great politiefen and a 
very plaufible fpeaker, undertook to re6iily his/hiafters judg- 
ment with regard to his liberalities, objeaingf particularly to 
the large grants he had mavle the conftable Don Nvgno Alva- 
rez de Pereyra, He further obferved, tKat j/ie conftable had 
not turned thefe to his own advantage ; but had exercifed the 
fame royal gcnerofity towards the gentlemen who had ferved 
uhder him : by which he was in a manner maftcr of the pro- 
vinces of Alentcjo and Algarve, He oAncIuded, that the king 
had already feveral children,^ J wai likely to have more, and 
that a competency was at Icim due to them, as well as power 
and magnificence to the conftable. Moved by thefe perfua- 
fions, the king piibliftied an edieJi for refuming upon certain 
terms the grants he'^had made in the time of his ncceffity ^ 
The conftable, who found hinfelf exceedingly embarraned 
and aggrieved by this cdi(9, came to court, and cxpoftulated 
the matter with the king, who, on ?ccount of their ancient 
friendfhip, heard him patiently; but told him it was impof- 
fible for him to retraft his edi<S, The conftable upon this 
went down to his government, and putting his affairs into 
the beft order he was ablej'ligiiified an intention of leaving 
the kingdom®. At this the king was equally alarmed and 
difpleafed : he fent therefore feveral cccleliafticks to difluade 
him from that refol^ition ; but without etfeft : for the con- 
ftable’s high fpirit could not brook what be undeiftood to be 
an aft of injuftice. The king thereupon fenc him orders to 
come to court ; and when he came, took him ajone into 
his clofct, where he explained to him the true motives of his 
conduft. The conftable came out from this conference per- 
fcftly fatisfied ; and the edift was executed without any far- 
ther difputes ^ It feems the king intending his natural Ton 
Don Alonfoy who was his great favourite, for the conflablc’s 
only daughter, he was unwilling that his eftabliflimem: fhould 
appear more confiderable than that of his lawful children ; 
and as foon as the conftable perceived that what he did was 
not at all the effeft of any coldnefs or difregard, but was ia 
itfclf highly reafonable, he came at once into his mafter’s 
mcafur^ ; fo that this may Lc reckoned among the few in-

war lay fmothcrW under its embers. The king of Portugal^ irruption 
under pretence the articles of the laft conventioh be- 7»/^Portu- 
tween them had r^been well obfcrvcd, furpiized the town of gal, and 
^BadajoZy and mad^n aiteingt upon that of Albuquerque^ a ajfumps th^ 
place of ftrength and^ importance. Don Henry of Cajiile rer Sf 
fented this, upon which the war flamed out afrefli, and the 
conftdble of Portugal made an irruption into CaJlile But 
while king John meditated fomenting of greater confequence, 
he was not a littlei»furprized at the news that Fajo de Cunhoj 
Ferdinand Pacheco^ and Juan Alonfo Pimentel were letired into 
Caftile^ and had prevailed on feveral confi^jlerable places in his 
dominions to revolt. At this time his troops were employed in. 

Galuia^ where they had once more taken the city or Tuy^ 
and the conftable was thererin order to fortify and put it into 
a proper ftate of defence \ In fome fmall fpace the meaning 
of this defedlion appeared ; for Don Denh of Portugal^ aflxfted 
by a confiderable body of CajUlian troops, advanced to Bra^ 
gan^a ^ and having joined tl^nnlcontents, aflumed the title 
of king But the conftablelnarching with all his forces on 
one fide, and the king aflembling an army at Porto on the 
other, Don was aJvilcd by hi» frfends to lay |fide the 
royal title, and to withdraw with as much privacy as poflible 
into Cajlile niis did not put an end to the war, which 
was very injuiious to the fubjeds of both crowns by land and 
fea, without turning in any degree to the benefit of cither. 

This made both princes willing to liflen to a negotiation 2 
plenipotentiaries were appointed on both fides, and though 
they feparated without coming to any conclufion, yet they 
met again foon after, and agreed upon a tiuce for ten years, 
on very equal terms ^ The kin| of Cajiile dying not long A. D.

verted into a peace j and foon after demanded affiflwice of 
the king of Portugal againft the Moors^ which he jr}ot onlv 
grant J but ottered, as hci Ion was under age^-to tommand 
thp ar^iy of CafttU in perion, which^the mieen’s council, 
ho>vL\er, advilcd her to decline on a narrow principle of 
jealousy. / 

By the late treaty with, and by this obli^ng behaviour to- 
wards the crov/n of CnltiUy a ^rcat checl/was given to thofe 
animofities that h k 1 lo longdilhifbed boiK nations, and the king 
was left at leiiuie to proicente his political views lor the good 
of his fubjeds. As he had been once a private man, and 
never had any decree of he prtftrved* which was 

very wondf ilul, tne fame faniiliant) with all perfons of con- 
dition that he had been accuftomed to in his youth His iio- 
bilitv diiud at his table; he frequently made vifiis; and 
when he jri intcd an audience, con monly attended the perion 
with u hr m he had been (peaking to the door of his apart- 
ment. His maxim v\ »s, that a p'-ince without coin muft pay 
in ciMiity. But he did not fay or M this from a piinciple of 
avaiKc; on the contrary, his gcnerofity made him poor. 
But with a^l this condefcenfion he was very much a king, 
find upon pioper occafion^- and inflexible when he found 
this ftiichiels n#*ceflary. He c(9?erved that many of the no- 
bility had bravos about thtir perfons, men recommended by 
the wicked adious they had done, encouraged and fubfiflcd 
to do more. He made an edid acainlt this, and he took 
care that it fhould be executed (o pundualiy, that thele fort 
of people weie looted out. He fufFered no office to be fold 
of any kind, nor would prefer from any other motive than 
merit. He moderated the impofls as foon as it was in his 
power; was a tiue friend to induflry, and encouraged his 
fubjeds to purfue it from his own example. His old fnends 
were always welcome to him ; and before he did any thing of 
importance he was wont to fay, we muft know the confta- 
ble s mind upon this. When his revenues increafefl, he in- 
demnified thofe from whom he had taken grants; and his 
inclination to juftire was fo w^ll known, that thofe who Of- 
fered imputed It to his neceffity and not to his will. He did not 
affecS amufements or fpcftacles, but was w'ont to fay, that 
conferfation was of all divcrfions the cheapeft, and improved

of lettM, and a true tafte amongll his courtiers. 

THfi'^ing had more than once /hewn an inclination 
confer th? 'Ssnour o|| knighthood upon his forts; but the guecn Phi- 
young princes made a fcruple of accepting that honour in a lippa,'tf»</ 
time of full pca6e ; and the king, with much more reafon, gnat re- 
made a fcruple \)f entering into a war, merely to make gnt of her 
knights. At len^h, however, he ordered military prepara- 
<ions by land and fea^ which farmed all his neighbours. He 
confided his fccret to hone but the prince againft whom theie 
preparations were pretended to be made, and this was the 
count of Flanders^ who he gave out had injured his fubjefts 
in their trade, and on whofe dom»;nions he propofed to niake 
a defeent. The co«nt being previoufly informed that his real 
intention was againft the Moors in jifrica^ took the proper 
meafures on his fide to keep up the farce.® At length, every 
thing being ready for the i!itended expedition, in which the 
king propofed to command in perfon, he appointed the 
ogrand-mafter of the order of Chrift, viceroy in his abfence j 
and then communicated N whole fchemc and intention of 
his voyage to the queen, to whom before he would never re- 
veal the lecret S She prefTed him earneftly to lay afide the 
thoughts of going himfelf, and .>^it4ild certainly have prevailed 
if the princes had not as earrfeflly laboured to keep him to 
his fiift refolution. The apprehenfion of his abfence, how- D, 
ever, iflcded the queen fo much th«t flie fell fuddqply ill, 1414, 

and her malady proved fo violent, that in a few days /lie died, 
to the extreme regret of the king, and of the whole court‘d. 

The fleet aflembled for this enterprize confifted of fifty- 7 )<?/JohnV 
nine gallies, thirty-three tall Ihips of w^ar, -and one hundred gkrionsex- 
and twenty tranfports, carrying in the whole fifty thou fand 
Ibldicrs and Teamen. The rendezvous was appointed In La^ f 
gos bay, where the bull of Croifade was publi/hed, and from 
thence the king pafled through the ilreight, fleering diredly 
for the port of Ceuta. On the fourteenth of Augujl they 
•difeovered^he place, and on the twenty-firft they began to 
debark the troops, with the infants Don Henry and 13 on Pe- 
dro at their head The Moorijh governor, Sala Benfala^ had 
made very great preparations for the fiege, which he had long 
feared, and had brought a confiderable number of auxiliaries

into the place ; but as there happened a great {kommWilc 
the ChriRian fleet was at Tea, thofe auxiliari^ wouldf Ray no 
longer. The attack was prefently madci and with (^at furyi 
in which thcMnfants Edxvard^ Henry^ ajnd Pedifyli^d an equal 
ihare of danger and of honour; and at length, with fome 
cfiufion of blood, the town was taken, and t||(e enemy retired 
into the caflle ^ The king caufed that fort/'efs alfo to be at- 
tacked, and Sala perceiving that he had i<6 relief to expeft, 
after having Rood one aiTault, retired in the night and left the 
Poriuguefe mafters of the place The king having caufed* 
the fortitications to be repaired, and the mofque to be pufified^ 
left a good garrifon under the command of l^on Pedro de Me- 
nefes^ count of Alcontin \ apd having reimbarked the reft of 
his troops on the fecond of September j retui^ned fafely into Por- 
tugal ; and having reviewed his army at Tavtra^ and rewarded 
the feveral perfonf who had diflinguiihed themfclves in his 
jfervice, he declared the infant Doh Henry^ duke of FifeOj and 
gave the title of duke of Coimbra to the infant Don PedroS 
This year he aboliflied the aera of Augujtus \ which had been 
before aboliflied in Arragon in 13 Jo, and in Caftile in 1383. 
The princes of Barbary immedia .ely formed a league for the 
recovery of Ceuta^ which obliged the king of Portugal to fend 
back the infants Don Hen^ and Don Pedro with a confider- 
able force, who found greatei^iflliculty in relieving than they 
had done in acquiring the place, which at length, however, 
they accomplifhed, lifter defeating the infidels both by land and 
fea ; which fuccefs of theirs proved fatal t!b Abu-fade^ king 
of Fez^ upon whom the Moon had laid the blame of this lofs ; 
in refentment of which, his fubjedts confpired againft and 
murthered him ; ^pon which fo great troubles enfued, that 
they had no king for eight years K fiut by what right, un- 
lefs there fubfifted a continual war with the Moors in Bar- 
baryn this conquefl was made, does not at ail appear. 

Some of hit After all the reputation rcfulting from the fuccefs of the ^ 

council are, king’s arms in Africa, fome of his minifters, for he allowed ' 
bo'wew, every man to fpeak his mind freely, made it a question in his 
council, whether it was for the king’s advantage to keep 
that he conqueft, or whether all the benefits propofed from

Oii 
the other hand, it was urged that the keeping of Cetdd wjis of 
common benefit to all Spain^ as it divided the Moors from the 
Moors^ and facilitated the redu^ion of the kingdorh diGranaiam 
It was alledgcd, that *he Moom^ as infidels and aggreflbrs in 
the cortqueft of Spain^ were to be confidered as hereditary and 
perpetual enemies, againft whofe defcents and incurfions, as 
Well as pyracies by fea, it was abfolutely necefiary to take the 
beft precautions poflible, than which there was none compara- 
ble to the kecping^the caftle, town, and port of Ceuta. It 
was added in reference to the great charge it entailed upon 
the kingdom, that it miglu be leffened by various means; 
that the Pope would undoubtedly oblige the clergy to cohtri- 
,bute to it; that the garnfon might ferve as a kind of fchoo! 


for the military orders, i|nd in confeqiience of that fubfift 
in fome meafure at their e^ence ; and that very probably if 
the king enlarged his conquW on that fide, he might find 
means to draw a confiderable pai <^f their ftibfiftance from the 
inhabitants of the conquered ctijnffy. Kingjohni having tho- 
roughly weighed the arguments offered on both fides, deter- 
mined to keep Ceuta; and thereupon gav^ orders for enlarging 
and augmentingi^the fortifications, as well as for forming an 
intrenched camp under thfem. He augmented his forces there 
to fix thoufand foot, and two thoufand five hundred horfe j 
which he judged fufficient to deprive the Moors of all hopes of 
recovering it, or at lead capable of repelling their attempts, 
if, contrary to his expedlation, they /hould endeavour it, He 
likewife addrefled himfelf to the rope for the afliftance pro- 
pofed, and procured from hrm all that he demanded K By 
this means he ftruck a great terror ihto the infideb, which

lafted all^his rergn. 

It often happens in other countries, and it more than 
once happened in thi*!, that princes grown to men’s eftate 
become impatient in obeying, and &om a too high eftimation 
of dieir own abilities, through falfe ambition, or excited by 
pernicious counfels from others, difturbed the government 
they were bound by nature, as well as duty and intereft to 
fupport. In all other things fortunate, king yoh;» was moft 
fortunate in this. He had many fons, whom he faw men,

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men of parts and men of adion ; but men who had 
lacion, fave that of (heWtng their afFedlion to hi^penon» 
which they manifefted by employing all their abili^ in the 
fupport of his adminiftration* This was in a greit meafure 
due to the care he had taken in tb-sir education^ and the 
pains with which he himfelf had inftru£led them in (olid and 
ufeful knowledge. Henry y duke of VifeOy had thedire£lion of 
^(Faiis in Afr ca^ and his father procured him the beft ap- 
pointments in his power ; thefe he employed as if they werf* 
only intruded with him for thr public advantage. He it wa^, 
as we havefhewn in another place, that fet on foot thofe dif- 
coveries which proved fo beneficial afterwards, not to Portu^ 
gal only, but to all Europe. The firft fruits of them was the 
fettling and pofTeffing the ifland of Madeira^ which very foon 
yielded a confiderable revenue. He it v^as, who taking no* 
tice of a fmall, but fecure poft in the kingdom of Algarve^ 
about a league and a half diftant from Cape Vincent y caufed a 
town to be eie£ied there, which is allowed to be the beft laid 
out and fortified of any in Portugal. This is called Sagrez ; 
and fome think we may trace ther^*7 fomewbat of the ancient 
name of the Capey which was csintd in Latin Promontorium 
Sacrum. It was here that he er^lled his magazines, built and 
laid up his (hips that were cominually employed in ufeful en* 
terprizes But this fpirit or'ifj^rovcment in the king and his 
fons, though it laid the foundation of future emoluments, pro- 
duced for the prefent a great want of money. In this cafe the 
king hpd again recoiirfe to the clergy, and defired their con- 
ient to coin the church-plate. Thefe men, who had difturb- 
ed almoft every other reign, had the good fenfe in his to be 
as traiSIable as any of his f ubjedis. They owned there was no- 
thing more reafonable than that a prince who had exhaufted 
his own coft'ers in a war againft the infidels, (hould be fupport- 
ed out of the treafures of the church. They gave a farther 
inftance of their good temper : the Pope had been informed, 
that the king, like fome of hb predecefTors, had brought cc* 
clefiafticks before lay tribunals, and had in othei. refpedls 
invaded what was (filed the immunities of the church. Upon 
this he dire<Sled fome prelates to enquire into the king's con- 
duff in this refpeff ; infinuating, that he would proceed very 
rigoroufly if he faw caufe. But thofe prelates reported that 
there was none. They knew the king's intentions were 

: they faw that juftice was ftriflly and impartially admi- 
tuftered ai^ongft all ratiks of people; and they were afraid of

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feSng a fcandalous clergy in a v^eIl*ordered kingdom, which 
induced them to aA as they did \ for which the king made 
them verj grateful returns". Irfthis refpeftking J^n had 
vifil)ly the advantage^ of all his predeceflbrs, who found it 
much ealier to deal with the Mom than with their clergy. 

As during his long reign there happened many turns, and He takes 
great diftra6tions in Caflile^ as we have (hewn in their proper no adman* 
place, he might, if he had been an unjuft and ambitious 
prince, have fomented their diiyjrbances, and have drawn their or 

malcontents to depend upon him. But he meddled no far- 
ther in thefe matters than was necelTary to preferve the quiet / 

of his own dominions ; and if he gave (belter at any time to ^ 

the difeontented nobility, he gave them at the fame time ho- 
neft advice, and intftrpofed his good offices to prevent things 
from coming to extremities. He interpofed to prevent a war 
between the crown of Cajiile on one (ide and thofe of Arragon 
and Navarre on the other. •The latter offered to leave all dif- 
putes to his arbitration, and afterwards clapped up a peace 
• without his knowledge, ^hich he refented. The king of 
Cafttle thereupon fent an%mbaffy to him to complain of his 
fupporting the infants, w\d were inclined to difturb the 
peace of , his kingdom. KtSf; John anfwered, it was true 
that he had given (helter r^^Sfofe princes, becaufe they 
were princes : but he immediately publKfied a procla- 
mation foibidding any of his fubjeds taking any (hare in 
their quarrels ; by which the king df CaJhU was tho^puglily 
fatisfied of the reflitude of his intentions, and expreffed 
that fatisfaftion in the cleared terms and in the mod pub- 
lic manner ; which was one of the laft remarkable tranf- 
a61ions in his reign, and which at the fame time did him no 
fmall honour 

The king’s laft cares were about the fcttlement of his fa- Death of 
mily : he married prince Edward^ the heir apparent of his do- king John,

1431. though he took care to hide it much as poifiblc, 

that he might not alarm either his fubjeds or his family. 
When he was feiz^d with his lad illnefs, he fent for the prince 
and admoniflied him to be careful of religion, juftice, and 
the morals of his people. He then fent for the reft of his 
children, and exhorted them to unanimity, teftihed great 
piety and refignation in his laft ^>ments, and fubmitted to 
fate on the eleventh of 1433* in the feventy-fixth 

year of his age S and in theySrty-eighth of his reign, ex-

thence ;^to Santarei^ where he held an aflembly of the ftates, fir 

in which fie produced a code of laws, collefled and digefted ducttig^ 
under proper heads by nis own order, that there might be but 
one rule of right through the whole kingdom ; whereas, un- 
der pretence of their ancient cuftoms, the law had almoft 
been different in every one of the provinces. He alfo propofed 
inother law, for fupprefling luT^ry in drefs and in diet, which 
it feems was become highly neceflary ; and the king promifed 
that himfelf and the nobility fliould have a ftrifteye to its ex* 
ecution, by which, as he explained it, he meant no more 
than that they would pay an exadl obedience to it \ for it was 
his maxim, that whatever was amifs in the morals of the 
people, either proceeded from the example of the great, or 
might be eafily corredled by it *. His brotfeer, the infantDon 
Henry^ being taken pnfonei^with the king of Arragon in Italy^ 
by the duke of Milan^ occafioned a general confternation ; 

•but it did not laft long, ^ they were very foon informed that 
he had recovered his liberV The king, being defirous of 
fignalizing his reign, by exuding his conqucits in Africa^ 
caft his eyes upon Tangier^ or had it pointed out to him. 

His council agreed that it was a p^ace ofconiequence, the re- 
dudion of which would add iJftre to his arms, though they 
could not agree about the propereft manner of reducing it*

Jamesy gave it as his opinion, that if thdking made an ex- 
pedition on that fide, it (hould be with a numerous fleet, and a 
ftrong army, lince othervufe his own, and the reputation 
of the crown might receive a check not eafy to be reco- 
vered. But th'e infant Don Ferdinandy grand-mafter of Avts^ 
treated the affair in another manner, magnified the military 
skill and courage of Portugvefe i and put the king in 
mind of the eafe with which his father had made himfelf 
mafter of Ceuta. The king, whofe coffers were not very 
full, liftened to this advice, notwithftanding all that Don 1^36, 
Juan could fay ; fo that the army was fixed at fourteen thou- 
fand men, with a proportionable fleet : and this refolution 
taken, the conqueft of Tangier was looked upon as a thing 
in a manner accompliflied j but this was only amongft the 
young nobility at court.

jefted Some of the princi^^al olHcers gave it uS their opi- 
nion, that the fleet ought to be fent back foi a fupply of troops 
before they undertook any thing : but the infants, efteeming 
it equally* hazardous to allow the enerpy fo much time to re- 
pair, or to undertake any thing with io fmall a force, reiolv- 
ed at lafl to proceed ; and accordingly tbe infant Don Henry 
marched with the bed part of the forces by land, and Don 
Ferdinand with thd reft proceeded^by fea for Tangier^ the fiege 
of which they began on the fifteenth of September, The Moors 
were extremely alarmed at this attempt, and immediately fet^ 
on foot a general confederacy fqtf the prefervation of the 
place j but that they fliould^e able to bring into the 
peld, as fome writers mentm^, an army of hx hundred 
thoufand foot, and fourfcor&^oufand horfe, the reader will 
certainly think with us, i$ ^t^^^ether incredible. It is, how- 
ever, certain, that the king of Fez, at the head of a nu- 
merous army, marrhed to the relief of Tangier, and before 
the fiege was far aJlvaVcd, attacked the beiiegets in their 
trenches. It is trif^ they made a gstllant defence, and the 
Moors were repulfcd ; but notwithflanding this, they made a 
proper ufe of their fuperiority by invefting the befiegers, who 
finding themfeI^^ fhut up between the fortrefs and the army, 
ivere conftrained to fend fbm6 of the principal perfons amongfl 
them to capitulate with the king of Fez ; and to oiler him the 
reftiedtign of Ceuta, if he would permit the remains of the 
army to embark for Portugal, The king readily liftened to 
this propofition, and olFered to give them hoflagi s for the 
due performance of the articles ; but he demanded in return^ 
that one of the infants Ihould remain as a hoflage for the re- 
ftoring of Ceuta : upon which Don Ferdinand readily ofiered 
himfeTf, which was accepted j and Don Henry ^ and as many 
of ihe Portuguefe as were left, embarked on board the fleet, 
returned to Ceuta ^ There he fell fick, but lent the

redled his brother to return with the invalids, and fuch as had 
, been able to recover the gariifon fince their misfortune at 
Tangier^ which he did \but the king was Hill diflatisiied, 
and therefore fent a pofitivt^rdcr to the infant Don Henry to 
return likewife ; but it wasVbecatifc be could not avoid iL

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vice, as it is faid, of the Pope ; but it was agreed, the inter* 
ceflion of many princes ihould be ufed, and large fums of 
money offered for the ranfom of Don Ferdinand ; and in cafe 
the infidels continued to with-hold hii^ then the Pope was to 
publiih a crufade for his deliverance, in £hort, his liber^ was 
to be procured in any way except by the reftitution of Ceuta. 
The kings of Cajlile and Granada interpofed warmly and fin* 
cerely j but without effeft. The Moon would never part with 
the prince, whom they had received as a pledge of the faith* 
of Chriftians, and whom they* retained as a proof how well 
it had been kept \ He fupported his captivity with the moll 
heroic courage, which gained him the efieem and admiration 
of the Mom, amongft whom he remained to his death. He 
isconfidered for this reafon as a faint and^ martyr in Portu- 
gal; and his example is commemorated on the fifth of June K 
How much foever hg may deferve on the fcore of his patience 
and fufferings for other people’s fv\ults, there is furely very 
little excufe to be made for thofe who advifed, or rather com- 
pelled the king to abandon him, and to break faith, and give up < 
a brother, rather than part with a f^efs to the infidels, which 
had been taken from them by ths^alour of the Portuguefe, 
and by their valour no doubt mi^t have been recovered again 
at a more proper time. 

7be method As the misfortunes attendin^this unlucky expedition in- 
iedien fy creafed the miferies of the kingdom, which were already but 
too great, and as tie soyal revenue had never recovered, 
notwithftanding the »li£l of the late king, the repeated blows, 
given It by his liberalfty, Edward found himfclf undei a necef- 
fity of taking fome ftrong ftep or other to reftore his finances.

He engaged the king to declare, that iif a con- 
verfation he had with his father upon his death-bed, that mo- 
narch informed him bis real intention in all his grants was, 
th^ lands Ihould defcend from father to fon as a reward for 
paj^ ai)d an encouragement to future fervices ; but that the 
cmjgm^ands ihould by no means defcend to females. By this 
fcheme a plain way was opened for all the royal domain that

notwithftanding the king and his fifter were both well ac- 
quainted with the ufage the jv.ncefs Blamh of Navarre^ his J 
firft wife, had received, and the*ftrong fufpicions there ^e\er 
of his impotence.

obeyed with fuch alacrity, that the king gave him a noble 
appenage. But we are elfewhere told, that the king ap« 
pointed him to command a fleet and army ; but tjjat the lat- 
ter being infedted with the plague ^ Ciuta^ occafioned bis 
hafty return, without performing any thing of importance 
On the fecond of December died the queen of Portugal at 
Evoroy of a fliort illnefe, not v^ithout very ftrong fufpicions 
of poifon ; for the enemies 0 } her father, perceiving the af- 
leendency (he had gamed ove^ the king, and fearing that af* 
ter procuring the reftitution;6f his honour, (he might incline 
to revenge his ill ufage c.i the authors of his misfortunes, 
thought this the (horted ^nethod to rid themfelves of their 
fears. The whole nationlexpreifed their affection for her by 
general mourning, andrby as gcneAil execrations againlt 
thofe they took to be the aik^ors of her death ; and the king 
gave the cleared pjoof of the fi]\j^rity of his paflion, by his never 
having afterwards any commerceVith the fex. He caufed her 
body to be interred, with all poflibl^lplemnity, near that of her 
father ; and at the fame time caufdi the corpfe of his mother* 
Donno Leonora to be removed out of CaJitUy and to be inter- 
red likewife in the church of the royal abby of Batalha y. 
Such were the melancholy events of this year* 

As the date of affairs in C^ile was very unfettled, queen 
Joanna earneflly prefled thd^king Don Henry^ her husband, 
an interview with her brother, to which Don Alonfo of 
Poi^pl very willihgly confented, as a means of di/fipating 
the eWern he was under for the lofs of the queen ^ In 
the fpring of the j^ear the two kings, with their refpeflive 
courts, met on thj^rontiers, from whence they proceeded toBa» 
dajoZyVth^xt th(.y feaded three days, at the expence of the king 
of Caji'ile\ and then repaired to YelveSy where they were feaded 
for the like fpace of time by the king of Portugal. The queen

In this he aded with 'greater prudence, and there- 
fore very probably met with better fijccefs; for he made him- 
felf mafter of the town of Anafe lituatcd in the kingdom 
of /iS, on the coaft of the Atlantic ocean, and likewile ob- 
tained fogood an account of fome other places ofconfequence, 
and of the Hate of affairs among the infidels, that upon the 
report of the officers and engineers employed by him, the 
mg Don Alonjo determined co proceed to Afrita in perfon 
the^uext year with a royal army, entertaining ftrong hopes 
that a^ length he (boulc! be able to accomplifti what he had 
fo much defired, and what had been already more than once 
attempted without eftedf. 

By the precautions which the king had taken whjle*his 
brother was employed in this expedition, he was enabled to 
execute his owiuenierpri^e in a manner fuitable to his wifh. 
He was accompanied by his only fon Don Juan.^ prince of 
Portugalj Ftrdinand of Guimaraez., Don Juan deCoutig^ 
no count of Mariaha^ Alvaio de Cnjiro count of MonfantOy 
Henry de Menefes count de Valenza^ and others of ^the nobi- 
lity. His fleet confiftcd of upwards of three hundred fail, and 
his army of twenty-four thoufand men, exclufive of the ma- 
riners, who were upwards of fix thoufand. He left the re- 
gency of his dominions to his daughter Donna Joanna^ and 
appointed Ferdinand duke of Bracan^a to aflift her He 
failed^on the fifteenth of Auguji^ and when he arrived in 
figifit of the coaft of Barhary^ his fleet was difperfed by a 
ftorm, in which fome (hips perifhed. However, wheA^

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it was over,* the fleet drew together again, and proceeded to 
Arxila^ a ftrong place on the Atlantic ocean, at the diftance 
of about §fty miles from the ftreights of Gibraltar^ which 
was the firft objedl of^this enterprize. He caufed it to be at- 
tacked with great vigour ; but the Moors made an obflinate 
defence. At length, ho\^ver, it was carried by ftorm, as 
many of the enemy who fu^ived, retiring into the caille, and 
into a mofque,, where they had laid up their mofl valuable 
^fFefls. Don Alonfo caufed both thefe places to be attacked, 
and it was there that he lofl: tBe count of Monfanto^ and the 
count of Marialva The king, when he faw the corps of 
the lad- mentioned lord, the blo^d flill flreaming from his 
wounds, turned to the prince, and faid, “ God grant you, 

“ my fon, the virtices of that great man p. The Portuguefe 
of tbofe times might be killed, but not vanquifhed, and the 
army, though much afflicted, were more,exafperated at this 
lofs. ^ 

They renewed the a^ultthe next day, and carried both Gains 
• the mofque and the caule fword in hand. The booty was veral un/ 
immenfe, more efpecially when joined to the ranfom of five i/ul 

thoufand prifoners that were taken : amongft thefe were two the 

of the wives and two fons of Muley Shelk^ to whom the place tf 
belonged. The king gave upon the fpot great marks of pi- 
cty, gratitude, and generofity. He caufed the mofque 
purified, in which he returned folemn thinks to God for.^'liis " ^ * 

viflory : after which he conferred oiv his fon Don the 

order of knighthood : he beftowed the honour of count de 
MonfantOy on the brother of the deceafed^ lord : he beftowed 
all the employments of which the count di Marialva was pof- 
fefted, in virtue of his long and faithful fervtces, on his fon, 
though a very young man ; and added the go\ 3 einment of Ar- 
%ila to that of Alcacer^ which was already poflefled by the 
count of Valenza, By the releafe of the two wives and one 
of the fons of the Moorijb prince, he procured the body of 
his uncle the \nf2LntD0n Feidinandy for whom the infidels 
had erciftS a tomb on a high tower, as a monument of their 
viiftory ; caufed it to be tranfported to Lisbon^ and from 
thence conveyed with great pomp to the royal monafterv of 
Batalha The other fon of the Sheik he would not ranfoin 
upon any terms ; but at his return brought him with him 
into Portugaly gave him a liberal and princely education, and 
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then font bim home tolila father withotit afiijrranfimr. 
lived many years .in Barbaryy and was called by the l^on 
Mohammed the Pdrtuguefe ^ • 

A panic feized the Moors upon the jbfs of Arzita^ and tbe 
deftruftion of the people who dcfendetf it ; infomuch that tht 
inhabitants of Tangier^ though hitherto it had been reputedf . 
impregnable, abandoned it; and the Portuguefe monarchy 
having intelligence of this, fent a detachment to feize th^ 
place, into wh^ch he made hi%public entry foon after ^ This 
great and unexpeded conqu^ fatislied the king’s ambition ; 
and having provided in the ocft manner poflible for the fecu- 
rity of his new acquifitioms, returned into Europe^ covered 
with glory, and having acquired the lofty title of the African. 
He likewife added to thofe which whicfi were defeended to 
him from his anceflors, tbkt of lord of the coafls on both 
feas ^ \ and, to perpetuate the memory ofTys exploits, caufed 
them to be expreffed in the gredtett elegance in tapeftry; 
in which his example has been fbllowed by fome of the 
greateft princes and ableft generals in fuccccding times. 
While the king was in Africa^ there happened an event 
which mi^ht have produced a rupture with England. The 
baffard Falconberg took twelve Portuguefe (hips, richly laden, 
at which Don Alonfo was cx^romely incenfed ; but when he 
ISi^erftood that it happened during that revolution, in which 
hi^lly Edward the^ fourth, was obliged to retire into the tcr- 
ritoricif of the duke o^ Burgundy^ and Henry the fixth for a 
fmall fpace of time placed on the throne, he was eafily paci- 
fied,, and the affair fWas foon after compromifed by negotia- 
tion, which reftprea the perfedt harmony that had long reign- 
ed between the two nations 

The rcputafion of Don Alonfo now at tbe greateft 
height ; and the remainder of his reign might have been hap- 
py and cafy, as well as glorious, if he had not embarked iii 
the very intricate and troublefome bufintffs of the fucceflion 
to the crown of Cajiile. This had been long thf?. objedl of 
his attention, and while it remained in any degree at a dif- 
tance, his condadt was wife and like that of a great politician; 
for he gave general and doubtful anfwers, by which he left 
hopes to thole who were in the intereft of his niece, with* 
out entering into any abfolute engagement ; but upon tht 
deatl) king Henry the fourth, who by hU teftimony de-« 
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moflF of th^ fiobtiky, dazzltd wltn the Ivdlre of itki emm ^ 

€3/?//^ and withal pifrftijpiytiig which way thr kiog’sr melinfc>i 
tiotis leaned, advifed 'bitp to accept the .prdpo£iia made butil^ 
and to marry the heirefs as Toon as a difpenfafion could be 
obtained from the Pope. I'he duke of Bragarifa o^fed 
t^is vehemently. He cbferved, that the CaJHltan lords, who 
nowefpoufed the claim of the jnfanta Donna were 

the very fame perlons who had proclaimed Don Almfo of Gaf"^ 
tiU kihg ; had as far as in them lay depofed their lawful 
vereigii ; and had openly affirmed that he was incapable of be« 
getting a child. He from thence interred, that they had no-* 
thing but ihcir owr Intereft in view ; and that therefore it 
was veiy unfate for the king to truft them. But the king 
confidering that the duke was uncle to qneen Ifabella^ now 
feated on the throne of Cdhie^ rcjeAcd his advice, though 
approved and adopted by me archbiihop of Lisbon, He watf 
Content, however, at the motion of this prelatn’to fend an 
agent into Ca/itie^ who reported at his return, that many of 
the firft nobility, and the beft part of the commons, were 
difpofed to maintain the infanta’s title ; and upon this it was 
refolved to enter into a war, tea ;jaintain the title of that un- 7 
happy princefs, and to hazard the whole flrength of Portv^ 
gaU in hopes of conquering CaJUle *. • 

We' have written the hifiory of this war in another place ; Vnfirfit^ 
and therefore, to avoid repetition, will fay as little as poffible of nsueMiOj 
it here. But it may not be amifs to obfeiye, that Don Mn» 
foj in cfpoufing the caufe of the infanta lyono^ Joanna againft 
Ferdinand and Ifabetta^ ailed very near the fame nart that Don 
Juan II. of Cajhle had done in fupporting the claim of the in- 
fanta Donna Beatrix^ to the crown of Fortugatj agarnft the 
grandfather of this prince, John the firft, the leghimacy of both * 

princeftes being fufpe&ed, and there being a ttrong party m 
each nationain favour of that title, which in the end proved un- 
pruCcefsful. In both cafes the kings had very difficult parts to 
aifl^^and voett in a great meafure deceived by the notions they 
formed^ of their fut^ih afFedions ; for at nrft the Caftiliansi 
W^werq very deftrous of making a* province of Poirtuged^ grew 
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^ quickly weary of the war^ and yet afterwards blamed their im- 

A« D. narch for the peace he made. Though at the beginning the 
H75* Portuguife were very earneft for this war; but the mihtaiy opera- 
tions not anfwering their wiflies, grew uneafy an^ dmatisfied* 
which was the principal caufeof theirrJcing’sdeAfting from bis 
pretenfions, which they likewife bUnled> and imputed themi- 
feries that afterwards befel the^'kingdom to that timidity, 
which in reality was more owing to their condufl; than to the 
inclination of their king. In cafes, therefore, of this nature, 
it is infinitely better to be (}ow in relblving, than to enter 
haftily into a difficult enterprize, and after a great expence of 
blood and treafure, be content at laft with worfe terms than 
might have been (Stained at firft. In this infiance the lofs of 
the battle of Toro^ in which the Portuguffi fay that king /Vr- 
dinand fhewed very little courage, and in which the Spanijh 
hifiorians affirm that there was fomething very blameable in 
Don Jlonfo's conduct, gave a turn to the war, and put it ab- 
folutely out of the power of the I ing of Portugal to maintain 
the claim he had fet up to the domyiions of Cajitle, and which 
threw his affairs into fuch confufion, as induced him to mak^ 
a journey into France^ in hopes of receiving affiftance from a 
prince who vt^as equally incapable of taking a generous refolu- 
tion, or of declaring plainly he would not take it 
Den Alon- This expedition of intrigue is by much the moft perplexed 
fo makes a ^ ftlTage in the hiftory of the reign of Don Alonfo ; and we 
•voyage to (hall therefore b&fiow an extraordinary care to fet it in a true 
France, to jjght^ TTiis king was thoroughly convinced that the conqueft 
dmandaf- ^ Cajiile was not to be obtained without affiftance; and 
^hile he meditatfii in his own mind how this afliflance was 
^wis XI obtained, Don Alvaro de Atayda returned from the court 
* of Lewis the eleventh, who being engaged in a war with Ar^ 
ragon^ and having no reafon to believe Ferdinand and Ifabella 
well inclined to him, gave this minifier fuch fair language, 
and talked in fo high a firain of the king of Portugah cour- 
age and generofity, that Don Atvaro made no fcruple of af- 
furing that prince there was nothing be mighty not expeS 
from the friendihip of Lewis. Don Alonfi therefore return- 
ing into Portugal^ fent his niece Donna Joanna to Guarda^ 
and went from thence to Porto^ where he refolved to embark 
for France^ having there a fleet of twenty-one fail of large 
(hips, a train of five hundred gentlemen, and an efcorte of 
mBsrr two thoufand two hundred men at arms Some of liis 
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minift^rs laboured Nto difluade him from this voyage ; but 
Don Ahnfi was a prince *of fo much candour and nncerity^ 
that he looked upon their fulpicions and cautions as errors 
flowing frdm narrow minds, and unworthy the belief of a 
king. He difpatched therefore Don Franctfco de Almeyda by 
land, to deflre that Lewii would appoint a place for their 
meeting ^ and having done this, as foon as the wind was^fa-* 
vourablc, he put to Tea. He touched firft at Ceuta^ thence he 
jiroceeded to Marfeilles^ and afterwards landed at Colivre, He 
took his route through Perpignan^ where in honour of fo great 
a gueft the prifoii gates were fet open. At Bourges he was 
met by king Lewis^ who, as a French hiftorian fays, did him * 

the higheft honours, being refolved in his own mind to do for 
him nothing elfe *. ^He told him, however, that he would 
have affifted him with the whole forces of his kingdom, if he 
had not been under the neceflity of watching the motions of 
the duke of Burgundy ; advifed him to pro^cure a diipenfation 
from the Pope for the maniage with his niece, which would 
^give him an indifputable title to the crown of Cajitle^ and 
promifed when this fliould be obtained, to appoint commiflio- 
ners to regulate the fuccours he (hould give him in money 
and in men He alfo communicated various projefts for 
bribing the governors of provinces and great towns. 

Don Alonfo^ pleafed with th^iaccefs of this negotiation, an- Becomesthe 
dertook to conclude a lading peace between Lewis and tile dupe of 
duke of Burgundy ; in order to which*he made a journey to ^hat m- 
the duke’s camp before Nancy^ where the duke laboufed to 
open his eyes, and to Ihew him that Lewis had not the lead " 
Intention to perform the aflurailces he had given him. The 
duke being foon after killed % Don Alonfo returned into 
France^ and by the defire of king Lewis went t| Pai is^ w'here 
he was treated iij the moft obliging manner. In the mean 
time the difpenfation was obtained at Rome : upon which Don 
Alonfo followed Lewis to Arrasy to prefs the immediate per- 
formance of his promifes ; where finding nothing but artifico 
and delay, %e perceived plaini) that he was duped He re- 
turned from thence to Rouen to wait for his fleet, and receiv- 
ing there certain intelligence that Lewis was treating a peace 
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and an alliance with Ferdinand and Ifahella^ at Bayonne^ he 
was fo much aftecSed with the ufage he had received, that 
he detti mined to go and \ifit the holy places at yerufaleniy 
and hide himfclf Iroin the world forever. In parfuance of 
this rciolution he kit Roiuii^ accomp^iied only by two pages, 
two other (ervants, and St phen Alartintz his chaplain One 
of theft fcivants he diitikd to tarry four letters ioAntomo de 
Fiinti’i who \A IS 1 iteiy come fioin the prince his fon. One 
wa'. iliieeled to tlie king of Ftame^ giving him an accou^nt 
of his dchgn, and dcliring hrs protedhon for the fervants he 
had left behind Another was diredled to the prince his fbn, 
commanding him to caufe himlelf to be proclaimed king, and 
never expedt to fee him mote. The thrd was diredted to 
the nobility and people, requiring them to acknowledge the 
prince for their fovercign. And the fourth to his domcftics, 
directing them to obey the count de Faro^ till they had an op- 
portunity of rclurhing home ^ Thcfe letters being delivered, 
French king oidcud fti idl feaich to be made aftci him, 
and he was qunkly found by Rolnmt le Biuf^ a gentleman of 
Normandy , and the nobLmtn who attended him ^rom Portu^ 
gal being come about him, they perfuided him to return 
home , and Lnvts^ who b) this time had concluded a treaty 
with Id hnaid .v\(i llabdlay turniflicd him readily with (hips 
and i propel efcoru k ^ ^ 

the king’s abfence, whicfi was about a year, Portu 
^al was go\criiedP b) rhe piinee Don Juan^ with preat 
abilit' He applied limfelf with mutii diligence to re- 
pair all the difafters that liad happened, and to prevent Por- 
a:» far at 1 .s was in his power, from feeling the 
efte(!t's of an unfuccels^jl wai. His diligence, and his fuccefs 
in this refptc^^ in..ntcd the thanks of the ftates, whom he af- 
Lmblcu at Amntt Ma and fiom whom he leceived as large 
fupplies as lie ihougl^t fit to dvfne, and when the aflembly 
rofe he went to Eucta to give the ncceflary ordcis for co- 
vering the frontier. He w'as fcarce arrived, before Don 
Alonfo de Cardenas^ a very c nrcrpri/ mg officer, ad- 

vanced towards the city, with two thoufand lances. The 
pruicc had no troops to oppofe him, and the people were 
equally rci rifled for his danger and their owm Where force 
is wanting fraud is lawful in war The prince fent him a 
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meflage, that if he would have a little patience he would meet 
»him in the field. Don Alonfo anfwered, that he did not know 
that the prince was fo near ; but fince he was, he would come 
and pay his refpedts to him. The prince perceiving this ar- 
tifice had failed, ordereS Don Gania de Menefes to Tally with 
three hundred horfe, which was all he had in the place, in 
the night, to advance fome miles towards the enemy, and 
to traverfe all the great road till morning, and then to return. 

When Don Alonfo de Cardenas came with his infantry near 
the city, and perceived the tiack^of fo many horfes, he con- 
cluded that the prince had received a gicat reinforcement of 
cavalry, and thereupon retired The prince having put all 
things into the belt order poflible, returned to Lisbon^ and 
from thence went to iantaren^ where he recened his fathers 
letters ; and by the advice of the prelates, and principal no- 
bility of the kingdom, caiifcd himlelf to be^p'^oclaimed king, 
on the tenth of November On the fifteenth ot the fame 
month, the king Don Alon/o arrived in the river of Lisbon, 

Jt is (aid, that Don Juan was walking by the fide of the Ta^ 
gus^ with the duke of Bragan^a and the archbifhop of Lubrn^ 
when he received this news. He asked thole lords hafiily 
how he fliould receive him. As \our fathei and )our king, 
fir, faid the duke of Bragan^aL Don fiian kept a profound 
filence for lome minutes, ancl iticn taking up a flat ftone 
fkimmed it with all his forct into the river., 'That ftonc, falcl 
the archbifhop fofti) to the duke of B agunga^ fhall ^never 
break my head, and from that moment meditated his retreat 
to Rome^, When he had recovered himfelf a little, Don 
Juan went to meet his father, and leccivei^him not only with 
all themaiksof refpeibf, hut with all the teftimonies of joy 
and fatisfa6tioii imaginable. 13on Alovjo was Unfible of his y) 
miftake, and dcfiied to retain onl> the title of king of 
Algarve y but ]3on '///«« anlwcitd, thcie could not be two 
kings in and his inaj'ftv being there, there could 

be none but him ‘. flis fueceeding conduct full) juitified the 
fincerity orthefe warm expieffions. 

As foot! as Don Alonjo refumtd the government, he la- irar re- 
bouied to renew the war with CajUkj and endeavoured by all neived 
means poffible to draw new' ^rielKl^ to his paity in that king- *«'///>» Cal- 
dom, inltead of thofe who had deleilcJ him. In this manner tile, 
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tht war was kept up for two years, during which fpace the 
Pope annulled his own difpenlation, and declared the marri- # 
age between Don Jlonfo and his niece void, which, however, 
was never concluded. At length th^^ ftate of atfairs fo re- 
quiring, and the prince Don Jttan (hewing a vifible dillike to 
the war, and the meafures necefl'ary to continue it, the king, 
by the intcrpofition of Donna Beatrix^ dutchefs of Vtfeu, en- 
tered into a negotiation, which, after it had hung a little time, 
at length ended in a peace, on terms which have been alreaCy 
Ipecificd in the hiftory of daftile^ and which therefore it is 
unneceHary to repeat. It may not, however, be amifs to ob- 
ferve that the Portuguefe writers exprefly affirm, that Donna 
^Joanna of Cajiile fo much refented the terms made for her in 
that treaty, by which (he wa<‘ to wait for a husband till the 
fon of Ferdinand and IfabcUa was of age to marry, who 
might even theru refufe her upon paying a certain fum of 
money, that (he chofe to take the veil at once, and went of 
her own accord into the monaftery of St. Clara at Coimbra 
Before the peace was ratified, in which the king and queen 
of C^/7^ abandoned their pretenfions to Guinea^ their fubjefls 
fent a fleet thither of thirty fail, which in its return was in- 
tercepted by the Poituguefe^ and every fh ip taken, their car- 
goes being of immeiile valuer which with feme other crofs 
•"^iccidents, procured the conclufion and ratihcaiion of the 
peace which had iSeen fo long deferred 

Ap^out the time that the unfortunate Y^omfujoanna took 
the veil, the king Don Abnfo fell extremely ill, and upon his 
recovery, feeing the plague break out in his dominions, by 
which multitudes of people were deftroyed, he fell into a 
piolound melancholy. In this condition he meditated a fe- 
cond rcfignat?on, and at the fame time told his fon that he 
had two great ends in view, when he confented to refume the 
crown ; the firft was, putting a period to the war with Caf- 
tile ; and the latter, reconciling him to the houfe of Bragan^a^ 
which he looked upon as a point of no Icfs impoi^^ance It 
is not very clear how this enmity between the prince and duke 
arofe. Some fay, that the duke could never digeft the death 
of Don Pedro^ duke of Coimbra ; and that he kept by him 
the bloody (hirt in which that prince was killed, which was 
given him by his aunt : but furely if this had been the cafe, 
his pique would have been againft the father rather than the 
fon. Others affert, that the prince refented theduke’s chiding 
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him for making his addreflb to Donna Agnes de Mendoza^ who 
» was maid of honour to the infanta Donna Joanna. It is, how- 
ever more than piobable that the true, or at leaft the princi- 
pal caufe, was the iuppofcd attachment of the duke to the fa- 
mily of Cajide^ to which he was nearly allied p. The king 
took great pains to perfuade his fon that thefe fufpicions were 
injurious, at the fame time ailuring him that his regard for 
the duke of Bragan^a arofc from his finding him always fai^ 
A 1 and always finccr^^ It fccms this did not make any grft 
imprciTion upon Don Juan^ whft though perhaps not difpleaf- 
cd with his father’s difpofition to refign, yet fliongly oppoled 
his intention to retire to a convent, being dcfirous of receiv- 
ing his advice, and of having him alwajs near. Some la)

This King Don J/on/o is faid to through defpair, he firft deferted 
have be^n fingularly happy, in his crown ; fo that the grounds 
being equally belov’^'d by the of their interpretation are none 
nobility and the commt^is.

He added a minute 
after, “ Such as corrupt the minds of young princes, 
** and by becoming the inltruments of their pleafures cxtradl 
from them pioinifes that ought not to be p^rtormed, fliould 
‘‘ confidcr it as a* favour that they are not puniftied 
He called an aflembly of the ftates in the month of November^ 
in which the duke of Ihagan^a for the nobility, the dc» 
puties of Lhhon for the cities, and thofc of Santaren for the 
towns xnPortugaly did him homage. He propofed and caufed 
to be enadlcd many good laws; and he appointed com- 
fniflarics to go into all paits of the kingdom to fee that they 
were executed. He rewaidcd Lbcrnlly : he punifhed fevere- 
ly; but he fiift reprimanded fnaiply. He faid to an indo- 
lent and corrupt judge, but« i^man of parts, “ l^'ake care, 
‘‘ friend, I hear you keep your hands open and your doors 
fhut.” He took the king’s caution, ifnd became an excel- 
lent judge. He ordered the nobility to exhibit iheir^chartcrs 
and grants, that it might be known upon what foundation 
their privileges flood, and particularly ^heir cxoibirant jurif- 
didlions. He diiedfcd criminals to be feized wherever they 
could be found. The great lords faid, this was a bieach of 
their immunities: the king anfwcred, thauan immunity a- 



gainft juftice w^as an abfiirdity, and that the king who made 
lucb a grant never intended it y. 

The whole nobility of the kingdom were diflurbed by thefe 
proccedhigs, and began to confider how they might flop the 
progrefs of them. The ihike of Braganfn Wds at the head of 
this defign, which he carried fo far as to demand the protec- 
tion, and conclude a treaty with Don Ferdinand king of Caf- 
tile Anagon, A perfon employed in traniciibing his 
writings found the copies of tiie duke’s letters, and this treaty 
in the duke’s art hives, and carried them to the king, who 
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ord^r^d him to tranfcribe and then replace them \ Sometime 
after, when he had the duke in his power, he expoftulated 
this matter with him, and told him that he meant to obferve 
the laws hirofelf, and therefore he faw no reafon fc exempt 
Others from obedience ; that this was* for the good of the 
people in gcneraly^ and would ftrengtheii the power of the 
nobility by augmenting the number of their vaffals, and in- 
creafing their revenues. He told him what papers he had 
feen ; but, duke, faid he, “ I can forgive, let me fee thaf 
you can forget.” Some tinie after, he found him involved 
in practices of a like nature : he caufed him to be arrefted 
at Evota^ brought him to a public trial, and in confequence 
of that, to a public execution The duchefs of Bragan^a^ 
though the queen’s fifter, retired immedia^ly inio CaJUlgy with 
her three forts. The marquis de Monte-Mayor^ and the count 
de Faroy brothers to the deceafed duke, were alfo declared 
traitors, and their e\latcs confifeated ^ ; but it is remarkable 
that Don Ferdinand king of Cr//iile did not interfere j and 
fome fay the king of Portugal wrote him a letter, in which 
he told him he would find it more for his intereft to have his

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friendftiip than that of his nobility. But after the death of 
the duke he did interpofe, though inefFedtually, on behalf of 
the duchefs and her children. ^ 

We muft acknowledge th«t this was one of thofe great 
ftrokes in governmjnt, of which it is not very eafy to fay 
whether it deferves condemnation or praife. The nobility 
thought themfelves injured, and believed they had a right of 
felf-defence. The duke of Bragan^a^ who was at the head 
of them, and who in^point of eftate was little inferior to the 
king, felt this diminution the moft, and was therefore the 
molt piqued, y^hatever his intrigues were with the court 
of Cajlile^ he never looked upon himfelf as a rebel, bccaufe 
he meant to take nothing from the king, but barely to defend 
the privileges of the nobles. On the other hand, the king 
looked upon thofe privileges as vifibly injurious to tljp public 
welfare, and as ufurpations upon his prerogative. Yet he was 
no admirer of prerogative ; for in the aflembly at Evora he 
declared, that the welfare of the nation was the point to be 
rcfpciScd, and that the palace was no faiuSluary for criminals.

After all, 
it was a flruggle between the regal and ariflocratical parts of 
the conftitution, which the king managed with great faga- 
city and firmnefs, but which was not followed by the cfFci^i 
•which he expected. Soon after the duke’s death, he made a 
tour with the queen into the i^rthern parts of his dominions, 
in order to fee that the regulations, made in the aflembly of 
the ftates, were canied into execi^tion ; and after this was 
done, he returned to Santaren^ that he might have an eye to 
the commerce of Africa^ which, through his care and atten- 
tion, became every day more confiderableS The court of 
Rome having fome difpute with this prince, he gave the Pope 
to underftand, that he never intended ta^nvade the privileges 
of the clergy j but that he was fully rclolved they fhould not 
extend them. Upon fifting this matter to the bottom, the 
fault was found to he in cardinal da Cunha^ whom the king 
reprimanded fo roundly that there it ended 

It was not long after his coming back from Santaren^ Con/pira^ 
that he was informed by th-^ brother of a young woman, of the

defign againft his life. This bufinef; wa? fo perplexed and em- 
barrafled, that the king found himfclf more than oru:e in the 
hands of the confpirators, from whom he efcaped only by his 
addrefs, and by the affirtance of Vafeo Qoutigno^ to whom the 
conipiracy had been difcovered by his brother. At length, 
under pretence of amufement, having drawn the duke of Vi^ 
feo to the court, then at Seiybaly he tooli^ him afide, and 
charged him with the wicked defign in which he was em- 
barked. What pafled between them is not very clear ; but 
it is certain the king dabbed him dead at his feet. Some fay, 
that h^ addrcfled him with thefe words, Brother, what 
‘‘ would you do with a man that had confpired againft yout 
life The duke anfwenng, “ I would kill him firft if I 
‘‘ could,” the kinc: replied, Die then by your own fen- 
tence,” and fo druck him to the heart with his dagger. 

When he was down the king faid, Go your ways to thfe

prodigious tumult ; but it was quickly calmed by the king’s 
prcfencc, who avowed what he had done, and told file people 
that the reft of the confpirarois were apprehended®. Thefc 
^ were left to the feverity of the law, and were condemned 
upon full proofs. The bifliop of Evora was thrown into a 
foul ciftern, in the fortrefs of Pabna^ and there, as fome fay, 
eaten by vermin ^ His brotner, Don Ferdinand d: Menefes^ 
and Pedro de Alherquerque^ wexf^ beheaded. Guttero Coutigno 
was imprifoned in the caftle of Avh, Lopez de Alberquerque 
made his efcape to one ot his caftles, and bis wife, who was 
the fifter of cardinal da Cunha^ began to raife troops. The 
king fent her word, that though her husband had fought his, 
he did not third for his blood ; and that' their whole family 
. might go into Cajhle if they pleafcH, which offer they very 
thankfully embraced The king then fent for Don Emanuel^ 
the brother of the duke of f^ifeo^ to court, Diego de Silva ^ 
his governor, brought him with fear and trembling. I'hc 
king received him very kindly, and after embracing him, told 
him the whole ftory of his brother’s confpiracy ; then added. 
By his tieafon the eftates of your family are efeheated to

OAR, Faria ’ir Sousa, Lmanu^l Telle/, Mariana, May-

A. D. degrees, allayed his forrow. But as minds, under the domi- 
149*' nion of paflion, are liablf» to very fudden changes, fo it was 

not long before the king Ta^^^^red to perfuade his confort to 
receive this boy into her favpurv and treat him as if he had 
been her own fon ; and though,/iill that time, fhe had been 
of all wives the moft dutiful, yet in this point (he would 
never yield in the leaft, as apprehending it might prejudice 
the jult claim of her brother Don Emanuel^ duke of Beja^ who 
was now become the prefumptive fucceflbr of the dominions 
of Portugal'^. 

The king\ In the beginning of the fucceeding year, the king reiurn- 
endcavours ed to Lisbon^ where he laid the foundation of one of the moll 
to bringbis magnificent hofpitals in Europe, He likewife erefted a new 
neural Jon convent for the canonefles of the order of St. James^ at the 
which he placed Donna Agnes de Men^za^ the mo- 
fucceflion George ; for whom he (till retained the greateft 

' tendernefs poffible \ and notwithftanding that he had felt the 
pulfe of the (tates, when fent a committee to condole 
with him on the death of the prince, yet he could not totally 
relinqui(h all hope^ of procuring him the fucceffion. To pave 
the wa ] for his entire legitimation, he obtained a bull to ca- 
pacitate him to hold the grand-mafter(hip of St. James^ and 
the order of Avisy jvhich he beftowed upon him, though a 
child ; but when he would have proceeded farther, and prelTcd 
Pope Alexander the fixth to remove, as far as it was in his 
power, the defjdl in his fon’s birth, he had not only the mor- 
tification to find his propofal rejedled in a full coniiftory ; but 
to be told that the thing was impradlicable, becaufe it would 
be an a£t of injuft ice towards the duke of Beja^ the queen 
Donna Ifabella of Cajhlc^ and other princes and pAncelTes of 
the royal'blood The king then faw plainly, that the op- 
pofition on this fide was too ftrong to be vanquifhed. He en- 
deavoured, however, by his own indulgence to make fome 
amends for the inflexibility of the court of Pjome^ and to the 
gfeat offices he had already beftowed on his (bn George^ he 
added the rich priory of Crato ; which put bim^t the head

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of the order of Malta in his dominions *. Thefe indications 
of the king’s favour, joined to the addrefs of a very accom** 

')»lj^ed governor, and the advantage of a plentiful revenue, 
didhlTo^TaiKo raife a party, though it was but a fmall one, in 
favour oS^he king’s dirkng ; which difguftcd Don Emanuely 
duke of B^ja^o fuch a degree, that partly through fear, and 
partly through chagrin, be thought proper to quit the court, 
and retire to his own cAate. But^potwithftanding the king’s 
thoughts were thus occupie^ire gave various inAances of 
attention to the public internii^ and of the firmnefs of his 
mind wherc-ever that was a||pcwncd. He made fevetal ex- 
cellent laws, reformed many abufes, and vindicated the honour 
of his crown in a very remarkable inftance. Some French 
corfairs had taken a Pjrtuguefe caravel from Guinea^ very rich- 
ly laden : of which he was no fooner informed, than he gave 
orders to Don Vajeo de Gama to make prizes of all the French 
fliips he could, and to feize all that were iif the ports of For-- 
tugal ; which amounted to ten. I'he French monrch, CharleSy 
was no fooner acquainted with what had happened and the 
caufe of it, than he diredled the caravel to be reftored untouch- 
ed, and made an apology for what had happened. 

Upon theedift which baniflicd the Jew^ out of thedomi- Heisfeized 
nions of their catholic majeftics, many of them, fome fay an ^Mith an 
incredible multitude, retired which itisfuppof- mew able 

ed the king permitted for the fake of the immenie wealth- tlmey 
brought with them ; but fome inconv^iencics being felt, and 
many more pretended, from their flay m the kingdont, they 
were ordered to retire in eight months ^ The queen falling 
ill at Setubaly the king went thither in great hafte, and re- 
mained with her, as the duke of Beja^ and the dutchefs of 
Bragan^a likcwife did, till fhe was out of danger Whether 
it was the fatigue of the journey, his great eiHotion of mind, 
or the unwholfomenefs of the fcafon, lo it was, that the king 
fell extremely ill ; and as feveral black fpots appeared upon 
his body, a report prevailed, that he was poifoned As foon 
as he waP in fome meafure able to bear the fatigue of the 
journey, he went to Evora : the air of which place he thought 
agreed better with him than any other. There he caufed feveral 
experiments to be made for the perfedling mathematical inftru- 
ments in his prefcncc \ conferred with fome experienced fliip-

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builders about the different forms of veffels, and gave inftruc- 
tions for building two fortreffes, one at Cafcaesy ‘and the other 
at Caparica^ to cover the entrance of the bar of Lisbon 
that he might fay truly of public affairs, that h^ majhrlfnem 
equally his bufinefs and his amufemeiw. His health^ ftil) de- 
clining, he fent for Alvaro Pacheco and Stephen ebrBarras^ men 
in whom he had the greateft confidence, and ordered them to 
reftore to the churches tV^ plate, and a certain public fund, 
wluch had been taken by hu^i^^her to defray the expence )f 
the war with Cajiile, He lijj^evyfe ordered an enquiry to be 
made, for any debts of his ^atl;^j.r^s, for he had none of his 
own, and directed them to be paid His punctuality in thefe 
matters was highly ferviceablc, as it rendered it by his exam- 
ple the fafliion. 

The true ftate of the king’s difeafe, according to the beft 
hiflorians, was a complication of diftempers, which at length 
iflTued in a dropfy ; from which in the beginning of the year 
he had Ibme relaxation ; and fome there were about him who 
began to entertain hopes of his pcrfeCf recovery. He would 
have enjoyed this interval of cafe in a higher degree, and 
perhaps it would have lafted longer, if he had not been vexed 
by the breaking out of a famine at Kvora, This was not 
owing to any fcarcity, but to the avarice of fome rich men; 
who taking advantage of thft, court’s being there, and having 
previoufly bought up all the corn, kept it at a*’high rate. The 
king endeavoufcd to reduce it by an cdidf, requiiing it to be 
fold a. a juft pi ice. I'he monopolizers, who had as little loy- 
alty as charity, would not fell at all ; which provoked the 
king to a great degree. He (hewed what is rarely feen, his 
wifdom and his refentment at the fame time. He forbid by an 
edict the buying of corn from any Pcrtugiiefe merchants on 
pain deatft: by the fame ediCt he took off all duties, and 
gave a bounty on corn brought in by ftrangers ; which pro- 
duced plenty to the people, and abfolutely broke the engrof- 
(ers At this time Columbus^ returning from America^ was 
forced, with his fquadron, into Portugal, Thfc king no 
fooner heard of it, than he fent for him ; and though he 
knew that great man was prejudiced againft him, he treated 
him with great generofity and kindnefs ; and proteCled him 
from the ill will of fome who would have difpatched him 
The king had fo true a love for meric, that when he heard 
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S Iveira^ who was the manager of the duke of Vifeo^s con- 
fpiracy, was come into Cajitle^ he faid, Silvetra has fo much 
Ja^iwledgc, parts, and eloquence, that he will be well receiv- 
ed wttute-e^er he is. In the fummer he relapfed, and was ad- 
vifcd to^^nto Algarie. There he met with Alonfo Silva^ 
who cameaa*^mbaflador from king Ferdinand^ and whofe 
principal bufin^s was to inform his mailer how long the king 
of Portugal might live. The k^ caufed him to be intro- 
Aiced while he was looking ^ 0 Swc horfes, when ftrikingonc 
of them fmartly on the bacl^“* This arm, Don Alonfo^ faid 
“ he, has ftill ftrength enoi!|h ^fight a battle or two f * and 
after a paufe of a minute, “agairnl the MoorsF 'Y\\tCuJlilian 
eafily apprehended the king’s meaning, and anfwered very po- 
litely, My mailer i^vill be very well pleafed wfith this good 
news ; and yet more pleafed when i (hall acquaint him, 

‘‘ that your majefty’s health is grown ftjJl better.” He de- 
manded afterwards, and obtained a private audience : in 
which he opened Ferdinand's defire, that the king fliould en- 
ter into the league with Italy ; for which he oft'ered him many 
plaufible reafons. In anfwer to this, he gave him a long and 
full account of the Hate of things in that country, entered 
into the charaSeis and views of all the princes engaged on 
both Tides, and concluded with i iling him, he had as much 
ambition as any of them : ^ kit my ambition, faid he, is 

of a different kind. I mean to be a gyat king as well as A. D. 

‘‘ they ; but I go a Ihoiter road to be a great king: I am 1494. j 
“ for making my own a gieat nation. For this reafoif in the 
“ vigour of my life I never engaged in any of thefc alliances : 

I lhall not do it in my decline ; but iwill be always ready 
to acl as a mediator, and I am the fitter to a<3 in that cha- 
rafter as I am totally difiiue relied. This you may tell vour 
mailer, which is all you will ever have to ?bll him \ for I 
‘‘ am not given to change my refolutions.” But when he 
perceived that Alonfo did not leave Portugal^ he ordered him to 
retire to Ejlremos ; where he had him fo well watched, that 
he knew^the contents of every difpatch he fent to Cajiile ^ 

As king John felt in himfelf a gradual decay, he became His anxiety 
more and more uneafy about thcfuccclfion. He ordered there- ^l^out his 
fore a teftament to be drawn, in which he fet forth his kv\x\-Jon to the 
men ts on this and on various other topics; but direfted 
blank to be left for the name of the lueccflbr, unable to bear 
the thoughts of relinquilhing his fon, and at the (ame time as 
unable to devife any probable means for fccuiing to him w'hat 
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he had a-mind to leave. At length in a fit of tendernefs he 
ordered his fecretary Antonio de Faria to fill up the blank with 
the name of George : but that fecretary, who was a mar^ 
parts and probity, refufed to do it. He told him,^ tha*^was 
againft juftice, and againft reafon ; tifet the quccrv'inc nobi-^ 
lity, and the people were unanimoufly for th^iCke of Beja ; 
and that by obeying his commands, George^ inftead of becom- 
ing his fucceffor, woulcK^ecomc a facrifice. This was the 
more extraordinary as a principal hand in the d£- 

te< 9 ion of the duke of Vifeo\ ^or^*^iracy, was fure of being dif- 
graced, and not fure of fav^ilgt^ti5 life, on the duke of Beja\ 
iucceiTion. His example, however, determined the king ; and 
having commended his firmnefs, he ordered him to infert the 
duke's name 4 n the will He continued to linger long after 
it was figned ; and though he fent for the duke more than 
once when he drew towards his end, yet, through fear and 
diftruft, he did not arrive till he was dying, or as fomc fay, 
till he was dead. He added a codicil, by which he declared 
his fon oi Coimbra^ and gave him all the lands and eftates 
of Don Pedroj who had formerly enjoyed that title. He de- 
niifed on the twenty-fifth of OMer 1495, fortieth 

year of his age, and the fourteenth of his reign, lefs hated 
than he had been by the nobility, but admired, and even 
adored by the people^. His» device was a pelican feeding her 
young with her bl^od, with thefc words Pro lege et gtege^ i. e. 

For the conflitution and the commons It was truly faid 
of his father and of him, that one was a better man than a 
king, and the other a better king than a man. He fixed, how- 
ever, the grandeur of Portugal^ and left P'o/co de Gama on the 
point of failing for the difcovcry of the Indies. Hjs parts, or 
rather his abilities, eclipfed thofe of his predeceilbrs, and in 
.return were edipfed by the virtues and the fortune of his fuc- 
ceflbr

is acceflion to the throne, Don Ema- 
nueVii^im witn t\ie queen his fifter at Alca^c*r-do-&aU 
where hecauft^^himfelf to be proclaimed, as Toon as he was 
aflTured of the death of his predeceflbr*. He had indeed all 
the titles that he could wilh : ho^as the next heir by blood : 
ne was recognized as fuch late king in his will : he 

ftad the hearts of the nobilj^Aand the voice of the people : 
he was in the twenty-fixih ^a^f his zzc ; agreeable in his 
perfon; courteous in his behaviour ; and univci filly beloved for 
that generofity which his vaft eftate enabled him to (hew, even 
in a private condititm. He came to the rroWn, ihercfore, 
and entered into the pofleflion of the dominionr. of Portugal^ 
peaceably and without the lead oppofition, though there was 
a pretender to the crown, whofe claim was never c('nfidered 
by anyl 3 ody but himfelf. This competitor was the emp^'ror 
Maxvnilian^ whofe mother was the fiftcr, as Don Emanueh 
father was the brother, of the king Don Aiortfo, He pleaded, 
therefore, that ftanding exactly in the fame degree, he ought 
to be preferred to the duke of as being an older and 
a greater man**; but this no manner of weight with' 
the Portuguefe : on the contrary, they (hewed the utmoft 
cagernefs in congratulating their new king, who received 
every body wilh the greateft kindnefs*; promifed much in ge- 
neral, buf would not enter into any particular enga^ments; 
tirdered the body of his deceafed pfedeceflbr to be transferred 
to Stives^ till it could be removed to theiiioyal abbey of Batnl- 
ha ; demanded of all the minifters a diftincS account of their

Amongft thofc who came to pay their addreflcs to 
the king, came Don George^ who was prefented to him by the 
grand commander Don Diego Almeyda. He was then aboul<^ 
fourteen years of age, and had fo ftrong a refembla?ice liKlic 
king his father, that when Don Emanuel had loolictr upon 
him a little time, he burft out into tears, and ggiroifed to do 
for him all he could defire or expefl R, The king’s beha- 
viour encouraged the nobhm' \ fo that many of them who 
were under great obligations^rcHkjng fohn^ came and kiflei 
his fon’s hand, which in thi.^ro\;itry is the higheft mark of 
rcfpeft. The youth receive! tftm with great dignity, and 
exprefled the fame afFe£lion and obedience to the king, as if 
he had been his fon, and had the like honours paid him as in 
A.‘ D. former reign. The king likewife fe^nt his ambafiadors to 
* 495 - f®^®*g** princes, caufed fupplies and recruits to be tranfported 

into Barbary, and had the fatisfaftion of learning that the 
revolt had been happily fuppreflbd there, and a great viflory 
gained over the Moors^ which he looked upon as a fair omen 
of the fucceeding glories of his reign His fubje£ls had the .

Some of his minifters took the liberty of re- 
prefenting, that he not only adled contrary to the maxims of 
his predeceflbr, but impoverifhed the crown to purchafe an 
eftate for thofe he recalled ; that he adminiflred fuel to fac- 
tions and difeontents ; and that the nobility, encouraged by 
this a£l of clemency, would begin a-frefh to perfecute and cp- 
prefs the common people. But the influence of the ladies

king to negociatc his manRS with the princefs dofc'ager of 
Portugal, Donna Ifabcllay eitner becaufe Emanuel was ena- 
moured of her, or becaufe he judged it probable (he might 
become the heirefs^of Cajlile and Arragon, and confequcntly 
his ifllie by her, pofleflbrs of all Spaing and the moft power- 
ful monarchs in Europe. But the firft ^ the more probable 
opinion, though it coincided with the latter. 

Don Ferdinand and Donna Ifabella feemed very well inclin- ^fpoufes 
ed to this marriage, from which, however, they thought to DonnaV?L^ 
draw this advantage, that to purchafe their daughter, Don bella, 
Emanuel fhould enter into a league with them againft Charles becomes 
the eighth, king of France , but the king, though veryde- hetrefs of 
firous of a wife, would not p; chafe her upon fuch terms, be- the crowns 
caufe there had been always a^ood correfpondcnce between f Caftile 
the two Clowns, and the Portuguefe were gieat gainers by their Arra- 
commerce ; but he went fo far «as*to proniife, th;^t if the 
French king fhould act offcnfively, and enter Spain with an 
army, he would alTift theii majefties to expel them. He was 
not fo much upon his guard againft the»lady, who pretended 
that fhe had an utter averlioii to Portugal, from the grief 
that fhe had fuftained there ; that to marry a fecond time was 
beneath a princefs of her rank ; and that fhe could not give 
her hand to one who was a proteflor of the Je^s *. The 
wifer and better part of the council oppofed this, as a meafurc 
that wouy be detrimental to the ftatc, as well as inconfiftent 
with the king’s own promife to thefe unhappy people. Don 
Emanuel was defirous of pleafinglboth parties. By a new edi(fl 
he gave the fews leave to depart within a certain time, af- 
figned them different parts where they were to embark, then 
reduced them to Lisbon only, difappointed them in furnifli-

ing (hips, and by thefe fieps obliging them to elapfe the 
time, punifhed them with flavery for not doing what it was 
impoflible they fliould do ; but afterwards, as if it had b^n"^ 
a mere grace and favour, they had the fpace of twenty years 
allowed them for their thoiough convcrft&i to Chriftj^ity, tho' 
in appearance they were all obliged to becomeClfriftians im- 
mediately ; and upon accepting this offer, their children were 
leftorcd to them, which hab‘ j^en taken from them, in order 
to prevent their embarking : Vnawerity which they bore fo ill,* 
that multitudes of them murthw'^ their children to prevent 
their being made flaves to j wiriffians ; and not a few, 
out of the horror of having crone this, murthered tbemfelves 
likewife: fo that it is no wonder that when any expedient 
was propofed, by which both their liberty and their children 
A p might be piefeived, they readily embraced it Many of the 

wnters who relate this, admire the wildom, but moft of them 
commend the zeal and firmnefs of the king ; though it muft 
be admitted, that the learned prelate of Algarve^ and a few 
others, have tieated this meafure in the manner it deferved, 
and have exprefted their amazement, that it could ever be 
thought confiffcnt with the principles of true religion and 
found policy In conlequence of this expedient, the blood 
and fentiments of the P ortugufe nohiWiy have been corrupted, 
and the fovere tribunal of tho inquifition made neceflary, to 
keep numbers in a iff ate of religious hypcxrrify, without ever 
making perhaps one true Chriftian. After the point had been 
fully deoated in council, the king took a refolution of profe- 
cuting the difeovery of a new paffage to the Indies \ and gave 
the command of four vcflbls, appointed for that expedition, 
to Vafeo de Gcwia^ who failed on the ninth of July^ and hap- 
pily accomplilhed it In the autumn the king made a tour 
into Vakntla^ and there cfpoufed the infanta Donna Ijabellay 
at the very fame time that her brother Don yuan^ prince of 
Ajiuriasy expired at Salamanca, by which file became the 
heirefs of her parents dominions ; and as mirth and mourn- 
ing cjuld not well agree, as loon as the news of tlie prince’s 
death was made public, king Don Emanuel, with his 
bride, having taken leave of her mother, returned into their 
own dominions

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As rtiany inconveniencies had been experienced by the exceU 
clafhing of jurifdidlions, and as thefe had been hitherto fettled 
•by occafional infpe^ftions, of whiih there were but few rc- 
cords, th8 king caufed a furvey to be made of his whole do- 
minions, and the botfnds of every jurifdiftion was therein 
tindlly fettled, the whole being divided into five books : 
whence it feettfs probable that Al^rve was excluded. The 
queen becoming pregnant, their majeftics were invited into 
^ajlile ; and after having hirKT tlie ftates of Portugal at Lif 
hon^ and received a new fidelity, they fet out for To- 
ledo \ where the ftates of being aflembled, th% queen 

of Portugal was acknowledge for the prefumptive heir **. 

Their majefties then proceeded with the like view to' 
gojja ; where, on the twenty* fourth of Auguji^ Donna Ifd- 
bella of Portugal was delivered of the prince Don Michael^ 
and expired an hour afterwards ^ U|x)n this Don Emanuel 
refolved to return into his own dominions, having firft agreed 
to fend ambafl'adors to Rome^ who, in conjunflion with thnfe 
of their catholic majefties, were to admonifti Pope Alexan- 
der the fixth of the fcandalous life he led, and to exhort him 
to behave for the future with more moderation and decency. 

The Portuguefe ambafladors were Don Rodrigo de Cajiro and 
Don Henry de Coutino^ men r*' great quality, and confummate 
prudence. They profecutea therefore the inftrudtions they 
had received very exaftly ; but the Pope anfwered them fo 
fmartly, arid they were fo well appri^^ed of his true charaftcr, 
that they judged it convenient to withdraw as foon as poffiblc 
out of his reach *. But after this the Pope (hewed much de- 
ference and refpeft for the two kings. - 

In order to fatisfy the demands of tb^ir catholic majefties, Thedifeo- 
the king caufed his fon Don Michael to be acknowledged by ^Jcry of th 
the ftates the heir of that kingdom, as he hatf been in Cajiile Indies 
and Arragon ; but at the fame time he prtMrufcd upon oath, l-apfily at- 
and gave it under his hand, -that noCaJlihan ihculd be capa- 
ble of any preferment, ecclefiaftical or civil, within the king- ® 

dom of rortiigaL This young prince dying foon after, put ^ 
an end to all feap that this promife might not be duly exe- 
cuted The king, his father, applied himfilf with great 
vigilance and vigour to the care of the ad minift ration, and at- 
tended more cfpecially to juftice and the finances. The fleet 
of Vafo de Gama returning from the Indicia filled Lisbon with

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joy, and the reft of Europe with aftonifliment. The hiftory 
of his expedition belongs to another place : it is fufBcient to 
fay here, that he pertormed it in fomething more than two^- 
years ; and that of one hundred and forty-eigh^ perfons, 
which made up the complement of his<ifquadron, he brought 
home but fifty-five. The king received him with all poffiblc 
teftimonies of refpeil and kindnefs, created bkii count of Vi^ 
degueira \ and not only dea'ared him admiral of the Indies,^ but 
made that office hereditary family, that the reputation 
and reward of his difeovery mightt^o together As he had 
now foipe leifure, Don Mmuelt'^K tips opportunity of remov- 
ing the body of his predece()r from the town of Silves in 
Algarve^ where it had been dcpofited after his deceafe, to the 
monaftery of Batalha^ where a beautiful ^omb of white mar- 
ble had been erefted to his memory At his return he 
caufed a great quantity of gold and filver to be coined, and or- 
dered a numerous fquadron to befitted out for maintaining and 
extending the newly opened trade to the Eaf Indies ^ : that 
whar prudence had acquiied might be fecured by fpirit. 

As the fonof the late king was now arrived at man’s eftate, 
Don Emanuel thought it high time to perform what his father 
feemed to cxpcdl (rom him at his hands : he therefore cauf- 
cd hJm to marry on the twenty-fifth of May Donna Beatrix 
deVclenay 'h'- daughter of D»orf oi Portugal^ brother 

to Don h.KUhand^ :^nA uncle to Diego ^ duke of Braganfa ; 
and u[)on thi^ occafion declared that young prince duke of 
Coi7nri.\ with all the lands and revenues which had formerly 
accompanied that title. At the fame time he created his ne- 
phew Don Alonfo^ the fon of the duke of Vifeo^ whom king 
folm killed with his own hand, conftable of Portugal^ and gave 
him ill marriage Donna Joanna deNorogno^ the daughter of 
Don Pedro ele Menefes^ marquis of Filla Real^. This young 
nobleman, though very high born on the fide of his father, 
is fuppofed to have been as well defeended on the fide of his 
mother, who was a Cafiilian lady of fuch quality that the 
hlftoiians of thofe times did not think it expedient to tranf- 
mit her name to pofterity. The king being without children, 
and a widower, was continually prefled by the nobility to a 
fccond marriage : in order to which he had been for fomc time 
treating with their catholic majeftics for the infanta Donna 
Maricuf whom he declined when fhe was offered him before j 
which treaty was at length brought to an iflue, and the mar-

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riage portion fixed at tv^o hundred thoufand crowns, with an 
annuity of ten thoufand, eftablifihed on the revenues of the 
•port of Seville ^ At this time the Icing meditated a formida- 
ble expedifon againft the Moors in Barbary^ with a numerous 
fleet, and an army of twenty-fix thoufand men. This he in- 
tended to command in perfon, nor could the advice of his 
nobility, or thcfmtrcaties of his new queen, prevail upon hirh 
to lay afide this relolution. But Ae Venetians having repre- A. D. 
fcnted to him, that the TurVJlj emperor Bajazet threatened *5^®* 
their (fate with defirudtionf' agd was about to attack them 
with the whole force of his'^.Jtftire, the king very generoufly 
relinquiihed the plan he had Iftd for ratling his own repiita^ 
tion, and declaring, that the fafety of his allies, and the in- 
tereft of Qhriftendom^ were infinitely dearer to him than his 
own glory, he ordered a fquadron of thirty fail, with a pro- 
portionable number of troops, to join the fleet of the republic, 
in order to a£t againft the Turks^. • 

The king being very defirous of promoting to the utmoft bicjhiwt 
the welfare of his nephew the duke of Bragan^a, whom he 
looked upon as his prefumptive heir, laboured to find out a fit - 

match for him, as the moft efteflual means of diverting that ^ 

melancholy with which he was afilidied fometimes to fuch a 
degree that forgetting to take proper fuftenance, he was in f " 
danger of being loft for wantf food. At length the king 
fixed on Donna Leonora de Guzman j daugl^er to the duke or 
Medina Sidonia, whom, in obcdienceuto his majefty’s com- 
mands, Don Diego married j but foon after difappear^, and 
left a letter for the king, ni which he defired that his majefty 
would beftow his honours and eftates on hij brother Don DeniSf 
as he was determined to travel to, and fpend the reft of his 
days at fcrufalem, Don EmanueU however, caufed him to be fo 
carefully fought after, that he was difeovered in the kingdom 
of Arragon^ and fenc back ; when the king received him with 
fo much afFedtion that he was prevailed upon to lay afide the 
fcheme he had formed ; and lived ever after in a manner 
fuitable to liis birth and quality (B). The fquadron fent to

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(B) This Don Diego^ duke of 
Bragan^ay had an excellent edu- 
cation in CaftiUy where he was 
treated with much kindnefs and 
refpeft. f lowever, the misfor- 


tunes of his family depreiled his 
fpirits fo much, that notwith- 
iianding the fudden change of 
his condition, and the great af- 
fedlion which the king ihewed 
for 
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the affiftancc of the Venetians ftood firft over to the Barbarf 
fhore; and attempted to furprize Mazalquivlr : but the Moors 
making a gallant refiftance, and the having fufFered 

fome lofs, Don Juan de Menefes^ count of Tarouci^ thought 
it beft to purfue his voyage ; and aftei** fcouring the coads of 
Sardinia and Calabria^ he bore away for the ifland of Corfu^ 
where the Venetian fleet w'as to rendezvous/ 'There his fol- 
dicrs beginning to intrigue with the women of the country, 
the inhabitants fell upon them and killed feventy. However, 
the Venetian and "Portuguefe flc'"^" loining, and going in fcarch 
of t\\eTurkiJh force, Bajaxe^Q.^w^t ht to drop his defign, 
and to order his fleet to return into port. Soon after which 


for hi ill, he was very refllefs 
and unealy. Jn 149S, wlicn 
Don Emanuel went into Cofide^ 
he declared this duke heir to the 
crown of Portugal, in cafe he 
died without children. It was 
with a view to diflipate this me- 
lancholy, that the king in a 
manner forced him into a mai- 
riage with Donna Leonora de 
Guzman, and forced him after- 
wards to liv'-e with tliat lad)", 
inftead of pafling his days, as 
he intended to have done, in a 
hermitage near Jerufalem, By 
degrees, however, this had its 
effect, and he fhook off in a 
great meafure tliat melancholy 
which was the foie efTedt of his 
difpofition. 1 ^e conflant kind- 
nefs of’ the king contributed not 
a little to it, for he appointed 
him frequently to reprefent his 
royal perfon ; put him at the 
head of the great army he fent 
into Africa, and omitted nothing 
that could ferve to convince him 
of the fincerity of his fentiments. 
By the lady before-mentioned, 
he had a fbn and a daughter; 
the ^me of the former was ^ heo^ 
dffus, who fucceeded him in his 
titles ; and of the latter JfaUlla, 
who efpoufed the infant Don 
Duarte, Ton to king Emanuel, 
After the demife of his firil dut- 


chefs, D^n Diego fell in love 
with Joanna, the daugh- 

ter of Den Dtego de Mendoza, 
governor ot Mourj, by whom he 
had foui fon^, and fever .il daugh- 
ters, whole names we (hall men- 
tion as bi icily as poffiblc, be- 
caufc the fuccefllon in this fa- 
mily is abfohitcly ncveflary to 
be thoroughly known, for the 
clearer underftanding of the fuc- 
ceeding part of this hiftory. Don 
Dtego de Bfaganfa, who died 
without ifiUe ; Don Conjlanttne 
de Bragan^a, great chamberlain 
to king John the third, his am- 
bafi’ddor in France, and viceroy 
of the Indite, who efpoufed 
Donna deMcnc/es, daugh- 
ter of Don Rudrigo de Mcllo, 
marquis dc Fcirara, by whom 
he had no iflue ; FulgenUo, prior 
cf Guimarac'z, who left two na- 
tural children ; ^nd Theoton, 
archbifhop of E^^ora The 
daughters weie, Donna 
ca, who became a canonefs at 
E*vora ; Donna Angelica, abbefs 
of Vila Ficiofa ; Dcnna Joanna, 
who married the duke de Ma^ 
queda ; Donna Eugenia, who 
married Don Fi ancifco de Mella, 
marquis de Ferreira ; Donna 
Maria, abbefs of Villa Vich/a ; 
and Donna Vincent a, who be- 
came a nun in that inonaftery. 

the 
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tha Portuguefe fquadron fet fail for Lt5b(i,n ; and foon after 
them arrived an ambaflador from the republic, to acknow- 
ledge, and thank the king for this timely and efFeftual fuc- 
cour This year Pedro Alvarez de Cabral difcovered in his 
paflage to India the •noble country of Brazil^ in South Ame^- 
rtca^ and having anchoied in Porto Seguro, took pofl’eflion of 
it for the crown of Portugal^ to which it flill belongs. The 
king alfo founded the famous m^naftery of Bethlehem^ juft- 
Jly efteemed one of the iinefl edifices in Portugal ** (C).

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(C) The proper name of this 
noble foundation ib BttbUhemy 
but the Poftugut'/d Ipt^I and pro- 
nounce it Bclltm. There lb a 
town, :i monallery, and a fort, 
;ill of tins name, which lie be- 
tween four and five miles from 
htiboHy on the river Tagus l but 
the monaftery gave its name to 
the other two. The church, 
which at a di fiance appears a 
moft ftupendous fabric, is al- 
lowed to be a moll corredl and 
finiihed ftrudlure, when furveyed 
with the greatell care, it is 
not fo much worthy of the great 
Emanuel from its beauty and 
magnificence, though there can 
be Icarce any thing more fplcn- 
did, as from the boldnefs of the 
defign, and the fuccefs with 
which it is executed. It is the 
true picture of its founder, fu- 
blime and ftriking, but at the 
fame time regular and harmo- 
nious. yis tomb, and that of 
the queen Donna Maria, are 
very fine ; as are indeed all the 
monuments that adorn this fa- 
cred llru^lurc, which are many 
in number, princes and prin- 
celTes of the blood being inter- 
red here, as well as kings and 
queens ; with this diHcrence, 
that the tombs of the latter are 
fopported by elephants, and 
adorned with crowns i.nd clcut-

* cheons. The cloifter belongs to 
the order of St "jtrom, capable 
of holding two hunched monks, 
who h'j.\c very fpacious and airy 
apartment*?, which It>ok either 
upon the ica, or upon beautiful 
orange gardens, that equally 
charm the fight and fmell. The 
revenue of this convent amounts 
to about eight thoufand ducats ; 
and befides thofc vail and ele- 
gant gardens, that lerve for 
pleafure and amufement, there 
a very large park, capable of 
fupplying them with corn, wine, 
and fruits of every kind. This 
park is compleatly* walled 
round ; and not only the 
church ^nd convent, but every 
building dependant on them, is 
of hewn Hone. There is in its 
vicinity anothes building, large, 
neat, and wonderfully conveni- 
ent, into which are received all 
fuch gentlemen as have fpent 
their lives in the king’s fervice, 
without acquiring wherewith to 
maintain themfelves. At their

Engages in Tne king, though the commerce of the Indies bad not-^ 
a ‘war yet produced any thing comparable to the expcftations that had 
•wi/h the been formed trom it, continued to fend fquadrons thither well 
Moors, manned, and with great ftore of naval and militciry provi- 
and upon doubting that in procefs of ti|ne it would amply re- 

pay that ex pence ; at which fome of the narrow-minded 
amongd his fubjeds grievoufly repined. He ;«lfo continued to 
meditate an expedition of more importance into Barharj than 
had been made by any of his predeceflbrs : to which he was 
inftigated by the memoirs left by king "John ; in which it was 
infinuated, that the oppofite of Africa were firft to be 
conquered, then covered by f >rtrefles, next adorned with ci- 
ties and fea-ports ; to which inhabitants might be drawn by 
gentle laws, and extenfivc privileges, which would gradually 
produce a communication between the interior parts of the 
country and ftrangers reforting to the cities and havens, to 
the inconceivable benefit of the fubjefls of Portugal ; which, 
far from being impoverilhed by the expcnce, or weakened by 
the fending out, would, in the compafs of a fingle reign, be 
greatly enriched by her conquefts, and ftrengthened by her 
colonies. He laboured alfo to repair and reftore fuch places 
as were in a manner depopulated by the plague, and by re- 
viewing the charters of the principal cities and towns in his do- 
minions, to redrefs what, through a change of cuftoms, was 
become grievous ; to fupply defers, and to infert new privi- 
leges While he was thus employed, the queen on the fixth 
of June was delivered of a prince, in the midft of one of the 
moft violent ftorms that was ever felt or heard ; and as this, 
according to the fuperftition of thofe times, gave birth to

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tendance ; and in cafe of fek- 
nefs, the aflillance of phyficians, 
furgeons, and niirfes, all of

return through he faw there the fepulchrc of Don 150a. 

Jlonfo^ the firft kingK)f Portugal^ with the meannefs Of which 
he was fo much aff'edled, that he diredled a new one, worthy 
of himfelf, and of the memory of the grc|t prince whofe re- 
mains were to reft therein The fleet he had fent to Africa^ 
with orders to reduce a certain fortrefs, returned without doing 
any thing. Notwithftanding which he was received upon his 
return to with all pollible marks of fatisfadlion and joy 
In this he might be truly ftiled Fortunate ; for whatever were 
the iflue of his defigns, his fubjedts were fo thoroughly per- 
fuaded of the redjitude of his igt nlions, that they were equally 
grateful for whal they adlually deceived, and for what, if it 
had been in his power, they knew their ^ing meant to be- 
ftow. * 

The new projcdl which the king had formed for going in Progrefsif 
perfon to Afika^ was fruftrated by the breaking out of a fa- then,varin 
\i]ine in his own dominions ; by w^hich^e was obliged to di- Africa, 
vide his fleet into fmall fquadrons, in order to fend them to 
the coaft of Africa^ Sicily, Sardinia^ France, Greats Britain, 

Germany, and the north, to bring in fupplies of corn, without 
whigh his people mull: have been familhed ^ This misfortune 
did not hinder him from fending fome miflionaries over to 
Congo, wi^h inftrudtions to civilize the people, and to bring 
them as much as poflible to relilh their owm manners and way 
of living ; and to engage the king to fend over fomc of his 
fons to be educated at Lisbon, that by extending thefe no- 
tions their commerce with that kingdom, which was very be- 
neficial, might be increafed. By the return of Fafeo de Gama^ 
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who had been fent again into thl IndiiSj with a very rich<iir- 
^ go, to Lisbon^ an end was put to all the objcdlions aqd fufpi- 

cions concerning that trade : the importance of which was 
now become confpicuous even to the meaneft undefftanding™. 
Amongft men of family and parts fhe fpirit of difeovery 
prevailed rather too ftrongly. About two years before Gafpar 
CuUieal^ a young gentleman of birth and gehius, fitted out a 
(hip at his own expenctf, which he commanded in perfon ; 
and that he might not be reproached with thrufling his ficklt 
into another man’s harveft, beaf^his coiirfc to North America j 
and fak’ing along the coaft, he found inhabited by a 

barbarous people, but very pU'ifant, and capable of great im- 
provements, he bellowed upon it the name of Greenland: 
and returning home, fitted out another ycflel, with an intent 
to fettle there ; but was never heard of more. His brother 
Michael went in fearch of him, and had the like fate ; and 
this year a third bf<>ther would have taken the fame route, if 
the king had not intcrpofcd. From thefe brothers thofecoafts 
are entitled Tien a dc CortereaL I'he king had dircdled Don 
Juan de Mcnefes and the count de Tarouca to reduce the for- 
trefs of Alca^er-quivir^ which the king of Fez had augmented, 
with a view to bridle ; and they attempted it, and 
(hewed in that attempt all the courage and skill poflible, but 
without elFefl ; for in truth their force bore no proportion to 
^ p the undertaking, home Don Emanuel called an aflembly 
of the ftates at where, nomithftanding affairs were 

^ but in' an unU)warJ fituation, yet their delire of obliging 
that monarch wns fo Itrong that they granted him all he de- 
manded ; together vyith a free gift of fifty thoufand cruzadocs 
for the war in Africa : they likewife acknowledged Don Juan 
in quality of heir apparent On the fourth of Odlober the 
queen was delivered of the infanta Ifabcila, afterwards em- 
prefs ar>d queen of Cafiile and Arragon As Ibon as the 
ftates feparated, the king went to Totriar^ where he held a 
chapter of the order of Chrill, and reformed many^abufes. 
Death of ]3on Emanuel was extremely affedled by the death of his 
the queen^s nephew the conflable j who kft behind hun an only daughter, 
?nother» who married into the houfe of Filla Real : but this lot did 
not affeft the public fo much as that of the queen’s mother, 
Donna Ifabella of Cajiile p : for Don Emanuel being well ap- 
, prized of the charaiher of the arch-duke Philips and of thofe 
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about him, began to entertain fo flender an opinion of his fri^d-> 

/hip, that he gave orders for repairing all the ftrong places' on 
the frontiers towards Cajiile, It is not, however, certain, that 
hecarrieddiis fufpicion of this prince fo high as to enter into 
any negotiation with i)on Ferdinand^ king of Arragon^ in or- 
der to a mairiage between him and the unfortunate Donnay^^?/?- 
nay who had formerly born the title of queen of Cajiile. In 
Africa Don fuan Menefes forcei the Moorijh port at the 
gnouth of the river Latothe^ earned out fliips that lay there- 
in, which, with other excurfions by land, very defervcdly 
raifed his charadter; but did/ 4 it much advance the d^fign of 
Don Emanufl^ or any other fo^d and valuable purpofe. The 
inclemency of the leafon was lather more remarkable this 
year than the lall ; more cfpecially at the entrance of the au- 
tumn, when feveral*fhocks of an earthquake were felt with 
fuch violence that the people abandoned the towns and fled 
into the mountains ; where being fainted vMEth the fame terrors, 
they defeended into the plains, aiid remained under tents and 
cabins till the approach of winter. On the laft day of the year 
the queen was delivered of the infanta D onwdi Beatrix y who 
became afterwards dutchefs of Savoy 

As the fituriiion of things in Z^/d/a required a fiiperior force, SA/aa of 
the king caufed a better fleet, and a gi cater number of troops Egypt on* 
to be fent thither under thc^i^mmand of V)oi\^ Fi ancifo de deavoursH 
Almadoy than at any time before j and if u had not been for threaten 
his confiimmate prudence in this refped, 11 is highly proba- Portugal 
ble the Poi tvgueje had been beat out almolt as foon tis Jjhey had Caf- 
entered into India. For the Aloharmnedan \ix\nQQs and 

particularly the king of Aben^ who pretended to be defeended 
from their piophet, applied themfelves to fultan of 

the Mamalukcs in Rgypty requefting him to protedl them 
againft the Chriftians. At the fame time thg-e were at the 
court of the fultan amb;:fladors from the republic of Feniccy 
who likcwife prompted hm to drive the Portnguefe out of the 
Indies ; and who, to render this the more prafticablc, fupplied 
him with® engineers to caft cannon, and to build fliips in the 
ports of ihe Red Sea. By their advice alfo the fultan fent a 
monk, wliofe name was Maurusy with letters to the Pope, 
then Julius the fecoild, complaining bitterly of the conquefl: 
of Granada by Don Fercbnandy and the expedition of Don 
Emanuel into Africa and the Indies^ threatening to make re- 
prifals on the Chriftians, and intimating, that unlefs he had 
iatisfadion he might not find hinifelf fafe even at Rome. The 
Pope fent copies of thefe letters to Lisbon and to Madrid \ but 
neither of the kings feemed to be much affeded : on the con- ' 
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trary they exhorted his holinefs to do his duty, and publifli % 
crufadc, which would infallibly furnifli a number of men fuf- 
ficiem to defend him agaioft all his enemies ^ In the aflcrn- 
bly of the Hates held this year many good laws wc|p made for 
encouraging induftry and frugality, ant^^for preferving equali-*' 
ty among the people. AmongH thefe there was one very 
remarkable ; the king forbad hofpitals to purchafe lands with- 
out licence, under fevere penalties ; becaufe it was difcovered 
that taking advantage of people’s neceffities, they purchafe^ 
on every fide, and as they had no power of felling, were amaf- 
fing va^ eftates About arrived from the 

Duarte Pacheco^ who had peri )rmrd there adions almoft be- 
yond the power, or the beliet of man. The king, to fliew 
how much he efteemed virtue, did him the highcft honours, 
and not only caufed a thankfgiving to be dclcbrated for his vic- 
tories, but made him walk by his fide to church upon that oc-» 
cafion After tbis'underftanding that honour was all that he 
had brought with him from the Indies^ he appointed him go- 
vernor of the caftle St. George del Mina^ upon the coaft of 
Guinea ; where, performing his duty exaftly, fome envious 
perfons accufed him of fuch atrocious crimes that he was or- 
dered home in irons, long confined, at Jaft tried, and ac- 
quitted " ; and left innocent and indigent to the contempla- 
tion of that ancient maxim, V^rlue is its own reward. So ea-» 
fily are even the bcjl princes niifled by flatterers. While the 
king fled from place to place for fear of the plague, which 
3*5^5' was brought mio Port ugalhy the Pope’s ambaflador, fome ex- 
curfions were made in Barbary^ but of no great confequence j 
from whence the king was more and more confirmed in his 
opinion, that his great defign could not be earned into exe- 
cution but by tranfporting a confiderable force, and making a 
confiderable coequeft at once, towards the expence of which he 
had received a bull of crufade.

A recruit 
of villains of the fame (lamp out of the villages, entered Lisbony 
and committed the moft horrid outrages during the third day :

The king and cotrt remained at Abran- mination of 
ies: there on the fifth oi July the queen brought into the 
world the infant Don Ferdinand Soine^ difputes having 
arifeii with the crown of Cajlile in relation to their conquefts 
Africa, Dow Emanuel applied himfelf to his father-in-law, to 
prevent things from coming to extremities, and offering to 
leave all*points in difpute to be fettled by their commiiTaries, 
which was accepted. The prince of Mequinez being driven ^ p 
out of his dominions, fled for flicker to Don Emanuel, and iro7* 
promifed to put the ftrong city of Azemor into his hands, if 
be would inti lift him with a proper force. The king confent- 
ed to this, and embarked four thoufand horfe, and two thou- 
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fand foot for this expedition ; which, however, came jto no* 
thing, and which feme alfo place in the fucceeding year. It 
had, however, one good eftedt, which was, that the king de- 
termined with himfelf not to confide any more in Aich rene- 
gades ; and indeed hitherto all the conqyefts he had made in 
Batbdiyhiii been foexpenfivc, that if the nation had not been 
enriched in another manner than formerly, ^hey muft have 
been abandoned •

guefe in jt he truly affirmed, that the Mohammedans were more 

Africa. firmly united, and tiiuch more formidable in thofe parts at 
this jim^liire, than they have been at any time fincc ; and 
that this power of theirs was entiiely broke and defeated by 
the Portuguefe^ without the affiftance of any European ally, 
and when there were no Chriftians but themfelves in the /«- 
dies. I'he commiflkries that had been appointed to treat with 
the CaJlilianSy came at laft to this agreement, that Felez de 
la Gomera fliould be their coijinfton fionticr, and that all the 
country eaftward, fliould be confidcred as appertaining to the 
crown of Cajiile \ whil^ the fame right was to be acknow- 
ledged jn the crown of Portugal^ as to the countries lying 

weft. But while they were fettling thefe imaginary bounds 
of empire, the king of Fez, at the head of upwards of one 
hundred thoufand m£n, invefted Arztia \ and though Vafeo 
Coutignoy count of Borba^ made a gallant defence, and gave 
immediate notice of his danger to the Portuguefe admiral, 
and to the governor of Tangier y yet he found it abfolutely 
ncceflPiry for his own prefervation, to abandon the town, and 
to retire witlV the remains of his garrifon into the caftle : the 
news of which aftc£ted Don Emanuel to fuch a de^ee, that 
he ordered an aimy to affemble in Algarve y to which king- 
dom he pofted in perfon, and direded as many (hips as could 
be got ready, to be fent thither from Lisbon, All his cndea« 
vours, and all his expedition, however, had proved ineffec- 
tual, if .Don Ferdinand of Arragon had not employed the 
Whole force he had in Aftkay under the command of the fa- 
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mous Don Pedro Navarro^ for the affiftance of the Portu^ 
guefe^ who, by this timely fupport, were fo much encouraged, 
and behaved themfelves fo gallantly, that they conftr^ined the 
king of to fet fire to his new conqueft, and to retire with 
his army, which had^fuflFered prodigioufly during the courfe 
of the fiege. This welcome news reached Don Emanuel jy 

Taviruy where irt a very (hort fpace he had aflcmbled twenty j 
thoiifand men, and was on the vftry point of embarking ; 
hut the Portuguefp nobility reprefenting to him the impropiiety 
of fuch an expedition, in thp prefent circumfiances of his 
kingdom, he w'as prevailed uij5on to lay it afide, chiefly from 
the apprehenfion that thofe wh^ gave him this advice in Eu~ 
ropey might make him repent the not following it, if he car- 
ried them againft thc^r wills into Africa 

Don Ferdinand Couiignoy a nobleman of great perfonal me- ^French 
rit, was fentwith fifteen fail of large fiiips into Indies y pirate com* 
with orders to regulate all difputcs bctwcefi Almeyda and Al- mits depre* 
buquerque ; to fend the former home, and to put the latter dations on 
, into full pofieflion of the fupreme power in thofe parts, the Portu- 
fadlions amongft the Portuguefe having already produced great guefe com* 
inconveniencies On the twenty-third of April the queen f-r 

was delivered at Evoui of the \niAr\i Don Alonfo'^, The war 
in Africa ftill continued, though the Partuguefe writers are 
, filent upon it ; and the kin^ of FeZy having raifcd another 
formidable army, difpofed every thing for 4hc liege of Arzila 
in fuch a manner, that the place had^very probably been ta- 
ken, if the count de Boyba had not very Wifely had r«courfc 
to thofe who were ncafeft him for then afliltancc. The town 
of Xerez font him three hundred crofs bijw-men, arms, am- 
munition, and provifion in plenty came from the city of Se^ 
ville ; and Michael SoLr, admiral of Arrogony haficned thither 
with a fmall Iquadron of gallies, upon which the kin^ of Fez, 
finding the enterpiize more difficult than he had conceived, 
retired and difmiflcd his forces'^. There was at this time a 
French corfair, whofe name w.\s Afondr agony who with a fqua- • 
dron of fofir fail of fiout (hips took, without much ceremony, 
whatevei vcfiels came in his way, and amongft others made 
free with a Poytnguefe Indiaman, very richly laden. The king 
complained of this to Lewis the tw^elfth, then engaged in 
the league of Canihray againft the VenetianSy and not receiv- 
ing fuch an anfwer as he expefled, Duatte Pacheco 
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with fix fhips to go in fcarch of the corfair, with whom he 
came up off Cape Fmi/lerre. Mondragon^ whofe trade was 
fighting, behaved very gallantly; hutPacheca having funk 
his own Ihip, and taken him prifoner, foon imade him 
maftcr of the other three, and returneej^to Lisbon in triumph, 
with the pirate in chains. Don Emanuel^ however, having 
received full fatisfaclion, and having taken an oath of Mon* 
dragon to refpeft ^zPortitgnefe flag for the future, fct him at 
liberty ; but what reward Pachcca had for this gallant fervice 
does not appear. This year Luis de Ca/noens, the prince of 
Portuguefe poets, was born 4)1 

The affairs of India and 4ffica entirely occupied the mind 
of Don Emanuel^ as indeed, conlidering the pofturc in which 
they were, they very well might, fince Albuquerque^ though 
a viceroy only of the Poituguefe monarch, had a mind capable 
of as great projects as any of the ancient conquerors ; and 
with a very inconfrJerable force had extended the Portuguefe 
empire from the ftreights of Babehnandel to thofe of Molucca. 
From hence it is certiin that prodigious advantages accrued 
to Portuoal^ but it is no lefs certain, that it cofl infinite pains 
to "Dow Emayiuel^ to fupply annual fquadions and armies to 
maintain and piefervc thofe conquefts. On the other hand, 
in Africa the Portuguefe had lo deal with a very great mo- 
narch, or to fpeak vvith grei^ter propriety, with the whole 
Moorijh nation, who, if it had not been for the feuds and 
failions amongll: ihemfelves, might eafily have difpofleflcd 
them pf the places they held upon the coaft, and have after- 
wardi. found them fufficient employment at home. As it was, 
the Chriflians, if they had not imitated the condudl of the 
Moors, might have'done much more than they did ; and yet 
what they did was very amazing, and was purely the effedls 
of their tioop^being better difeiplined and better commanded 
than thofe of the infidels. Hence in the fpace of two vears, 
the attempts made to recover Safa, Tangier, and Arzila^ 
though made with forces out of comparifon greater than thofe 
of the Portuguefe, all mifearried, and ferved only^o raife the 
credit of the Portuguefe governors In the midft of this fuc- 
cefs, however, it was difeovered that the king Don Ferdinand 
of Arragon, and regent of Cajiile, had great defigns upon that 
country ; and, with a view to carry thele into execution, was 
aflTepbfing a great fleet and army at Malaga, I'hc defign was 
indeed worthy of the vaft talents of that able prince, who had 
formed a proje<a for depofing the king of Fc%, and making 
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the empire of Morocco tributary to him, which was difeoverej 
apd defeated by the jcaloufy of the Poriuguefe, Their hifto-^ 
rians in general fall in with the prejudioes of their monarch, 
and forgetting the fuccours fo generoufly given by Ferdinand^ 
and without which at tjiis time they had not preferved a foot of 
land in exclaim againflhis perfidy in forming alchemc 

of conqueft witljin the bounds affigned to Portugal^ as if it 
would not have been infinitely mo(f for their intereft to have 
had for their neighbour a prince tributary to their king's fa-» 
Uier in-law, than a potent monarch, whom, without aflif- 
tance, they were unable to ' ppofe. Ferdinand finding his 
projedl difeovered, and Don iz/ww/W highly offended, fielded 
to the folicitations of his own nrfbility, who earneftlydifluaded 
him from this expedition ^ He then fent ambafladois into 
Portugal^ to prefs DAi Emanuel to enter into a league againft 
the French king, which, however, he very wifely declined, 
as having no quarrel with that prince, and a great trade with 
his fubjeds ; and for this rcafon he received the fame year 
into his ports a fquadron of French gallies, and fupplied them 
with all neceflarics \ As from the beginning of his reign he 
had maintained a clofc corrcfpondence with England^ and as 
Henry the eighth and himfelf had married two fifters, that mo- 
narch thought fit to fend him the enfigns of the garter, unto 
which he had been eleded the veai before ^ ; but it is not 
clear at what time he was inftalled. 
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On the laft of January the queen ponSa Maria was deli- The king 
vered 2 X Lisbon of the infant Don who in prqcefs of ^Congo 
time became a cardinal, and at length the laft king oCPortu- finds his 


gal of this family. It was obferved that at the time of his fin^ nvith 
birth there fell a large and deep fnow,»a thing in Portugal other per* 
very unufual. I'he king of Congo^ upon whom the Portu* 
guefe had beftowed the name of Don who with 

great piety and iiiduftry had laboured the converfion of his 
fubjeds, fent over his fan Don Hemy^ his brother J3on Ema- 
nuel^ and fevcral of the young nobility of his kingdom, to be 
educated ifl Portugal ; as alfo bis coufin Dun Peaio^ a perfon 
more in years, and of riper judgment, who was logo in qua- 
lity of his ambaflddor to Rome In Barbary the war was ftill 
^ 1512* 
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carried on with various fuccefs, and great cftufion of blood on 
both fidcs, though at Fez and at Lisbon they meditated put- 
ting an end to this war of cxcurfion, which ferved only to 
ruin the territories and deftroy the fiibjefls of eithc^' crown 
As the preceding cold feafon had porged the air, and en- 
tirely freed Portugal f\om any epidemic difcafc, the king ap- 
plied himfclf with great diligence to reftorc and repeople the 
cities, towns, and village that were moft decayed, which 
he did by granting laige privilei;es to the inhabitants, an* 
fuch as (hould become fo. He fent Don Pedro^ the ambaf- 
fador q/ the king of CorigOy to iio/re^ and with hiirr the black 
prince, Don Henry ^ with a very handfoniL retinue, that the 
Pope might be fcnfiblc of the honour paid him by this JIfri’- 
can prince ^ . But the great bufinefs of this year was the af- 
fcmbling a fleet and army, to be tranfported to Bar!, my ; the 
foimcr was very numerous; and the latter confiftcd of eigh- 
teen thoufand foot,‘*and twothoufand fix hundred horfc : the 
whole commanded by Don Dttgo^ duke of Btagan^a^ who 
had orders to reduce the city of Jzarnor^ and the country 
round it. He ai rived before the place towards the end of 
Auguji, reduced it in one day, and having put the afFaiis of the 
Portuguefe in that part of the world into perfedt order, re- 
turned again into Portugal^ where he was very kindly re- 
ceived by the king, though mSny blamed him for not doing 
inoie ; but the duke’s fentiment was, that hew^ho did what 
he was direfted to do, ‘always did enough. He was likewife 
peifuarfed that to maich to Morouo^ as he was advifed, might 
not have been very practicable, confidering how far the feafon 
was advanced ; and as the only thing that could render it fo, 
was the inteftine troubles aniongft the Moorsy he fufpeCted 
that fuch a march might ferve to unite them; and as foon as this 
was done, he knew very well that himfelf and his army mud 
be reduced to great extremity, and perhaps might find it im- 
pndticable to fight their way back p. 

It appeared to Don Emanuel a fit thing to fend the firft- 
friilts of the Indies to the Pope. Leo the tenth wa^ then feat- 
ed on the pontifical throne, and being himfelf the moft mag- 
nificent prince of his time, the Portuguefe monarch WdS very 
careful in the contrivance of this embafly ; fo that it might 
not barely raife the admiration, but ftrike the whole city of 
Rornt with aftoniftiment. Trijian da Cunha^ a man of great 
quality and vaft fortune, was at the head of this legation. 
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and with him were conjoined Diego Pacheco^ and yuan de Fa- 
rta^ two eminent civilians, very eloquent, and perfeclly verfed 
in the arts of negotiation He followed in this reipeil the 
example dl* his predecellor Don John^ who never tailed to 
join a perfon of capacky and experience with the man of rank 
and parade ; and the propriety of this caution never appeared 
more evidently rtian in the veiy cafe before us. For Trijlan 
da Cunha condudlecl the pomp of hif entry fo handfomcly, and 
ihe two lawyers managed their conferences, with /uch dexte- 
rity, that they biought a bul] from the Pope, which left the 
clergy in a manner at the krng’s merej ; infomuch tl^t they 
exclaimed his holinefs had betiigfurpri/ed, and over-reached : 
but the king managed prudently, and inftead of carrying 
things to extremities^ demanded one hundred and fifty thou- 
fend cruzadocs in three }caro to which the ecclefiaftics lub- 
mitted, and the king had the honour of obliging thofe whom 
he might have opprefled ^ The king flitwed his magnani- 
mity and julhee in particular . the empire of Ah)JJtnia^ or Ethi- 
opia^ was then governed by a young prince whofe name was 
Davtd^ under the tutelage of hib yand-mother Hdtna^ a 
princcfs of great wifdom and fpint , they ient one Matthev.^ 
an Armenian^ with the title of ambaflador, to Albuquerque^ 
vicero) of the Indiei^zxiA dcfircd that he would find him a pal- 
fage in an honourable manner with their letters to the court 
of Portugal^ which he did accordingly , bwt the captain with 
whom the ambaflador failed having 'a pique dX. Albuquet que^ 
treated him with the utmoft contempt and ill ufage, feecaufe 
he would not produce to him the letters fiom the empeior 
and emprefs, and laboured to reprefent lym as an adventurer, 
and an impoih)r. Dut when Matthew arrived at Lisbon he not 
only produced Alhuquerque\ letters, but authentic credentials, 
which he kept concealed in a hollow cane ; jflid the prefents 
fent by their Ethiopian majeftits, which confifted of fome me- 
dals, and a crucifix in a gold box. On the whole, Don Ema^ 
nuel W'is fi^well fatisfied that he cauftd the captain and fome 
otner officeis to be put in irons, and would h«ve puniflled 
them more fevcrely, if the ambaflfador, towards whom they 
had beh ived fo ill, had not inteipofcd in their behalf*. This 
year likewife the Poituguefe arms were wonderfully fuccefsful in 
Barbary , where, with the affiftanceofthe Moon who adhered 
to them, they made themfelvcs maflers of feveral confidcrable 
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places, routed armies of the kings of Fez and Mequinez in 
the field, and raifed the glory of Don Emanuel there, as it 
was already raifed every where elfe, much beyond that of his 
predeccflbrs ^ So Coon does a fmall kingdom come to make^a 
figure when governed by a wife prince. 

SmeMf. 1'he wealth that flowed in annually not only from the In * 
appoint- but from the commefce which their intercourfe with the 

Indies brought to the port of Lisbon^ began to change the 
, condition of Don EmanueH fubjedtb of all ranks, and to intro- 

btm ^erv the vices derived fiom opulence ill applied. 

much. ^ Thofe who had been long out of the kingdom, and by mere 
dint of mihtaiy difcipline cut-out for themfelvcs honours and 
fortunes with their fwords, were not indeed infeSed with idle- 
nefs and luxury; but a fpiiit of arro^anpe and rapine had 
fpread amongft them to a very high degree. Some advantage 
they had gained o\er the Mqo)s upon the coaft Ataida \ and 
Souja formed a pioje£l of taking AIoocco, a place of great ex- 
tent, well fortified, and with a better garnfon than they had 
an army. The confcquence of thi^ expedinon might have 
been eafily forefeen : they were repulfcd With lofs, and retired, 
not without fome difficulty. Their hiftorian:> indeed repiefcnt 
the Moors as trembling in the purfuit of a flying enemy, which 
is plainly the language of paitiaMty This was not the only 
abortive cnterpri7e even on that fide ; for the king being inform- 
ed, that it would be of great ccnfcqucncc to have aftrong for- 
trefs at the mouth of the river Mamora^ equipped a fleet of two 
hundred fail, laden with all the mateiials for creeling fuch a 
fortification, with fcveral thoufand woikmen, and a good cf- 
cort, under the com.nand of Don Pedro Noroono. The king 
of Fez^ apprehending the mifehiefs that muff attend fuch a 
new eftabliChmcnt, marched with a numerous army to oppofe 
them ; but that it confifted of fourfeore thoufand men, as the 
moft moderate of the Portuguefe writers aflert, is not very 
probable. However, as the beft part of Don Pedro's forces 
confifted of volunteers, who quitted the pleafurcs . of 
and other great cities, to make a military tour, they were 
quickly tired of the hardfliips they underwent, and exceffively 
harrafled by the continial attacks of the infidels ; fo that at 
length they were difpoled to mutiny : of which the king having 
an jx:fount, fent Don Pedro orders to abandon the half-built 
fonrefs, and to make the beft retreat he could ; which the For* 
tuguefe authors own was attended with a confiderable lofs of 
men, and of credit, as well as the entire difappointment of

Yet evert this was not the moft fenfiblc mortification of the Is deceived 
year : the enemies of the famous Albuquerque^ after long en- into dtf- 
deavouring, at length com pleated his difgracc. They \x\fi- gracing the 
nuated, that the •title Greats which his actions had ac-j^ww/Al- 
quired, was not to be endured in a fubjecS : they magnified buquer- 
the reverence paid him by the moft potent monarchs of the 
Eaft : they hinted, that the fame of Albuquerque already fur- 
palTed that of Etnanuel : they gave the king to underffand, 
that authority might be eafily brought to follow fame. The 
confequence was, that he appointed him a fuccefTor in a 
manner that was far enough from being agreeable ; and this 
broke the heart of a hero, whom, without injury to the Greek 
conqueror, the Portuguefe had compared to Alexander, In ^ p 
his laft moments he recommended his natural fon to his maf- i^ir.* 
ter, who by his kindnefs and gratitude towards him, confefled 
^ that he made fome attoncment at the fame time for his weak- 
nefs. The monarchs of the Eaft, from a true fpirit of great- 
nefs, did honour to the memory of Albuquerque by public 
mourning, and taught his countrymen to knov/ what a vidim 
had been offered to envy ^ Oy the feventh ol StpUmUr the 
king’s family was increafed by the birth of the infant Don 
Duarte ; and the queen endeared herfeU tef tlie people by di- 
flributing large fums to the poor uporf this occafiony. 

By thcdeathOfhiscatholicmajeflyDonE/ri//?/^;/^, the*court 
of Portugal was thrown into mourning. The king immedi- difpleajed 
ately fent an ambaflador into Ca/hle^ to coipplimcnt the queen, fivith the 
Donna Gtrmana^ and to confole her for the lofs of her huf- difappomt^ 
band ; which minifter was alfo directed to confer with cardi- ments in 
nal Ximencs^ of whofe friendfhip the king had received many Africa, as 
proofs The king fent likewife ambaffadors into Flanders of 

and Germany^ to compliment the archduke Charles^ and to 
offer him his daughter Donna j and to pay the like^^^f^^* 

refpeds to Tiis grand -father the emperor Maximilian^ with 
whofe daughter, the princefs Leonora he propofed a match for 
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the prince of Portugal^ Don John *. In AJrica the war ftill coii’*^ 
ttnu*ed : the Moors formed a very right judgment of their affairs, 
which induced the kings of Fe%, and Mequinez to aflemble 
arnriics, and having joined them, to attempt the co:iqueft-of 
zi/a. Cout/gnoy fon to the count of B*7ba^ the Portuguefi 
governor of that city and fortrefs, defended it very bravely, 
till, b) difpa^ching exprcflcs on eveiy fide,' he procured fuch 
reinfoiccn.cnts as rendered the taking the pl**ce impraclicable : 
upon which the Moo)s raiLu the fuge. Tlie alarm this ga-'C 
in pQi'tiigal^ and the ncccflity there w»as of accepting the af- 
fiftance ot CajiuiLins^ difpleaicd Don Emanuel \ who was 
become fick of feeing all the treafuies of i\\t Indies buried in 
this war of from whence there lelulttd nothing. His 

difguft was incrcafcd by th. levolt of a p/cat part of the Moors 
who had fubmitted to hiiu ; a^ainft whom he fent Alvaro 
Alaida^ a very brave man, v/^o, with t le far greater part of 
his forces, was cut to pieces in this tj^ptdition. This foured 
the king to fuch a degree, that he was on the point of form- 
ing aick)liition of abandoning the afkiiis of Baihary entirely ; 
but it happened that Jehahentaf^ the* moft confiderable of the 
Moors that had embraced the Po)tugut[^ intcreft, was then at 
Lisben, He went to the king, and told him, that it was both 
cheaper, and more advantageous to him, to manage a war on 
the other fide of the fea tJiilh in his own dominions ; that 
without doubt hiix countrymen had been guilty of Tome perfidy; 
but that it was alio pttifiblc the Portugufje had been guilty of 
oppreflion : that his majefty had nothing to do but to ap- 
point another general, with whom he would go over, and 
reftore things to a perfeft ftate of quiet The king there- 
upon named Pedro Majuirenhas^ wiih whom went the Moor, 
who performed pun61:ually, and with great honour, all that he 
had promifed. The great progrefs of the Portuguefe arms, 
more efpecially under the diredbon of Albuquerque^ had taught 
the Perftans to court the f'riendfhip of Don Emanuel \ who, 
by the advice of that great and wife man, had fent an ambaf- 
fador thither ; and* this year the (hah fent a mini(ftr into Por^ 
iugal, to fignify how much he efteemed the friendfhip of 
Don Emanuel^ and how willing he was to enter into the clofeft 
engagements againll the Turks^ whom they regarded as their 
comjnon enemy ^ This would have been at any time pleaf* 
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ing to Don Emanuil\ but was partkiihrly To at this junSure, 
on account of the prodigious force with which the fultan Of 
J&gfpt was preparing to attack the Portuguefe fettlements in 
the Indies by land and Tea, of which the king had received 
notice from the knigl^ts of Rhodes ; as alfo that the Mama^ 
luke fleet and army was well fupplied with Italian gunners and 
engineers. It wat therefore of very great confequence to hin- 
der the (hah from entering into thia confederacy, and of ftill 
greater to engage him in an alliance from* whence many ad- 
vantages might refult. Add to all this, that the very appear* 
ance of the Perftan ambalTador at Lisbon did not a little raife 
the credit of Don Emanuel throughout all Europe. (?n the 
feventh of September the queen Efenna Maria was delivered of 
the infant Don Antoma ; but with fuch difficulty that (he fell 
into a weak and langififtiing condition, which baffled the aVt 
of her phyficians ; and the child alfo proved weak and fickly, 
and did not long furvive • 

Donna Marta queen of Portugal^ having lingered to the fe- Endea^ 
venth of Marche with an incurable impofthume in the bowels, ^oursto 
deceafed, to the great grief not only of the king, and of her firm aeon* 
family, but of the people of Portugal in general ; who admired fideraey 
her virtues, and who adored her humility ®. The king was fo againft the 
much afflified that for feme days h^' ^ave no audiences. At Turks, 
length the urgency of affaiis #e^uinngit. he leturncd to the hutewithoHt 
management of bufinefs, and found in application that eafe 2^^* 
which he had fought in vain from a retreat. Human policy 
can never (ec far, and is fometimes very (hort-fighted.^ The 
empire which had been the objeef of Don EmanueW jealoufy 
but a year before, now alarmed him by its fall. A revolution 
of this kind with refpedl to a prince, w^uld not have been 
without example ; but in regard to a nation it was very ex- 
traordinary. Selim^ empeior of the Turksy in oqe battle broke 
the power, and in a (hort time after utterly Tub verted the go- 
vernment of the Mamalukes \ and thereby added the famous 
and fertile kingdom of Egypt to the reft of his dominions. 

This aftorifhed the reft of the princes of Europe \ but it 
alarmed Don Emanuel, He faw the confequences, and re- 
monftrated to Pope Leo the tenth how much it was his duty 
to compofe all quarrels in Chriftendom, in order to confider of 
the moft eftedfual methods for reducing the power of the 
infidels. The Pope accepted his advice kindly ; and made 
ibme eftbrts in the purAiit of it \ but other kings were not fo 
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eaGIy awakened : they juft opened their eyes to look about 
them, and then funk into their lethargy. Don EmanutU who 
was in earneft, and who had actually begun to prepare both 
a fleet and an army, when he faw it could not be^ufed againft 
the Turh^ fent it under the command of Don Dtego Lopez de 
Sigueira^ to aft againft the Moors in Barbary, His defign 
was to take the city of TargOy which migjit have been very 
ufeful as a place ot arm^ in carrying on the war againft the 
king of Fez; but Don Diego differing with the governor of 
Ceuta, who was to have aflifted him, the enterprize came'to 
A. D. nothing, and Siguelra foon after returned to Portugal Things 
1517. wore^a better afpeft in the Indies, where this year they opened 
a paflage to Chira from Mdiacca, and gained fome advantages 
over the king of Bantam, in the ifle of fava ; but their prin- 
cipal fettlement of Goa had been in^ great danger, and the 
vices and follies of thoie who fucceeded him, had almoft over- 
turned the magnificent fabric raifed by the virtues of the great 
Albuquerque ^ 

Um The war in Barbary was flill carried on with little fuccefs, 

thoughts of little hopes. Expedition after expedition, in which* 

abdicating fometimes the Portuguefe were viftorious, and fometimes 
in favour they met with the worft, and thefe alternatives fometimes 
of the happened more than once in the fame campaign. Don Ema» 
prince, but having carefully enquired into the reafon of this, difco- 
wtJeJy al ^aufe of it fo piainly, that it left him no room to 

ten jts doubt that, hum£nly freaking, it could never be othcrwife. In- 
' tcftii^e divifions aniongft the Moors gave both fubjefls and 
and fuccefs to the Portuguefe ; and on the other hand, envy 
and jealoufy amongft the Portuguefe governors afforded the 
Moors in their turn opportunities to triumph. The king, after 
mature deliberation, having nothing but the glory of his 
crown, and the good of his (ubjefts at heart, inclined to ab- 
dicate the throne of Portugal in favour of his fon, referving only 
Algarve to himfelf, with the revenues of the mafterfhip of one 
of the religious orders, and from thence to pafs over into Africa 
with a complete army, concluding that his prefeiipe would put 
an end to all difputes, and that the remainder of his life could 
not be better emplc^ed than in making a thorough conqueft of 
what fome have Itilcd the African Algarve ; in confequen^e 
of which fome of the kings of Portugal have ftiled themfeivcs 
monarchs of the Algarves, in the plural* number. But while 
the king meditated this great and difinterefted defign, fome 
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chirpers pf it flew about, which were quickly attended with 
confequences that obliged him to change his fentiments. For 
many of the nobility began to worfliip the rifing fun; and 
which was Ifill worfe, laboured to give him ill impreflions of 
his father, whofe iliagnfhcence was now treated as diflipation ; 
whofe eahnefs of accefs was Ailed mean condefcenfion ; and 
whofe great atteiftion to trade was reprefented as ftooping 
much below his dignity. But above all, his complacency in 
feline inftances to the clergy, and to the people in abolilbing 
taxes that were thought too hard, were infolently and fool* 
ifhly called betraying the prerogative ^ for the king hao^very 
wifely procured all the formalities of law in fupport of thefe 
impofitions, and very prudently took them away when the peo- 
ple had recourfe to his4)rerogative for their relief. The prince 
had parts and probity, but he was very young ; and ftories of 
abfolute power are apt to tickle the ears^ of young men^* 

Don Emanuel quickly law this, and immediately refolved not 
to deliver himfelf up to diftrefs, or his fubjedts to oppreflion ; 

» but he kept this refolution as a fecret of Aate. He faw that 
to fupport himfelf upon the throne, it was become neceflary 
to ftiare it with a pnneefs equal to him in birth ; and there- 
fore he diredcd Don Alvaro deCoJla^ whom he fent to com- 
pliment Don Carlos on his arrival in Cajlile^ to negotiate for 
him a match with the infanta Donna Leonora his After, which 
was concluded with great privacy : and thcfiew queen being 
conduced into Portugal by the duke of Alba^ the king was 
married to her at Crato^ on the twenty-fourth of Novmber^ A. D. 
and went from thence to Almerin\ the plague then raging at ijiS# 
Lisbon \ There on the feaft of St. Andrey/ he was with great 
folemnity invefted with the order of the Golden Fleece S as a 
mark of his brother-in-law’s efteem ; and there certainly 
never was a marriage of this kind more convenient at the time 
it was made for the intereft otboth kingdoms, or that had bet- 
ter etfe£ts for the time it lafted. 

Aff^rs^iii the Indies not goings entirely to the king’s fa- His con* 
tlsfadio^ he refolved to fend thither Albuquerque^ fummatt 

a fleet of fixtecn fail, and as the folemnity of his marriage, 
and the fupplies fent to Barbaty^ had exhaufted his treafure, 
he impofed a tax upon corn, aftigning the neceflity he was in, 
and the inexpediency of holding an aflembly of the ftates ^ 
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while the country was infedcd as the tnotives, with which 
the better part of his fubjedls were faiisfied. But the princi* 
pal magiflrate of Evora^ a man no way confiderable for birth 
or fortune, obftinately oppoM it: not, as lie f^d, for wane 
of duty to the king, or beca(ufe he thought his reaibns il) 
founded, but to prevent the confequence of fuch a precedent.^ 
The king fent for him, tried the force of expofluiation and 
promifes : when thefe prbved inefteAua), he confined him in 
his own houfa; but after a few days he fent for him, coia* 
mended him, and abolifhed the tax^. There had been great 
difpu^^es with the crown of Cq/iile about the limits of their dif- 
coveries, which had been partly fettled by treaties, and part- 
ly by bulls from Ro/nif as we have (hewn elfewhere, and 
upon which it would be improper, as i^ell as tedious, to dwell 
here. But itotwithflanding this there had been feme years be- 
fore feveral attempts made by the fubjeefs of Cq/iile to fettle in 
the Brazils ; ot which complaint being made, it was immedi- 
ately correcfled by cardinal Ximenes ; for that great ftatefman 
held good faith to be the firft maxim in found policy At this 
time Ferdinand Magellan^ and Ruy FaUro^ quitted the fervice of 
Portugal^ and went to Don Carlos^ to whom they offered the 
dilcovery of a new paflige to the Molucea iflands, which they 
pofitively aiferted lay without the bounds granted to tionEma- 
tiuel^ and confequently within thofe afligned to the crown of 
Cq/iile* The king’s ambaffador, Alvaro de Co/ia^ bad notice 
of this, and had for a time fo much inteieft as to prevent the 
acceptance of this piopofitioii ^ but at length the promifes of 
Magellan wrought fo effeftually on the avarice of the mini- 
fters, who had an appetite to wealth beyond all things, that 
a fmall fquadron^ ^’as ordered for this fervice, on board of 
which Magellan failed fiom Seville in the beginning of Augu/l^ 
having rejedled all the offers made him by da Co/ia to return 
to Portugal^ as having the gratification of his refentment in 
view, which refentment rofe from Don Emanuel\ refufing ta 
raife his falary in the Indies nine (hillings a month. So dange- 
rous it is to quarrel for lihlc things with men of ^rdm^parts 
7'he nobility, who had declared themfelves fo early, found 
themfelves expofed to the king’s indignation, without either 
(belter or defence ; for on the one fide the Confufions in Ca/liU 
left them no place of retreat j and on the other the govdrn- 
mom, civil and military, was fo exad, that all were fteady to 
the king, who were in his fervice, becaufe they knew that 
the befi part of the emoluments they drew from thence, were 
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> not DatioA^l e(iabli(hments» but flowed purely from his boun* 
ty. In regard to the former, he was clofe and referved, be- 
caufe the faj^ries once ftated and fettled, in a certain way, be- 
came a charge upon ^he crown, and were paid out of the 
ordinary revenues ; but eafy and beneficent in refpeft to the 
other, as being diflburfed by himfelf out of certain privileges, 
which he had referved in the commerce to the Indies. He 
governed, therefore, with an authorit|| the plenitude of 
which was fo much the greater, as it was not either feen or 
felt j the king’s good fortune being fo extraordinary, that 
his own and his fubjedls affairs were continually improving ; 
and as this proceeded apparently trom the meafures of his go- 
vernment, the far greater part of thofe who lived under it 
were thoroughly, and ^ith good reafon, perfuaded that it was 
incomparably wife and juft In Africa only affairs went not 
entirely to the mind of Emanuel ; and yot, even in Africa^ 
things began to grow better than they did. The Portuguefe 
cavalry equalled the Moors in expedition, and excelled them 
•in difcipline ; and their infantry were always incomparably 
better. Their government alfo was fo much better and milder 
than the Moors^ that the more induftrious part of that nation 
willingly accepted of their proteflion ; and thofe who grow- 
ing rich under it, had out of Waiitonnefs revolted, were fo 
humbled by repeated defeats, thaf their verj chieftains, who 
had excited them to this adf of ambitjon, were conftrained 
out of regard to their own fafety to perfuade them to fufemif- 
fion, to charge themfelves with the negotiation and treaty, 
and to give hoftages out of their own fannilies for the due ob- 
fervance of it ; fo that on the whole, things had a fairer pro* 
on this fide, than they had hitherto worn from the com- 
mencement of this reign , 

By this time the harmony of the royal family was entirely Hisgene^ 
reftored ; for Don Lewis de Silveyra^ who was in great ere- 
dit with the prince, and who had been the principal agent Jf 

of the youngtnobility, in filling his head with falfe maxims, ^b^rlcsV. 
being banifhed, Doi\y uan found it expedient to conform to 
his father’s will, and being treated with great kindnefs by thfe 
new queen, and perceiving that after a fhort coldnefs his fa- 
ther was difpofed to forget what was pafled, he altered his 
condutft entirely, and inftead of afFccling the government, 
appeared defirous of learning from the king what it was to 
govern. On the eighteenth of February the queen was deli- 
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vered of a prince, whom, in honour of her brother, now bei^ 
come emperor, {he, with the king’s con fen t, caufed to be 
baptized by the name of Carlos^ but he died in the fucceed* 
ing year p. The rebellion of the commons in^ Cajlile was 
now at its height; and as Tome pet fobs of quality, and many 
of the clergy, had embarked on the fide of the people, they 
judged It expedient to fend the dean of Avila to Lisbon^ with 
an offer of the crq||fns of Cajiile and Leon to Don EmanueL 
The king gave him feveral audiences, received his propcJli- 
tions favourably, and heard all he had to fay. He then told 
him,^ that he had managed a bad caufe in the beft manner : 
that he believed it might btf in the power of his party to put 
many great cities and ftrong places into his hands, and to 
enable him to raife a nunierous army'; but he affuied him 
that this was no temptation to injure a neighbouring prince 
abfent, and his brother- in- law : that theie very propofitions 
fhewed they were rebels, and that they had taken arms, not to 
protect their own, but to overturn their fovcieign’s rights. 
However, as he apprehended they might be driven by ntcef- 
fity beyond what they originally intended, he was willing to 
interpofe his good offices, to procure for them what they had 
any title to demand ; and that if any ot their chiefs would Jay 
down their arms, and retirf into his dominions, he would 
grant them his protection fill he could procure them a pardon. 
This anfwer, though it was not very acceptable, was in ap* 
pearance well received by the malcontents Cardinal Adri^ 
an, and the lords of the king’s party, made their applications 
to Don Emanuel, who granted them ammunition, artillery, 
proviiions, and a ^corps of auxiliary troops, for fuppreffing the 
rebellion, advifing them not to leffen the king’s authority by 
any ill-judged treaty, nor to preclude his mercy by any vio- 
lent proceedings againft their fellow-fubjeiSls. This was very 
kindly taken by the emperor Charles, notwithilanding the 
king of Portugal kept his word to the malcontents, receiving 
many of them, and by his example his Ton did t^e fame, even 
Maria de Padilla, who had been the very foul of the revolt, 
but without affording them any countenance or affiftance 
Begins to On the return of the emperor Charles into Spain, Don 
hftento the Emanuel fent a miiiifter to compliment him upon his new 
elergy. dignity, and to inform him of hisdefign to build a newfor<^ 
in Africa, that he might not take umbiage at it. The 
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emperor affured him, that he entirely approved his proje£(, 
and that if it was any way inconvenient for him to carry it 
into execution, he would do it bimfelf with his leave Don 
Emanuel upon this fent a fquadron of eight fail to examine 
the rpot where it wasinTended his fort (hould be, and received 
as favourable a report as he could defire ; notwithftanding 
which fome untorefecn accidents itHprvening, there was no- 
thing more done in this affair. The truth is, the clergy about 
tifis time had gained a great afcendency over the king, and 
by drawing falfe confequences from true divinity, had per- 
plexed him extremely. They told him that the Popc'^bulls 
could only exempt him from pa^^al cenfures; but that reve- 
nues once confecrated to facred u(es could not lawfully be 
applied to any other ; •and this they aflured him was the rea- 
fon that all his attempts in Africa had hitherto proved unfuc- 
cefeful, the money levied upon the clergy living been chiefly 
employed in that fervice ; and this it was that occafioned fome 
flop in the difpofitions he intended to have made^ In the 
• mean time, Mohammed king of Fe%^ who faw a great part 
of his territories taken from him, and the power of the Chrif- 
tians daily increafing, was continually in the field, and no lefs 
aftive in his intrigues. Sometimes regaining the Moorijh 
tribes, who had revolted to tl^ Portuguefe\ and at others, 
rendering thofc fufpicious in th^eyes of their new friends,, 
whom he could not debauch This ve^ year there hap- 
pened feveral inftances of this fort ; but upon the whole^there 
was nothing done of any great importance to either party, 
fince the Moors were not able to recover any of their fortrefles 
out of the hands of the Chriftians : and onrfhe other hand, the 
Portuguefe had much ado to maintain the ground they had gain- 
ed, and to recover feveral little Mcorijh clans who had revolted 
from them in the fpring. But the greateft mifcfiief they met 
with, was the death of fehabentafuf the moft able and the 
moft faithful Moor^ who had embraced their intereft. The 
king of Fe%i notwithflanding their long acquaintance and 
friendfhip, had found means to create a iealoufy of him in 
Don Nugno de Mafearenhas ; which the Moor no fooner per- 
ceived than he acquainted Don Emanuel with it, and defired 
that the flridleft enquiry might be made into his conduct ; 
but the king, who was grown extremely cautious fince the 
affair of Albuquerque^ tranfmitted his letter to Mafearenhas^ 
and ordered him not to give fo worthy a man any offence. 
As this juftified the governor in trufting him, he made no 
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fcruple of doing it. and Jehahentafuf^ cither by force or perTua* 
fion, brought back all but one tribe of the revolted Mmts. 
At len«;th a conference was ‘demanded by their chiefs; to 
which he u'eru with three of his officers, and was by them 
moft perhdioufly murthered as he fat *at table, to the great 
forrow and ii reparable mi'-fortune of the 
Hispn^e^ The king flatteied hnpfelf this year with having found out 
ef penetra- the means of gaming fome clegiee of certainty, in refpe£l to 
mg thro* the only part of his oriental difcoveiies, which even till thTi 
Congo time was not thoroughly underftood. I'here was gne captain 
who being fliipwrecked in the Arabian gulph, fell 
ti lopia. hands of the natives^ and having fuffered a long and 

fevere impnionment, acquired their language in fuch a degree 
of perfection, that by concealing his country, and pretending 
great zeal for the Mohammedan leligion, he pafied through 
Arabia into Perfta^ and lo to Ormus^ where reluming the ha- 
bit and the manners of a Chnftian, he was fent home with 
great recommendations of his knowledge, capacity , and inte- 
grity. With this gentleman the king had many converfa- 
tions, and having learned from him many particulars relating 
to Ethiopia and Egypt^ which he never knew before, he con- 
ceived that he was a very fit perfon to execute a fcheme that 
had long occupied his mind, gf difcovering a pafiage by land 
from the kingdom of Congo mto the empire of AbyA^nia. His 
predccefTor, king *fohn arrived at a certainty with refpefl to 
a paflage to the Indies^'' hy empl(»ying men of learning to tra- 
vel, as well as men of courage to difeover by fea ; and Don 
Emanuel had formed to himfelf great hopes of the advantages 
that might be derived by opening a correfpondence between 
two Chriftian potentates, with whom he was in alliance, and 
who had ports on both fides of Africa. What the nature of 
his fyflcm was is very uncertain, to what height it might 
have been earned we are likewife ignorant ; but the learned 
bifliop of Stives h:is very truly obferved, that it was very judi- 
cious, and manifefied his perfe6l (kill in the art ^)f making, 
managing, and completing dilcoveries. According to bis 
fcheme, whatever it was, captain was dilpatched to 

Coftgo^ where he fafely arrived, and prefenied letters from 
Don Emanuel to the king of that country, defiring he would 
give him proper inftru<^‘ons and the neceflary pafi'ports for 
his journey into Ethiopia. The monarch of Congo received 
him kindly, and treated him rcfpc61 fully ; but Poriuguiftt 
in his court, and about his perfon, conceiving that ^^drai 
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might a<!^uire great riches by eftabliihing fuch a»«i>f 7 eQDQll> 
deuce, became envious of him to fuch a degree, that they in- 
£nuated to the king thefe letters were either forged or ob- 
tained from Don Emanuel by furprize, and that he ought to 
do nothing in an affatir of fo great confequence, without ob- 
taining from that prince fome more particular and authentic 
explanation of his intention. Captain ^aclras^ after wait- 
ing fome, was obliged to return Lisbon^ where figding the 
^king dead and his hopes blafted, it made fuch an impreffion 
on his mind, that he (hut himfelf up in a convent, where he 
fpent the icmainder of his days in pious meditations 

As the fame of Don Ema,*fuers greatnefs,- magnificence, Marriapt 
and other royal virtues was difFufed throughout Europe^ he had of the tn^ 
always many ambafladors at his court; and among ft thefe 
^there was one from '^uke of Savoy ^ a prince, who, Beatrix# 

the war in Italy ^ had rendered himfclf moie confl- to Charles 
ed and more refpedled, than could hav6 been well imagined tf 
1 the fize of his dominions, 'i^^e true bufinefs of this am- 
was to negociate a marriage for his mafter, with the 
Donna Beatrix^ the king’s fecond daughter. Don 
Yel liftened at firft to the propofition ; but he drew the 
|ition into fome length, fent minifters of his own into 
and at length, in tho fpring of this year, confented 
to the duke’s defire, and conclwded a marriage. His circum- 
fpedtion in this affair was not fo much she efFeft of policy, 
as of paternal afteilion. He wasdefirons his daughter fliould 
be as happy in her own dominions as in his ; he ordered his mi- 
nifters, therefore, to ftudy the temper of the duke ; to give him 
an exa£l account of the difpofition of his court, of his family, 
and manner of living ; and having lecei^'ed fatisfaftion in ihcfe 
points, he gave the infanta one hundred and fifty thoufand 
crowns, and a great many fine jewels. While every thing 
was preparing for this wedding, the queen was delivered at 
Lisbon^ on rlie eighteenth of June^ of the infanta Donna 
Maria y. As the king was natuially magnificent, fo he never 
fhewajllf more than in the fquadron appointed to carry the 
to her hufband’s dominions. It confifted of eighteen 
0niof the largeft (hips that had been feen in Portugal. She 
was attended by many of the nobility of the hrih quality; 
and Martin Da Cojla^ archbifhop of Lisbon^ accompanied her 
in a new fhip, built and equipped at his own expence, and 
which was not at ail inferior to any jn the fleet. She failed 
from the river of Lisbon on the ninth of Augujl *, and arrived 
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towards the end of September in the port df Vtlla-Ffemca^ ii> 
the county of Nice^ where fhe was received by the duke and 
his courts In their return, the fleet touched at Ceuta^ where 
the archbifhop of Liibon breathed his laft. About* this time 
the Venetians fent a folemn ambafly to DAi Emanuel^ to defire 
of him feveral favours ; but the principal defign of it was 
to make a contract for all the fpices that came from the Eajl^ 
Indies^ that they might manage that trade thioughout all Eu- 
ropey as they had formerly done. 7'he king receWed thefc* 
mmifters very politely, treated them kindly, and granted them 
all theii other requeus ; but declined entering into the con- 
tra 6 t for fpices, as conceiving i| unreafonable that they (hould 
reap the profit of the rifks and dangers to which his fubje 6 ls 
were expofed **. 4 

Dreadful SoME military expeditions there were this year in Barbary ^ 
famine in great confequcnce ; which was chiefly owing to a 

fiarbary. grievous famine, occafioned by a great drought in the fpring. 

This oppreffed the Moors tUfuch a degree, that they pretended 
to be generally inclined to embrace the Chriftian religion, 
and offered to become flaves to thofe who would inffrudl 
them. Don Emanuel's piety was fo great, that he would 
willingly have accepted this propofition, and have contributed 
all in his power towards their ful^iftance ; but his fubjedts ab- 
folutely refufed to receive them, from an apprehenfion that it 
was rather bread thftn inftrudlion they fought ; and that it 
might be extremely darfgcrous to admit fuch numbers, as 
upon thd lead encouragement would have taken this method 
to prevent ftar\ ing. Befides, the harveft had been but very 
indifferent in Portugal^ and they were afraid of heightening 
that fcarcity they already felt, into the fame evil from which 
thefe poor wretches fought to be delivered. However, from 
his own tenderntfs of heart, the king gave them great fup- 
plies, and neglcdled nothing that might make their conver- 
fion numerous and fincere'. Their corfairs being at this 
jundlure very* troublefome, and there being a ftrogg fufpi- 
cion that the (hips of other nations dealt in the fame trade 
of piracy, and fold their prizes to the Moorsy the king caufed 
aflrong fquadron to be fitted out, w'hich he fent to cruife in 
the ftreight of Gibraliary and upon the coaft of Afyuay with 
flridi orders to take the veffeN of all nations by whom any 
priz^‘'» Had been made from his fubjedls ; which had fo good 
an effect, that in the fpace of a few months thofe feas were 
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entirely clear. He alfo gave inftrudlions for viAting and re^ 
pairing the fortiAcations of all the places he poflefTed in that 
country, paid the arrears due to the garrifbns, and caufed the 
magazin^ to be filled, that they might be in a better condi* 
cion to refift the efFl9tts of their enemies, and to prqted fuch 
of the Moors as continued to acknowledge him for their fove- 
reign. It may be he had alfo greater deligns in his intention, 
which were prevented from diiclofing themfclves by his ifti- 
• expefted death 

The temper, regularity, and excellent conftitution of Don 
£manuely feemed to promife a floiid old age ; the rather be- 
caufe as yet he was unattacke^ by infiimicies, and fo conftant 
and exa^ in his diet and excrcifc, that his fubjefls Aattered 
themfelves he had ilill many years to reign. However, in 
the beginning of the winter an epidemic fever prevailed in 
Lisbon^ which either through the conftitution of the air, or 
the unskilful management of the phyficiafis, commonly termi* 
nated in a lethargy, which proved mortal. The king was 
feized with this fever in the beginning of September^ and died 
of it u|X)n the thirteenth. He was affifted in his laft moments 
by fome of the moft eminent pc^rlons amongft the clergy, and 
died with all poftible maiks ol piety and firmnefs^ Such was 
the end of Don Emanuel^ fifty-third year of his life, and 
in the twenty-feventh of his ceign ^ He ciircdled that his 
corpfe fhould be intericd in the loyal mtnaftery of Bethlehem^ 
which he intended fhould become the burying-places of the 
princes of his line ^ He was univerfally Idmented by his fub- 
jefts, and with great rcafon. He completed what his prede- 
ceflbrs had begun: reduced the government of Portugal into 
a regular fyftem, which moved uniformly, and without inter- 
ruption, as the great wheel of the finances turned fteadily, 
and without interruption. He kept war anddilcord at a dif- 
tance : he communicated by his own example a placid and 
chearful difpofuion to his fubjedts 5 and might juftly boaft, 
that hejiad baniflied pgveity and forrow out of his domini- 
ons. But what contributed above all to endear him to all 
ranks and ages was the indefatigable pains he took to procure 
them eafe and fatisfadlion, and the fincere joy he exprefled 
in contemplating the lucccfs with which his endeavours were 
attended. In a word, from his acceftion to his demife he was 
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idwayS) and in all inftances, the parent of his people ; juft» 
without feverity ; affable, without affe^ation ; compailionatet 
without weaknefs •, and pious, without any tincSlure of bypov 
crify (D). • 


(D) Don Emanuel was in 
point of ftature rather above the 
ordinary fize, but fomewliat 
lean ; his forehead high ; his 
hair of a dark brown ; his eyes 
blue, and remarkably foft and 
pleafant.r His arms, like thofe 
of the Perjian emperor Dartust 
fo long that when he flood up- 
right his fingers reached below 
his knees. He perfoimed all 
his cxcrcifes gracefully, and 
with much agility. Htfwas very 
knowing in agronomy, geogra- 
phy, and navigation ; and tho* 
he feemed to fpend a great deal 
of time in diverfion, yet while 
he appeared to be only occupied 
about thefe, he did a great deal 
of bofinefs. It was a maxim of 
his, that to hear truth and to « 
obtain the befl advice, othe furefl 
way was to ask and to receive 
anfwers on the Hidden. He did 
not afie£l to be thought a great 
politician, and perhaps this 
/hewed that he was fo The 
troubles that his predecefibrs 
met with, came either from 
Rome or from Cattle, He met 
with no vexation fronf either 
quartefr. The prefents he re- 
ceived from Indta^ when they 
had been fufficiently Oared at in 
Liibon^ he fent to Rome^ accom- 

S anied with morefolid prefents. 

lethods by which he obtained 
bulls for reforming and taxing 
his clergy, very little to their 
fatis&^ipn, but which, how- 
ever kept them humble and 
quiet. In regard to Cafide^ he 
wa.s always courted by its fove- 
reigns, and yet put no great 


confidence in their friendihip, 
which, h^ever, he retained 
during his whole reign, partly 
fjom the ties of alliance, and ^ 
partly from the refpc6l due to 
his great power. In point of 
juftice, he was not either remifs 
por inexorable. He was told one 
night, when he was on the 
point of going to bed, that a 
lady prelTed carneftly for audi- 
ence ; upon which he drefled 
himfcif, and ordered her to be 
admitted. If my husband, 
fir, faid fhe at her firfl en- 
trance into the room, had 
caught me in the a6l of adul- 
tery with any man, would 
you not have pardoned him 
if he had killed me r « I 
certainly fhould, madam, re- 
turned the king/* Then 
I, replied the lady, claim the 
fame indulgence I found 
my husband at his country- 
houfe in the arms of my 
flave, and in the heat of my 
refentment I difpatched them 
both with the fingle ftroke 
of a dagger.** “ So far as 
in me lies, added the king, 
your offence lhall be remft- 
ted.’* He kept his ^ord, and 
fent her a pardon the next day. 
There was no court in Europe 
more gallant or moie polite than 
his, without being at all difIb- 
lute, for in this he was extreme- 
ly corre^, laying it down as a 
rule of great confequence, that 
where women were confpicuous 
for their virtue, men would be 
always diiUnguifhcd by a true 
fpirit of honout.

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He wu j^ftlv ftiled tbi Fortunati ; but his good fortune His chs* 
the effeSls of ine divine btefling on his great wifdcnn» and the rsiatr. 
good ends to which it was dire£ted« He promoted and em* 
ployed tlte worthieft men his country produced : the intrepe* 
dity of Fa/c9 de Goma^ the fteady courage of Duarto PachecQ^ 
the noble fpirit of Frandfco Almeyda^ the vaft abilities of the 
incomparable Atbuqnerque^ were all called forth to action by 
his difcernment. He faw the difcftvery, and he faw the ehn- 
•pirc of' the Indies carried to the grcatcft height : he reaped 
the fruits of that fpirit of commerce and navigation the ex- 
pedtation of which only had been the delight of his ^cdcccf- 
ibr. He did much, though did not all he propofed in 
Africa, He made that country a nurfcry for officers and foU 
diers : he broke thc^pirit of the Moors^ by infiidling on them 
the miferies that Portugal and Spain had felt from them in 
former ages. He railed the naval power of his kingdom not 
only beyond what it was, and beyond efpedlation ; but even 
to a degree that, till it was vifible, had been held impoffible. 

He was fcfpedted, and formidable. to his neighbours, without 
injuring them. His friendflhip was courted as an honour, and 
not from a principle of fear. His magnificence carried utility 
with it; and the iplendor of his buildings and eftablifhments 
every kind, bore at once the r»»aiks of his magnanimity and 
generofity. Amongft thefe tv^qfe reckoned thirteen monafte- 
ries in Portugal^ befidcb thofe in Afia^ Africa^ and America, 

Eight great churches, the horpitai- of Lisbon^ five palaces, 
upwards of twenty fortrefles, exclufive of lefler caftles, and 
fevcral biidges, moles, fountains, and other public works 
were begun and finifheJ by him. He dedicated the hundredth 
penny of all his revenues to pious ufes*: he gave proper ap- 
pointments to one hundred knights who ferved in ; 

and he made this fervice tlie road to preferment. He created 
a king at arms; and as he had reduced the laws, fo be likewife 
brought the fyftem ol nobility into perfeif order. He caufed 
Edward ^alvam and Rodcric de Pina to reduce the ancient 
chronicles into fome tolerable method. He loved, and en- 
couraged the fcieiices chiefly by fhewing a Angular refpedJ: 
for thofe who excelled in them. He was a great reformer 
of his clergy ; not by intruding into ecclefiaflical aflairs, or 
making ftrift regulations, but by paying a juft deference to 
learning and merit, and raifing none who were defeftive in 
either. He brought this fo far, that the great officers of 
ftate, and the great prelates were equally the ornaments 
of his court ; and he would often fay, that the profperity of 
a ftate depended on paying an equal regard to nobility of 
bloody and nobility of mind. As an inftance of this he wore 
^ mourning 
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qiourning for the great officers who died iti his ]^ice» land 
kept his chamber three days upon the death of the beft pilot 
in his dominions. One of his courtiers told him that would not 
recal him. It is true, faid Emanuel^ and it is becatfe I know 
his lofs is irrepaiable that I mourn.*’ € He had faults^ but 
they were not confiderablc cither in their nature, or in their 
number ; and which is more, they were the* excefl'es of his 
virtue. His own candour* made him think all men candid ; 
by this he was fometimes deceived, but he quickly perceived 
it, owned it, bewailed it, and attoned for it. He had a 
familiarity which fome of his courtiers thought incompatible 
with hia rank. As for inftance, he was pleafed in hearing 
the children examined at church, and frequently asked them 
queftions himfelf. It may be he had more religion and lefs 
pride, than tbofe who cenfured him. He loved mufic and 
dancing, and would often pafs the whole night at a ball ; but 
it was privately, and» in his own family. He had fet hours 
for bufinefs, which he never negledled j but this was for bu- 
finefs that could be done at thofe hours : when any thing 
happened unexpefledly, he difpatched it where-ever he was, 
or however engaged. He loved rural fports, and manly ex- 
ercifes, and he (pent much time in them ; but it was not 
thrown away. He would fometimes fay to one miniller, 
fometimes to another, “ Come, we are alone, have you any 
“ thing to fay.*’ ^When they came in from hunting, or 
from tennis, when he found proper perfons about him, he 
would tell them, “ Now we are fatigued with play, let us 
divert curfelves a little with bufinefs.” Thefc appeared 
great things to fome, and trifles to others. The reader will 
chink of them as he phafes 

-SECT. VI. 

The Reigns of John III. Sebaftian, and Henry. 

A T the time of his father’s demife John prince of Portu^ 
gal was in the twentieth year of his age. By the advice 
of his council he retarded his proclamation to the fixth day 
after his father s death ; whereas till that time it had been 
aiwayron the third. But wtien it was performed, it was with 
very great magnificence ; almoft all the nobility and prelates 
of the kingdom affifting, and all the king’s brethren being

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prefent. '!l^e cardinal Jlmfo adminiftered the oath to the 
king, and the infant Don LewU^ duke de Beja^ was the firft 
nobleman who did homage*. He recalled immediately Don 
Lewis Silveyra, whom his father had banifhed, and received 
him again into his favour, but in conjundfion with Don An^ 
tonio de Aiaida^ who^as a man of a very different charadter* 
Don Lewis had wit, learning, and fpirit ; was a very accom- 
plifhed nobleman, and in all rejpeiSls an ornament to the 
court. Don Antonio^ with all the good breeding of a cour* 
Tier, and with the abilities of a great ftatefman, had clean 
hands, and an upright heart. They fliared the confidence of 
the king for a time ; but as he grew older he beflowed it 
entirely on Don Antomo Oise of his firft afls of govern- 
ment was to fend Don Juan Stlveyra to the court of France^ 
to expoftulate roundly about the depredations committed by 
fome (hips that bore the French flag, and the attempts made to 
interfere with hii colonies and conquefts Jby others. He fent 
likewife an ambaflador to compliment cardinal Adrian upon 
his advancement to the papacy, to offer him a fquadron to 
carry him to Italy^ and to defirc a difpenfation for his brother 
Don Lewis to hold the priory of Crato^ which he had be- 
ftowed upon him. But the ambaflador came too late, for the 
Pope was already gone There had been in his father’s life- 
time a treaty of m irriage be^v cen the infant Don Ferdinand 
^niDoixn^fMatta CouUnho^ wlftch had been delayed on ac- 
count of her youth, and which her fither, the count de 
Marialva^ defired might be now celebrated. But the mar- 
quis de Las Torres^ fon to Don George ^ duke of toimhra^ 
interpofed, and affirmed, chat there was a contradi between 
him and the young lady. This flic fol^nly denied, and the 
king thereupon committed the marquis, and confented to 
his brothel’s marriage: upon which Don George retired from 
court in difeontent**. As the council were ^inanimoufly of 
opinion, that the king ought to think of a fit marriage, the 
^duke of Braganfa propofed that he ftiould efpoufe his mother- 
in-law, ^ov\s\?L Leonoi who was immenfely rich, and to 
whom his father had left a Iars;e jointure ; and as ftrange as this 
propofition might (eem, it was fupported by a ftrong party.

King John upon this fent Don Pedro de 
Correa and doctor Juan de Faria^ his amballadors to the em- 
peror, to treat of a marriage with his fifler the princcA Ka- 
therine; which thefb minifters not only concluded, butalfoby 
the loan of a confiderable fum of money for the Italian expe- 
dition, obtained a convention by which all points in difpute 
in regard to the Moluccas^ were to be fufpended till this money 
fhould be repaid ; and thus this troublefome affair was laid 
afleep. As to the marriage, it was agreed, that the emperor

About this time arrived an ambafl.idor from Ethiopia^ (jfrtt by 
the emperor Davids who gover|icd that country, now ftilcd 
by the Poitugueje the Grand Negus^ and who had formerly 
made fuch a node in.ihe world by the title of Pt^ir John* 

This ambaffador, who did not make any great figure, proceed- 
ed afterwards to Romey in order to pay his mafter*^ homage to 
the Pope, or at leaft it was fo given out K this jun£fure the 
affairs in the Indies were in a very flourifhing condition, and 
the vaft treafures they brought into the kingdom occaftoned a 
great refort of Grangers. This, with fome infolent adions of 
the Jews<i cither really committed, or boldly invented, and 
confidently maintained, gave the clergy an oppbitunity of 
preffing the king to introduc| the inquifition , which tt 
length they obtained ; and it happened luckily for them, that 
foon after the holy office was eftablifhed ag^eat famine ceafed, 
which the pncfts perfuaded the people*was the peculiar blef- 
fing of Heaven on this pious aftion. It was not long,® how- 
ever, before the bulk of the nation faw what a bicffing this 
was, but their penetration came a little tpo late ; for by this 
time the authority of that inexorable tribunal was rifen to fuch 
a height, that it was equally uniaie and ineffediual to aim at 
difclofing the mifenes and inconveniencies that had attended 
it. Some indeed place this event ten years later, and found 
their calculation upon the bull granted by Pope Paul the third, 
for eftablifjjing the holy office at Evota ; which very poflibly 
might be, and yet the tribufial might have been brought in by 
the king and clergy before, who now applied to the holy fee 
toflill the murmurs that were railed againfl it, by this authen- 
tic aflof approbation (B).

But whenever 
the cherifs quarrelled with each other, one party was fure to 
have recourfe to xht Portuguefe^ who, by fending them a fmall 
fupply, preferved quiet to thcmfelves, and Ifad the fatisfa::- 
tion of feeing their enemies employed in deftroying each other. 
Yet in the end even this had bad confequences, for on one 
hand it kept up a martial fpirit amongft the Moors^ and on 
the other it made them acquainted with the Poriuguefe difci- 
pline ; fo that after every (hort interval of lepofe, they not 
only found them as much enemies as before, but likewife 
more formidable through condant exercife, and thefe acciden- 
tal improvements." 

Melancholy WHATEVER pleafurc king John might take in the profpeCl: 
intents in of foreign affairs, it was much qualified by difagrceable events 
Portugal, at home. Don Philip ^ who was the heir apparent of his do- 
A. D. minions, died at fix years of age at Lisbon^ and his mind was 
1539. fcarcc compofed, before the emprefs Ifabella^ his fifter, finifh- 
ed her days at Toledo p. The next year was big with more 
black events, fince death bereaved him of his fon Don Aionio^ 
and of his brothers Don Alonfo and Don Duarte^ which re- 
newed his grief for the infant Don Ferdinand^ and his two 
fons, who died fome years before Thefe difafters rendered 
him not a little melancholy, and this was heightened by an aCt 
of treachery, of which the king was fo much the more fenfi- 
ble, as flowing froni a perfon whom he could never have fuf- 
peCled. This was Don Michael de Silva^ bifliop of Vifeoy 
brother to the count of Portalegroj and fecretaiy of his cabi- 
net, who having privately negotiated at Rome for a cardinal’s 
hat, on condition of revealing his mailer’s fecrets, ftole from 
him fome papers of great importance, and then privately 
withdrew to Rome ; where, for this infamous aflion, he was 
received with the greateft joy, and, according to the Pope’s 
promife, admitted into the college. The king, as it might be 
well expelled, refented this highly, caufed him to be out- 
lawed as a traitor, deprived him of his honours and bene- 
fices, and forbid all his fubjeds to hold any coriefpondence^ 
'with him on pain of his highell difpleafure ; which fell upon 
his brother Don George^ count Portalegroj who ventured to 
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Vfi;(|eJ2iaia lettfr^ for which be was fent prlfoxtei^o tbe tosw 
of Bellemy where he remained till the infanta Donna 
prevailed on the king to releafe him^ and even then he was 
banilhed {jp : where, by his gallant bei^viour againft 
xhtMoors^ be at length effaced the memory of this milbarriage, 
and recovered his fovereigif’s favour, who, in the courfe ot his 
reign, had never ^proceeded with the like feverity againft any 
of the nobility ' ; but, however, it bad a good e£Fe<ft.

and rewarded them amply. In Africa ke contented htmfelf 
with keeping on the defenfive, in which, though his fubjeds 
did wonders, yet thcii force gradually declii^d, and he faw 
himfelf at length under a nccefTity of conftrufling at a great 
expence a new citadel at Alcazar y to which he was defirous 
the emperor (hould contribute, as that fortrefs was like to be 
of more tonfequence to Andalufta than even Portugaly or 
Algarve. When the Portuguefe miniftcr ftated this to the 
emperor, he very readily admitted the matter of fa£I, and as

revived this order, he was the more obliged.

Don George^ the fon of 
king Joh'i the fccond, after having lived upon bad terms with 
the court from the beginiungj of this reign, returned thither 
now of his ov.m act;.ord, and though feventy years of age, fell 
violently in love with Donna jMaria Manuel^ one of the queen’s 
maida ef honour, whom he would havcm.-rried, if, atthere- 
ejueft of bis fon, theking had not interpofed, and prevented it: 
upon which he onco more withdrew fiom the courtnn difeon- 
tent \ The king fif.ding that wealth and indolence had ren- 
dered the kingdom in fome meafure defencelefs, very wifely 
eftab'iflied a m litia, appointing that every man of fuch anef- 
tare fhould k^cp, or at leaft be ready to find a foot foldicr 
with the ufiial weapons, whenever he was called upon : that he 
who had double that eftaie fhould provide a mutqueteer ; and 
he who had thrice that income a trooper. By anoAer law he 
refirained the breeding of mules, that he might be the better 
able to remount his cavalry, and prevent that fine breed of 
hoifes forwhich his dominions had been famous, from being loft 
or injured. He gave rewaids for hunting wolves, as well for the 
fake^f deftroying thofe ravenous creatures, as to revive an atSlive

The king bad hitherto had an eye to all bufinefs him- 
felf, and hcd (hewn great fagacity in the choice of minif- 
ters, but 9s he coulcWiot d^ every thing at once, there want- 
ed not fome complaints that affairs were not difpatchcd, which* 
put the king upon imitating the pra<3ice in Cajlile^ leaving 
moft of the aft'airsof government totouncil, and dividing that 
QDuncil into boards, or committees, for different purpofes. 

To which an able and honeft Portuguefe hiftorian attributes 
the declenfion of the kingdom ; for irrefolution, feuds, and 
perhaps corruption, crept into theie boards ; and if^affairs 
went flowly before, they nov^ either went not at all, or 
went fo faft that juftije could not keep pace with them. The 
king perceived it too ioon for himfelf, and too late for his fub-

master, but his good fenfe fhould have engagedihim to enquire, 
and his intereit inclined him to liftcn to thofe who did. The 
Syinijh and Pojtnguep coafts were at this time miferably infeft- 
cJ by pirates imdei lurkijh and Ftemb colours : to remedy 
which king John determined to fit out guard-fhips ; but con- 
lidering with himfelf that thefe might prove little better, if 
not under due regulations, he concerted meakires with the em- 
peror, who alfo fitted out others, and the inftru6fions of their 
officers being reciprocally exchanged, it was impoftible for them 
to find their account in any thing but doing their duty. The 
prince Don Juan being now near man's eftate, it was thought

In Barhary the Moors gained giound ; for the king 
Itian. apprehending the projefts of his predecelTors impraflicable, 
began to bound hi.<> own to the prefervation of the fortreffes 
upon the coaft, which, though not pleafing to the generality 
of his fubje£ls, was perhaps a« meafure neccilary to his af- 
fairs, fince the expfnce of men and of money was too great 
. ^ to be borne by the king 4 om of Portugal^ even in its moft flou- 
' rilhing ^^ace. The joy exprefled on the prince’s marriage 
had been heightened by his con fort’s pregnancy; but it was 
quickly turned into mourning. He became fo uxorious that 
it was vifibly detrimental to his health, upon which, under 
pretence of tendernefs for that of his confort, fhe was removed 
into the qucen’jS apartment. The remedy was applied too 
late, the flow fever, which had feized the prince, augmented 
in fuch a manner as to carry him ofF on the fecond of Janua- 
ry^ in the feventcenth year of his age He was a prince re- 
markably handfome in his perfon, of fprightly pafes, which 
made him uncafy under the tuition of Don Pedro Mafcaren-- 
has^ one of the worthiefl and wifefl men of that age ; who, 
to gratify the prince, was made viceroy of the Indies^ and 
forced to go thither againft his will. Donjuan^ if he had 
reoi^ined under his care, might probably have lived to af- 
ceiid the throne. To conceal the knowledge of bis death 
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from the princefs, the king vifited her out of meumiiig. She 
was delivered on the feaft of St. Sthqftian of a fon, to whom 
that name was given, in hoipur of the faint ^ After fl|e 
recovered Jier he^th, fhe appeared inconfolable for the death 
of the prince ; notigithftanding which, (he quitted Portugal 
in the month of ApriU in order to aflfume the regency of 
Spain s and the fare of the infant Don Carlos^ upon tl^e de« 
parture of his father, prince Philips who was on the poiqt of 
filing to Plandersy to facilitate the negociation of his marri- 
age with queen Ma}y, Don Pedro d'Acunha^ having a fqua- . ^ 

dron of five (hips and four gallics on the coaft of Algarve^ icca* 

received intelligence that Hamet Arraez^ a famous Mthammi^ 
dan corfair, was in the bay oPTavira with four gallies, upon 
which he failed thither immediately to attack him ; but the 
wind failing, his fiiips were of no ufe : however, he very 

S allantly fell upon the enemy, notwithftanding they were 
oubic his number. The two admirals •engaged with great 
fury ; at firft the Portuguefe had the word, but the Turk board- 
ing them, was taken ; the other gallies funk one of the infi- 
dels and took two, upon which the red fled. Don^P^^r^ 
returned vidlorious to Lisbon ; and by the exchange of the 
corfair, preferved the life of captain Peter Paul, a Mohamme- 
convert, whom ihtTurks otherwife dedined to the

The king exerted himfelf with grea( fpirit in the fettle- King Joht 
ment of Brazil, which he brought anto a very good date ; dies of an 
caufed feveral drong towns to be eredled there, and,took all apoptesy. 
poflible methods to encourage the convcrfion of the natives to 
chrifiianity. In this, it is faid, they met with great difficulty ; 
and the wi iters of thole times defcrib^ the Brazilians as the 
mod obdinatc, barbarous, and bloody of ail the natives then 
difcoveied in America ; notwithdanding whiuh, it is very cer- 
tain that the Portuguefe were forced to be at great pains to 
prevent other from fettling amongd or trading with 

them, whence it may be fufpefted that thofe accounts were 
at lead /little exaggerated. The grief of the kingdom for 
the lofs of the prince was renewed by the death of the in- 
fant Don Lewis, duke of Beja, on the twenty- feventh of No- 
vember* He was commonly diled the delight of Portugal \ 
and a very impartial hidorian aflfures us, that for piety, learn- 
ing, fagacity, courage, and generofity, he was not exceeded 
by any prince of his time ^ The difputes amond the nobi- 
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Htyij about precedency, were frequently attended with very 
untoward confequences, which obliged the king to take a re- 
folution of fettling them once for all, which he did by eila- 
bllfliod rules, that have fubfifted ever fince, and {lave in a 
great meafure prevented the revival fucji altercations. He 
reftore the luftre of the univerfity of Colmbt'a, and brought 
feveral profeflbrs thither from Paris. He had other great de- 
figns in his head, particularly with regard to reformation, 
which he had pufhed very far with refpedt to religious perfons 
of both fexes ; but upon a clofe infpeftion into allairs, he 
found his fubjefls in general to have been fo much- injured 
by his leaving their concerns to the ipfpeftion of his council, 
that it aftefted him to a very great degree ; fo that he was 
ffized with a kind of apoplexy, from which he recovered on- 
ly fo long as to make the iiecefTary preparations for a chriftian 
death, to which, with great calmncfs and refignation, he 
A. D. fubmitted the fixth, ora others the eleventh, 

fifty-fifth year of his age, and the vhirty-fifih of his 
reign, to the great regret, and to the irretiievable mi'^fortune 
of his ptO[)le. Hiscoi ps was inttircdvith prodigious pomp 
in the royal monaftcry of to which he had been a gicat 

benefactor, and dunfuPy accompliftcd all his father left 
undone (C).

This 
was at firft magnified as a high proof of the queen’s wifdom 
and cap*acity ; but by degrees t|ie natural averfion of the For* 
iugueje to be governed by a woman, and perhaps alfo by a 
Caftiltan^ appeared fo vifibly, that of ber own accord (he 
quitted the adminiftration, and retired into a convent, de- 
volving the power and title of regent upon the cardinal in- 
fant Don Henry ^ whb it was thought did not diflike the queen’s 
refolution He prefently appointed Don jflexius deMenefes 
the king’s governor, and Gonzales dc Camera y and two other 
priefts for his preceptors, being content to apply himfelf 
wholly to affairs of ftate : in which, though he was very pro^ 
found, yet he had an invincible love for peace, and a noble 
fpirit of equity and juftice. By this means the nation in ge- 
neral, and the city of Lisbon ir j^articular, increafed in wealth, 
and the people became every day more and more pleafed with 
the lenity of his adminiftration.

What fcems to be moft cenam is, that while a child he ha4 
a very quick capacity, and a very unufual eagernefs for leara« 
ing, which certainly might have been improved fo as to render 
him a greal and a good prince ; but thofe who had the care 
ot him ruined the aepacity they (hould have cultivated, and 
by the violence of their practices in his tender years pro- 
duced thofe inconfiftencies in his charafler that were after^ 
wards afcribed to natural imbecilii^r It will be xieceiTary, 
however, to explain this more clearly. His governor in- 
fufed into him an opinion that the dittinguifliing quality of 
a king was courage, and courage he reprefented to him as a 
contempt of danger however great, which was to be Always 
furmounted, and never avoided.® His preceptors on the other 
hand taught him to (jlacc all religion in the abhorrence of 
infidels j fo that fiom the time he approachcd*man’s eftate he 
was in a continual fever, burning on the one hand with a ve- 
hement defire of difplaying his want of feftr, and as earneftly 
dclirous to give the world marks of his implacable hatred to 
, MohammidiJjn^ which he took to be zeal for Chriftianity, 

During the time of his minority the cardinal governed him ^ p 
by the affiftance of thofe who were about him, and who for ^ 
this reafon were fufFered to go tacir own way; but by that ^ 
time he had governed the kingdom three years, in his own 
name, they exerted their powef <,ver him for their own advan- 
tage, and not only deprived the cardinal of this confidence, but 
had the boldnefs alio to propofe to him rtfigniiig his archbi- 
fliopric. • 

I EW kingdoms have been more expofed to a fpirit of m- ffts

However, a famous French hiftorian delates the matter other- 
wife, and much to the honour of Don Sehaftian ; but the faft 
is fo clear! jf on the fide of the Portuguese and Spani/h hiAori- 
ans, that it woTiTfl iJPunjuft to fufpedt their veracity ; more 
cfpecially as he foon after made an expedition into Africa 
haftily, and in a manner by fuVprize He firft fent over A. D. 
"Don Antonio y prior of OatOy with fome hundreds of foldiers, 1574. 
cJtried his p’incipal courtiers over with him from a hunting 
match, and without equipages ; then fent for the duke of 
Aveyroy with fuch troops and volunteers as he could coUc£) at 
fuch fliort notice ; and, when Ijp bad them, he fpent his time 
in hunting, and flight excurfions, without doing any thing of 
confequence, unlels Cicpol’tig his peifon upop all occafions 
could be fo counted ; and at length returned to Portugal in the 
month of November y in fuch tempefl^uous weather that his fub- 
jedfs give him up for loft, when they were agreeably furprifed 
by his uncxpedled ariival in the river Lisbon \ which they 
celebrated with a degree of affedfion which muft have given 
him great fatisfad^ion. 

It might have been reafonablv imagined, that this difap- Declares in 
pointment would have opened the king’s eyes, and have (hewn fa^vou* of 
him the impoflibility of invadiijg Afsica with fuccefs. It was, Muley 
however, fo far from having ai^ fuch confequence, that it Hamet 
ferved only to exafpeiate his martial humouf ; io that from the agamft 
very time he came back he meditated nothing elfe ; and thofe Muley 
who had a mind to make their court to him, could n 3 t doit Moloch, 
any other way than by flattering his appetite for conqueft ; 
and, according to the common lot of priijces, he found num- 
bers who took this way, without confidenng whether it would 
lead either him or them to it. The king was highly del ghted 
by an incident which offered him a pictence f^M' war, though 
of that he flood in no need. Muley Hdinety king of Fe%y 
Morocco y and Tarudanty had been difpofleflcd of his domini- 
ons by hi% uncle Muley Moloch, At the beginning of this 
war Don Seba/iion had offered him his troops in ApicOy which 
offer was rejefted with contempt ; but now being a fugitive, 
and having demanded fuccours from Philip the fccond of 
Spain, without effedf, he had recourfe to the kint; of Portu- 
gal, and that he might the more eafily prevail, caufed the for- 
trefs of Arzilay which his father had recovered, to be reftored 
to the Portuguefe. Don Sebajiian was in raptures at this event;

companied by the duke de Aveyro^ the count de Portalegro^ and 
A« D. fome other peifons of diftindion. Philip reprefented to hini 
1576. fully and faiily the great difficulties of the expedition; but 
finding his nephew not to be difluaded, he promifed him fifty 
gallrjs, and five thoufand men : but the Spaniard did ftill 
more : he fcnt Frandfio ALana^ an old and experienced offi- 
cer into Moroao^ and at his return ordered him to attend 
Don Sebajlian, and give him an account of the ftate things 
were in ; which he performed with great fidelity, but with- 
out the leaft eftef^*. The queen dowager and the cardinal, 
forgetting all former difputcs, united in their endeavours to 
divert the king from an enterprize which was fo apparently 
inconfiftent with his true intereft, and fo incompatible with 
the prefent fituation of his dominions. He treated them both 
with fo little refpedl that his grand-mother quickly broke her 
heart, and the cardinal, to fhew his diftafte to this mcafure, 
retired to Evora^ and came no more either to court or to 
council; and many of the hrft nobility followed his example 
though even thefe fent their biethicn or their children to ac- 
company the king.

He fent 
nd Holland to raife forces, and he drew 
feveral thoufand men, but at a large ex- 
pence. While Ihefe preparations were making, he called an af- 
iembly of the nobility, m which he g^vc them a large account 
of the motives and end of his expedition ; which he concluded 
b]^ telling them, he meant to let them know his intentions, but 
not to receive their advice, and fo withdrew This did not 
hinder his receiving remonftrances from all quartersb: the 
count deTentugalj his ambaffado^^in Cajlile^ wrote him a long, 
and very free letter upon this fubjedt ; others of the nobili- 
^ty did the fame, but i*% perfon ; but none witfwfo much free- 
dom as Don ^uan de Mafearenhas^ who had lerved with great ^ jy 
reputation in the Indies: upon which the |^ing got his ^yfi- 
cians to certify, that age might make a man a coward, who 
was a hero in his youth : upon which Don ^uan obferved, that 
the advice he had given proved ^them to be both liars and 
fools Laftly, king Philip fent the duke de Medina Celt to 
lay before him the reafons why he thought his defign imprac- 
ticable, and to put him in mind that he had no hand in pufti- 
ing him upon his own deftrudfisn or in concealing from him 
the dangers upon which he feemetf determined to throw him- 
felf and his fubjedts and this to anfwer no end. 

It would lead us much beyond the bounds to which a work The king of 
of this nature muft be confined, if we fhould enter into all the Fez endea* 
methods pracSifedon the one hand by the friends of this un- ^ours to 
fortunate prince to divert him from this cjpfign, or when that/''^^^f 
appeared impo/Tible, to defeat it, and the contrivances he him 
iifed to accomplifh his defire, and to bring about what^?/^. 
ftrangers and his own fubje6fs daily prophefied would prove 
his dcftrudlion. Let it fuffice therefore to fay, that in the 
midft of this ftruggle Don Sebajiian received a letter from 
Muley Molmh^ againft whom thefe preparations were made. 

In this epiftle he explained to him his own rights, and fhewed 
him he had only difpoflefled a tyrant and a murderer, who 
therefore had no title to his friendfhip or affi loanee. He next 
aflured him, that he had no reafon to be apprehenfive either 
of the power or the neighbourhood of Poituguefe\ as a 
pboof of which, and as a mark of his efteem, he was con- 
tent to make him a prefent of ten miles of arable ground,

At the *ime he 
adcJrefled himfelfto king PA////, with whom h^^lVed on good 
terms, to interpofe with his nephew, atV<2f?lhlhgs might yet be 
adjuflcd, without the iinneccflary efFufion of human blood 
Some fay that Don Sehajiian did not fo much as write an anfwer 
to this letter ; others tlViat he demanded Teiuan, Laraihcy and 
Cape Alguery as the puce of peace, whiejh Muhy MoloJo ticat- 
cd withdifdain.

Diego de Soufoy a very brave man, but unequal to it in every 
other refpeett. On the feventeenth of June he went in pro- 
ceffion to the cathedral, where his ftandard was blifled by the 
archbifhop ; he gave it inftantly to Don Lewis de Menefesy 
with orders to embark the troops as faft as poffible : thele con- 
fifted of nine thoufand Pottugueje foot; three thoufand Getmansy 
which the prince of Orange Ipared him, under the command of 
colonel Amherg ; feven hundred Itahaniy under the command

the two thoufand Cajliltans before mentioned, and five hun- 
dred volunteers, commanded by Don Chrijiopher de TavotCy

ONj^hc twenty fourth of yune the king Don Sehajltan ftuled Embarks 
from(tnc'bar of Lisbon, with a faij wind, and bore {ox Lagos his Jorces 
1^ "in the kingdom of Algarve, where he remained for four Lisbon. 
crays> then he proceeded to Cadiz, where he jyas maonifi- 
cently feafted for a week, by the 6\x\ie de Medina Sidoma, who 
took the hrft opportunity, by the command of his mafter, of 
renewing his repreftntations to ihe king on tne folly of pro- 
ceedina; further in perfon ^ But as foon as the reinforce- 
jnentswere arrived, the king fuled iox Tangier, with a good 
detachment of troops, ar d ordered Don Diego de Souza to 
cmbirk the reft, and to dctamp them in the neighbourhood 
of Afzila, where it was three weeks before the king joined 
them He met the cheiif Afu/ey zxTangter, with three 

hundred ALoers, who delivered to flim his fon Miiley, ^ boy 
of twelve )ears old, as a hoftage, whomjie ient to Mafagan 
under a guard , but the cheiif himftlf accompanied the king 
to Arztla, where it wa*? refolvcd in a council of war to reduce 
Lataihe but whether to march thither by land, or to reim- 
bark the troops and piocetd by fea to that place, admitted a 
long debate But at length the march was approved, chiefly 
by the king’s influence, and orders given to advjyice dire<Stly 
to the \iwer Luco, over which they were to ford 1 he cherif 
oppofed this , but the king gave him fo rude an anfwer, that 
he left his prefence in dilcontent On the twenty ninth of 
yuly the arm^began its march, and encamped two leagdis 
from Arztla There Don Franrifio Aldana ] 0 \u^^ them, who 
prefenicd the kins with a letter from the duke of Alla, in 
which he advifed him to think of nothing be)ond taking La- 
rathe, and a helmet which had been worn b} Charles the fifth ^ 

On the other hand, Muley Moloch having intelligence that 
the king’s fleet was arrived before Arztla, marched from Mo^

narch of his paflage, finding reafon to fufpedl: that part of his a/ihy 
Fez were incJined for his competitor, he declared that^^-^hi as 

marches weie difpofed to join their old mailer were at^ IV^Tty to do 

againft which pcrmiflion was accepted by fome^olvi' and pundlually 
him mjtth complied with. There was a corps of three thoufand horfe, 
a numtrous ^hom he flood likewife in fome doubt ; he fcnt thefe to ^ 
reconnoitre the enemy, and by that aft of confidence he fe- 
curtd them. He was yet under fome uneafinefs as to Ws 
officers; lor though he was not afraid of the Portuguefe troops, 
he w^s vefy apprehenfive of their money, and of the know- 
ledge hii» competitor had of ihofc who were moll like to''e'’ke 
it. To guard againfl this, he changed the difpofition of ^Kisi 
army entirely, fo that none of his cheers commanded /[he i 
coips which had been under their orders ; and having new men 
to deal with, had confequently none whom they could truft. 

It is wonderful He was able to take thefe precautions, con- 
fidciing he was fo ill of a fever, that he was unable to fit his 
horfe ; notwithflanding which he marched direftly towards • 
the Portuguefe^ and on the third of Augujl encamped within 
a league of AUa%ar-quiviryvi\'<k{\Ti fight of theChriftian troops, 
with a full refolution to give them battle, his brother 
governor of commandinjg under him 
Von Seba- As foon as the fcouts of* the Moonjh army were perceived, 
than calls Don Sehajlian called a council of war, in which, contrary to 
a comal- cuftom, there was mu*ch order and moderation. The count de 
yvhilfq^ rnd thofe, who out of complaifance to the king, had 
given their opinions for this march, were now for returning. 
They faid the enemy were maflers of the ford, and of the 
river ; that there was no forcing them in their pofls immedi- 
ately ; and that it was impoffible for them to wait a more fa- 
vourable oppbi tunity, as they had no viftuals. The foreign 
officers, whom they were now glad to hear, had changed 
their opinion, and were now for fighting ; not becaufe they 
thought It more reafonable than before, but th jt now it was 
become neceflary. This was vehemently oppofed by the che- 
nf, who faw very clearly, that they ran the hazard of being 
beat, and of lofing all, and were not fure of gaining any 
thing, even if they were viftorious ; whereas, if they drew 
towaids the fca, and intrenched, they might be relieved 
by their fleet, during which fpace, jf Muley Moloch died, he 
looked upon it as a thing certain that a great part of the army 
would defert to him, which would render him maflerof three 
k:n2doins, and of the fate of the Chriflians alfo. When he

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fe|nd that the king was bent on fighting, he only defired that 
he\|rau1d delay till four o’clock in the afternoon^ that in cafe 
thing^-^^t amifs, they might have fome chance of efcaping 
in the nigT^ttfc b ut even in thib he could not prevail, for the 
Tcing for an engagement the next day, 

which was the fourth of Atiguji ; and it was not at all ow- 
ing to him that he did not begin as foon as it was light. 

Muley Moloch now fo clearly percei\^d his advantage, that he 
w» inclined to make Portuguefe ^Lxmy prifoners ; but find- 
ing his ftrength, and even his life, finking, he had taken the 
refol'Uion of fighting that very night, fearing thofe very events 
in p'hichi his ‘carp petitor Muley Hamet placed all his hSpes ; 

/jtthat arcer aH, if the chenf ’s aSfvice had been taken, things 
i^i^t have gone otfifrwife than they did : but the kin^ 

F wanted expeiience and judgment ; the firft pBt it out of his 
power to adt for himfelt, and the latter hindered him from . 
difcerning which of djflcrercnt counfels it \fas moft expedient 
for him to purfue 

, The dilpofition of the Chriftian army was very regular 
and coriedt, thro’ the q.wc: oi Mana other old officers : ^ 

the infantiy were difpoltd in three lines \ the battalion of vo- 
lunteers made the van >udrd ; colonel Ambcrg^ with his Ger- 
manly and fir Thomas Stukdy with the Italiansy were on the 
right; i\\t Cajithan battalions the left; xkst Poituguefe 
regiments in the center and in the rear; ♦he cavalry, con- 
fifting of about fifteen hunclicd men, paitly on the right un- 
der the command of the duke of Aveyio, to vi’hom the ^herif 
joined himfclf with his horfe ; on the left was the ftandard 
royal, and the reft of the cavalry, under the command of the 
duke of BatceloSy eldeft fon to the duke*of Bragan^Oy Don 
AntoniOy prior of CratOy and feveral perfons of gieat rank. 

The king took poft at firft with the volunteers .• Muley Mo- 
loch dilpofed his troops alfo in three lines : the firft confifted 
of the Andaluzian MoorSy commanded by thice officers w'ho 
had diftinguiftied themfelves in the wars of Granada ; the fe- 
cond of renegadoes ; and the third of the natives of /Vz, 

Moroccoy and Tarudani, They moved in a half-moon, with 
ten thoufand horfe on each wing, and the reft in the rear, 
with orders to extend themfelves lo as to encompafs the Chi if- 
tian army. Muley Molochy tho* extiemcly weak, was taken 
out of his litter and fet on horfeback, that he might fee how 
his commands had been obeyed ; and being pcrfciftl> fatisfied 
with the fituation of his troops, he dircdlcd the fignal of bat- 
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tic to be given, about an hour before noon, by a general di'* 
charge of his artillery, which was immediately anfwered^yy 
the Chriftians, who advanced with the utmoft and 

charged with the grcatelt fpiiit *. This was an efe^^ that 
generofity natural to noble minds^ <tnd ^outh of qua- 

lity in Portugal were prefent. 

Ji&ifPortu- Ron Sebnjhnn^ in the beginning of the aftion, received a 
guefe musket (hot in the ftiouItVr, which did not hinder his charg- 
feaied and \r\^ at the head of the hotfe on the left wing, by whom, 
deftroyed. the Cajiiliam^ by the volunteers, bv the Italians and by th'e 
Germans^ the firft lir«e of t\\c Mooiijh infantry was broke, ^iid 
the fe-sond diloidcicd. On xhi^iAlulty Moloch drevr h’Se^^v'rd, 
and would have advanced to'-encouiay " his'^trony's^ibut 
his guard prevented him ; at which h»s emotioii of mind 
fo great he feli*vfiom his hoifc, and 0116 of his guards having 
caught him in his arms, c >n\cyed him to his litter, where he 
immediately expired, and had only time to lay his finger upon 
his lip'^ to enjoin them iilcncc Unmet Tnba^ a lenegade, 
flood by the curtains his Utter, opened them lom time to 
time, and gave «mt orders as if he had been li\ mg. By this 
time \\\c MjoyiJh hoife had quite wheeled round, and charged 
the Portugueje in the leai , upon w’hich the ca' dry in the 
Alooujh Ult wing made io vigorous an eftori, that they broke 
i\itPoriH^i 4 y^horfeon the rigl*b, and pul them into contufion ; 
and at this time in pafling a* rivulet the chtrif was drowned. 
The Gormam^ ItaliunSy and Cajhhans^ did wonders ; but the 
Portuguefe foot, as their own w liters fay, behaved but indif-i 
fcrently, I'hc king had twohorfes killed under him George 
Albuqueique mounted him upon a third Don Alonfo de Agut^ 

/ lar^ Don Gon^ahx Chacon ^ and Francifco Aldana, all Cajlilianiy 

were killed bv his lide. At length he was furrounded by the 
Moorsy who l^ized his per Ton, lirippcd him of his fword and 
arms, and lecured him. They immediately fell out amongft 
themfelves, about whole priloncr he was ; upon which one 
of the generals rode in, and ciyingout, ‘‘ What, you dogs, 
when God has given you fo glorious a viifery, would 
** you cut one another’s throats about a pnfoner ?” at the 
fame \ime di (charging a blow on the head ol Don Sebajitany 
over his right eye, bi ought him to the ground; when, de- 
fpairing of ranfom, the reft ot the Moors killed him. This 
is byWbme held the moft authentic account Others fay, 
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^hat Liivis de Brito meeting the king with his ftandard wrap* 
l^d wround him, Sehajiian cried out, Hold it faft, let us 
upon it upon which, charging the Moors^ he was 
feizecf?%^^cd by Bnto^ who was htmfelf taken with the ftan- 
dard, ano^ /vz. He affirmed, that after he was 
taken he faw the king at.a diftance unpurfued. Don Lewis de 
Lima afterwards met him leaking towards the river ; and this 
Emanuel de Soufa fays was the laft time he was ever feen alive 
^f the whole army there were not above fifty efcaped. There 
v^fcll on the field of battle the count of Vimiofo^ \ion Lewis de 
Couttgno^ Don Fajco de Gama^ Don Alonfo de Norogno^ the 
^^j^XoM^fhE^dondo^ Videgueia^ and Mira^ Don Dtego^ fon to 
BraganfUj the bifilops of Porto and Coimbra^ and 
\iany whers. The young duke of Barcelos^ then but twelve 
years old, and the prior of Crato^ were amongft the prifoners 
The plunder of the Portugueje camp was a prodigious booty, 
for all the young lords had piqued them^lves upon a very ill- 
placed magnificence. Muley HameU the brother of Muley 
Aloloch^ was faluted king by the Moors that very night. The 
victory, however, coft them dear, for they loft at leaft eigh- 
teen thoufand men j and thofe who fled, when the firft line 
was broke, made their way to Ft and publiflied that the bat- 
tle was loft; fo that when the n^’ws of the vi 61 :ory arrived the 
next day, it was fcarce belie\*i.Cj more efpecially as thofe who 
brought It acknowledged thjit Muley Moloch twzs d ( i2iiy fo that 
it was looked on as an artifice to keep the city quiet ; but they 
were quickly undeceived, and immoderate rejoicings fi^cceeded 
to ill-grounded apprchcnfions. 

The day after the battle the cherif ordered all the prifoners 
to be brought before him : amongft w’^om was Don Nugne 
de Mafcaftnha^y a domeftic of the king’s who affirmed he 
was prefent at his death : he defcribed the m.mner of it, and 
the place wliere he fell ; upon which proper perfons were fent 
to examine the truth of it, with whom went Sebajiian Refende^ 
the king’s valet de chambre, who brought back a body which 
he affirmed to be that of his matter, and which was acknow- 
ledged for furh by moft of the prifoners, who faw and ex- 
amined It. This body, by the cherif ’s order, was depofited in 
the houle of a Jtw at ALagar-quivir Some time after Phtlip 
the fecond of Spain fent over captain Zuniga^ as his minifter 
to the eherif, with whom he made an alliance in his mafter's

He was an en:my to pomp, without vices, fincerely pi- 
ous, and had been hitherto occupied in providing for the edu- 
cation of poor children, relieving the fick and infirm, build- 
ing hofpitals for the a^^ed, giving fortunes to young women 
difpofed to marriage, and encouraging men of letters. This 
great ch^mge in his circumftances made fome in his condudl : 
he (hewed that he was not altogether fo free from Ipleen 
as had been imagined : he removed Akatova from hiscmploy-

him to revenge (3) The Pope 
likewife granted him bulls, by 
which he raifed money upon his 
clergy, and fent a nuncio to 
compliment him upon ins zeal 
for the Chriftian faith (4). Yet 
all this might be without any 
intention to promote his ruin, 
though the Pope fet up a claim 
to his dominions as well as the 
king of Spain,

and refpeft, and advifed him to take every meafure he could 
to make his own iife eafy. Th^ return of Don Antonio^ prior 
• 6f CratOj did not much contribute to this : he found means to 
^ get out of Barbary by pretending to be a poor ecclehaftic, 
\and that he fhouid lofe his beneRcc it he did not return with- 
HI a limited time : upon which a yew either paid, dfr became 
boimd for his ranfom ; on which he fet out for Ceuta^ and 
from thence came Lisbon^ where he began to cabal ; which 
provoked the king, his uncle, extremely^ who never had 
any good opinion of him, and now thought of him daily 
worfe and worfe®. The bulk of the people feemed defirous 
l\\ 2 X Henry (hould marry, and pielTed him to fend ambafla- 
dors upon that head to the Pope, which for fome time he 
declined : at length they were nominated, but did not go* 
However, Philip the fecond difeovered that this prince was 
more a politician than he expected ; and that he had privately 
direfted his agents to applv to Pope Gregory the thirteenth 
upon this head. The Spur ?6#ambaflador had orders to take 
every method poffiblc to prevent it. ^he Pope, notwith- 
ftanding, diredted a particular corfjgregation of cardinals to 
confider this point, who reported to him, that it Was not fit 
for him to grant a difpenfation ; yet the agents of Henry ftill 
folicited with fo much zeal, that it was fufpcdled at Rome the 
cardinal had fome illegitimate fon, wltofe title he might have 
a defirc to help by marrying his mother. It is more probable 
thofe agents folicited without the king’s orders, through an 
honeft defire of faving their country from falling under the 
yoke of forcioners ; but it proved inefFcdlual, for, under pre- 
tence of jts requiring mature deliberation, Gregory would de- 
cide nothing; and though he made a merit of this to king Phi- 
lip, yet the true realon of his condudt was, that he had a mind 
to frame a title of the holy fee to the crown of Portugal^ or at 
leafl: to eftablifli in himfelf the foie right of judging to whom 
the fuccellion of that crown belonged : in order to which it

Bfscmvn All monarchs, however great and happy, havejg^^th- 
ita a Handing fome caufes of chagrin ; but Henr^^fi^ugal had 
nenun if every thing to chagrin, and no one circitffffFance to confole 
thorns. or content him. He heard nothing Horn the hour he was 
feated upon the throne but enquiries who was to be his fuc- 
ceflbr, and faw plainly that the utmoft he had to expedl was 
to be confefled foie and fupreme judge of this point; which 
moft writers feem to agree he might have been, if he had' 
(hewn a fufficient degree of fteadinefs and courage ; but hi& 
profeflidn, his age, and his cir^umftanccs confidered, we need 
not wonder that this was wanting. There were hut five titles, 
out of many, that ■ deferved to be confdered, and of thefe 
there were three^at leaft in refpecEt to preference, of which it 
was not eafy to decide. The firft of thefe was the prince 
Ranuccio of Parma\ whofe mother, Donna Maria^ died 
about two years before : (he was the eldeft daughter of the 
infant Don Duarte^ and confequently her fon claimed to be 
the legal heir of the crown. The next was the dutchefs of 
Bragan^a : fhe was the fecond daughter of the fame prince ; 
but (he affirmed, or rather her lawyers affirmed for her, that 
the civil law did not allow the bjpnefit of reprefentation beyond 
the third degree of propinquky to the laft pofleflbr ; fo that 
fhe being nearer by a degree to the reigning king than her 
nephew Ranuccio^ ought to be preferred before him. She 
likewife' claimed to be preferred before Philips who flood in 
equal degree to king Henry^ becaufe Ihe claimed under a 
male, and he under a female. Philip the fccond was the fon 
of the infanta Donna Ifabella^ fifter to the infant Don Du- 
arte. The duke of Savoy claimed in right of his mother 
Donna Beatrix^ ‘’who was the younger fifler of Donna Ifa- 
Wi? above-mentioned. Don Antonio^ prior of Crato, afferted, 
that the infant Don Lewis^ duke of Beja^ was privately mar- 
ried to his mother ; which if he could have made aat, would 
have given him a better title beyond comparifon than any 
of thefe ; but not againft Katherine de Medicis^ queen-mother 
of France^ who fet forth, that fhe was defeended from Ro- 
bert the fon oiDonAlonJo the third, by his firft wife Maud ; 
fo that all the kings of Portugal from Don Denis were ufur- 
pers, and therefore It was high time to reftore the crown to her 
who was the laft of the right line. To this there lay one 
pretty ftrong objeftion, taken from the will of the countefs 
Maud^ from whence it clearly appeared that fhe never had any

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\^children by Don AUnjo \ 'The Pope alfo put in bis^ daiifl, 
infinuated a double righ^ \ iirft, becaufe the holv fee had 
Cl given or confirmed the regal title to Don Alonfo Fitz 
Henry '/-^hich, however, was denied by all the laity of the 
kingdom"^ who affirmed, it was given him by 

their anceftors, and which was more, that they purchafed it 
too by their blood. The fecond claim was taken from the 
reigning king, to whom, as a Cifrdinal, the fee of Rome was 
Jieir. Rut this was denied, becaufe in point of civil fuccef- 
fion no fuch title had been ever admitted After all, the 
title was deftitute of fupport, or otherwife the prince of 
Farma muft have prevailed. The dutchefs of Brag^t^a had 
in the beginning the king in^ofleffion for her, and the fta- 
tutes of Lamego^ which were either valid, or all the kings 
ivomjohn the fiift were ufurpers. King PKilip had his own 
power, and by far the beft advocates j for he was one of thofc 
kings who thought the pen at leaft as gbod a weapon as the 
fword ; and therefore attempted nothing without a previous 
appeal to the judgment of mankind, which he often courted 
in fo plaufible a manner as to obtain it ; which, if it could not 
give him right, gave him what was next to it, the colour of 
right, which, in tiuth, was all he wanted. Don Antonio*^ 
claim was in right of blood j but his belt fupport was the fa- 
' vour of the people, and part*^ i^Urly of the Jews ; and there- 
fore it was fometimes given out, that in the prefent perplexed 
ftate of things, the right originally derived from, devolved 
again to the people *. • 

this unhappy and confufed condition of public affairs, it Histimd 
was a great additional misfortune that all power of render- and un- 
ingthem better, or indeed of reducipg*them into any degree «■- 
of order, depended upon the king. It is believed, and it is 
highly probable, he meant well ; but at th^ fame time it is 
univerfally allowed that he a6ted ill : he removed fome men 
of merit, and more of capacity. Thofe he brought in were, 
like himfelf, mild and moderate ; but no way fuited to the 
jiinfturc ift which they were employed ; fo that, except fup- 
prefling the fait tax, there was fcarce a light ftep taken during

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his reign : fo very cafy a thing it is for a king to be a ver 

S ood man, and yet not a good prince, ^vhich, however, f 
om fprings fo much from weaknefs of abilities as from, ^ant 
of refolution. He really wi(hed the good of hij^iople, but 
wanted the fpirit, courage, and skill nesjcfLiy" to take pro- 
per mcafurcs for preventing the miferies with which they 
were threatened. The ftates of the realm defired him to de- 
clare his fucceflbr, and the magi ft rates of Lisbon prefented to 
him ftiong remonftrances on the fame fubjeft. He anfwercJ 
them it was a matter deferved much and ferious reflection ; 
but he would in time provide tor the fticceftion. He was up- 
doubtedly inclined to the dutcheu, of Bragan^a^ and encou- 
raged the lawyers of Coimbra to write for the maintenance 
of her title, in order to prepare the wqrld for the declaration 
he was difpofeVi to make in her favour : and had he cleaily 
andexprefsly declared her his fucccflbr, and got her acknow^ 
ledged as fuch by the ftates of Portugal^ which might eafily 
have been done, the kingdom would, in all probability, h.nve 
united in fupporting her intereft againft Philips and the mife- 
rics which enfued upon a diffeient conduCt, in a great mea- 
fure prevented. What diverted, or rather with-held him 
from taking that ftep, was his fear of a civil war between her 
and Don Antonio^ who was favoured by the common people. 
But incapable of taking a vigorous ftep, finding almoft equal 
difficulties in all that were iuggefted, and uncertain what 
party to take, he fought only to gain time, and put off a de- 
claratioci which was abfolutely necefl'ary for the quiet and fafe- 
ty of the kingdom, and the delay of which could not but 
prove fatal. I'his was the woift party of any that could be 
taken; yet he resolved to cite all that laid claim to the 
crown to appear before him, and produce their refpedlive 
reafons. His a^c and infirmities were fuch that it was not 
likely he could live till a decifion : he propofed therefoie to 
appoint five governois with a fovercign authority during the 
interregnum, and to oblige the people to fwear oljpdience to 
them, whilft they examined at their leifure the titles of the 
candidates, and till they had pronounced fentence on their feve- 
ral pretenfions. The world was very juftly amazed at this 
refolution, and the people complained of the flownefs 
of his determination, when he could not flatter himfelf 
\vith hopes of living to behold the end of the caufe. They 
railed openly at his minifters and meafures, and maintained 
that he ought himfeif to decide the right of fucceffion, to 
declare his fucceffor, and fee that he took an oath to preferve 
the rights and privileges of the nation ; and chat it was too 
tedious in the prefent perilous juncture even to wait an affem- 
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h\y of the ftates^ their condition and fituation Requiring jap 
i‘:;,iinediate declaration y. 

j^jENRTi however, was pofitive, or rather obllinate, in Atiafi 
his relo/.-^^n, and calling together the ftates to confirm it, ' 
they met at V’'"*^on the firft of AprtL He asked their advice 
how to provide for the good of the realm, but fcarce two per-* 
fons agreed in the fame fentiment. In this confufion he 
talked in private with the principal perfons of the clergy, 
mobility, and gentry, and prevailed with them not to infift 
on his naming a fuccefior at that time, but to confent to his 
regulation. It was lefolved that he fliould hear the reafons 
ohthefeveral candidates, and give his judgment thereon ; but 
this judgment was not to be publiftied till after his deceafe. 

In cafe he died before this was done, the affair of the fuccef- 
fion was to he decided by eleven perfons to L« chofen by the 
king out of twenty four named by the ftates ; and the go- 
vernment of the realm during the interjegnum was to be in 
the hands of five perfons appointed by his majefty out of fif- 
teen recommended by the ftates, all the members whereof 
fwore to obey the governors fo chofen, and the perfon who 
fliould be declared fucceflbi ^ The ftates being diflblved, 

Henfy cited the candidates. Ferdinand Farnefe^ bifliop of 
Parmay came to fupport the intcrefts of the young prince Ra* 
nuccioj who was ftiil a child, might have been bred up as 
the Portuguefe pleafed ; Charles de la Rou^re appeared for the 
duke of Savoy ; and Uf ban de St. Gelais^ bifhop of ComingeSf 
for Katherine dc Mednisj who was admitted to fee fgrth her 
claim, but could not fupport it by any proofi Philip fufpefting 
as well the goodnefs of his caufe, as Hemy^s difpofition towaros 
him, refufed to appear, alledging, that« king’s power ceafed 
at his death, and he could bequeath no authority to gover- 
nors ; nor had he in his own life any power dto judge of the 
rights of his fuccefior, or take them away by his fentencc. 

Tne duke of Braganfa appeared to fupport his confort's pre- 
tenfions*: as Don Antonio did to fupport his own. Thefe 
two laft quarrelled, and the animofity between them raifed a 
great difturbance in the court. Henry ordered the former to 
retire from thence, and the latter to his priory ; yet the duke 
returned foon to maintain his caufe in perfon : a favour which 
was not indulged the other. Antonio complained of this in- 
equality of treatment \ yet fent his agents and witneftes to

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make out his title ; but the latter either recanting, or difagree- ' 
ing in their depofitions, he was declared illegitimate. Infiead 
of retiring to Crato^ he went over the feveral provinc^’^of 
« the kingdom to court the populace. This proceedittg in- 
cenfed Henry fo highly, that he iflued out a^fil^clamation 
againft him, confifrated his goods, ancTBaniflied him the 
kingdom in fifteen days Antonio not obeying this order, 
but lurking in fecret, and^being protefted by the people, fo 
that he could not be taken, or difcovered, was fummoned 
court ; but did not come, being afraid to truft himfelf in the 
way of the king’s refentment. King Philips though he would 
not appear in form to fupport his claim, fent firft Chrtjiopher 
de Moura as his ordinary amb^flador, and afterwards the duke 
of OJfuna as an extraorduiary one, to take care of his inte- 
rcfts He wmtfe alfo to the chief citie^ of Portugal^ repre- 
fenting his delcent from the royal blood of their kings, the 
kindnefs he had (hewed, and the good offices he had done 
their countrymen prifoners in Barhary^ offering to augment 
their privileges, flattering them with the expeftations of great 
benefit from a free trade to the ^anijh JFeJi Indies^ and lay- 
ing before them every thing that they had either to hope or 
fear from his power. His ambafladors were continually fol- 
liciting Henry to declare him his fucceflbr, and neglefled no 
meafures that could be fervicea^Hle to carry their point. They 
did not fail to employ monejf'properly, and by large prefents, 
and larger promifeS, they drew in feveral perfons of quality. 
But however notable their management, and confiderablc 
their fiitcefs were, be would not truft to them entirely ; but 
afiembled a powerful army of old Spamjh foldiers, and levi- 
ed great numbers of new forces in Italy and Germany^ rc- 
folvcd at any rate to make himfelf mafter of Portugal. 

^he States The timid and difeafedold king, feeing thefe preparations, 
lahcurtofet was afraid of declaring the dutchefs of Braganfa^ whom he 
hm right judged unable to refift Philips efpecially fince the affeftions 
in vain, ^he common people were fo much fet on Don Antonio^ 
that a civil war was expeifted to be raifed within ^he king- 
dom at the fame time that it was attacked by the Spaniards 
from without. His apprehenfions of Antonio'^ popularity were 
fo ftrong, that he raifed new companies of guards for the fecu- 
rity of his perfon. Thefe fears of his wer^ fo improved by 
Leon Henriquez, a jefuit, his confeflbr, who had a vaft as- 
cendant over him, and who, though he had been at firft for 
Katherine^ was now gained over to Philipps parry, that he was

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brought to think the only way to fave tHe nation from that 
immediate ruin that threatened it, was to compromife things 
with Philips and declare that prince his fucceflor Thisde- 
fign he coitipiunicated to the Spanifl) ambafladors, and fent 
the pioje<3 of accurnniodation (in which it was provided that 
no charges fliould be given but to natives of Portugal^ and 
fome other flattering conditions were inferted) with great fe- 
creev to Madrid^ fignifying his intention of laying it before 
the fldtes to obtain their confent. Philip'^ though he hoped 
Well of the clergy and the nobility, as being mofl: of them 
gained by his agents, yet knowing the averfion of the people 
to the Cajliltan government, eafily imagined it would Ibe im- 
pradlicable to obtain the concurrence ot the third eftate. He 
propofed therefore coi^fulting the cities fmgly, and ufed ftrong 
remonflranccs againft aflembling the flates, ^ho having al- 
ready given the king power to declare his fucceflbr, there 
was no need of calling them again. lixM^enry was not now, 
more than formerly, to be diverted fiom hist own methods by 
any reafons ; and the (fates meeting at the ialace ot Mnertn^ 
January the ninth, he communicated to t/em his defign of 
concluding a capitulation between Philip and the kingdom, 
as the only expedient of preferving peace in the nation, which, 
if Philip fucceeded to on fuch advantageous conditions, would 
receive great benefit by his fiicedfion. The clergy accepted 
it readily ; and it was aftci long debates Jliiong the nobility, 
carried there by a fingle voice j but It was rejedled by the 
third eftate The king had ufed his utmoft endeavours to 
get the cities to chufe deputies to his mind, and to gain fuch 
as were returned : he had prevailed in Lisbon to get fuch eleft- 
ed as he thought moft dependant on hfs will ; but failed of 
his point at Coimbra^ and in the reft of the cities. Thefe de- 
puties were unanimous in rejecting all manner*of accommoda- 
tion with the Cajiilians^ and Phoebus Moniz^ one of the de- 
puties for Lisbon^ and more attached to him than any other, 
defined hin^ in the name of the reft, not to give them up to 
Cajhlc; but to declare any Portugurfe whatevei his fucceflbr, 
and they would be fatisfied. The king rejecting this, and the 
ftates perceiving that there were fome fecret negotiations be- 
tween one of the claimants and king Philips declared roundly, 
that they confidered themfelves as the lupreme power, and 
would fill the throne, whenever it became vacant, by cIe£tion^ 
Thf Y had very foon an opportunity of doing this, if they 
had ftuck to that refolution, fince in the midft of thefe difor-

TN the former part of this work wc have fcready treated of The /cope 
the expedition into Portugal^ by the famols duke of Alveiy and divt^ 
in the light in which it has been confidcrecr by and from the Jton of thu 
authorities afforded us by tht Sp'inijh hiftonans , but as thefe Jc^tion 
are not entirely confiftcnt w ith what we find delivered by 
iuguefe writers, and as the redi^ tion and revolution of Poriu» 
gat are points ot the higheft imfftrtance in modern hiftorj', 
the reader hns i light lo cxptft a more tufi relation of them 
here. Wc will, therefore, within the compafs of this iedlion, 
endeavour, with all pofiible fuccinflncfs and impartiality, to 
explain in what manner king Philip annexed Po)tu<ral^ With 
all her conqueffs in the Indies^ to his o^mi iions , what ef- 
forts were made by Don Antonio^ prior of Croto^ to lupport 
his claim , the maxims purfued by him and Ijis fucceflors in 
the adminiftratioii of the affairs mPoitu^al^ h long as it re- 
mained under their obedience, and laltly, \\hat wcie the 
true fouiees that induced this nation fo unanimoufly to throw 
oft what ihiJ^ called the )oke of Caflih^ and what concurrent 
circumftances there fell out to facilitate this bold ftep, and to 
maintain them in pofltffioi of their independency, after by 
this gcneious eftoit they had fo glorioufly recovered it. In

Upon the death of that monarch, the five governors af- Propofiti- 
fumed the adminiftration of the kingdom ; and the: om made hy 

of Biagan^fi referred her caufc to them, prefling for their de- Philip, 

S 3 finitive 
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finitive judgment *. Philip alfo wrote to them in maintenance; 
of his right, and offering them the terms upon which Henry 
had infifted, lending them a copy of that prince’s memorial. 
He wrote alfo to the principal nobility, and the five chief ci- 
ties of the kingdom, to the fame effeiS. The governors, 
three of whom were in his intereft, publiflied the conditions 
he had gi anted ; viz. That he would take a folemn oath to 
maintain the privileges aifd liberties of the people . that the 
ftates fliould be aflembled within the realm, and nothing pfb- 
pofed in any other ftates that related to Portugal : that the 
viceroy, or chief governor, fhould be a native, unlefs the king 
flioulti give that charge to one of the royal family : that thq 
houfhold fhould be kept on tne fame foot : that the poft of 
firft prefident, and all civil, judicial,, and military offices, 
fliould be filled with Pottuguefe : ail dignities in the church, 
and in the orders of knighthood, confined to the fame : the 
commerce of Jfnea^ and Indies^ referved alfo to 

them, and to be Carried on only by their merchants and veffels : 
that he would rc nit the third penny, the crufadoes, and other 
impofts on ecclMaftical revenues : that he would make no 
grant of any city, town, or jurifdidlion royal, to any butP^r- 
iuguefe : that eftates refulting from forfeitures fhould not be 
united to the domain, but go to the relations of the laft pof- 
feflbr, or be given to other for recompenfe of fer- 

vices • that wherf the king came into Portugal^ where he 
fhould refide as much as poffible, he fhould not take the 
houies* of private perfons for his officers lodging, as in Cajlile^^ 
but keep to the cuftom of Portugal : that wherever his ma- 
jefly refided he fhould have an ecclefiaftic, a tiealurer, a chan- 
cellor, two mafters* of requefts, with under officeis, all of 
them Portuguefe^ who fhould difpatch every thing relating to 
the kingdom that Portugal fhould ever continue a diftindt 
kingdom, and its revenue confumed within itfelf : that all 
matters of juftice fhould be decided within the realm : that 
the Portuguefe fhould be admitted to charges in |he king and 
queen of Spain^s houfholds : that all duties of entry on the 
frontiers be taken away : that Philip fhould give thiee hun- 
dred thoufand ducats to redeem priioners, repair cities, and 
» relieve the niiferies which the plague and other calamities 
had brought on the people. The clergy and nobility wer^ 
for accepting thefe offers ; but the deputies of towns refufed 
them, believing they would not be long kept

blow received two years before in Barhary, an exceflSve drought trayed 
had fpoiled their harveil, and caufed a famine. The ex- the regents* 
treme fcarcity of provifiofts, unwholfome diet, or infe<5led 
commodities, had occafioned a plague in Lisbon^ which fpread 
all over the kingdonr.. There wa^ no money in the treafury ; 
and when it was propofed to the merchants to lend fo fmall 
i fum as one hundred thoufand ducats, they refufed. The 
very capital city of Lisbon was without walls in feveral places, 
ana all the forts in the kingdom deftitute of garrifons 2)^id am- 
munition. There was, however, ftill a fufficient force in 
Portugal to defend it, had there been any union among the 
nobility, any fpirit ^ obedience among the 4 )eople, or any 
head to direft the condudl of both, and put the nation on 
exerting itfelf with vigour, and col leiSled force. The greater 
part of the governors Were in the interefttf Philips and de- 
firous of delivering up their country into hi hands ; but this 
they durft not declare, and they found thal the execution of 
was not fo eafy as they had imagined. Thermethod they took 
was none of the moft honourable : they pretended to infpeiS 
the magazines, out of whi<:h they took fome of the powder, 
and caufed the reft to be mi^jf I with fand : they appointed 
ah agent to go and demand fuccouis from the crown of 
France^ which they knew could not, arrive in tim^ they 
diflblved the ftates as foon as they difcovered they were bent 
on rendering ihemfelves a free people : and, under a ftiew of 
confidence, they fent fuch of the nobility as they moft fufpefl- 
cd, to command in different places on t^e frontiers S Thus, 
in hopes of advantages which their poftcrity never enjoyed, 
they facrificed the honour, independency, .and welfare of 
their country. 

About the middle of June^ the duke of Alva^ by 
orders, entered Portugal with twenty thoufand men. ElvaSy 
Olivenzay ^erpa, Moura^ Portalegroy EJiremoSy and 
towns fiibmitted to him without any oppofition, there being 
Spanijh fadions in all of them ready to force the governors to 
furrender The people aferibed all to the five governors, 
and exclaimed againft their betraying the kingdom to Philip, 

Don Antonio^ to make his advantage of thefe difeontents, took i

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occafion, from the building of a fort at Santann^ to get him- 
fclf proclaimed king in a tumult. The projeiS fucceeded, 
the mob declared for him, and feveral of the nobility were 
compelled to be witnefles of the proclamation ; but being a 
man of little judgment (though fiot without fome learning) 
his pafTion for a crown was too violent to let him wait fo long, 
and he placed all his hopes in this tumultuary elcflion ; which 
the nobility difliking, retired to their own houfes and revolted, 
as foon as the force upon them was removed This defecftidii 
was fo general, that ibarce any of them flood by him but the 
count ol Vlmiofo. He was, however, fo much in favour with 
the petple, and all the religious were fo zealous for him, that 
he was proclaimed in almoll ill the towns iiorth of the Tajo ; 
and marching to Luhon ^ wjs received there by the inhabitants 
who were left^in it by the plai^ue, which had made the rich 
merchants quit the city, as the magiftratts alfo did upon his 
, reproach ^ Fion;\hcncc he fent the count of Vimtofo to Sc- 
iuvaU which dec^iring tor him, the governors fled in great 
confufion, gave f ntence in favour of Philips declaring him 
king of Portugaly\\\ viituc of the laws who was like to be 
fo by force ot arms. 

His forcis Don Antonio being mafler of the capital, feized on the 
heat by the arfenal and magazines, placed new magiftrates, officers of 
duke ef juftice, and miniders ; but a,s fie employed new men without 
Alva. exper*?nce, ready to execute all his orders with rigour, the 

place foon full of violences, rapine, plunder, and all man- 
ner of disorders. He made great offers to the duke of Bragan^a^ 
the maiquis of Villa-Real^ and other grandees : he wrote alfo to 
the lower nobility, but very few cared to acknowledge him \ 
Thefe were great difeduragements : however, to provide the beft 
he could for his defence, he fent the French to France^ to 
procure a fuccouf of two thoufand men, feized the crown jewels, 
the coliebtions that had been made for redeeming (laves \nBar- 
hary^ the pLite of churches, the money depofited in convents, 
or given to charitable ufes, and left no means untned to pro- 
vide a fund fufficient for thefupport of an army. lie depended 
on the populace for numbers ; but as the peafants could not 
leave their work to make a campaign, and he found it im* 
praflicable to keep any confiderable number of them together^ 
for above a day, he, lo fupply that defedt, armed the negro 
flaves that were in Lisbon^ and publifhed a proclamation, 
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■ ofiering rreedom to all that would take up arms ^ This gave 
occa(ion to infinite diforders, thofe negroes (eizing arms, 
ftealing horfes, and fupplying themfelves with every thing 
they wanted or defired, wheiever it was found, '^ith this 
hafty ill-armed body of^ men he refolved on defending 
the^Tay^t and hindeiing the duke of j^/va\ palTage. On 
the other hand, tjie duke having had the town of Seiuval 
delivered to him by the inhabitants, and received the fubmil- 
fion of the kingdom of A^garve^ and all the country fouth of 
the Tajo, advanced to pafs the river, which he did at Caf- 
cae^y by the help of the Spanijh gallies, without any difficulty. 

Caftaes and fort St. ^ulun being fui rendered to him, «nd 
Lezajua abandoned, the duk^' marched to ALaniaray where 
Antonio was pofted with all the men he could diaw totrether; 
but Without officers ^qualified to command, g>r foldicis that 
knew how to obey In this condition his foices, inferior 
in number and all other refpcdlb, wc^'’| routed Au^uji the 
twenty-fifth, when the Spaniards purfuinglheni to Lishony the 
city was reduced by capitulation, and favVi from plunder^: 
but the fubupbs, which were much larger Jid finer than what 
was It cloffcd within the walls, and all thf t eighb )i i^g vil- 
lages, weie fiiekcd for fc\eral days together by the icjld'cis, 
at wdi ch king P//////> w*^s much offended. He was verv de- 
firuus the different behaviour# ^his tioops from thofe of Don 
Antomo f[\o\.\\A hive done honour to hii| title, and h^eould 
not he difuppointed without being e^vgrincd. 

At the heginnin^>^ of the rot’t Don Jntmio pafico^th rough J^on An- 
Lisbony without ifopjnn 5 to h uc a v\c und d.efled, flea to San- toi'io com^ 
tarerty and from thence to Co.mh i, 1 h^ie he once 
aflembled four or five thousand men , h^xtSaicfo di, Avila be- 
ing Tent againfl him, receued m his mirch the fubmiflTion ot 
Coimhray Munte Major y and A-^^yOy forct d a paflage over the 
Dveroy and, in confcquence of that fuccefs, took Pot to An^ 

tonw quitting this lafl place, fled to Viana , but b^ing clofely 
purfued b]^lome of the Spanijh ctvalry, too^ fhipping in order 
to retire into Ftnihc. The wind proving contrary, and the 
weather ftormy, the Spaniards were about to attack the fhip; 
fo that he was obliged to quit it, and throw himfelf difguifed 
into a little skiff, and get afliore near FianOy even in the fight 
of a party of horle , yet he bad the good fortune to efcape^ 
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and to be ccmcealed privately in the country. A reward of 
eighty thoufand ducats was put on his head, and all endeavours 
were ufed to feize his perfon, but in vain. He travelled about, 
and often palled in difguife through the midft of thofe that 
were in quell of him, without bemg known. Some even of 
his retinue and fervants were taken as they were getting pro- 
vifions for his embarkment at Lisbon^ and put to death, yet 
they made no difeovery where he was. He continued in the 
kingdom from OSiober to Jul^ ^ was at all the ports of th'i 
kingdom feeking for a paflage, and at Lisbon when Philip 
himfelf was there ; but as he could not embark at that place, 
becaufei his men were taken, he went to Setuval^ where, with 
half a dozen of his mod faithful friends, he embarked, and 
landed fafely at Calais Upon his flight, all the kingdom 
fubmitted and cfwned the king of Spain \ as did the garrifons 
in Batbary^ and all the Portuguefe lettlements on the coafts of 
Guinea^ in Brazil^s^zht Eafi-lndies^ and the ifle of St. Mi- 
cbael^ j but the of the Madeiras held for Antonio till they 
were reduced, anti the French naval army, fent to their re- 
lief, beaten and de/royed p. We have mentioned this in the 
hiftory»i.‘'of Cajtile^ with fome memorable circumftances at- 
tending it. 

PHILIP would not feem a conqueror, and therefore did 
not enter the kingdom till it v as entirely reduced ; but came 
to Elv&u where heabolilhej the duties on entry, which were 
levied upi n all merchandize from the one realm to the other, 
valued atone hundred and fifty thoufand ducats a year. He en^ 
tered Lisbon with a kind of fullen pomp, without acclamations 
He called an aflembly of the Hates at Tomar, in ApiiL He 
confirmed the terms he had oflFered to the kingdom by his 
letters : but whereas the duke of OJfuna^ by way of fecurity 
for thofe conditions, had promifed them a law by way of 
provifo, that if the king did not obferve them, the Hates 
fhould be freed from their oath of obedience, and might de- 
fend their rights by the fword, without incurring- the re-

^roach of perjury, or the guilt of treafon ; this he ahfelut^ 
mufed to ratify. He endeavoured, but with little to re* 
concile the Portuguefe to his government^ and was fo lavilh iit 
bedowing honours and gratifications^ that the Spaniards faid he 
had to his other titles to that crown added that of purchafe ^ 
T^s, however, did not fatisfy every body ; for when was that 
..iC^r done i It was* calculated to conciliate the afFecElions of the 
Portuguefe to his family, and iif failed of doing this , but it 
4iad an elFcdl: which was not foreleen even by a prince whpfe 
forefight was his charaderiftick ; it weakened the power j it 
abforbed the revenues of the crown ; it rendered Portugal a 
province, and a dead weight to his other dominion^ ; and, 
by putting it out of the pow^fi* of his fucceflbrs to be liberal 
in any proportion, ^t raifed a fhort-lived gratitude only in a 
few, and left a multitude of malcontents, tchvhich time was 
continually adding. The Portuguefe writers fay he did n(^ 
do enough for the family of Bragan^m,% The Spaniards^ as 
we have fhewn elfcwhere, fay that he dll too much. It is 
agreed by both that the dutchefs was notjfatisfied; and that 
the duke and his fon did him homage, is faid by the for* 
mer, that agents had piomiftd the kingdoi^of y//- 

garve^ and the privilege ot lending an annual fhipito the 
Weji-India^ whit h the king ’v»ould not ratify ; and if this was 
true, it fortified the title of tlfa^ioufe, for it mewed i\\2L^Philtp 
had treated for that title, and not giving the equivad^t, left 
it in the fame condition in which h^ found it*, ^iere again 
he failed alfo m his politics ; for he laboured to fupply thede- 
fe6ls in his gratifications, by teftimonics of refpedi and com- 
pliment, which at once foitified the fenfe of the Braganfa 
family of the juftice of their own titlft, and heightened alfo 
the a:ood opinion which had been entertained of it, by the 
wifori people in the nation. He had his vfcws in this ; but 
accidents were too hard for thole views, for he who framed 
thefe could not command thole j but he had other difficul- 




lies to ftfcuggle with. 

The deputies of the third eftate prefented a rcmonftrancc 
on the ftatc ot the nation, preiTing him to fend the prinCe his ^ 

fon to be educated ainonglf them ; to withdraw the garrifons 
of Cajlilians and Italians^ which h# had put into the ftrong but on the 
places ; to abolifh certain taxes ; to keep Portugal indepen- contrary 
dant of Cafttle ; and to make foms regulations m juftice. He difgufts 
agreed to a few ot thefe, and thofe of the Icaft confequence j more than 
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the reft were refufed or declined *. The nobility, having never/’ 
afled againft his catholic majefty, thought nothing could 
denied them ; and therefore demanded, by a deputation^ a 
jurifdi(Sion over their vafl'aJs ; to annex the principal employ- 
ments to their bovlv 5 exclufive of all others j to ennoble ;ionc 
for the futuie, un]c^^ for vciy great fervices and then'^r 
life, fo that the title fliould not deicend. •Fhefe, and oth«'* 
articles of a like natuie, wefe lejcdled ; fo that they now be- 
gan to repent they had not adted in concert to oppofe his en-® 
trance, till they had made then own terms Before the 
afl'embly feparated, a genera] indemnity as it was called cartic 
abroad;® but fo full ot lelliidiiim", that it by no means de- 
ferved the name. Fiftj-two pcftcjiis, of the highelt confide- 
ration, were excepted ; not a monk cc'ult^have beneJit there- 
by, or indeed ally who had c\cr follow'cd Don Autonio^ re- 
ceived any honour, dignity, or giaiification from, or had any 
employment under 1 /ri. All theie were dccl.iicd incapable of 
holding, for the fuiare, any office in the ftcuc, or ot being 
continued in thofelhat they pofl'tfled ; lb that the Poytuguefe 
faid, the pardon ex\f nded to none but fuch as had never of- 
tended,»fur had nothing to lofe; and were highly exafperated 
to find \hemfclves fo deceived with regard to their expecta- 
tions ’,n this refpedt^. Nor could any intreaty prevail to 
make ithe pardon more gene%al*; but the excepted perfons 
were fu‘ ‘'moned and profecuted, great numbers of men of qua- 
lity, and vfhers, were imprifoned, put to death, treated with 
the utmoiJ’ rigour, or lenf prifoners into Cajiile : even the wo- 
men were not ^exempted, their goods being confifeated, their 
perfons imprifoned, and fome of them taken out of convents 
lent into Cajiile : nont fuftl-red more remark.ibly than the 
monks and other religious, of whom he deftroyed an incredi- 
ble number ; and fiot to fpeak of ihofe who died by hardfhips, 
in his prifons, he got in a fit of conf ience from the Pope, 
abiiefof pardon for two thouland itligmus, whom he had 
put to death in different manners. I'he carcafes of ^lany of 
thefe being thrown into the Tajo^ were thcic taken up, fome in 
their habits of monks by the hfliermen, who thereupon fancy- 
ing the liver to be excommunicated, would not eat of the fifh, 
nor follow their ufual occupations, till the atchbifhop of Lh- 
hotly to Jiumc^r their fimphcirv, went iolcmnly, with the ac- 
«uft(«ncTl litcs, to the river, and abfolved it from the fup- 
pofedcxcommunication. The king ftaid there much longer 
than he originally intended, and at his departure left the car- 
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Jdinal arch-duke Albert his viceroy, with a good Portuguefi 
c^ncil about him, and all the exterior marks of power ; but 
ww little truft, and lefs of real authority*. Thus in the 
davn^ of Phtiip^s feign the feeds were unwitftngly (owed of 
univ^fal difcontent. • 

A/ for Don Antonio^ who had been proclaimed, and ftill fruit- 
himfelf king of Portugal^ he firft retired into France^ lefs at^ 
and there demanded fuccours for *the recovery of his domini- tempts 'of 
»ns. He found fo much countenance, that with a fleet of Don h^to- 
near fixty fail, and a good body of troops on board, he made 
an attempt upon the Terceras^ where his fleet was beat by 
Spaniards ; and a great number of prifoners being talfen, all 
the officers and gentlemen weie beheaded, and a great num- 
ber of meaner peoplg hanged. Don Antonio notwithftanding 
kept pofleilion of hme places, coined money* and did many 
other adib of regal power ; but was at length conftrained to 
retire, and it was with fome difficulty th3tfie did this, and re- 
turned into F}un^e He palled from thdice into England^ 
where he was well received ; and many fi ‘cd out pfivateers 
to cruife againft the Spaniards under his cq^nmiffion. ^ut af- 
ter king P/j//ip hdd ruined the naval ppwer of PorP^l^ as 
well aa Spain^ by equipping the armada, queen ElS^heth 
made no difficulty of ownino: tnd afliiting Don and 

even of lending Sir John Nofrk and SwFj a^uis Drake Iviith, 
a ftrong fleet, and a great army to rcif'ie him. l^jn this 
occafion * Don Antonio fent his Ion Dl>n Chnjlophe*’ 
to Muley Harnct^ king; of Fez. and Alorotroy who wa^to lend 
him two hundred thou (and ducats ; but king PljfHp prevented 
this by furrendeiing Atzila ; and this difappointment, the un- 
feafonable enterprr/e upon Corunna^ and 'the dilputcs thatarofe 
between Non is and Dtake^ rendcied that expedition abortive ; 
fo that, except cany ing the plague into England it was at- 
tended with no conlequenccs worthy of notice *. He remain- 
ed fome time after in England ; but finding himfelf little re- 
garded, h^withdicw once more to Fianc^^ where he fell in- 
to great poverty and difticfs, and at length dying in the fixty- 
fouith year of hi.aoc, his body was buried in the church of 
the nuns of Aoe jlAmia^ with an inlcription on his tomb in 
which he IS fhled king He left fcvcral children behind him, 
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whO) on account of his being a knight of Malta^ and 
ing made a vow of virginity at his entrance into the or^r, 
Were looked upon as illegititnatc. He greferved even t^ the 
day of his death a great intereft in Portugal^ and had /rawn 
from thence, in the courfe of his life, immenfe fums of mo- 
ney; which had beenn^fquandered in many fruitlefs nc^ia- 
tions, and attempts to diifurb the polTcffiolis of king 
almoft all parts of his domniions, and particularly in the In-- 
dies^ where the Portuguefe were rather more averfe to the Ca- 
Jlilian yoke, or at leaft teftified their averfion more opCnly 
than in Europe. 

Pretenders Don Antonio was not the only pretender to the crowri 

njfuming of Portugal ; for the people, partly through the love of their 
the name prince,' and partly from their hatred t.o the Cajiilians^ werd 
and tide continually fee^cling themfelves with the hopes that Don Se^ 
5^ Se- bajiian would appear and deliver them ; and in this refpeft 
baftiari ^ creOTity reigned, that it was faid proverbially,’ 

^ they would have tlVen a negro for Don Sehajlian. This hu- 

punijhea. fon hf a tyler at Alcohaza^ who had led a profli- 

gate life, and at length turned hermit, to give himfelfout fof 
that plj^nce ; and havmg with him two confpanions, one of 
whor ftiled himfelf T)on Chrijlopher de Tavora^ and the other 
the bffhop of Guar da ^ they began to collecff money, and were 
in a wir way of creating mC.jh difturbance, if the cardinal 
arch-ct^e had not ^caufed him to be apprehended, and after 
leading n\^Ti ignominioufly through the ftreets of Lisbon^ he 
who took the name of Sehajlian was fent to the gallies for 
life, and the , pretended bifhop was hanged Not long after 
Gon^alo Alvarez., the fon of a mafon, gave himfelf out for the 
&me king, and having promifed marriage to the daughter of 
Pedro Alonfo^ a rich yeoman, whom he created earl of Torret 
Novas, he affemBled a body of about eight hundred men, and 
fome blood was fpilt before he was apprehended : at length being 
clearly proved to be an impoftor, himfelf and his intended fa- 
ther-in-law were publicly hanged and quartered at Lisbon ; 
which inftead of extinguifhing this humour rather increafed 
it 

There was, however, a perfon who appeared about twen- 
ty ^ears after the fatal defeat of Alcazar at Venice, who created 
much more trouble. He alTumed the name of Don Sebajlian, 
and gave a very diftin61; account of the manner in which he 
had paiTed his time from that fatal defeat. He affirmed, that 
he had preferved his life find liberty by hiding himfelf amonglf 
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flatn : that, afcejr waiuienng in difguife for fome time in 
A^ka^ he returned with two ot his friends into the kingdom 
of Akarve : that he gave notice of this to the king Don fy ptrfim 
IIen\: that finding his life fought, and beings unwilling to a^errif^ 
difturMthe peace of the kiiigdom, he returned again amongft 
the ^ors^ and paffed freely fromjjne p^e^to another in Bar* ^ 
bqj^m the habit of a penitent ; that^ter this he became a 
Tielrnit in Sicily ; but at length ref6lved to go to Rome^ and ^ 

difi:over himfelf to the Pope On the road he was robbed 
by his domeftics, and came almoft naked to yeniccj where he irgrt* 
was known, and acknowledged by fome Portuguefe, Com- 
plaint being made to the fenate, he was obliged to rAire to 
Padua, But the governor of that city ordering him alfo to 
depart, he not knowing what to do, returned again to Fe* 
nice ; where, at the requeft of the Spanijh anJbaflador, who 
charged him not only with being an impoftor, but alfo with 
many black and atrocious crimes, he wasM'Kzcd, and thrown 
into prifon. He underwent twenty-eight eAiminations before 
a committee of noble and impartial peifon'; in which he 
not only acquitted himfelf clearly of all th^crimes thgt had 
been laid to his charge, but entered aHp^mto fo mir ne a 
detail of the tranfadions that had palled between hi ffclf 
and the republic, that the commiffioners were perfeiHy 2K0- 
niihed, and (hewed no difpofitibi^to declare him an impolor, 
moved more efpecially by the firmnefe of ‘his behavioi^^ / his 
Angular modefty, the fobriety of his life, his exemphu^ piety, 
and his admirable patience under his afflictions K J/thm noife 
of this was dilFufcd throughout Europe^ and the/enemies of 
Spain endeavoured every where to give it credit. 

The ftate, however, refufed to difcufs the great point, TheSpeb* ' 
whether he was, or was not an impoftor, unlefs they were niards get 
requelled fo to do by fome prince or (fate Ih alliance with bm into 
them. Upon this the prince of Orange fent Don Chrijiopher^ ^beir 
the fon of the late Don Antonio^ to make that demand, and at bands^ ^ 
his requeft an examination was made with great folemnity ; 
but no decifion followed, only the fenate fet him at liberty, ^ 
and ordered him to depart their dominions in three days "f 

He went therefore, by the advice of his friends, to Padua^ 
but in the difguife of a monk, and from thence to Flotence ; 
where he was arrefted by the command of the grand duke, 1602^* 
who delivered him to the viceroy of Naples. The count de 
LemSy then in poiTefflon of that dignity, died foon after, be- 
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fere whom he was firft brought, thistnart aflertcd, he 
know him to be I^on SebajUan, fince he had been twice r 
to him from the king of Spain^. He remained prifoiy^? 
vcral years in the caltle del Ovo^ where he endured in<y ... / 
hardfliips. At length he was brought out, led withrj' 
through the ftreets. o|||,the <jity, and declared to be 
tor, who afFumed the name of ^ehajlian : at which 
when proclaimed before nim, he faid gravely, and fo I am. 

In the fame proclamation it was affirmed, that he was in truth 
a Calabrian^ which, as foon as he heard, he faid, it isfalfeK 
He was next fhipped on board a galley as a flave ; then car- 
ried fo St. Lucar^ where he was fomc time confined *, from 
thence he was transferred to a caftle in the heart of Ca/lile, and 
never heaid of more Some per fon^ were executed at //x- 
hon for their e'ldeavours to raife an infurre£lion on his behalf ; 
but it was thought ftrange policy, or rather a ftrange want 
of policy in the l^^hniardsy to make this aftVir fo public with- 
out proofs ; andiche attempt to filence this objediion, by af- 
firming him to f)c a magician, was jullly treated as lidicu- 
lous. It IS very^pmarkable that Faria y Soufa *, a very can- 
did J exadl writePv^ who mentions the former impoftors with 
abhorrence, is altogether filent in regard to this man, whofc 
ftor ' is very cxtraoi dinary in itfelf, and having fo clofe a con- 
ned\on with the hiftory of Rv\ugal^ we thought beft to infert 
ithfi^, though a little out of the order of time, to prevent 
repetitic is, and that the fcveral calcs being produced together, 
might rllu^rate each other. 

The adi^jiniftration of affairs in PortugaU during the reign 
of Philips was certainly detiimental to the nation, and yet it 
does not appear that this flowed fo much from any ill inten- 
tion in that monarch, as from errors in judgment. His pro- 
digious prcparafions for the invafion of hmland impoveiitfied 
all his European dominions ; but it abfolutely exhaufted Portii- 
gaL I'hc prctcnlions of Don jintonio^ and the hopes of de- 
fpoiling then Indian fleets, expofed the Portugueff to the rc- 
fentment of \.\\c En^liJJj , from which the king having granted 
away ali his domains, wanted power to defend them. Their 
clamours weic nf*t at all the lefs loud for their being in fomc 
meafure without caufe. I'he king, to pacify them, borrowed 
money from the nobjluy upon the cuftoms, which were the 
only fure remedy he had fiiil left ; and this was attended with

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-^wal confequcnces. The branches thus mortgaged became, 
a^continue to this hour, fixed and hereditary ; fo that the 
mer^ant was oppreffed, and the king received nothing. This 
expe^ent failing, a tax of three percent, was impofed, in the 
naturqof fhip-money, for, the defence of the coafts and the 
coniprcrce, which for fomc years was^propeily applied ; but 
made a part pf the ordinaiy revenue, and went into 
the king's exchequer without account. This made way for 
dWerting other appropriated branches ; as for inftance, that 
for the repair of fortifications, the money being ftridlly le- 
vied, and the works fufFered to decay, and tumble down ; and 
that for the maintenance of the conquefts in Afuica^ bytwhich 
the garrifons mouldered away, Snd the places were loft. Upon 
the whole, in the fpace of eighteen years ihe nation was vifi- 
bly impoverifhed, and yet the government of 9htlip was in- 
comparably better than that of his fucceflbrs; fo that his death 
wasjuftly regretted, and the Poiiuguefe taiif^ht by expe- 
rience to confefs, that of bad mafteis he was the beft A mi- 
ferable confolation indeed ! (A)

(A) In the foregoing hiflory 
of Spain we have obferved more , 
than once that Phthp the fecond 
treated the people of Portugal 
with more lenity than any of his 
fucceflbrs, and in this we follow 
the Portuguefe as well as the Spa^ 
nijh authors ; but the former af- 
fert, that this was merely the 
efleds of his policy, and that 
he was in reality the author of 
all the miferies they endured. 
In fupport of this they mention, 
and they produce a certain me- 
morial, which they fay was 
drawn and digefted from the in-

.♦>?gether with the thipwreck of a fleet feht to efcorte that 
from Goa^ brought the nation incredibly low, and encouraged 
th% condeduke to hope they might be entirely cruflied. Thefe 
are the heads only of the tranfadtiolis for forty years : to en- 
ter in any degree into the particulars is, in other vt^ofds, td 
point out the breaches made bv the Spanijh mlnifters the 
conditions granted by king Piilip; which, with refpeft to 
them, was the original concra6l« and unalterable confiitution 
of PrrtUgal while fubjedt to the monarchs of Cajlile ; and 
which, notwithftanding they fo often and fo flagrantly vio- 
lated, that one would have imagined thc^’^ad ftudied to pro- 
voke the wtath of heaven, and infult the patience of men, in- 
ftead of availing themfelves, as they might have done, of 
the riches, power, and martial fpirit of the PoHugit^e peo- 
ple. But having exhibited fuch a charg^as thii to th -rea- 
der's view, we are bound in conf-ience to exhibit alfo thd /;vi- 
dcncc, which we (hall do as cl arly and concifely as it is^iof- 
fible, and then there will be li® room left to worider, Mat, 
except a few of the nobility who were meanly cont' .it to 
be great, while the reft of their countrymen wj^-e little, 
united themfelves with fo much zeal, and at the^rwe time 
with fo much fortitude in their endeavours to fhaWt off a yokfe 
that had already rendered them miferablc ; and which, with 
the habit of a few years more, would have funk into a race of 
naked and defpicable flaves p. 

It was the very bafis and foundation of *their privileges 
that the kingdom fliould remain feparate and independent, 
and confequently that Lisbon ftiould continue as much its ca- 
pital as evei, the feveral fupremo councils and courts refiding 
there ; fo that the natives of this realm might not be obliged 
to travel in fearch of juftice. So little, or at leaft fo (hort a tuguefe 
time was this obferved, that neither promotion nor juftice ifroktm 
was to be obtained without journevs, and Madrid was not 
more the capital of Cajlile than or Portugal. The general 
aftembly of eftates was to be held ftequently, and they were

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held thrice in the fpacc of threcfcore years, and of thefe 
within the firft three. I'he king was to refide in this realm, 
as often and as long as poflible; in compliance with which 
Philip the firft was there but once, Philip the fecond bjpt tour 
months, and Philip the third was never there at all.i The 
houfhold eftablilhment was fupprefled through all their reigns. 
The viceroy was to be a native of Porii^gal^ or a prince 
princefs of the blood j yet* when any of the royal family bore 
the title, the power was in reality in the hands oiTiSpaniafdn 
Thus, when the princefs of Alantua was vice-quecn, the mar- 
quis de la Puebla was to aflift in council, and in all difpatches ;

I'he prcfidents of provinces, 
or con egidors, were to be natives ; but by keeping thofe offices 
in his own handR,-Mic king eluded this article. No city, 
town, or did rift, were to be given but to Portuguefe ; yet the 
duke of Leytna had Bijay Sapa^ and other parts of the de- 
mefnes/'f the crown, which were formerly appenages of the 
print^offof the blouj^. None but natives were capable of of- 
fice|Jof jufticc, in tue levenue, in the fleet, or of any poft 
civi|^^or military ; yet thefe were given promifeuoufly to fo- 
reigners, or fold to the high/jfl bidder, not excepting the go- 
vcrnjients of caftles, cities, and provinces. The natives 
were f^Jar from having an equal chance in fuch cafes, that 
no pods rn^the prefidials were ever given to them, and fcarce 
any in garf/ons j .*nd whenever it happened, in the cafe of 
a perfon of^xtiaordinary merit, whofe prercnfions could not 
be rejefted, he waj ciiner removed, or not allowed to exer- 
cife his charge, as fell out to the nurquis of Maiialva and 
others.

The firft Phthp had flipulated not to h the 
demand from the Pope any bulls to enable him to tax bene- mtdft of 
fices the laft Philips however, impofed and levied the old tbeje cala^ 
impolitions, Without breach of faith in his opinion, or ra- mtuestbe 
ther in his minifter’s opinion, becaufe it June without met 
bull and without law. The prieds refented this invafion of 
their privileges, and complained of then nfions granted out 
of their livings, and the delays of fillin^ 1 t and ecclefiafrical 
dignities, that the king might 1 ave the prohts of the vacan- 
cies.

This affeiSled not only the clergy, -but the nobility and gen- 
try, who were hkewife uneafy to find they could get no mili- 
tary charges, but what were the leavings of the (Jhjhliam^ being 
generally given to courtiers and their rtlatii^s fo that none 
by diftinguifhing fervices could now hflpe for any rccom- 
pence , and that emulation, which is the fource of brave ac- 
tions, being deftroyed, Portugal^ fo famous in former days for 
prodigies of valour, loft at once all its reputation. ^lariy of 
the bed families were, for want of emphifmtnts, reduced to 
poverty , whilft others, who weie not ^et funk fo low had 
loans propofed to drawtheir wealth out of their hands, and ’^vere 
ill treated if they declined left mg No fitfs, juriidifl ons, 
or efchcats to the crown ought to have beep beftowed on any 
except Portuguefe , yet great numbers t)f families were banilh- 
cd purely to muoAyxQt CaJhbans^ who had alio ti es^jranted 
them, and the richeft heireflls of Pof tugal were iven to pooi 
gentlemen of CaJiiU^ that they might find thofe inches m other 
countries, which they wanted in their own 

The deteftation of the Spamjh government was become

3is father, Don Theodofim^ had been a warm friend to his 
:ountry, and oppofed the firft infults of the Cajiiham with 
great dignity and fpirit, which had endeared him exceedingly 
lO the people. He had by his dutchefs, the daughter of the 
Juke of Frias^ this duke, his brothei Don Duarte^ and Don 
Alexander^ defigngJ for the church, and who died a young 
man As for Don Juan duke^f Bragnn^a^ he had cfpoufed 
Donna Louifa de Guzman^ the fifter of the duke of Medina 
Sidonia^ and it is neceflary to fet his charadler in a true light, 
fn the eye of human policy he feemed to be of all men living 
the moft unfit for the great part he acSed. He was of agen* 
tic and quiet temper; rather‘indqjent than aiSive ; loved hof- 
pitality and magnificence ; delighted in country fports, was 
the kindeft husband* the moft afteflionate father, the moft 
generous matter, the friendlieft neighbour, and the moft ami- 
able and companionable man breathing#. Trovidence intend- 
ing him for the inftrument by whom the oppiefled Portuguefe 
were to be reltorcd to their independency and freedom, ga\c 
thefe virtues a turn proper to produce confequences vhich the 
moft penetrating human policy would ij^ver have iufpedted. 

His behaviour reconciled the nobility t^his grandeur, a they 
never faw it exerted but in doing good . it defended him from 
the jealoufies and fufpicions ♦' ^the SpaniauJsy who thought a 
man of his temper could never give them any trouble, unlefs 
he was forced to it; w'liich made them tender and indulgent 
in their proceedings. It attached to him all his ’ afl^ls, who 
looked u'^on him as their common paient; gai^ied the aftec- 
tions of the populace wherc-evei lie came, ana fpread a uni- 
vcrfal dcfirc of being happy under the government of a piince 
of fo much mildnefs and moderation, lie knew his own 
rights, and he did not want ambition : he few the mifery of 
his country, and he faw it with compaflion : he comprehend- 
ed perfcdly the views of the Spanijh miniftcis, and he looked 
upon thern with proper refentment. But he< ould do all this 
without dilcompofiiig his tcmpei, without ahci ing his condudl, 
and without difeovenng the leaft defire of being greater than 
he was. In the end, his patience, which fome thought pu- 
filanimity, appeared to be confummatc prudence ; his indo- 
lence the moft refined policy ; and his backwardnefs in ftir- 
ring the only efteftual method of procuring that unanimitv 
in refolution which fo wonderfully and uncxpedicdly placed 
him on the throne. His dutchefs was of a different frame of 

Gonsalo de Cespedes V Meneses, Rene d’Aubert 
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mind : her temper was lively, vehement, and llncere ; her 
courage manly, and her fortitude heroic. She had the credit 
of exciting, or at Icail of confirming her husband in his final 
refolution ; but in reality the duke had taken it before he ask- 
ed her advice, and that calmnefs with which he proceeded, 
received a ufeful, as well as acceptable colouring from the 
vivacity of his confort o 

Spanifh particular places Extraordinary feverities had forced 

mntjiers people to explain themfelves, though to their own hurtt- 
aa as if Thus at Evora there happened a great fedition, in which the 
determined name of the duke of Bragarifa was mentioned, and a deputa* 
toinvttbe tion feilt to acquaint him, that the lives and fortunes of the 
nation to inhabitants of that city were at'his devotion. The beft part 
dejfoir. of the province of Alentejo was in motion upon this news ; 

but the duke r(je£ling the propofaU and flopping the infur- 
reflion, availed hinfelf of the credit which this gave him 
with the court of Mudrid^ to preferve the citizens of Evora 
A. D. from deftrufiion But now that rage, which had hitherto 
1637. been confined, became general ; the condudl and feheme of 
the Spani^ifds driving the whole nation from difeontent into 
defpair. A flridl fuiV^y had been taken of the whole king- 
dom, tas if they had meant to divide it ; and from hence it ap- 
peared that there were in Portugal about two hundred and ten 
thoufand fighting men. In ccnfequence of this came orders 
for raifing fix thoufand foot, and a great corps of horfe, to 
march againft ifit \t\ Catalonia \ moft of the eminent 

gentlemen iK the feveral provinces were required to raife their 
vaflals, and t<^ march with them In perfon ^ The part 
of thofe who complied were feized, with feveral of the prin- 
cipal nobility, as hoflages, and fome of them put to ranfom ; 
which frighted thofe who remained at home exceflively, and 
difpofed them to’' run all hazards, though threatened to be 
declared traitors, and their eftates coniifeated. The next good 
effeft of this political furvey was the projefl: of no fewer than 
twenty new taxes and inquifitions, to be levied on,, a people 
crufhed by thofe under which they laboured already. * Some 
letters of the fecrctary Vafconcellosy whofe charafter has been 
already given, let the Portuguefe into the depth of his and his 
mailer’s defigns, and took from them all pofTibility of hope, 
in cafe experience had failed of doing it before. Under fuch 
cir&imflances as thefe a revolt was certainly to be feared, and

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indeed it was what the Spaniards cxptStcd : the conde duke 
had taken precautions for fuppre/Iing it, and bad refolved to 
make it a pretence for depriving them of that (hadow of in* 
dependency which was ftill remaining®. 

The duke of Braganf^hzd for the mafterof his houQioId By^h$m 
and director of his finances, one Juan Pinto Ribeiro^ a dodtor the fehem 
of the civil law ;• a man of a bold fpirit, extenfivc genius, ^a$ fit on 
and who at once deferved and pofieffed his mafter's confidence. for re^ 
He was at Lisbon^ and with very great addrefs promoted 
encouraged that fpirit which he faw-rifing in all ranks and ^onfiitution 
degrees of people. When in company with the nobility, fj^urch 
he deplored the dejedled and deprefled flate in which they 
were held by the Cajiihans. ‘Amongft the pricftj» he admired 
the learning and abjities confpicuous in men of their order ; 
and teftihed his concern, that inftead of recrAi mending, this 
ihould hinder their prcfeimenc. With pien in a mercantile 
way the decay of trade was his conftanf^opic : he pointed out 
the fourceb ot it, and took care to infinuate that from the na- 
ture of them, things muft grow daily woife and woric His dif- 
courfes gained him credit with thole who had the gt.-^d of their 
country fmcerely at heart : amongft wh4n the moft confider- 
able was Don Rodrigo da Cunho^ archbifliop ol Lisbon , a man of 
great quality and abilities, who was particularly picqucd at the 
Spaniards^ and at the vice <|u«en for raifing Don <5^ 

Mattos de Notogno to the primacy of Braga^ and beftowing on 
him all their confidence. I'he archbKhopof Lisbon communica- 
ted his thoughts to Don Muhael de Almeida^ a nc .leaian of Ro^ 
courage, who was fo diffatisfied with rhe Spuhifi go\ ernment 
that he never went to court, Don Antonio de Mlnuida^ and his 
foil Don Lewts^ the grand huntfman Mello^ and Don George 
his brother, Don Lewis da Cunha^ the archbi{hop*s nephew, 

Pedio de Mendoza ^ \^q\\ Rodiigo di 6V/<7, *grcat chamberlain, 
and fome other officers of tlic crown, who though they re- 
tained their pompous titles, had not either appointments or 
perquifi^ps 

In their firft confultations it very naturally occurred, The proha^ 

the firft ftep to be taken was to make choice of a proper bihttesthey 
perfon on whole head they might place the crown. Sotnt bud of fuc^ 
were for the duke of Braganca^ others for the marquis de 
Villa-rea}^ and others for the duke of Aveyro^ all princes of 
the fame houfe. 7'hc atchbifliop heard all that could be laid, 
and then told them his own fenriments cleaily; which were, 
that in declaring agaiiift the Spanifi government they could

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not cither hope for juflice, or efcape the guilt of rebellion, 
other wife than by owning the duke of Biagan^a^ who was 
the true heir of the crown : in which they readily acquiefced. 
He then (hewed them that as this was no fadlious, they had rea- 
fon to flatter themfelves it would prove no fruitlels attempt , 
but being intended foi their benefit, would be abetted by the 
whole nation that the Spantjh force in the kingdom was not 
grcct, and the (liength and -jrrLdit of that crown no longer 
wh 4t It was that the DuUh had long ago rcco\cied their li-* 
bertics that the Catalans had lately followed their exam- 
ple , Jiid that the Porfugueje might do the fame with great 
taft, if^cither the lo\e of libcity, ui the Icnfe of injuries, 
could rLVi\e the ancient couc^igcf'of their nation, and enable 
them to ofl: that reproach thrown^ upon them by the 

jnfidcls, th.tt tbWt viho filled themfelves the conquerors of the 
Indies were nevci flulefs flaves at home*. They applauded 
this difeOLiilc, and p/Ci^iiltd in their fcveial ftations to do all 
in their power, and to hazard all in then poflellion for ac- 
compl’ihing fo glorious an enierprize, and for rtflonng that 
conffitutioy, which v lie they held it, were a gitat, and 
which now they i a4^1ofi, they wtie fcarcc a people. The 
archbifhop ncomii endcu to them fieadinels and fecicc) ; and 
at the fame time dciired, that the obftacles which it would be 
neceffary for them to fui mount, cliould be ferioufl) and cir- 
cumftantially < onf deied. 

OhJlacLs oblci\ed, that the Sjamatds and thofe of their par- 

t/ai 'Here ty, were in fi^ pofli /lion of the j^overnment in all its branches ; 
to h ihzt the magu rawes, judges, officers civil and military, and 
erne, in flioil, all woo had either power or influence, were on 
their fide To this it was anlwercd, that in appearance it 
was fo ; but that very probably it might be otherw le in reali- 
ty, and if not, the wiarn wtic eeerv where fupeiior to the lew, 
and tne few were no wLeic formidable when they were men 
of bad charafleis, and unuerfall) dcicfted, which was the cafe 
of every man devoted to tht Spamfl) inttitft It was remark- 
ed, that the Spaniards had gain funs in three places in the 
Algal V£s y that they had a citadel, and le\cral forts in and 
about Liihon , and that the} had a bod} of troops in the Spa- 
?itjh Fjhtirradura. It was laid in return to this, that if all 
thofe^loiees had been together, or fo difpofcd that they 
r^^ght have been fuddenly collctSed, they would have been 
much more foimidablc, that as they were now divided, they 
might be eafil} kept lor ever feparate i that though a fiegc

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was not, yet a blockade was eafiljr formed ; and that if a gar- 
nfon could not eat they muft lurrender, though no artillery 
was brought againft them , that of the tioops in the field, a 
third part at leaft was Portuguefe ; and that it would be no 
difficult matter to aflembfe an army ftrong enough to invite 
them to come over, and then the bufintfs would be done 
Without fighting.* h was objeSed, that after all, Portugal 
was naturally but a part of Spain^ furrourded on it by three 
fldes, on all which it might be attacked, without any regular 
forces of its own, and without allies. It was replied to thii, 
that the fituation was the fame in former timej> , ^hat the 
Cajhlians had heretofore clamped Portugal^ without being able 
to conquer it ; thit though the'*'loice ot PofU/gal v\as dimi- 
nifhed, the ftren^th of was likewift d chiiLd , that at 
all e\ cuts, xhc Poftuguefe weie fupcrior to the Cufa/amy and 
might therefore venture to do whit thej/^had done Laftly, 

It was alledged, that the prefent fcafon was not to be loft; 
that Portugal was deftined to dcftruftion by the L ijhiiansy as 
appeared by the letters to VuJlo lullo^ fioni Mi In /, ind there- 
Tore they ran no greater iisk, fot no ctre^mi evil C(?a!d hap- 
pen than dcftruftion, which thev is well meet is ex- 

pert; that their enemico were n \er lo much emhirrafied as 
at this junfture , and tint is had rendered a’moft all 
Europe her enemies, Pottur^ her revolt woul 1 have al- 
moft all Europe cither for open or feciet friends The refult 
of all wis, that proceeding was Icfs harirdous ind more glo- 
rious than defifting , and that the recovery of ihei* liberty 
would depend chiefly upon themielies. ^ 

When Ao(Xox Pinto cime to be confulted, he cmbaiked Di Pin- 
bimfclf roundly, but difclaimed all knowledge of hi nufter’s to’j ptu 

fciuiments He was very clear as to his to the crown, ^ 

and he was no lefs clear is to his love foi hi'* countiy , but he 
obferved that the duke was without ambition, and that he 
would risk nothing; for tne fake of his title, being fitisfied 
with the fercat propertj he hiJ, and v ith th^ opportunities 
it gave him of doing good, but added, that if the welfare 
and intercft of the nuion dcminded h s Icrvicc, he was con- 
fident there was not i peii int in Poitigal would risk his cot- 
tage fooner than his mafter would his eftates In fine, that 
he would do nothing to make himfelf a king, but would ex- 

pofe himfelf to any thin for the welLre of the kingdom ; 

and that from what he h id faiJ they might account for his pift 
conduel:, and to tike then meafures .n the moft efteeiual 
manner to induce him to alter it. His iictions were v ell re- 
ceived, and it was unanimoufly determined, when oice thtir 
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affairs were ripe, to force the crown upon theliuke of Bra^ 
gan^a 

His own We have, in the hiftory of Cajlile^ {hewn on what maxims 
wife con* the conde duke ie Olivarez afted, and what various methods 
elu£l he praftded, that he might amufe ^he duke of Braganfa^ and 
through- engage him to come to court, which if he had done, we have 
that mmiftcr’s own authority in his apology to prove, he 
would never have let foot Aiore in Portuga^ fo that his fuf- 
picions in this refpefl were not in the leafl unjufl. But 
great a politician as Olivarez was, his artifices not only proved 
ineffectual, but were really ferviccable to the duke. 1 hus, 
when ht wos declared general of the forces, direCled to vifit 
the fortrefles, it gave him ar opportunity he could not other- 
wife have had, of making a progrefs through the kingdom, 
obliged even h^ rivals and enemies to pay him great refpeft, 
and gave even the Ijifpaniolived an habit of obey- 
ing him. It ist!ue,^that fuch of the Spamjh governors as 
could be trufted had orders to feize him , but the duke came 
fo well tucompanied that it would have been much eafier for 
him to hrive (urprued any of their place*' with ihofe he hau 
about him, than for Vjem to have arrefted him W here human 
prudence might have^ failed. Providence vifibly interpofed for 
his prelcrvation the Spam/h fleet under admiral Oforio was 
ordered upon thecoaft, in ho|W^ie would have dined onboard 
it, upon an invitation , but a ftorm difperfed and (battered that 
fleet, which might oth^wife have given him a great deal of 
trouble. When he came to Almada^ over-againft Lisbon^ 
Pinto procured an audience for Antonio Almatla^ Michael Al- 
meida^ and P.dro Mendoza he heard their propofitions with 
a pleafant countenance; and though he did not abfolutely en- 
gage himfelf, yet his expreflions of giatitude were fo ftrong, 
anS his teftimonies of kindnefs fo warm, and fo obliging, 
that they returned well fatisfied, and charmed with the 
thoughts of having fo good a prince. He had received in- 
ftruCtions from court to wait upon the vice-queen, at Ltsbonf 
and to treat her with the moft profound rcfpeCl : the defign 
of which was to (hew him to the people in the light of afub- 
jeC^, and thereby to weaken thofe impreflions they might 
otherwife have received. The duke went accordingly , but 
attended with fuch a concourfe of nobility, and was compH- 
fnented with fuch multitudes on his arrival, that the marquis 
de Peubky who in reality was governor to the vice-queen,

When the plan of the aflbciated lords was fojar advanced He refolv» 
that little more remained thaf«‘toJix the time and manner of to accept 
its execution, they difpatched the duke, ‘to ob- the crowm 

tain his definitive refoYution. At this he hefitajed a little, and 
defired fome time to confider. Mendofc^ requefted that he 
would not protra£l time, and that hetfi^ould forbear asking 
the advice of his fecretary Antonio Paez Viegat^ a perfon of 
great fagacity, but remarkably cautious. The duke readily 
jtfOinifed the formey but not the latter. After mature re- 
flexion, he thought it expedient to fend foir Viegat^ and to lay 
before him the whole ftate of the mattCr. Inflead of giving * 
his opinion, the fecretary asked him, whether if the lords, in 
imitation of the Hates of the V* ltcd Provinces, had refolved to 
fet up a republic, he would not have facrificed his own rights to 
the welfare of his country ? Yes, replied the duke, and my 
“ fortunes, and my life, if neceflary to her fafety.” Why 
“ then, faid the fecretary, (hould you hefitatc at receiving a 
‘‘ crown which it is her intereft to offer, and to vihich you have 
a jufl: title ?” Having faid this, he knelt and kifled his hand. 

The duke then communicated it to the dutchefs, who, after a 
little refleXion, faid, “ My lord, a violent de&th certainly waits 
“ you at Mndrid^ and it may be at Lisbon ; but you will die 
there a miferable prifoner, and here covered with glory and a 
“ king. This is the worft that can happen : we ought ra- 
‘‘ ther totonfide in the love of the people, your juft claim, 

“ and the divine proteXion.’* The fecretary, without fpeak- 
ing, knelt and kifled her hand likewife. The duke fent for 
Mendofa^ introduced him to the dutchefs, and then told him 
he might afliire thofe who fent him, that they might dir|)ore 
of him as they thought fit ; and that upon the day fixed he 
would caufe nimfelf to be proclaimed throughout all his 
owneftates, and where-ever he had any influence

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All thefe tranfaflions were in the five laft months of the 
year, and the firft time mentioned for taking up arms was the 
month of March enfuing , but when they came to examine 
things more ftriftly, they found it impoflible to put ofF the 
attempt fo long. Mendoza made another turn to confult the 
duke, who afterwards fent for Pinto from Lisbon^ whom he 
enjoined to acquaint the lords, to keep picndual to Saturday

Yet eveii after this there fell out accidents that 
were\eiy near compelling them to defer it, and it certainly 
had been done if the duke of Btagarca had not conftantly in- 
fifted that his excufes were all exhaufteJ i, and that, if iiL U 4 J 
not fet out for A/tu fdy he had nothing to hope if he remain- 
ed flill a fubjcd in L'oiugal Dodor Pinto held all the al- 
lociatcs clofelv united, and vuth the utmoft hazard, ani 
nioft indefatigable induftr), 4auoured to adjuft every thing fo 
as to have it ready b) the time, and in paiticular engaged the 
traders, who ucrc embarked, to difmifs numbers ot their 
journc)inen and ferv ants, under pretence they could no lon- 
ger pay or employ them, that difcontcnted, and out of bread, 
they might ^De the readier to take arms, Father Nicholas 
alfo was very ufeful m promoting, though cautioufly, and 
in \cry ambiguqus terms, that fpirit it was fo neceflary to 
raife 

At length Saturday the firft of December came, when the 
confederates met early at the houfes of rn da^ and the other 
great men, where they wcie to arm then klvcs. ^In all their 
coi ntenances appeared fuch confidence as gave hope of vido- 
ry all being armed, they repaired to the pal ice by /everal 
ways, and moft of them in litters, the better to conceal their 
number and arms. They were divided into four bodies, and 
expefted the hour of eight, which was tlu time appointed. 
As fbon as the clock ftruck Pinto give the fignal by 
firing a piftol, and then all parties fell to their rcfpeftivc tasks.

All 
their eftates were ccnfifcatcd, and furnifhed a very large and 
feafonible fund for the war The aichbifliop of Lisbon, who 
thought nothing ought to be denied him, interpofed in fa\our 
of onw of his friends, and asked the queen in pretty ftrong 
terms for his life. “ I cannot grant your lordfhip that fa- 
vour, anfwercd her majefty , but I will grant yop a much 
greitcr, I will forget you ever defired \Vhen tL^^c 

executions were over, the king declared the reft of the pr^ u- 
ners innocent, and ciufed them to be difeharged , fo that he 
had nothing to fear from their dcfpaii. It was not in this in- 
ftanCe only, but in manv others, that providence vifiblv fa- 
voured this wonderfu' revolution.

done the king \ery wifely declined expeditions of great coi^. 
fequence. In the mean, time a very unlucky aft'air happened 
at home. The archbifhop of Lisbon^ during his fhort admi- 
niftiation, had promoted Francij'co Lucena^ who had been 
cleric to rafLOturlles. to the poft of fecrctary of ftatc, in which 
he was continued by the king. He was indifputably a man 
of great abilities; but he was old and pcevifh, and had a fe- 
Veriiy in his temper which raifed him a great many enemies, 
whom he treated with a contempt that fharpened their re- 
fentment, and induced them to publifti many ftoiics to his 
prejudice. When the revolt of Portuged happened he had a 
fon at Madrid^ and had intruded him with fome blank papwfg, 
to which he had only figned his name, leaving to him to -f.ii 
them up with letters of recommendation as he fhouid fee 
occafion.

his fubjedlsrfbught him no po- 
litician at all.

but he did nothing without his 
advice : he was never taken 
for a Hvourite at court; and 
yet he hll Wj '^aller’t. confi- 
dence froX; .firljfccco lad.

The queen 
recovering and refuming the government, found the king 
more intra£lablc than before, and perceived he was bent upon 
wrefting the power from her by force, if flie fhould refufe to 
refign.

(he had fat for fo many years ; nor could (he be without iov^ 
concern for the kingdom » if left at the difpofal of ahafly and in- 
judicious youth, beTet with dangerous and unexperienced favou- 
rites and counfellors. Being perplexed with thefe thougr ts, (he 
refolved to fet up her younger fonlDon Pedro again!!: th/ king, 
that in hopes of attaining the crown through her mcai.s, he 
might be wholly at her devotion, arid AlCnjo^ fearing to lofe 
^ his crown, mighu hd 'kept in awe. To prepare the infant,

proofs were made of his ability, flie defiftcd f; jm this me- 
thod of proceeding, but not from the defign. * Her next con- 
trivance was to ado!^'- and dr^.l' coftly 

and fplcndid apparel ; lo give frequent opportunities of (hew- 
ing himfclf to the people ; to form him a feparate houfliold, 
compofed of fuch as were dtfaff^ded to hb brother ; and to 
procure him the beft palace in Lhhon^ built by Chrijiopher de 
Moura^ marquis of Cajiel Rodrigo, The infant thus en- 
gaged, o oppofition to his brother, and fecured to herfelf,^ 
her next artifice was to counterfeit a defire of quitting the re- 
gency, andv^*tiring into a monaftery.

fifth. As foot! as this procLmation was made, the people 
c..(r*fr2hd their jov by the loudeft acclamations ; and it i faid 
that in t 1 ib midft of their tranfports not a few cried, “ Long 
‘‘ live the (jing Don Pedro which is probable enough ; 
but as to what fomc have affirmed, that the infant himfelf 
fought that title, it is by no means pioved ; nor can there be

SECTION IX. 


The Regency and Reign oj' Don Pedro II. and of Don 
John V. to the Treaty of Uucoht. 

TT is certainly mflft pro^ ^commence the regency of tlie 
^ infant Don Re’dro from thc^timc of his proclamation, fince 
othd t^ife there would be no government at a]l in Portugal ji„PTjtent 
till the' neetiiig of the ftates, which, however, was far from Don?cdiTO 
being tiu cafe, the regent adling all that time, at leaft as far afftanes the 
as lie thoi ght proper to a£l, with the lame authority as Ifc af- admimf- 
terwards i cld. At this time Don Pedro was in the twentieth traMu 
year of hu age, a you^^ prince, very ^agreeable in his pei^on, 
a Wrong ^cll-madc man, rendered very* robuft by con^.ant 
cxeicife, a.^d of a capacity and character, which, if ajiiftcd 
by a proper education, would have renaeftd him, even y3ung 
as he was, cne of the moft accomplilhed princes of the age ; 
but this he wanted, tho’ time, experience, and application, 
gradually fuppLed ail defefls In the conduiS of this bufi- 
ntfs he was afTifteJ, or to fpeak with* the freedom of an hifto- 
rian, he was direded by other heads. ?Vt the time his brother 
Don y/louji was feized, that unhappy king fcarce pcrcciVcd it ; 
but as the evening drew on, t^^d everybody left him, he 
found he was a pnloner : q^on which he fent to defne his 
brother to let him have jo/jUy w’ho inanaped his dog kennel, 

40 keep him company. Some fay he did this w'lth defign :

To thefc it was anfwcred in a jSaper, faid 
to be drawn by the ^nluiquis/^/ Carpto, that the war had laft- 
ed tir'cnty -fcven years, and that both nations had fufi'ered fuf- 
ficiently, and declined giceatly in their figure and commerce ; 
while fome of their neighbours lookW on very coolly, and 
wxrc ready now and then to throw rn what they filled *reafons 
and motives for continuing a war, by which, without all 
doubt, boih rations would continue to fuffer and decline. As 
to the fecord^ it was allcdge/1, that none but military advan- 
tages could Ik- drawn from the Fs^ench alliance ; and that thefe, 
if the great pc^ints aimed at by the w'ar, could be obtained by 
a negotiation, they had much better be without, fincc they 
conlifttd in ruinous vidioiics, by which t he co untry 
deprc’pled, ;^d the nation iinp<jfcnfhed. AncTto laft it 
was fa:d, the treaty of the PyrerietS was fuchVpiect- 
dent as they had good lealon to copy : fince in thal^cTcaty 
pranceh^^ abandoiitd Portugal y and had adliially fent fVjii-

The ftates, entirely faiisfied with ihcfe rcafons, e*^p^^^^ed great 
gratitude to the Britijh nation, prefl'ed the cqp Jufion of the 
treaty without delay j to which the court confifnted *.

out tempering in fome degree that religious zeal, or rather 
fury, whii:h generally {prevailed ; and®as ^o flep of this kind 
was, or could be taken, no foreigners came, or at leafi remain- 
ed m Portugal^ except it may be a^V^ry French, and 
even thefe were fcarce confidered as catholics K It was as 
ntxefTary to give the people fome eafe in their impofitions and 
taxCvS ; but that was 'equally impracticable. The Spanijh 
kings had granted moft of thefe to noble families, from 
whom it was not expedient, or even /afe, for the houfc of 
Bragan^a to take them ; fo that trade was opprefled, and in- 
dufhy difcouraged, while the j^rown was in leal nece/firy. 

But what bore hardeft on j^he whole nation, and was a 
grievance equally extenfive and infupportablc, was the pro- 
digious fums annually raifed, and carried out of the king- 
Rome^y the agents and emiflaries of the Pope, iindei' 
pretences which in other Konfan catholic coiintric‘«\vould have 
been treated with ridicule and contempt Here, lYowever, they 
were fupport^d not only by ecclefiaftical cenfures, but by the 
civil authority, and that for political reafons ; which it is to 
be feared will always have too great weight, and which, by 
keeping this drain open, rendered all endeavours in any other 
way to brinjfi wealth and profperity into this country altoge-

' even in print, that the treaty made by the queen regent with ng^M cohnf 
the crown of Poytugal was void ; and that it was not in her ift th Rio 
power, as guardian to her *fon, to give away a great kingdom de la Plata 
to the prejudice not only of that prince, but of his pofterity, 
the prince regen tjnfter^' his mediation to faciiirafe the con- 
clufion of a peace at u. a meafure in itfelf well in- 

tended, and flowing from a^gcncrofity of mind truly worthy 
of a great prince. It was accepted in appeifrancc ; but ia 
effe6t declined, or rather refufed by Frame : in which 
the politics of Lewis the fourteenth failed him; for difeo^^ering 
upon this occafion fomethingfof contempt either of the re« 
gent, or of the crown, the affairs of which he adminiftered, 
it occafioned his fending orders to bis embaffador at Paris 
to meddle wkh that point no more; but to leave the moft chiif- 
tian king, w'hen he flood in need of atmediation, to feek it 
at Lisbon “ : but this was not at all. It tank fo deep irfto his 
breaft that he never forgot it ; and feme fay the remembrance 
of it coft the crown oft France as dear as any error in the 
cabinet during that whole reign. Ip Spain it was alfo but in- 
differently received ; on which DowJ^edro expreffed himfelf 
in fo quick terms, that ih^Spanrih miniftry being afraid that 
a rupture on this fide, might ch nge the general face of affairs, 
and being fufficiently fenlible oT their own weaknefs, drop- 
ped their haughtinefs at o/fee, difai/owed having any hand 
whatever in the confpiracy, gave full fatisfacSion for the abufe 
of the Portuguefe minifter, and the ftrongell affurances to the 
rc'geiit that his catholic maj'ifty had nothing mere at heart 
than to cultivate a fincere friendlhip, and to maintain a con* ' 
ftant good correfpondence with the crown of Portugal^. 

The regent fcceivcd thefe marks of kindriefs very obligingly, ^ jy 
and afforded them juft the degree of credit they deferved.

The kii.g knew it to be quite other- 
wife, and believing it intended to amufc and flatter him, de- 
clined giving any di’redf anfwer ; and placed this to t|ie ac- 
count that Lad been opened on tiie rejcdlingof his mediation f 
He was dill labouring to redore the profperity of his fub- 
jects by every method that he could devife, and^tho’ it might 
not anfwer his purpofe, yet it was certainly with this view 
that he raifed his money tw^enty per cent, which, if it had no 
other good effedt, faved the nation fomething in her annual 
tribute to j of which that court became qi'igkly fenfi- 
ble, and the nuncio received orders to expollulate with the 
. court of Liihon^ but to no purp(j)fc The king would 
willingly have done more, but there was nothing more to be 
done ; for if he moved this way he had the church diredlly 
againd him, if that the inquifition oppofed his mcafures ; fome

the hereditary prince bccamtjking of Portu^al^ of which Don 
Pedro would by no means war ; and fome very able politi- 
cians have thought that in this he was wanting to his own 
and his fubje< 5 ts interefts, fince if the fucceflion took place he 
gained a king to Por*^gal^ and if it djjl nat, his daughter 
and her pofterity were to enjoy the nobleft dutchy in Italy 
without controul \ ^ 

The people of Portugal faw with regret their king^a wi- 
dower in the very flower of his age, and when themfelves were py^cuaikd 
expofed to difnial appreljenfions in cafe of his deceafe without to 
illue male. It Is believed that fome of the Portugueje clergy matry. ' 
infinuated their fears to Pope Innocent thp eleventh ; who 
wrote to the king in fuch ftrong terms, •that at length he con- 
fented to a fecond marriage : and fent his great minifter the 
count de Villar-Major to demartl the princefs Mary Sophia 
of Newburgh^ in which heiacquitted himfelf fo well, and 
carried the honour of the crow’ii of Portugal fo high, that 
at his return he was created marquis of yllegretie On the A. D. 

fecofid of yuly he efpoufed fjiat princefs by prox^' at Ilc'idcU 1687 

herg^ and in the fucceeding month (he arrived ^'afely in Por- 
tugal on board an Englijh fquadron, commanded by the duke 
of Grafton^ %o the great joy of the king, and of all his fub- 
jedls. She was a princefs beautiful in her perfon, affable in 
her behaviour, pious in the way of the Portiiguefc^ extremely 
afFe£lionat(^ to the king, and without the Icall tinci^ure of 
that governing fpirit which had been fo confpicuous m the dc- 
ceafed queen J 

It w^as generally exp^'^ed, and the event anfwered the ex- His iffue^ 
pe6htion, that this marriage would change the whole face of and death 
affairs in Portugal,^ where the queen quickly became pregnant, of the %n-

her party earned it at length tO('9 the reigning queen of Por^ 
ingal\ fi.ler, and thereupon cc^nt Mamfeldt was fent into 
Gcrrtilmy tt) ncioiiate that inar^uge, and was ordered to take 
fhipping at Ltd>on h He was extremely well received by Don 
Pedro, who ordered a frigate to be prepared for him : of which 
Le'ivis the fourtecnrti b^*ing infoimed, he ordered his minifter 
to cxpoflulate with Don PtY// <7, and to let him know, that as 
count w<K ‘'a general in the fervice of his Impe- 

rial nffajefty, it was not impoflible his paffage miiiht be cut 
fhort by the French men of war. I'nc depth of this rcafon- 
ing was quickly underftood by the Icing, who ddilted from 
his defign ; but at the fime time placed this menace to the

commenced for marrying the infanta to the eledtoral prince, 
brother to the lesorning qiu'en ; which treaty, when it was 
pretty far ad^Miitcd, was difcon^-inued by Portuguefe'Vcix^ 
niftcis, foi reafons that\vcie n‘Wer made public, and with 
which the gi and -mailer of \X\^ eutonic order, who was the 
queen’s fceond brother, was lo much offended, that he vpuld 
not profecur6 his into Pa'itiigal from Machidy as he at 

lirll: intended, or fo much as receive the prefents that the king 
of Portugal lent him Some attributed thefe eii*ents, and the 
king’s dilcovei iiig anew piopcnlity to notwithffand- 
ing he had acknowledged the prince and princefs of Orange 
for king and queen of England^ to the dauphin’s becoming a 
widower*, and lomc propofitions being made on hVs behalf in 
refpCiSt to the mfant.i, to whom h^had been the carlieft pre- 
tender, or lather the king his fatheiVn his behalf, even before 
that princefs was marriageable. It is laid, flic (hewed but 
very little regard to this propofition when made to her in her 
l>ft illnefs, which, infh'ad of a bridal bed, condufted her 
. •*' to her grave on the tweiuy-fccond of October y in the twenty- 

‘ firft year of her age. The Frm/> gave new, and greater of- 
; ^ ’ fence than ever to the king her father, by publi(hing a ground-

As the conde de Cajlelmelhor had pafl'ed many years abroad, 
tho’ from time to time he made excurfions into Portugal^ 
which were connived at, yet hitherto he had never appeared 
in public, or been recek'ed at court. He was entirely in the 
intereft of the allies, had acquired a general in fight into af- 
fairs, and was rather moie c^jable of filling the poft of prime 
minifter than any other nobl»an in Portugal, At the requeft 
of the emperor, it is faid^lhe queen was prevailed upon, 
contrary to the whole tenor k her condudt, to interprjje in 
his favour : but it was to noparpofe ; for cither the king had 
lb fixed an averfion to this great man as hindered his deliiing 
ever to fee him feated ipuhis cabinet, or w^s diffident of a fub- 
jedf who w'as under fo many obligations to foreign princes, or 
which, after all, perhaps may be nearef^ the truth, thofc great 
men who had procured his fall had fuchfan mtcrefi: in^thcir 
inalter, or were fo ulcfiil to him, that he was unwilling to mor- 
tily them by a ficp of thys nature • It is perhaps no incon- 
fiderablc aigiimcnt of the truth of this conjeiffure, that a 
great lady very unexpectedly made her appearance in the pa- 
lace, andfioin her very entrance had J high influence theic, 
and was applauded for the '’harms both of her per/on and 
mind even by the greateft. Tffis was Donna Louifa^ the 
king’s natural daughter,' who, jit thev^ry time Ihe was owned, 
was a! lb legitimated, and Wad the title given her of royal 
highnefs. The French ambafl'ador alone declined taking any 
Itep si this nature till he had prders from his courts but when 
they arrived, he laboured to excel in complaifa^icc all who 
had gone before him p. This lady the duke de Cadaval de- 
manded for hts ekieft fon ; to whom fhc was married about 
four years after : the nobility fo much envying this honour, 
that few of them would be prefent at the diverfions that at- 
tended it Another circumfiance nrught piobably prevent 
the count’s coming again into ciedit, and that was the car- 
nelincfs with which the alhes prefled the Jcing to come into 
the war againft France ; which he had no inclinarion, be- 
caifl'e his fubjedls reaped great benefit from an open tiade, and 
•becaufe no immediate advantages was propofed to balance the 
expence and the hazards with which it might be attended ^

At length he gave out commiflions, and dircfled levies to 
be made through his dominions; which at another time 
would have alarmed, but was now very welcome news at 
Madrid \ where, to the amazement of all the old politicians, 
I’ome of the young ones talked very confidently of demanding 
a body of auxiliaries againft the* rebel Catalans *. To con- 
firm j)oii Pedro \[\ thefe fentiments Kaihernu queen dowager 
of England, and his lifter, retv!rned into Portugal^ taking 
her join riey rlrrongh Spain^ whcjie all poflible honours were 
paid her. At Lis Lon had palace of her own; where, 

except upon particular occafjoi^j there was nothing of fplen- 
dor icen, hit rather the filer^^e aiid frugality of a private 
hie. At ]ena,th, when the land forces Portugal were in 
fomc iTicalhro com[.l<"te, the king fent the marquis de Aronches 
li s ainbailadot to I'toina^ and the marquis with

th n ..t the dole of ihelaft war. To gratify the bigotry of his

A’iio di /’d, which was performed with great ceremony ; and, 
to Ihcv hib uw'' piety, he received kimlly, and granted pen- 
Jioiis to feveial ^IjooiS'dnd negroes of diftindion, who retired 
ifito befoiight his protection, and became converts to 

the Uhl I ft lan faith 

As the Freiah privateers freffuently took fliips upon the 
coaft^ ot P '7 tug aly and carried tXem into the river of Lisbon^ 
the maiqiiis deCaJuies had orders to complain of this, and to 
th' eaten, 111 cafe no redrefs could be obtained, the m'jking 
reprifalb ; \\diich was a language little expeCied at Paris from 
]jon Pivho's m miller, and yet in compliance with his inte- 
refts at that ji/nCtuie, f^ewis the fourteenth boee thefe com- 
plaints w ith temper, and promifed fatisfadlion On the 
other hand, the Spanijf) miniftcr was in fingular credit at Lis- 
bon^ paid his court afliduoufly to the king, and gave an opera 
in hi*> own palace, on cveiy anniveifary of the pence’s birth- 
day the like cuinplaifance was fhewn to the court of Madrid^ 
and it was no lecret that Don thought he had as good 
or bclier cl.um to the crown of Cajhic than any other pre- 
tender, fiiice he was defeended in adire^l: line from the in- c 
fi^nta Donna MaPia^ d mghtcr to their catholic majefties Per-- 
dtnand and Ifalella ;* and if the pofition could have been 
made out that was laid down by the Portuguefe lawyers, that 
no llranger was capable of the fucceflion in that kingdom un-

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lefs by the confent of the ftates previoufly obtained, Don % 
Pedro's right was better than either the French or the Auftrian < 
candidates It is not improbable that he was encouraged in 
thefe fentiments by fome of the allies, who faw with great 
fatisfailion the levies he was making in order to give weight 
to his prctenfions. To defray the cxpences of this arma- 
ment, and to keepbon foot the foices he had raifed, the king was 
obliged to have recourfe to tlycortcs, oraflembly of theltates, 
who voted him an additional levenuc of fix huijdred thoufand 
crowns ; but after fitting fil months to confider of ways and 
means, they at length brokC up, and referred the manner of 
raifing it to his majefty’s pl^ure, and he laid it uptfn to- 
bacco \ The French king was fo little fatisfied with the ftatc 
of this court, that he fent the preridcnt^(?«//4^, with the cha- 
radler of his amballado?, to penetrat(> tire defigns of Don Pe^ 
dro \ and, to accommodate himfcif to the humour of the na- 
tion, he made a moft fplendid entry, •Xhe queen of Portugal 
being attacked by a fever, accompanied with an erifepilfs, died 
after a (hort illnefs, on the fourth pf Auguji. The king ex-^ 
prefied his affeflion for*her by remaining all the time of her 
ficknefs in her chamber, taking his*repofe on a piece of cork 
laid by her bedfide : (he had been hts wife twelve years and 
feven months, and left him fix children There arrived in 
the autumn a fleet from BtazU, with about a ton and a half 
of gold on board, which was the firfl: confiderable quantity 
of that [irecious metal the mottuguep had received from a co- 
lony fo long in their poflemon, and whicimit is faid they owed 
to % confiderable body of outlaws, who had fixed thcmfclvcs 
in a diftant and defart part of the country, afld who, after 
finding thefe rich mines, voluntarily fubmitteef themfclves to 
the crown lof Portugal^ and agreed to pay the king a fifth 
part of their produce. The French minifter prefently deli- 
vered a memorial to aflert his matter’s claim to the river of 
Amazom^ and to fome of the i (lands in it, which, however, 
did not mfet with much regard ^ (C).

all .that fort of men who are 
ready to go any where, or to 
do an)§ thing to get a living. 
As thefe wefc quite a different 
race from thofe of the new co- 
liiy before-mentioned, it is not 
t| be fuppofed that they could 
OT/ell together, more efpecialJy 
fl the former were the quietelt 
tnd moll limple, the latter the 
moft riotous and turbulent peo- 
ple in ti e world. Thefe adven- 
turers, therefore, took care to 
look out for a new Icttlemcnt, 
and they found one of the pro- 
perell places in tlic world for 
their reception, at no great di- 
ftance. * This was the thick 
and vaft foreil of Parnabaccaha, 
which overfpread all the moun- 
tains at the back of this captain- 
fhip, and in which hitherto none 
but wild beads took up their 
d^l^lling. 'rhey foon cleared 
a prtof this wildenicfs for their 
habitation, in v'hich they ella- 
blilhed not only a new tofvn, 
wflich they called San- Paulo, 
but a new republic aifo, in which 
they lived after the tnanner they 
liked bell. At firtl this was 
overlooked, becauie the country 
was judged of no great value, 
^nd the adjacent cJ|)talnlhips 
were very well pleafed to be rid 
of th^e fort of folk who re- 
for ted thither. Jn the fpace, 
however, of a very few years 
they grew loo drong to be dealt 
with ; for receiving as they did 
all forts of people, they quickly 
incre^fed from two or three hun- 
dred, to as many thoufand men ; 
and being a bold, hardy, enter - 
prizing, and daring crew, the

mean time, his catholic majefty died on the firft of November^ ment onthi 
the news of which occafionea ^reat concern at the court of death'of 
Lisbon.

This new and 
extraordinary commonwealth 
was denominated, frop* the 
place of their denomination, 
Paultfts^ and they would not fuf- 
fer any of the Portuguefe officers 
to enter their territories ; yet 
they acknowledged the fove-

rcignty of the crown of Porta- 
gaU and paid regularly what 
they f»d\as the fifth of the gold 
they obtained, which in the year 
1691, iimountcd to one thou- 
fard marks, or eight thpufand 
ounces; which ihews that at 
that* time they drew annually 
fioin the livers and mountains 
in their poftclfion forty thoufand 
ounce? of gold. They took 
care, however, every time they 
faid the tribute to declare, they 
did it freely and of their own 
accoTd, out of rcfpetil to the 
crown of Portugal, and not from 
any fort of fear or fenfe of obli- 
gation (2).

inaiy^ii'ith conquer Portugal^ wVidi was to be an equivalent for the Low 
France Countiics, that were in that cafe to be at the difpofition of 
aiJSydin. Frana, Upon this,5 0vertuies were made to the allies, and 
with tlieni a declaration, that in cafe they were not accepted, 
his Poriuguefe majefty wquld find himfelf under a neceflity of 
clofing with the two crowns ; and accordingly fuch a treaty 
was foon afterwards fet 011 foot^ In the month of June an 
alliance was concluded ^between Spain and Portugal^ by which 
king renewed the treaty between the two crowns, par- 
ticularly thofe made by Don 'lehajVian and with the late Don 
jllonfo the fixth •, promifed full ^itisfadlion to the Portuguefe 
company, w’hich had bec'n eftabl ^ed for fupplying the 
nijh fettlements with negroes, w iich was accordingly given 
by a feparate treaty, concluded about the fame time. PVtlip 
likewife renounced all his pretcnlions to the ifland of St. Ga^ 
bricly and promifed that upon any fcarcity of provifion in Por- 
tugaU he would permit the fending corn thither fjom any part 
of his dominions. On the other fide, Don Pedro guarantied 
the teftament of Charles the fecond, declared himfelf an ene- 
my to fuch as fhould make war on Philip on the fcore of 
that fucceflion, and both kings reciprocally undertook not 
to give flielter to rebels or criminals^ that fled from the juftice

His moft chriftian majefty became the gua- 
ranty of this treaty The true defign of Don Pedro in mak- 
ing It, was to eftablifh a neutrality for the prefent, and to be 
entitled to as good or better terms in cafe he was either in- 
clined or obliged to change fide^ Upon the firft news of the 
death of James the fecond of Guat-Briiain^ the court of P^r- 
tugal went into mournftig, which was to avoid a notification 
in form ; and, tfierefore, when ihtFnmh ambaflador prefled 
him to follow his maftcr’s ixarnple, in refpedl^o the fuc- 
ceffion in that kingdom, xe refufed to heaf of it upon 
any terms.

New levies being made, 
fome magazines railed on the frontiers, and the artillery or- 
dered thither that ha^ been removed to the coaft, the Spanijh 
minifter began to take umbrage ; and naving demanded an au- 
dience, talked to the king in a very high flile. To which 
Don Pedro anfwercd,c.ilmly, “ That his own behaviour was

« natural for him to feciire himfclf in the beft way he could.’" 
By degrees the treaty, that had been long upon the carpet, 
was at length brought to bear, and was adually concluded 
and Atoned on the fixteenth of May, by the duke de Cadaval, 
the marquis de Alegtette, the ,'ount de Alvor, Don Roquo Mon- 
tero Paim, and Don Jofepho de Faua : on the part of his Im- 
perial majefty, by the count de lt\aldjltin : on the behalf of 
the queen of Great-Jiritain, by li Ir. Methuen : and on the 
part of the ftatcs-gencral of the United Provinces, by.fthe 
Acur Schonenmrgh ^ By this ticaty the emperor declared the 
archduke Charls king of Spain, and his majefty of Portugal 
agreed to acknowledge him as Aich, and to br-ing into the 
field of his own troops twelve thoufand foot and three thoufand 
horfe : his Imperial majefty was to take thirteen thoufand 
Portugurje into his pay, at the rate of a miMion pieces 

of eight a year. Other fublidies were likewife ftipulated ; and 
the fending a maritime lt>rce fufficient to protedf the coafts 
of Portugal, by a feparate article, which was to be kept feerct. 
The archduke engaged, in quality of king of Spain, to yield 
to his majeftv oi Portugal, in perpetuity the towns of Badajoz, 
Akdhtara, Albuqunque, znA Vahnzn, \n Ejlramadura i as alfo 
Bayonne, Figo, Tuy, and Gwdia, in Gcduia.

had of Don Pedro^ told him that his mafier advifed him, not 




only out of friendfliip bfit out of compaffion, not to engage 
in leagues with diftant and weak allies, who in ^is di(tr& 
might be unwilling, or if m#, would be certaiyiy unable ro 
aflill him. In aniwer, his itajefty allured him, that he had 
a true fenfe of his mailer’s ffiend&ip, and hoped he (hould 
never (land in need of his ^^padion. At the fame time, 
to Ihew how much he was in ^rneft, he ordered every pea- 
fant in his dominions, who had two fons, to regifter one of 
them for his fervice, ani forbad the hoiy\ffice to difturb, on 
the fcore of his religion, any officer or foldier in the fervicc 
of his allies^. • 

One great motive to the king’s conefuding this al^-ance Thenar 
ceafed almoll as foon as it was made.

King Philip publiflied his manifefto alfo ; and which was 
more to thefpurpofe, was full in the field with a good ar- 
my, having the duke of Berwick under him, took eight or ten 
places, and amongft them Cajiel-Branco^ where the foldicrs 
found a great quantity of ftores, and the tents ot the two 
kings : at the fame time the duke of Berwick furprifed, and

The autumn cam* 
paign was not more favourable than that of the funimer : the , 
two kings took the field, having received a reinforcement 
from England ; but meeting with foifie difappointmcnts, re- 
ined verv^ foon to Lisbon. Don Pedro was no fooner there 
flkn he wrete to queen Anne tc, recal the duke of Schomberg^ 
who by prefimg him contiimalhr for his father’s arrears, was 
become very difagreeable. I'h \ duke was equally weary of 
his command, having predi6led/.All the misfortunes of the cam- 
paign, though he had not authority enough to hinder them. 
7'he queen complied with both their defires, and fent him a 
fucceflbr. As for barr.ii/>?^^/»/hcmaintr.ined himfelf in the king’s 

f ood graces, noiwithibnding his, misfortune ; but then he 
iffered with his prin \9 miniftcr the duke of Cadaval^ whona 
he held to be no great friend to the war, and perhaps in that 
he wib not miftaken : he alfo fell out with the marquis de 
Ruvigny^ or as vM ftile him, lord Galway^ whom the queen 
had fent to fucceed the 4uke of Schomberg^ and not being fuc- 
cefsful in this difpute,^ difcovered ftrong marks of difeontent. 
Thefe unlucky jealoulies and mifunderftandings werc-fatal to 
the fervice ; and the Portuguefe minifters were fo intent on 
making the moft of the fubiidies and fuccours that were fent 
from England^ that if the trooj6 had not been relieved by 
the fleet under the command olvSir George Rooke^ they might 
have fullered more through wdnt of provifions, than fiom 
the fuperioi:ty of the enemy ; which in the firft campaign 
was fufficient^y felt, and would have been more fo if the Spa- 
nij!) generals had pot done all in their power to crofs the duke 
of Berwick The admirante of Cajiile had alfo his (hare of 
vexation ; fo that the year ended with complaints on all Tides, 
and the difmantling of Portalegro^ and fcveral other places in 
Portugal^ which the5^^«wr^jdemoli(hcd before their retreat. 

At the very opening pf the year the king was attacked 
with a very dangerous fwelling in the throat, attended with 
fuch violent fymptoms, that he immediately made his will, 
and appointed the queen dowager of England regent The

He had, not long after^ a* retotn of hid dift(im(>er, vthicH 
oWiAd him ro leave the reiiid of government in the"laih<6 of 
his fmer ; but ad Toon m he found himfelf in any eonditiot^ 
to ufe e^ercifc, 1ft apt)lied himfelf to military affilrs, atict 
quickening the motions of hij^ troops, fo that He jdtfght havd 
them early in the field, and itfthis he met with an the fucceft 
he could defire. Baron Pa^l^ who commanded the DuuA 
troops in chief, had acquired^; confidence of this monareh^ 
andof kingCW/rr. It was pi^pofed to opetx the campSign 
With the fiege oi Badajoz^ which he difliked, becaufeitwaS 
a large well fortified p^ce, and he apj^ehended the army 
too fmall to inveft it : he added, that^he fiege would be dr 
a confiderable length, which might give the Spaniards time 
to attempt its relief, and he was unwilling to risk a difap- 
pointment. Befides, he thought the end of the war dught 
to regulate the progrefs of it, and as (Jiat was the fetting king 
Charles upon the throne, he was for penetrating dire£Hy into 
Cajiile. His fentiments were follow’ed, and the campaigrt 
opened by the fiege of Valenza deALantSra^ which was taken 
Albuquerque was next reduced ; but when, in purfuance of 
this projeft, Alcantara fhould hav® been attacked, the propo- 
fal was rejected ; and it w^^arned iq the council of war to 
retire into quarters of rofrefVment. Before the army fepa- 
rated there was anther gr«t council held, at which the 
admiflinte of Cajlile a(llfted,\in order to determine the ope- 
rations of the fleet and army of the allies, with whom king 
Charles was to go in perfon : he was for alarming the coafts 
of Spain during the fiimmer, and return at the feafon for ac- 
tion to reduce Sc. Lucar^ in order to fix the feat of war in 
Andalufiay rather than in Catalonia, In this he was fupport- 
ed by the E'jfgltJh and Dutch generals ; but in his return from 
the camp to Lisbon,^ he died of an apoplexy ^zxonFagel 
came to court in the beginning of July^ where he found thd 
operations of the confederate fleet, and of the Portuguefi 
army in the autumn regulated without his concurrence. Thd 
fiege of Badajoz was refolved on, and he was prevailed upon 
by the king of Portugal to afllft at it, though againft his 
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opinion. When he came before it» he advifed deftroyitlg tjhe 
magazines as ht z^Merika^ previous to the^iege; 
but that was pofiponed : when the^Jarmy of the two crowns 
took poft near the place, he was ^for fig'nting ; but that was 
reje£led. In the courfe ^of the iSege a bomb from the caftlo 
blew up one of the principal magazinr s in the camp. Lord 
Galway and baron Fagel repairing the place to remedy 
the diforder this accident had occafioned, the former loft 
his right arm bv a cannon jOiot ; after which, through 
the negligeixce of the Portugue\\ fome ports were furprifid^ 
and the baron was forced toyraife the fiege ^ Upon this^ 
and in confequence of leave obtained from the ftates, he 
Tetut-ned to Holland^ havingf'^much the fame opinion of 
the court he left as the earl of Peterborough^ who is faid to 
have written to the oueen, that they bad but one friend in the 
council (meaning ^th». king) and lie had not the greateft 
A. D. weight \ About this time the queen dowager of England, 
1705. refigned the regency * in great difcontcnt, on account of the 
king’(; cancelling an order of hers to the Pope’s nuncio t6 
leave the court $ and it is thought this went fo near her 
heart as to be in fome meafure ifte occafion of her death, 
which happened on thehft day ofthe year, in the fixty-eighth 
of her age. She left..all the immenfe wealth fhe had faved 
to the king her brother, to the no fmall difappointment 
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of the priefts *. ,, 

By the great attention of the king Don Pedro,^ the troops- 
were in a condition to b'c in aft^ffvcry early ; the army was 
commanded by the marquis das i(Tmas cjcyi lord Galway, The 
former was for befieging Badajrs^ becaufe it was a pl?ce of 
great confeliuence to Portugal^ Snd which they were to keep 
by treaty : the latter was for befieging Alcaniaray for the rca- 
fons which had been before given by baron Page}. The mat- 
ter being tefc to the king, he fent pofitive orders to attack y//- 
cantaray preferring the intereft of the common caufe to that 
of his own. The place was flrong, and had a good garri- 
fon ; yet it was quickly taken. The SpaniJIj writers will 
have it thiit there was money in the cafe ; but that feems to 
be improbable, as the governor twice refufed the terms that 
were offered him. Some other places of lefs confequence 
fubmicted upon the approach of the allies, who advanced as 
Sx as AlmaraSy and lord Galway was for proceeding direSly

Charles was fo little in haftc, on account, as fome fay, of

becalhranpractkable. King Philip having jointd the duke 
of Berwick^ diflotiged the Portu^efe^ who in th^ir retreat ex- 
perienced fome of the hafdfhips they had forefeen. Here the 
iingle opporftinity was loft of placing king Charles upon the 
throne, finje if he had arrived in time at Madrid the feat of 
war muft have been transferred into Navarre, As it was ma- 
naged, the iortugue/e fuftained fome lofs in their retreat ; while 
in their abfence the marquis de Bay had made an irruption 
upon their frontiers, and had recovered Alcantara by fcalade. 
Lord Galway was extremely blamed here, and he in his apo- 
logy laid a great load upon the marquis das Minas : notwith- 
ftanding that, all things confidered, neither of them was 
much to blame. At their return into Portugal the army went

7 'he queen 
of Portugal^ whofe marriage had been celebrated the- ninth 
of July^ fet out on the eleventh ; and having been fpl^didly 
entertained in her paffage by the king oS PruJ^a^ arrived on 
the feventh of jlugujl at WezeU where embarked oh board 
the yatchs of the ftates^general, and mrnvcd fafe at the Hagut 
on the nineteenth.

As the allies knew the great confequence of this to 
the common caufe, their minifiers complimented him highly uii 
his firmnefs. 

As there had been fome rumour of a convention to ren- 
der more effedluaL the agreements ior protecSting the farmers 
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, and peafants, it gave fome umbrag^^o the minifters of the 
allies, who conid not diveft themmirs « an apprehenfion 
. that it had the appearance of a netfcralitfl The Portuguefe 
minifters anfwered, that it was a propoffion that came from 
the enemy : that they were unwilling tc^oe thought lefs hu- 
mane, or attentive to their fubjecfts inteteft ; but that after all, 
the «WAr^ion was embarrafted with fo manjPdifticulties, that 
it was more ^an probable it wou|d come to nothing. The 
earl of in quality of ambaftador extraordinary, made 

a public entry into Lisbon with great magnificence ; which 
highly pleafed the court and the people^. .The king, how- 
ever, Vas not very complaifant/n providing, or fuffering the 
earl to provide for all the French refugees he brought over. 
His maiefty thought ^ very unequal that the private men of 
a battalion fliould be hit fubjedts, and the officers ftrangers. 
However, fo. much care was taken, that the army was early 
in the field, and on tb<? fourth of May tht Portuguefe^ under 
the command of the marquis de Fronteira^ encamped on one 
fide of the Caya, the marguis dc Bay^ ^with the Spanifly forcts 
lying on the other : the latter were fuperior in horfe, and the 
former in foot. The Pottuguefe writers fay, that the earl of 
Galway wasdefirous to fight, in order to wipe out the memo- 
ry of his misfortune at Abnanza ; but he afferted, that he op- 
pofed fighting. However, being infulted by the enemy, the 
allies pafled the river on The Spanijh relations 

fay, that the marquis de Bay permiwi^cm to pafs, snd to 
form without any interiuption : th| there was 

a plain on the other fide, which jJive dn opporKlhity fo|i»his 
cavalry to a6i. ^ Both the riglA anSthe kfjt^ng of the allies 
were quickly Beat, the ^panYjrf- fixfy^^^^xLmog^ them a full 
league. On the other infantry ^chaved ill; 

that of the allies formed into a fquare battalioJL; but the 
marquis de Fronuha made a regular and noble iretreat to 
Campo Major, The Englijh^ who brought up thflrear, fuf- 
fered much. The enemy took twenty-two field-pieces, and 
fourfeore waggons ; but there were no great confequences 
followed this adlion, only the earl of Galway^ at his return 
to Lisbon^ induced the king to change his fentiments, and to 
confent, that there ftiould be a large proportion of foreign 
officers in the new regimei^ts of horfe and dragoons he was 
ab^ut to raife. In the autumn campaign the Spaniards be- 
ficged Olivenza ; but were obliged to raife it with fome lofs. 
In the winter the king obtained a free gift from the clergy, 
enquired into the condud of the campaign, and broke fuch 
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df. the oificers of hiKay)^ who had behave4 worft. But the 
difcontenc this occlltan^i} was felt ailerwards'in many in- 
fiances 1 ' 

There happenecl in tkte winter of the preceding year a 
difpute on a point of wemony, which was now revived, and of tunate 
which it is neceffary 'to^give a full account : fifft, bccaufe it Jquabble 
became in its cohfequences a thing of the laft impfi^rtSuiee ; amo/tgji 
and next^ becaufe it is fo litije known, that it be a difli- mimfters^ 
cult thing to find any traces of it in any book vi)^ritten in our attended 
language. The king Don Pedro^ while he was regent, that fatal 
is upwards of thirty years befpre this time, had found it nc- 
ceffary to fupprefs what was dilled the franchifes of (dVeign 
mii^ifters ; and he condudled his defign with fo much prudence 
and temper, that it occ^^fioned no fort hf complaint, neither 
had there been any difpute within this peiiod of time. But 
now the biftiop and prince of Lalach being at Lisbon with the 
charadter of ambaffador from his Impcrml majefty j but incogs 
as not having yet made his entry, which ii» this counfty is a 
point eflbntial, conceived it an afFi^pnt for oflictrs of jufticc 
to pafs by his houfe with their white lods in their hands,* 
which are the enfigns of their office ; and therefore fent a 
Svnjs, who was his porter, to turn fliem out of the ftreet; 
and upon their refufing to go back, he beat one of them fevere- 
ly. The king was no fooner informed of this, than thefecrc- 
tary of Itate wrote to thf^nontuRffnlor to let him know, that 
he mfift difeharge his^orter, or lorbenr coming to court. 

This affair was, pH^evcr,i[it length terminated. But after it 
had^leptlbmc inonihsi«coiJn Stampa^ ambafl'adc^ from king 
Charles the third, by, the |d\^A and inftigation of the bi- 
fhop, revived it, and nVii:e/-^n once fent bis fe'rvanis to com- 
pel the offidfcrs of juftice, and^'^'fi judges who were palfing 
by hisdoa|Pin their calaihcs, to go back, and return out of 
the ftrcetl The fecretary of ftate wrote to him, that the 
kina: woul\not endure this ; and that if he perfifted in fuch 
notions, he muff forbear coming to court. Upon this count 
Starnpa demanded a conference ; at which affifted the prelate 
who began this buffle, the piince de Cienfugos^ envoy from 
king Charles^ the earl of Galway^ her Britannic majefty ’s mi- 
nifter, and monfieur de Sthonenherg^ minifter from the ftaccs 
general, who made what they called a con)mon caufe of this, 
and declared their unanimous rcfolution, that no officer of juf- 
tice (hould pafs before their houfes without dropping his white 
ftaff.

thcfc franchifes continued, thtrt way^oKiich thing as peace 
or juftice in Lisbon^ which induce^'thc rite king to fupprefs 
them : that the Portuguefe minifterfe neither claimed nor en- 
joyed any fuch franchifes at their rcfpedyvx* courts : that this 
was no common caufe as they pretcjyfed, fmee the Pope’s 
nuncio, who had the firft rank amongr foreign minifters, and 
minifter, who was the oldeft Aen in Portugal^ 
had publiciy difclaimed any concern in this affair : that what 
they did wa^of their own heads, and without any inftruc- 
tions from their refpe£five courts; and that this kind of pro- 
ceeding was of fuch a nature as might have very dangerous 
cffefls with regard to the comraron caule ; for which reafon 
he exhorted them not to carry things to extremities, or de- 
ceive themfclves witK notions of exp^edicnts, fince the king 
was refolvcd to be tne 'foie matter in his capital, and would 
be obeyed. The minitters fluck by each othei ; the king or- 
dered them to quit Lisbon in twenty-four hours, and at the 
fame tirjie ordered four regiments of horic into the city ; and 
thereupon the minitters fuhmitted till they received tHb orders

have watted it at pleafure tli^t'^tcThave fent a great detach- 
ment, (nftead of ^^^^en^, would have encreafed the difficul- 
ties of king Churlesy'^o di4 not leave Madrid thro’ want of 
force,* but ihfo’ want of foodj which it was not in fheir power 
to fupply. As to the joint ^ol^.ation of all tht minifters of 
the courts, allies to the co’y;| Portugal^ upon this occafion, 
we have fli^n how that came*' 3 have but little weight. 
The fadls a / fairly ftated, and the reader will judge for him- 
felf. In thi winter arrived the carl of Portmore^ in quality 
of her Brlta\lck majefty’s miniftcr and commander in chief ;

received for anfwer, that if Ijjey had not fent fquadrons to 
PortugaU they had however done what amounted to the 
fame thing, by watching the Dunkirk fquadron •, whereas it 
was this very fquadron, under the command of Gue Trouin, 
that had done all this mifehief at Rio de^aniero^. 

At the opening of th% enfuing yea^ the affairs of Portugal January 
were in a very perplexed fituation 5 their lofs in America ap- affairs go 
peared to be greater than had been at lirft imagined ; and by as un- 
the comparifon of their own with the French accounts^ could tonvardly 
not fall much (hort of a million ftgrling,^ exclufive of four this cam- 
men of war that had been burnt in the bay. To leflen the 
king’s chagrin, and to put it in his power to take the necef- 
fary meafures for proteAing their comnfferce, the nobility and 
clergy made him confiderable prefents, in ready money and in 
plate. His majefty appeared t(#be extremely fatished with 
thefe teflimonies of duty and^ n'j^kh’c, fpirit ; but remained (till 
under great uneafinefs f-jm the conduA of his allies. He 
knew that fome o\^t,'-.es ha^ been made on the part of France, 
and hj difappioved ihem. L' the month of March^t count 
prefented a mcmij^rial,of his mafter'^^demands, in 
which he infifted upon the T.ilitution of the whole Spanijh 
monarchy to^the emperor CharU\ ns a meafure requifitc for 
the fecurity /f Portugal \ Some apprehenfions there were 
that the Fre t:h would pay a third vifit to Rio de Janeiro, which 
occafioned awarm application for a Dtt/rA fquadron, with little 
effeA. He w^likewife direAed to infid upon the fubfidies, and 
with great difficulty obtained bonds for the amount of one year, 
and which he difeounted, as he had done thofe the year before, 
at ttn per cent. lofs. This fupply was very acceptable at Lisbon*, 
where, as the fcafon of aAion approached, they found them- 
felves under frefh difficulties; for the French had a fquadron upon 
their coafts under the command of the fieur CoJJart, who gave 
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(UK tbat he would force a paflage op the i of Mrfaitd 
the marquis had a fuperror axmy pon their fronli<fr9f 
and threatened to fend a great body of h- rfe to the very gates 
of Lisbon \ The count dfFilla-vrrAi^ ^ .id the earl of A^r/- 
More^ were in the field with an ar^yfo /^mall that they could 
not hinder the Spaniards from makin^/ncurfions, and raifing 
contributions ; and bendes^ the earf mride no ferupfe of own- 
* ine rhaW:c expefted orders every dav for embarking the jSr/- 
iijD troops. ' It happened fortun;j<^y for this crown, that 
the heats were fo violent that the/aimies were forced to go into 
quarters of refrcftiment foon#^ than ufual ; and' the marquis 
de Boy rcceivino; foon after orders to detach three thoufand 
horfe for Catalonia^ the armies were brought more upon a le- 
vel. Ill the autumn campaign, however, the marquis be- 
fieged Campo-Mnjoy ^' was fo^wcll defended, and the 
count de Villa ver da took his meafurcs fo well, that towards 
the end of Offober the Spaniards were obliged to raife the 
fici'C, Hut to balance this fmall fuccefs, major-general Pearce^ 
who Commanded the Englijh troops, feparated from the Por^ 
lugnefe^ and declared bis' intentions fo embark. At the fame 
time the Evgltjh court refufed to pay any longer the Portu^ 
troops in Catalonia ; and the king oi Portugal^ finding 
V himfelf prefled by his enemies and deferted by his allies, was 
conltr-iined to negociate a fufpenfion of arms at the Hague ^ 
which was concluded and fi'giicd at Utrecht on the feventh of 
Ntnyeinhir, by the count ^/<? farcje/i^nA V)on Lewis d^Acunha 
on one fide, and by the marfhal d' the abbe de Po^ 
ltgnaL\ and Mr. Mefaager^ on other. The Portuguefe 
troops in Cataknia had orders i|^) feparatc from thofe uf tl>e 
other, and t'y march home Towards the clofe of 

the year the Brazil fleet arr;"^d fafe in the river of Lisbon,^ 
to the great joy of the wRole nation, who had ; been very ap- 
prehenlfive of its being attacked by French ii.Mts paflage; 
and notwirhftanding all their prefling inftancc^i in Holland^ 
were not able to obtain any furcours, not fo iT^»vh thro’ any 
coldiiefs, as thro’ the inability of the ftates, who found their 
A. D. forces and their finances equally e^chaufted by the war. The 
1712. birth of Don Pedro^ prince of Brazil^ ferved to confole both 
the court and the people in the prefent perplexed ftate of their 
affairs ; and the folemnity of his baptifm was according to the 
cyftom of the country, celebrated with the utmoft magnifi- 
.v^cence, his Irr/pcrial inajefty Charles VI, his Portuguefe maje-

fponfors. This you/I'g prince died about two years after *. 

It wjs generally Anderflood at Utrecht^ and at the Hague^ Treaty of 
that in the coiirfe of iJcgotialionsP^rr/^-^tf/ would take the fame peace ^jiub 
ftepswith C'wj.’WA^f'his judgment w'asfenfibly formed, and f’rancc. 
was vt?n^\ed in the cveXt ; and yet the king of Portugal was 
in fentiments dnc^lly ^n^pofire to thofe of the queen of Great 
Britain^ and had cxprclk^ this in a letter to that qiiun'.' His 
plenpotentiaries alfo wcren.*7n of abilities and fpirit, incapa- 
ble of becoming the cieaturA^or being made the dupes of 
fritnr ; and yet from their comxift at that time many were 
of another opinion. Whereas in reality they had no other 
method to take ; for Portugal unfuppf)rred was by no means 
able to difpiite with Spain^ more elpecia^y when governed by 
a prii ce of the houlc of# Bourhon^ wljo liad reduced all its 
kingdi inm fo many provinces, and under colour of nccel- 
fnv> hail efidhhthtd a kind <)f military g(»vernmcnt. Don j^uan 
hirnfelf was In no means inclined to thcT^fencb mterefl: ; but 
many rf hi' nobi’ity, and fomc of his minifters who hafl mar- 
ried French w'<anen of quality, wcic <fntircly governed by their 
wives, vvhkh was fo far from recommending them to favour, 
that at this veiy time feveial of them ^hicatencd to quit the 
coii;t j but the king, by fome compliances, prevented w'hat 
at fo ciiucal a feafon might liavg been attended with various 
inconvenieiicies. The armies were flill on the fronticis, and 
the Stqmards finding a favourable opportunity, furprifed

French quitted all right, and all pictcnrions to the coun- 
tries lying about the SWth Cape, between the riveis of Ama- 
zons, and th^t of Fincent Pvfn, acknowledging the crowm of 
Potiugal to have the foie property and fovcicignty of the 
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^uth, as well as the north (hores of he river dit Amazons^ 
annulling the treaty concluded with I on Pedro the fecond, 
and permitting his Portugtdefe majefty o reftorc thole forts 
which that monarch had been obliged t demolifli. It is very 
certain that the Portuguefe were iery vj :ll,)treated in this ne- 
gotiation ; but it is not eaiy to fagij/iOw this was brought 
about. It was afl'erted by the jE'«^//}S/j^inifters, that they had 
infiftcd ^pon thefe terms : on thcoth/r harfd, the plenipoten- 
tiaries of the Clown of France opj^y declared, that they were 
the pure effedis of his moft fiirirfian majefty’s generofity. 
Thing*!, however, remained open with refpedl to Spain^ 
and great pretenfions were rormed by that court with Regard 
to Poiiugal^ which, it was intimated, ought to be fettled be- 
fore any progrefs could be* made in an affair of fo great con- 
fequcncc as a def p^tivc peace. France^ howevdr, promifed 
her good offices, and the court of Lisbon^ from a principle of 
ccconomy, reduced their forces to the eftablifhment upon 
which they flood before the war, and quartered them on their 
A. D. fif^ntic/s. At the latter end of the year arrived the fleet from 
j-j,, Btazily with a cargo valued at a mpre than a million and a 
half ftcrling, and this, notwjthflancling the king’s duty at the 
iiii.'.ei,, had been flopped to indemnify the people for the lofs 
fufl. Hied by French depredations at Rio Janeiro'*'.

The 
king, who was a prince of muph temper and moderation, 
dilTeinblcd \\is diflike to things mat could not be amUnded^ 
temporized \vjth the houfe of Bi^rbon, and reprefented to his 
old allies how much it was their intereft to draw him out of 
fo unplcafant a fituation ; f/nce if they abanddhed Portugal^ 
they had no means of giving check to that vaft ower which 
they had thrown into the hands of Spain, Oii^he fixth of 
June the queen was happily delivered of the infa^ADon Jofeph^ 
the prefent king of Portugal y and the king immediately took 
this occafion to defire Lewis the fourteenth to be his fponfor, 
and named an ambaflador to his coj||t, and another who ir^ 
due time was to repair to Madrid. ^11 this time the peace 
feemed farther off than ever, the court of Spain infifting 
latisfaclion for two (hips taken, as they affirmed, before 
war was declared, which they ellimated at feveral millions :

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they declined any Ipofitive anfwer as to the demand of the

daughters. To gi^^cight to thefe claims, the court of Ma- 
drid augmented theiVVorccs on the frontiers, raifing maga- 
zines, and gave •out, \hat after the reduftion of Barcelona^

Jmn perfiftcd in the fame i^eady behaviour ; but at the fame 
time, as his laft refource, repi^.fented to Leivis the fourteenth, 
that this was not the way to rrtaintain the quiet of Europe : 
that it was againft his intcreft to delay the general peace ; 
and that events were not in the power of the greateft cap- 
tains, or the wifeft politicians. court gave fair 

words i but it is uncertain what woald have followed from 
them. However, two things fell out before the end of the 
year which altered the face of afFaifsrf^xceedingly, one was 
the death of queen Anne ; within a week after which ^he lords 
juftices fjgnified to his /najefty of Portugal^ that they would 
oblige the ciown of Spain to give a categorical anfwcr, and if 
this was inconfiftent with the original plat' of peace, he 
might depend on fpeedy and efF'.ilualtifEflanc'e The other 
was the arrival of a very rkn fleet from Brazily with the 
news, that all the ill-humour Mi that country was diflipated 
by the difeovery of a new mine, for working of which thofe 
who had been qjoft diflatisfied now bid the higheft. King 
John immediately gave orders for vifiting his fortrefles, ereft- 
jng*magazines, and levyi g men, as if he w^ fatisfied the 
war would break out agaJ^., and this had the defired efFeft. 

The court of Verfailles interpofed its influence, and that of A. D. 
Madridhe^fimz more tradlable every hour j fo that there fcarce 1714- 
remained doubt the peace would be figned before the fuf- 
penfion oi^|arms expired. 

In this 'l|nda 6 I, however, there was fomewhat of artifice, Peace at 
as it was founded on an expeftation that Portaged would recede length con- 
in fome of her pretenfions, or at leaft would admit Tome of eluded 
the claims infifted on by the court of Madrid, King Jotm nuith his 
proving inflexible, Lavis the fourteenth declared to his mi- catholic 
nifter, that he had employed his good offices with his grand- uiajejiy at 
fon without being able to prevail. A declaration of the fame Utrecht, 
kind was made to the court of Great Britain, King John 
perfifted in his fteadinefs : the Spanijh plenipotentiary at the

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beginning of this yea» propofed to the P^riuguefe ntinifters at 
Utrecbty to adjuft the treaty amongft thcmfelves. When this 
was done, the court ot Vtrfuilks was confulted ; and upon an 
anfwcr coming from thence, a refolution was taken to fign it 
when the world leaft expected any fuch -thing : but for fomc 
reafons it was thought proper this fliouldybc done very fecretly, 
and without any of the ccicmonics tha/wrually attend thecon- 
clufion of adis of fuch high imporranca I'lie method taken 
was this ; the plenipotentiaries brop^it each a copy of the 
treaty with him, and under prel^rfice of taking a walk in the 
Mally they met, and figned bf upon one of the benches on 
the fixth day oi Febtuaty'^, There iveie prefent only five 
perfons, the duke of Ojjunay the Spanijh plenipotentiary, the 
count de Tarouca and Don Ltwis d' Atunhay the ininifters of 
Portugal^ Mr. Zcmccx, fecretary to the duke, and Mr. de 
Tdma^ who flood in'thvi fame capacify to the count and Don 
Lcivis. This gentleman had the addiefs in framing the treaty 
to name his own ma(flr fiift, and to fatisfy the SpaniJ}? ple- 
nipotentiary that it was agreeable to the form ; in which it 
has been thought that he was a little too cunning for him. 
However, it cltabliflied a precedent that Portugal will hardly 
depart from, and gave the hint to that expedient which was 
univerfally admitted at t»!ie conclufion of the lafl general peace. 
The reaion of the fecrccy obferved in figning was the duke 
of OJfuna\ having fent a courier to VerfailleSy to defiie the fo- 
lution of fome difficulties, who returned a little after mid- 
night with a full approbation of the duke’s condudb; fo that 
the tranfadlion was made public the very next day. 

By this treaty Portugal was iii all rcfpcdls a gainert' It 
was agieed, that the limits of t{«c two monarchies fliould 
be the fame tl(ey were before the war, and in confecjiicncc 
of this his catholic majefly confented to reftoie vjic cafile of 
J^oudary and its territoiy the jfland of Verdoejo, arv\jthc terri- 
tory and colony of Sr. Sacrameuty i enouncing for litinfcif and 
his heirs all claim and prctenljoiis to them, and a^ulling the 
provifional treaty of 1681 ; but with a lefervation of a power 
of offering an equivalent for ihcfe j)lav:es within eighteen 
months, which, if not accepted, ihe right was to be abfolutc 
in the king Portugal.

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feized at the beginning of the war, to be good prizes. On 
the other hand, his Portuguefe majefty undertook to reftore 
JlbuquerqueznAPuebli in the condition they then were, with- 
out demanding any thing for the additional fortifications, ar- 
tillery, or military ft(lr\s : he relinquiflied all the claims and 
pretcnfions arifing^ f.om th^JJJiento company, renewed the 
concordate of Don Sehojtian for the mutual delivering up of 
criminals, and the treaties between the two crowns of 1678 
and 1701. This treaty was declared to be under the guar- 
anty of Great Britain^ and alfo of all fuch kings, princes, 
and republics as within the fpace of fix months ftiould become, 
and be accepted as guaranties by their majcftics. The rela- 
tion of this event brings us happily to ^.conclufion of this 
part of our work. • #

He will alfo lemembcr, that in treating of the kingdom of Ar- 
ragon., we referred the principal difficulties to the forma- 
tion of that principality, to th>s part of oui woik, where he will 
have a right to expedt we ftiould fet them in ^proper light, in- 
afmuch as we diflent in opinion from the common current of 
hiftori».^ns. A ftep, which as it ought ever to be taken in order 
to follow truth, fo ought it never to be allowed but. where it 
is fupported by rcafoiis, and even by proofs. In refpedl to the 
other IdnJjdoms, we have derived fome lights to c^urfclvcs 
and to the rf ider, by explaining the etymology of their names, 
and by a fuccincS defcription of their fituation and bounda- 
ries ; but in reference to the prefent cafe, ^ can draw no 
affiftance from either, the firft being fo intricate and dubious, 
that nothing relating to it can be relied ori; and there 
being fo much uncertainty and variation iii^fpedf to the 
latter, that to give it the reader here would only ferve to mif- 
lead and to deceive him. 

Se^veral As to the name oi Navarre^ it is of equal or rather earlier , 
etymologies antiquity than the fovereignty ; but what it means, or whence 
oftbe^\;ord derived, is very far from being clear. Some fay that one of 
Navarre, tlTfe moft confpicuous mountains on the frontiers of this king- 
nuhich are name of Ncroacoj from whence Navarre m\^t 

a together formed by corruption \ The more general notion is, that 
*anTuncer fignifies a plain fpot of ground cleared from wood, and

that 
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that erria^ in the ancient Cantabrian language, fignlfied land ; 
and taking thefe together the country was firft called erria^ 
which was gradually changed into Navarre ^ It is fomewhat 
more certain that Nava figiVifies in Spanijh^ but perhaps they 
borrowed the word from the Moors^ a valley with rocks on both 
fides ; and the reader ‘il\ay read the decifive victory gained by 
the Chriftians ove» the Moors at the Nava de Tolofa^ which is 
as much as to fay the pafs o^ToIofa^, As this country con- 
tains many fuch vallies, or nava’s, it is pofFible the appella- 
tion might come from thence. On'the other hand, it is juft 
to obferve, that the firft time tno appellation occurs, it is in 
Latin^ and u Navartt^^ and is applied not to the country 
but to the people, which makes againft all thefe etymologies, 
which juftifies what we faid of them, tbat they are dubious 
and little to the purpofe. • • 

AIARIANA tells us, that the inhabitants of the Pyrenees^ Maiiana^ 
taking the advantage of their fituation? defended themfelves acccum of 
againft the Moors^ but without being fubjefl to any regular the origin 
foim of government, till they w’ere Jnduced to cred a prin- ofthepnn^ 
cipality by the following extraordinary accident There was cipaJ-ty of 
a pious hermit, whofe name was 'Johny who in thefe times of Sobrarva 
diftrefs and defolation retired to the fteep mountain ofUruelay 
in the neighbourhood of the city of Jacca ; and upon one of 
its eminences, built in the beft manner he was able, though 
but meanly, a chapel, which he dedicated to St. John Bap- 
tiji, Tl\cre he remained with four of his difciples ; aitfl dying 
with the odour of fandity, there reforted incredible multi- 
tudes o£ people to his funeral. Amongft the reft thej-e were no 
lefs than fix hundred gentlemen ; but whether they reforted 
thither purely by chance, or that this meeting v^as conceited 
by fome of the^oft diftinguiftied amongft them, fo it was tiiat 
they took oc Vion to oifcourfe together on the mifeiies to 
which their c'Duntry was expofed ; the rage and cruelty of the 
Moors \ the ;olory that would refult from throwing off their 
yoke ; the natural ftrength of the adjacent country ; its vici- 
nity to France^ from whence they might hope fupport ; and 
the example given them by their neighbours in the AJlurias^ 
who had proclaimed and fupported Don Pdagio againft the 
whole force of the Infidels. After mature deliberation, they 
unanimoufly eleded Don Garda Ximems for their chief. It 
does not appear that he was of royal defeent, or fo much as

had then the fupr^mc dtiedlion of the affairs of the Moors in 
Spain^ marched with a prodigious army to reduce him, to pu- 


nifh the duke of Aquitaine^ and to penetrate into the more 
fertile provinces of France, The two firft parts of hisdefign 
he executed, taking Mitnnuz whom he put to death, and ra- 
vaging and deftroying the dominions of the duke of Aquitaine ; 
but advancing imprudently with his ^merous army into the 
nei::hbourhood of Poi^urs^ he was attacked by the French y 
under the command of Charles AlSrtel in fiont, and w'hen

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tions by whom the chain of the PyrenneeSj and the countries 
at the foot of them on both fides, were occupied. Thefe were 
the Moors^ who held fome fortified places, as conquerors in 
right of arms j the Goths^ who had retired into the inaccef- 
fible mountains, in hopes of enjoying freedom and their reli- 
gion ; and a third people, who we(:e^the BafconSy 

Bnfques or Gaftons^ for it is all but one namf, and one na- 
tion If there is any diftindlion to be made, thofe on the 
Spanijh fide of the mountains are ufually filled Vafcons^ and 
that of Gafcons belong to thofe on the French fide. I'hcy were 
an acfiive, martial, fickle, turbulent, and cunning people, 
who availed themfelves of their fituation, took that part by 
which they could get mofi, and left it when they could get 
no longer. Thefe werj.the people who defeated Charlemagne^ 
and who, in point of numbers and of/ipower, exceeded both 
the Goths and the Moors\ that is to fay in this country of 
theirs, which tho’ ill governed was well peopled. 

Navarre CHARLEMAGNE having given Aquitaine^ with the con- 
at this quefts oii the fide of Spaing to his fon LewtSy with the title of 
junSiure king, he turned his arms’ againft Uie‘ Infidels ; and having 
belonged to niade a fuccefsful expedition into Catalonia^ palled from thence 
him^ and \x\to Arr agon j and retur,ncd \Erd Navarre mio France, At 
this time he recovered Pampeluna^ which was again fallen 
^ into the hands of the Moors ; ^ and in the hiftory of this expe- 

mcejjors, firft meet with the ^oxA Navarre^. After thefe 

conquefts^^he eftabliflied, according to the mode of the times, 
and of the Gallic government, counts in all 4 he confiderable 
places which he reduced, and which the reader will pleafe to 
obferve comfirrehended the new kingdom, and its depenclant 
county, which rtie Spani/h hiftorian has dcfcribed, wherever 
fituated or however bounded ; and as we have the hiftories of 
thofe times written by fome who lived in them, vA muft have 
had fame notice or hint at leaft of thefe princes, if there 
A. D. had been any fuch p. About eighteen years after ^is, under 
806. reign of the emperor Lewis le Debonnain^ ^French ar- 

my, commanded by two counts, was fent to drive the Moors 
out of Navarre^ which they performed, and having fecured 
Pampeluna^ marched back into France ; but the monarch of 
Cordova having the VafeonSj or Gafeonsy in his intereft, they 
attacked, and totally defeated them in their paflage, taking 
A. D. botlvthc counts prifoners. One of them, whofe name was 
824. Ehbuy they fent to the king of Cordova^ and the other,

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whofc name was Aznar, they fet at liberty, becaufe he was 
their countryman 
The emperor Lewis having given Aquitaine^ with the title 
of king, to his fon Pepirij that prince lomc way or other dif- 
obliged this count Aznar^ who withdrawing from the French^ kingVt- 
retired amongft the SpemiA^ Vnfeonsy and in the country of pin, and 
Sobrarvay by thC affiftance of his relations and dependants, eftablijhes 
excited a levolt ; and here in reality commenced that fove- himfelf 
reignty, of which we have undertaken to give an account ; amongft 
but in what manner this revolt was carried on, or to what 
extent he carried it, does not appear, the brevity with 
which things arc mentioned in ancient chronicles not permit- 
ting us to expect, and the laws of hiftory forbidding us to 
invent any circumftances ^ However from this dedudtion 
the reader cannot but dflfcern, that wj^at has been before rc- 
ported of the ancient kingdoms of Sohrarva and Pampeluna^ 
are mere fictions, at leaft in the manner in which wc have 
feen them related ; for durin'g the peiiod in which thofe 
principalities are fuppofed to haveexifted, we have ftiftvn that 
thefe countries belonged fometimes to the F)cyiLh^ fometimes 
to the Moots, but never to anv independent fovereign great 
or little. Wc have likewife made it* evident, that this piin- 
cipality did not fpring as that M Ajlwias did from the valoyr • 
of the Gotbs j neither was it iredted, properly fpcal^ig*, at 
the expcnce of the Moors, but by throwing oft' th^^ke of 
Ftanee. It muft, however, be admitted that th^iioft au- 
thentic hiftories*of the kingdoms of and aflert, 

that«thcir -akonarchs were fometimes niafters of Alava, B'ljcay, 
and part of Navarre j nay, and even of the efty Pampc- 
luna, which maybe, and, as we have fhewn %li'cwhcrc, pro- 
bably is truf ; but then this is fo far from conliiming, that it 
is a farther proof of the impoflibilty of the foregoing relation, 
fince there is not the leaft mention in thole hiliorics of thefe 
kings of iil/rarva, or counts of buc the cKpcJiiions 

of the Fienih, and the cflbils of the Moors, are recoided there ; 
and therefore all that wc have related is as confiftenc and as 
well atlcftcd as can be expected, confidcring the great obfeu- 
riry of thefe times, and the lliort and unpulilhed method in 
which their chronicles were written. 

Count Aznat, by his revolt from Prpw king Th rehn 

table, gave beginning to this fovcrcigniy ' ; which is a fail 
naked indeed of circum (lances, but not deftitutc of proof. A^nar.

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Wcknow little of thofe times, and amoiigft the little we 
know is this, that count Jli^uav retired with the Gaftons^ 
who would follow him out of the more accelTible vallies on 
the fide t)t Fiance^ into the ulmofl: impenetrable mountains on 
the frontieis nt Spam ; where he provided in the belt manner 
he could for the fubfiftance of his peopFe in a wild and barren 
country, and lor their fafety againfl the A'Icors on one fide, 
and feveral ChnlFiait princes on the other, none of whom 
had any rcafon to confider either him or them in a very ad- 
vantaireous lij;,ht. T'he dilfurbances that happened in the 
Impel ial familv hindeied Ptpia king of Jqiiitaine from purfu- 
ing this rebel, though it is not altogether certain that he 
continued inch during his life ; it is more probable, that he 
either compromifed his ‘quarrel wdth him, or tliat he w'as re- 
ceived into his fricndlhi-') as an ally, fince he is thought to 
have lolt hio life in the quarrel tbitenlucd upon the emperor’s 
beftowing t!ie domimofis which his fon Pi'pni had enjoyed 
upon his other fon CfmIcS, to ti'.c picjudicc of the childicn 
of Pipin^\ whofii pait was taken by the lords of Aquitaine^ 
and even by thl^ craint who, though he revolted from 

their father, died in the field in their caufc and his own ; be*- 
inj feniihlc tliat whoevet was Itiong cne^ugh to fpoil them of 
.th’ir patrimonv, would never allow him to pollbfs, in the 
rn’idi'c-i.c del'icd trj poffefs h, the little countiy he held, 
wlvie br*t'ot’ver it might be. 

Cc the bi oilier of the dece;vrcd, fucccedcd 

him in his Imall elfjtcs, and governed them accoiding to his 
nniMiii'' p<>ving fometimes gieat lefpet^l: to Pcpnitnc lecdiid, 
and at ctbeis arie'dfing to acknowledge no fiijieiior. He tv- 
tended Ins territories in fuch a manner as to join part of 
ray/ju and Navarre to Soh'a/va ; and he alio tre.itS i with the 
print t:. his neii:hhoiJ!> fo as to live with them on tolerable 
teims He h.id likcwnfc fome tranhiL^utins w’lth Chailts the 
Bald^ to whom he fume times gave fair wouls, antj^ acknow- 
ledged hiMi in gtmeiai terms for his prince; but this was 
with a delign to lia\e recoutft* to his piotcdticm in cafe Or- 
^!'g iG kma of AjtuJias fhould form any piereniions to his pre- 
ju'iice ; for ihat prince having rcducecl the Cuijlons in the pro- 
vince of Alava^ was fc^pecled of a defign to carry his arms 
farther, againft wh eh eonnt Saiicho tuck the heft mcafures he 
was^ihle. We have it not in our power to fpeak with any 
certainty of the orent of his territories, or the place <jf his 
rcfidcnec, the few Contemporary wi iters wc have being con-

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tent to report, that the people of Navarre were at this time 
Chriftians, and were governed by a prince vvhofe name was 
Don Sancho. He died at a very critical jundlure, and left his 
principality then in great danger of being overwhelmed by 
the power of Charles the Bald^ to his fon, who v/as either 
wife or fortunate enough to avail himfelf ol that very dan- 
ger to (hake oflF dcpendance and become truly a prince. 

Don Garcia^ at his entrance on the government, found all Don Gar- 
the fovereigntics about him in the utmoif confufion. Mitxa^ cm comes 
governor oi SaragoJJ'a^ who rs generally repured to have been A* 
a Chnftian and a Goth by birth,, but who had railed himfelf ^enigniy^ 
to the higheft honours by the difplay of his military virtues 
amongft the Mcors^ iinJerlfanding that his old maftcr was 
dead, revolted from the new king of ^tordova, Charles the 
Bald^ having fhut up thc/^ns ot Pepiv^ in a monaffery, gave 
the kingdom ol AquiUnne to l^s fon ; which dilobligcd many 
of his lubje6ts, and none fo mul'h as ^^Gaftons, Upon this 
many of thc^ little chiefs retoKrd to Don Garcia^ to take 
his advice, and to demand -l>ib ^lotcdiion. He received them 
kindly, and denied them •neither. He told them, that brave 
men in a country llrong by lituation might be always free, and 
gave them broad hints, that in a fituatiwn like theirs fubmif- 
fion mult be iieceflarily attended with llavrry at leaf], if nof,^ 
extirpation. I'his induced theni fix under his govcrnitf^ 
for their own lecurity, and rendered him much more 
dable than his piedeceflois. In order to Itiengthcn ^mlolf 
flill moi^, and ihdM he might have nothing to fear from that 
fide on which his dominions lay moft open, he thought fit, 
peihaps^ithTlTt advice of thoic chiefs who had lately fub- 
mittcd to his authority, to efpoufe the daughter of Aluxa^ 
whofe icvolt had been attended with fuch fuccefs that he af- 
fumed the title t)f king, by which, as a royal aurlu^r > ob- 
fcivc\s, flieie were now three monarchs m ^pain; that is. Or- 
do^yw king of Ovu'loy AUhaninied^ king ot Cordova, and this 
new king yU/r..", which is as clear and decifive a proof as 
can he well defircd, that hitherto there was no king o{ Sobtal- 
va^ Pampelima^ or Nav(ure\ fo that ail Atariayia and other 
writcis have piihhflud on this head, mull pals lor fable and 
fidlion, fo far as it regards royalty at Icafl ; for that there 
might be fomcdegiec ol truth hid under the Hones they have 
related, we pretend not to deny, and how much this truth 
may amount to, we have been lnbou|4ng to jioint out chiefly 
from fads, and from dedudions louiided on them where facets 
failed.

kafile tician, was alfo very brave ; but as his prudence did not go fo 
againftihe^^^ as to make him afraid of war when it was neceflary, fo 
king of his martial fpirit never fuggefted to him difturbing his ntigh- 
Oviedo, hours purely to enlarge his dominions. He thought it more 
liiitable to his circumftances lobring what he had acquired 
into regular order, and a good condition : with which view he 
began to cre 6 l fome fortrefles, and to enlarge the towns 
within the compafs of this little principality. The fame con- 
dudt he purfued, he recommended alfo toAIuza, who, that he 
might carry on the war agairjft the king of Cordova with greater 
vigour, refolved to fortify the town of Albayda^ that it might 
cover his country from the incurfions of the Chriftians of Af 
turias. The king D ta Ordogno taking umbrage at this, and be- 
ing apprehenfive that yvben his afF>'»:s fhould be in better order 
the king of Saragojfa might in thence make irruptions into 
his territories, aliembltd an rmy, and laid fiege to Albayda 
as foejn, or perhaps before it' r,)rti heat ions wrrehniflied. This 
ohligccl Mu%a to march to i.s and his fon-in-law Don 
Gitraa made no fcruple [of joining ‘him with a body of aux- 
iliaries. I'hcy encamped upon a mountain not far diftant 
^ from the place, in htpes perhaps that this might induce Don 

Ordogno to raife the fiege. But that monarch, who had a 
gK ’ t confidence in the vc lour of his troops, refolved, not- 
with'i^nding the ftrength of their camp, to attack them without 
delay i^,which he performed with fo much vigour that the Moors 
were quickly broke, and Muza having rccerved three dangerous 
wounds, ^made his efcape on a horfe given him by one of Don 
A. D. Ordegno^s officers out of perfonal friendfhip. hill D51. Garcia 
^57* having eithtr advanced too far, or dil'daining to fa ve his life 
by a retreat, was killed upon the fpot, to tl^ great grief of 
his fubjeds-", who with great reafon revered the virtue and 
valour by which he cftabliOied fo regular and powerful a prin- 
cipality. 

Den Gar- Don Garcia Iniguez^ as he is called by fome, or Don Gar- 
cia fjl cia Xtmencs^ as he is (tiled by others, fucceeded his father, and 
king rf either at his acceffion, or within three years after, aflumed 
Navarre, the title of king, as appears by authentic charters, and was, ’ 
properly fpcaking, the firft monarch of Navarre. There our 
hiftory falls in, at leaft in fome meafurc, with that of Mari- 
^ ana^ who after the interregnum, in which he alTures us, the 
famous body of laws were made, affirms, that Inigo Arijla^

of feeing his authorities, and in refpeft to thofe which wc 
have cited ; but we agree entirely in the character he gives 
to this young prince, who was equally diftinguifhed by his 
courage and condud ; who enlarged his territories by the one, 
and by the other rendered his people happy. He governed 
them twenty-three years with great reputation, and is faid to 
have married Donna Urraca^ the.fifter, daughter, or niece to 
a count of Arragon^ for authors do not wel^iftinguifli which. 

That there were many chiefs in his country who alfumed the 
title of lords, or foniething equivalent%fc it, is certain, and 
that one of thefe might b^n pofl'eflion or the county of Arra^ 
gon is more than probablc^Swce there is mention of fuch a 
perfon in a charter of this pi^ce, »#liD^therein ftiles himfelf 
king of PamiUtma^ and th . fT^|e'of the* count Arragon there 
mentioned is Galindo^^ '^lilLTuonarch, Don Garcia XhneneSy 
founded the monaftery of*St. Salvador dt Leyra in the Pyrenees^ 
which, by the bounty of his I'ucceflbrs, was rendered very rich 
and famous. The archbifhop Don Ptoderic of Toledo^ who 
was himfelf a native of Navarre^ commends the valour 
this monarch highly, and afler that having gained J^^ny 
victories over the Moorsy he was a: length flam by ti^m in 
battle ; which, however, is not very certain, or o^fiftent 
with the authentiohiftorics that remain of thofe times At A. D» 
the time of his demife he left two fons, Don Fortuv^ Ximemsy 880.

This expedition he undertook 
fronXwHfioti^es ; the firft was to reftore Don Aela to his 
count/^of Alavay on whofe behalf this war way faid to be 
l^d-fhc other was reducing the laft and firongeft place 
in Spaihy which he Hattered himfelf would q^jiite difpirit the 
Chriftians, Ind prevent all future and further refiftance. But 
Don Sanch^Aharcay who had confidered the fituation he was 
jn very attentively, had provided his capital in all rcfpedls fo 
well, and placed therein fo good a garrifon, that the Moon 
found thcmfelves oppofed in fuch a manner, as created infinite 
trouble, and a great expence of blood. At length, when A. D. 
their vigour was abated, Don Samho advanced with his army, 

V^nd gave them battle with fuch fuccefs, that he gained a 
great advantage over them, and piofecuted it with fuch vigi- 
lance, that they were conftrained to quit his dominions*. 

There are many vidories of greater eclat, but few of more 
importance, recorded by the Spanijh hiftorians, fince it gave

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the firft check to the moft fortunate of the Moorljh captains, 
and who, from a principle of falfe piety, f)rofecuted the total 
deltrudiion of the Chriltians with indefatigable induftry. The 
calamities that had fallen on their refpeftive dominions hav- 
ing taught the Chrittun princes their true intereft, the kings 
of Leon and Navarre entered into a clofe alliance with Don 
Garda, count of Cajiile, which quickly brought things into 
better order, and gave them befides a probable expe£tation of 
future fuccefs, which, however, did not fall out till Don 
cho Abarca was in his grave. He dcceafcd after a reign of 
twenty -four yeais. and was interrqd with his ancellors in the 
church of St. 5^ after ’adding to the fecunty of his do- 
minions tp, . Ki'/ii places. 

He was fu (.ceded his dominions by his fon Don Garda 
Sanchez, ’ 7rc7Yihlcx, v^'ch fome fay was occa- 

fioned by his {baking v^iulentlv he entered into aftion ; 
not thro’ fear, but frorriiM kind ^ in his min-'J, which, 

however, quickly fubfidel w^g^i-thc en gagg rp^^ grew more 
warm. (Somarharters tJ|ny^>ye^ L i ^ ^p Tmee, in which men- 
tion is made of uT? JJon Ramii(^, who in them is filled 
king of Arragon ; and of their mother Wnna Urraca : and in 
other charters we read of another brotV^, Don Gonzalo, cal^’^ 
led likewife king of Arragon ; but as Aml^iana well obfer^^J 
thc-rjLMthoiity of thefe pieces is fcarce futfeient to eftabpfti 
there'li<»3s iis certain, more efpecially as the hifiu^kbyi^/ix^n- 
cient chronicles have preferved nothing cdVio^^^ing thefe 
princes ^ '^It is, however, not at all improbaLle, that^n thofe 
days fuch ye^ung princes were intruded with t he goy <^nment 
of province^ ; and on the fcore of their high blrtn . 

fume fome titl^. fuperior to that of count ; "and as we have no 
diftind relations of the manners of thofe timi^V, it may be 
that we confidtr as marks of pofl’cflion what in reality were 
only phrafes of compliment. However this might be, there 
is nothing more ceitain than ihTit Arragon made a part of Don 
Garcias dominions ; in defence of vchich he aeled vigoroufly 
againft the Moots, from the very time he afceridcd the throne, 
^'his kind of war, however, appeared in procefs of time in-, 
jurious to the honour and to the intcrefls of all the Chriftia/f 
piinces concerned, who therefore enteied into a clofer alli- 
ance, by which they engaged to afl: jointly, and with their 
whole force, againft the common enemy, which ever of the 
confederates he (hould next attack, and this the rather, be- 
caufe fome advantages gained by the Moors had drawn over

^ the hopes of having fettleiiients affigned them in the new con- 
quefts, which if ever they attained, it was not at all difficult 
to forefee that the Chriftians might be quickly reduced to as 
bad or worfe circumftances than thofe from which their an- 
ceftors had emerged by their valour A refolution founded 
in good fenfe, a^d which came in time to flem this torrent 
that had been hitherto irrefiflible.

' jimfelf to dcfpair ; " . that refufing to^takc any fuftcnance, he 
c-.^'lrcd at Medino Cocli^ and with him the fortune of 
Ci^dovan Aloors It is true '^lat his fuccefll^r Abdib^ 
ena».c.Voiiivu ”:a revive the war, by making an irrupt* j'n into 
the kin;[dj^*y. of Leon^ from a preemption that upon the 
death’ f ^ the kifig, he ftiould find things in fome^onfufion ; 
but H?'^.count Don Garda of Cajiilc haftened thi^cr with all 
he could raife, and being entrufted with the entire 
command oL the troops of that kingdom, h« obtained ano- 
ther compl</e victory, which changed the face of affairs, 
raifcd the courage of the Chriftians, and abated the fpitit of 
their enemies ^ 

The progrefs of this war taught 'the Chriftian princes in 
general, from the light of experience, what found policy tian exiles 
might have taught them long before. They faw that a gene- reftored. 
•^eral war, more elpccially for any length of time, had a ne- 
t>efl'ary confequcnce, which it was their bufinefs to avoid, that 
of keeping the Maori in a manner by force clofely united, and 
in perfed harmony with each other. They likewife found, 
that as the original fouice of the war was the inftigation of

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the malcontents fled from CafisU and Leon^ to the court of" 
Cordova^ and more efpecially the family of P^ela^ fo in the " 
courfe of it moil of the misfortunes they had met with arofe 
from the afliftance they gave the enemy; from their inflruding 
them in the military maxims and difcipline in the Chriftian 
armies ; and from the intelligence they held with their rela- 
tions and friends in their refpediive countries'^. This, there- 
fore, determined them to recal thofe exiles, particularly the

We have ro other particulars in regard tci the reign of 
Don Garcia the Trembler^ only it is faid that the’beft hiftori- 
ans have doubted whether the tenour of his government, and 
the temper of his mind, deferved praife or blame. He was, 
it feems, liberal to a degree of excefs, not only to abbies and 
other religious foundations, bur to all who approached him on 
any occafion. A condudl which, tho' it expofed him to the 
cenfure of thofe who furvived him, made him generally and 
defervedly beloved by thofe with whom he lived. Authofs 
are much divided tis to the name of his queen ; but Mariana 
is pofitive (he was called Oonna Ximena^ and it is very likely 
he Ts in the right K By her he had the infant Don Sancho^ 
whofe education he intruAed to a religious perfon of the fame

It appears frjen indifputablc authority, that he began his reign

proving what his anceftors had acquired before he engaged in * 
any military expedition ; but when this was once done, he 
pafted the river Gallego., and began to expel the Moors out of 
moll of the places they held on his eaftern frontier ; and 
having performed this, he profccuted the war with fuch fuc- 
cefs that he fwept the vallies of the country of Sobrnlva^ and 
the county of Rtbagor^a of the Inhdels : which is a plain 
proof that if the lirit fovercigns of this country were ically 
fettled in Sobrarva^ they held but a very fmall pait of it, 
though the whole is tar fr9m being large, or otherwife had 
loft It again to the Moor^^^iW^ they were extending their do- 
minions towjv.ds the Vv'ciF®.

But w^iilc he was thus employed in the earcern cxiTeiitily of 
his dominions s Mnndirq alcayde or governow^-f 
thought i'fair oppoi (unity offered for ravaging NirJi’r)c, and 
for recovo,\ing part of the places that had been fioni 

his predcccfibrs. In the fiift part of his feheme" he fua’ ceded, 
and loaded his army with booty ; but in the I'^ttcr lie failed 
entirely: for ]3on Sunchoy leturning with his vi^jforious army, 
fell upon the Moors with fuch vigour that he entirely routed 
them, and obliged them to lepals the Ebro with great lofs, 
infoniuch that it may be doubted whether they ever recovered 
the weight of this blow \ As the ancient boundaiies be-

tery of Clugnu to infpecl the regulations of that houfe, and jeSis,. 
to bring back with them fome perfons of piety and probity, 
capable of reforming the monafteries in his dominions. This 
being done, he placed Paternus^ who was the chief of thefc 
reformers, in quality of abbot in the convent of St. Juan de 
la Pegna^ and fent others to St. Salvador de Leyra, and to St. 

Maria d' Yrache By their vigilance and care the monks 
were every where brought into gjood order, and the king by 
their advice repaired and reftored .Se ancient abby of St. Pic- 
ioria. He beautified likewife the cathcuial of t nnpelma^ and 
regulated the limits of the diocefe vcry'exadfly .T"hefe fa 6 ls 
are mentioned to (hew th'',Mn thefe ancient times the piety of 
princes was in a great mcafurc the, true point of policy, *027* 
adapted ii.v^all rcfpei^it to th naf;MC*pf their government, 
and calculateu to malnt-'*;/ tranquility amonglt their 

fubjeits at home, and lo infpircUi^m with tlj' L* zeal' which 
was fo ablolutely nccell>ry to procure fuccefs in their expedi- 
'' tions agamft the Moq)s A circumftance which duly attended 
i ' will enable us to form a true judgment of thefe times. ^ 

‘The family of Don co mt of Alava^ 
fom<^Vefli umbrage at the couri: Cajhle^ had withd.Mwn 
thcmicivcs into the territories of the king of Lcon^ where, at county of 
the dillancc/'^'many years they took a bloody revenge by mur- CalUlc. 
dcring’thj young dount Don Garcia Sa?icheZy the lalOieir male 
of the Mmily^ end the foil of the prince with \ /10m they 
quarrelled'*'". *By the death of this prince, his bi other-in-law 
the king of Nomrre^ faw himfelf legally entitled »to this noble 
county in rigl,^ of his wife, of which he accordingly took pof- 
feflion, and immediately inverted the cartle of Monfon, into 
which the afi'afiins had retired, and having reduced it, put all he 
found therein to the fword". This was a very great accclFion of 
territory, and might very piobably alarm his neighiioiirs ; for 
even in thefc times the Spanijb princes weic cxccediiudy jea- 
lous of each other, and bore witn great impatience fucii con- 
fidcrable additions of power. An accident which foon after 
fell out blew the fmothered cmbeis of difeontent into a fiamc: 
the king Don Stnsebo icfolvcd to reftore the ancient city of 
Palentia^ and committed the diieflion of this work to thebi-

a chapel dedicated to St, Anthony^ which indisred him to make

by both kings at the monaftcry of Sahagon^ where the marri-

Kis death ^^cho having thus reftored the public tranquility, 

and diflri ^ipplied himfelf to reform the monaftcrics in Cajiile upon the 
huihn of vMch he had purfued in refpeft to/hofe in his he- 

hh eftafes* reditary dominions. In compalfion likewifeyto thofe who 
made pilgrimages to the tomb of St. famei at Campojiella^ 
he caufed a new and fafe road to be made thro’ his domi- 
nions, by the foot of the mountains Birbiefca and Amaya^ and 
lb thro’ Carrion j Leon^ and AJiorga^ to Campojlella : this 
raifed his reputation highly, and was at the fame time very 
A. D. advantageous to his fubjefls ^ As he was advanced in years, 
1034. he was defirous to fee the four princes his fons, fettled in his 
life-time, and therefore divided his dominions amongft them

in the foflowing manner : to Don Garcia he gave what is 
now ftiled the kingdom of Navarre^ with the noble country 
of Blfcay^ then ftiled as fome affirm, the dutchy of Canta- 
bria^ and the province of Rioja ; to Don Ferdinand^ Cd/iile ; 
to Don Gon^alo^ Sobrarva and Rihagorca \ and to Don Ra- 
miro^ Arragon As to the fable upon which this divifion is 
faid to be grounded, we have given the reader an account of 
it in another place, and to have mentioned it once is full 
enough. Having fent all his Ibiis into their refpedlive go- 
vernments, where they aflhmed the titles of kings, he ended 
a long life and a glorious reign in th(; month of February fol- 
lowing"'. He was firft interred in the monaftery of Ona^ from 
w^hence his fon Don Ferdinand caufed his body to be removed 
to the city of Leon As to the tale of his being ftain by af- 
faffins, in a pilgrimage to wc have aJi\.u»\y declared 

our reafons for rejedhn:! 11, and therefoie we need not dwell 
upon them here. It may be w' ough! to pafs the fame cen- 
fure upon wh Is faid^of his .dl'in.' ig tiV title of emperor of 
Spain \ as to which the ii'cac a/' lent WTiurs are filent, and 
thofe who report it without audioUly Icarcc dcfervc to be 
believed 

Don Garaa Sarhhez of dsajara. fo called fioin the place of Don Gar^ 
ho' biith, (uccoeded his fatlicr in his hereditary realm of Na- 
varre^ but deipoiled of fo much. A L'fajonns hc\d evcv hccA’jhcceeds bii 
united to it, and of the new concjlu ito in Solnarva and Riba- fuiher, 
goTca. Manana allures us, that this monarch was gone in 
pilgiima*,, ro Roive at the time of his father’s demife, in order 
to obtain abfolunon thcie for the falfc chaigc he hr‘^ brought 
againlt his m tner, which, however, is rtfuted, well by 
tlie chaiter ftill remaining, which fliews he wms then in Lia- 
vanc^ as by ’hs mother's coimnuing torefide’in his domi- 
nions, which® afliiredly (he w^oiiid not have done if he had 
been tiiiiltv of fuch an act of balenels towaids her ; and ffie 
had in rc fentment cauled him to be defpoiled of Caffile and 
Arragon \ Fidion is olten plaufiblc, but true hiftory is al- 
ways confillent. The cjuaiicl that happened between the 
kings of Cajiile and I.eon^ gave Don Garcia an opportunity of 
fliewing his fiatcrnal aft'ebtion, by fending a corps of auxilia- 
ries to the affiftance of Don Ftidiaand\ but when by the 
defeat and death of Don Bennudo he became, in right of his 
queen, who was that monarch’s fifter, the heir of that king-

dom alfo, it is fuppofed that Don Garcia began to entertain 
fome jealoufy of him, which, however, will appear impioba- 
ble from the fcquel of their hiftory ; and, perhaps, fo long as 
the queen their mother lived, the brethren, at Icaft in out- 
ward appearance, were upon good terms with each other, of 
which the fiift ftep of confequence made by this king, after 
his accefTion, will appear to be an inconteftible inflance*. 
He had concluded a marriage with Donna EJiafana^ infanta 
of Catalonia ; and going to Barcelona to folemnize his marri- 
age, he pafled thro’ the dominions of Don Ramiro and of Don 
Gon^alo^ and was treated by both with all the marks of affec- 
tion and efteem poflible./ He returned the fame way, and 
vifittd in his journey the monaftery of St. Juan de la Pegna^ 
as appears by an authentic privilege belonging to that mona- 
Iteiy, whiVh IS ftill preferved Wc have, therefore, no rea- 
fon to believe that the feeds of diflcntion were hithcito Town 
amongfl the defeendar'ts of Sancho th Great j but that foon 
after they were, and that they product an abunUant harvefi: 
ot niifchief wdll be our jj^finefs to make appear, and we 
fliall huieby juftify IViartana\ fentiment, that Sancho the 
Great hazarded the fafety of Spain by thus dividing his do- 
minions. / 

The very fame ytar his brother Don was barba- 

‘Toufly murdered in palTing the bridge of Mondus by a fervant 
of his, ov\t Ramornty whoR^ motive to that dcteftable adtion 
was never known Immediately on his demife his fubjedls 
called in his brother Don Ramiro king of Arragon^ who by 
this meailh united Sobrarva and Ribagorca to his dominions. 
We do ii6t fiiid that Don gave him #:ny difturbance 

upon this occafion ; but contented himfcdf with endeavouring 
to provide fSr the happinefs of the fubjcdls 11’ had, without 
invading his neighbours**. Bcfides, at this timcJthe country of 
Navarre was eaten up bv locufls, againft which plague, when 
all methods of prudence fnled, he demanded the advice of Pope 
Bcncdicl the ninth ; who fent Gregory bifhop of OJiia to vifit the 
count'^y, to preach repentance to the people in general, and re- 
gularity to the monks. Ir feems before this fall of locufts produ- 
ced a fcarcity, this kingdom was in a Rate of full profperity, and 
the people from thence fallen into luxury, were gradually de- 
clining from that high charafler w hich the virtues of their an- 
ceftors had obtained ®. I'hcfe circumftances encouraged Don

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Ramiro^ who had already attacked, and rendered tributary to 
him feveral little princes amongft the Mo^irsy to think of fpoil- 
Ing his brother of fome places which lay convenient for him ; 
and accordingly having afTembled an army, under pretence of 
profecuting his defigns againft the Infidels, he fuddenly fum- 
moned his Moorijh auxiliaries, and very iinexpeftedly entered 
the kingdom of ^erjarre^ where he laid fiege to Tafalla^ a 
place of fome ftrength, and of great confequence ^ The 
king Don Garcia aflembled a confiderablc body of his father’s 
old troops, with whom he feemed difpofed to intruft the de- 
fence of Pampelnna \ but marching from thence in the even- 
ing, he furprifed the army of Arragon in the depth of the 
night, forced their camp, and obliged bis brother to fly on a 
horfe without faddlc or bridle Don Xiarcia liaviil^ thus re- 
lieved Tafalla^ finding his army reinfoiccd by the arrival of 
feveral frefh corps of troops, marched Jiredly into Arragon^ 
where moft of the gr^at places ‘openecPjiheir gates, and his 
brother, unable to oppufe him, rcrirul into the mountains of 
Rihagorca ; from whehce he fent ceiia Vifliops to alllife Don 
Garcia of his forrow for what was pafled, and to intreat him 
lO remember he wasftill his broilier: upon which the king of 
Navarre having firft admonifhed him ilot to forget that him- 
felf, retired into his own dominic^s, and quitted all the places jq^ 2 
he had taken Thcfe event*?, foi^want of attending to chro- 
nology, arc ftrangely disfiL,uicd by Manana^ who has had 


notwithflandmg many folKowcis. 

This war thus Tiap|3ily over, T^onGanla applicy himfelf Gar- 
with great fpirir^nd diligence to regulate the domeitic affairs great 
of his kingdom, and in imitation of his predeccflbrb, laid the ifi the 
foundation of iK^ fuperb abby of Santa Maria de JKnjma ; but ^ 
while he was jius employed the Moors made an inroad 
his country, and having carried oft' a confiderablc booty, 
lodged it in the fortrefs of CalahorraK This gave the mo- 
narch of Navarre a fair opportunity of annexing that place to 


his dominions, and he took his mcafurcs tor that purpofe with j) 
fo much fccrccy and celciity, that he nor only invefted, but 1043. 

took It by iiorm, bcfoie the AIoois wcic in any condition to 
relieve it. Tins added highly to his reputation, more efpe- 
cially as he immediately reitoied it, and made it a bifhop’s

1045. dered them all the juftice they could defirc, fettled their liv- 
ings in fuch a manner as that they might live comfortably 
upon them, and thereby meiited gi eat commendation ^ Wc 
muft here put the reader in mind, that from thcic fads, which 
are related nakedly, and admit of no contradiction, ho ought 
to frame in his own mind a charader of this prince, upon 
which will depend all the cicdit due to the remaining part of 
this hiflury ; upon which, to favc time, we (hall avoid mak- 
ing any remarks, but leave them entirely to his fagacity, with 
a moral [vrfuafion, thtit after a little refledion he will fee things 
in a true point of light.

other hand, Don GVra'j afferted, that in theYinie inftrument 
by which the king gave his brother a kingdom, he exprefsly 
affigried to him thefc places which he kept, and would keep "• 
However, he received Don Ferdinand with all the kind- 
^ nefs and refped poflible ; but in a litilc time it was infufed 
into the head of the CajUhan monarch that his brother had 
an intention to fccure Ins perlon ; and he thereupon retired as 
fuddcniy and as fecrctly as poffible into his own territories, 
highly offended at the injury which had been offered him, 
not yielding any credit to the alluia' ces ihat his brother gave 
him, that he was imptffcd upon by fome of his lavourites, and

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that never any fuch defign had entered into his head Some 
hiftorians Navarre wou\6 perfuadeus that Don Ferdinand 
fo well iatibfied as to come a iecond lime into Navarre^ and re- 
turned without the Icatt injury or moleftation. But however that 
might be, Tome years after, this prince being extremely fick at 
Burgos^ Don Gama went thither to fee him, where, tho’ he was 
at fiift received with ill imaginable affcdlion and regard, yet was 
he very fpeedily feized by his brothel's order, and fent prifoner to 
the Caftle of Cea p. He lemained not long therv-, but, by 
flattering or bribing his guards, made his cfcape ; and on his 
returning into his own dominions he began to raife forces, in 
order to take a fever e revenge. It is faid that to do this 
the more cft'edlually he folicited the Jj^oors ot Saragcjfa and 
T'udela^ to lend him their afliftance, which they very readily 
did ; fo that he was quickly in a condition to invade 
with a very numerous and potent army ‘i. 

As hisTong iIIneTb was attributed to*his oftending prior Z>o;/ Gar- 
Dominick of the convent of St. Ah^^nn^ fo all that happened cin having 
afterwards is referted to another quarrel with the lame holy made his 
perfon ; who having pieventcd the* king by a miracle from 
removing the body of their patron to his new convent at Na- ^^desQ^i^ 
jara^ was by him fo roughly han<lled tliat he withdrew into V • 
the dominions of Dc^n Feulinan. where he became abbot of 
Silost and was employed with oth 8 r venerable perfons by the 
king of Leon Caj! lie io nKcliatcwith his brother, and to 

make up this diftc^cnce. But Don Garcia was inflexible ; lb 
that when his preparations were over, and his wh/dc army 
aflembled, he, vj^nthc latter end of Aiigiift^ began nis march 
into Cajiile^ and advancing dircdtly towards BujgoSy in a 
plain between Itapncrca and JfeSy about nine miles from that 
city, Don FeiMinand met him with his troops, and on the 
lirft of September the two aimies engaged ^ The difpute 
continued for a long time equal ; but at length an officer, 
whofe name was Sanchez Foituncy who had deierted the fer- 
vice of Don GaniUy and entered into that of his brother, pe- 
netrated the guaids of the former, and piercing the king 
through with a lance, boie him with his horfe to the ground. 

Others fay, that two deferters out of his own guards, being 
well acquainted with his perfon, finglcd him out in the bat- 
tle, and each of them ran him thiough with a lance at the

A. D. furrounded, ami cut to pieces*. His corpfe was interred the 
1054. third day after his death in the royal monaftcry of our lady of 
Najara^ which had coft him fo dear. Some ancient writers fay, 
that the king of Cajiile availed himfelf of ^his vidlory todif- 
member from the kingdom of Navarre the countries which 
had given rife to the diiputc between him and his brother ; 
but a very accurate and judicious hiftbrian has (hewn the fedt 
to be otherwife, and that he gave his nephew no difturbance. 
The deceafed monatch is laid to have left behind him four fons, 
and as many daughters : thefe were Dot- t^amho^ who fuc- 
cecded him; Don ^arjiho^ to whom lu*? father cave the 
k\gno\y Calahorra \ Don Fttclhumd^ and \)o\^ Raymond : 
the infantas were Don.ia Eymfindn^ Donna Xmena^ Donna 
ALijsr^ and Donna lf)aLa ^ 

AcceJJion of San^ho Gunm afeended the throne aftei the unfortunate 

Don San- death <^f his father, and a^nne writers fay, proved a prince no 
cho IV. way diltinguilhcd cither^oru’ifdum or valour. He ftood much in 
to the king- awe ol his uncle Don Ferdinand^ and though he hated him 
dom of for his father’s ilcath, and was jealous of his exorbitant power, 
Na^jre, yet at firft he fecnieJ to take in good part fuch excufes as he 
thought fit to make, and aifo to comply with vvhatevei terms 
fal events he judged it pr<‘i)cr to demand But when thoroughly 
tfhisnign, gf^^^hlilhcd in his govctninent, he entered into a clofe corre- 
fpondence with his othei uncle Don Ramiro, of Arragon^ who 
having tl\^ fame interefts, and the fame fears, propofed to him 
a defenfive alliance, as the molt efFedtual f(?:urity for them 
both, againft a king who was equally formidable to his Chrif- 
_ tian and Mohammedan _iv is treaty pro- 

‘ \ ' duced in a great meafuie the defired efFefl:*, but the lyng 
of Leon and Cajiile chancing to die, divided his dominions, 
leaving Don Samho Cajiile^ Don Alonfo Leon^ and Don Gar* 
das Galicia and Portugal"*^, Before this Don Ramiro^ king 
of Arragon^ was killed in a battle againft the Moors oi Sara- 
gojja^ whom the king of CajUle had taken under his protec- 
tion : this induced Don Sancho of Navarre to renew his treaty 
with his coufin Don Rancho of Arragon^ which enabled him to 
lepel the invafion of Don Sancho of Cajiile^ who was thoroughly 
be^en by the allied princes ; though afterwards turning his

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arms againfi: his brethren, he united once more all his father’s 
territories, and conlequcntly became in every refpe^l as for- 
midable to his coufins as ever his father Don Ferdinand had 
been. But the death of that ambitious prince foon releafed 
them from their appreherilions, notwithlfanding his brother 
Don Alonfo^ whom he had forced to take lefuge amongft the 
Moors of Foledo^ fucceeded him in all his dominions Some A. D: 
fails there arc which feem to contradidf the charafter before 1063, 
given of this prince ; for when Don Sancho of Arragon at- 
tacked the Moorijh king of ^aragojjn^ our Sancho of Navarre 
received him as his tributary, and thereby fecured him from 
being the vidlim of his coufin’s ambition >". He alfo refiftcd 
all the importunities of Pope Alexandcr^tht fecond, who pref- 
fed him to lay afide the old Gothic form of celebrating divine 
worfliip, and introduce the Roman liturgy, and this notw’ith- 
ftanding jhe king of Arragon yielded to his demand. But 
he did not at all op^ofe the holding a council for reforming 
fimony, and other vices, which prevailed amongft the clergy; 
on the contrary, he took care that me canons made for that 
purpofe were duly executed. He was alfb fteady in conjunc- 
tion with his coufins in treating with the contempt ’they de- 
ferved the wild pretences of Pop^" the fevcnch, who 

by a fcandalous and ridiculous * »rgery, as we have (hewn in 
another place, pietended to render all the Chriftian princes in 
feudatories to the fee of Ro?ne^ than which there could 
not be any thing,more idle or prcpoftcrous, notwithftanding 
the learned cardinal Batonius undertook to defend Thefe 
feems to be proofs that Don Sancho of Navarre was not either 1074 * 
a weak or pufillanimous prince, though he was of a very paci- 
fic difpofition or it may be that fome domeftic misfortunes 
reftrained hirrP from endeavouring to raife his reputation by 
feats of arms, in the fame manner his father and other illuf- 
tiious anceftois had done : but we can only guefs at thefe 
things, the ftory of his reign being particularly obfeure, and 
even" the few fafts that are preferved being differently related, 
and fome of them with contradidJorycircumftances: however, 
we muft take them as they are, and without pretending to help 
them by conjeftures. 

Don Raymond^ the brother of the king of Navarre^ being 
feduced by fome young men with whom he had contrafled 
too great an intimacy, began firft to treat his brother with 
lefs refpedt than was due to him, and next endeavoured to

diffufe this fpirit of contempt amongft his fubjefls. He 
treated his piety as nieannefs of fpirit ; ridiculed his conftant 
attention to biilincis as unworthy of his dignity ; and com- 
plained that he had made no additions to his territories by con- 
queft ^ He made no imprelTion upon the bulk of the peo- 
ple, who, perfuaded that their fovereign had nothing fo much 
at heait as their hapj)inefs, were entirely dtfvoted to his fer- 
vice ; but he drew his filler Donna Etmeftnda into his in- 
trigues, and had a numerous fet of ruffians, who were his 
paitizans, and whom he prouded from the punifliment which 
the laws would have inflidlcd for their offences, which made 
them fo infolent that they comnnttcu openly the greateft vio- 
lences, to the terror of all the foher part of mankind The 
king, hav'lng at firft tried all methods poffible to reclaim him, 
at length declared him and his afibciatcs, rebels and public 
enemies. Don RayitmuL who cither perfuaded hiinfeif, or 
was pcrfinJ' b) hi> biavoes, that if his brothci was dead, 
the pcvjple would fet afidc his children, and receive this gal- 
lant pijicc foi tluir with univcifal applaufe, having 

Caulcu ionic cailles to be foitihed, and drawn about him as 


great a ni’'* boi of ihcfc mutinous people as he was able, he 
began to pia^llifc agaillil his brother\s life, and foon brought 
his barbatous deiign to bear.* tho’ authors differ a little about 
the mt/in' i in which the aff.*ffinatic n was perpt trat(*d. Some 
fay, tha. Don Kuy>u'u i ic nt a conlulciahlc number of his at- 
tendants into the city diljuifed, in order to defend the perfon 
who was j'nif rucked to kill the king, and that at length this 
was executed at Kola^ whcic J^on Sancho wa^.ftabbed by his 
brother’s appointment ^ Others affert, that while he was 
hunting on the mountains between and, Don 

Raymomi who was reconciled to him in appeciancc, obferv- 
ing that the greatefl part of the company were left behind by 
the king’s cagcrnels in purfuing a wild boar, he and his affo- 
ciates took that opportunity to throw him and his horfe over 
the rocks, by which he was beat to pieces ’b This execrable 
A. D. committed on the fourth of June^ when the king had 

1076. reigned twenty-two ycais. His body is faid to have been in- 
terred in tlie church of the royal monaftcry of St. Maria di 
Najara^ univerfally lamented by his fubjeds 
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The generality of hiftorians tell us, that this king cfpoufed Bifcay, 
Donna Placentia^ and had by her three fons, of whom the Rioja, 
eldcR was Don Ramiro^ and both the others were called Gar- and other 
cia\ but this is a miflake, for in reality Don Ramiro was not countrier 
his fon, but the two Don Guriia\ were, and being very young fip^- 
at the time of their father’s death, were earned for falcty into from 
the territories af Cajhie, The confufion was fo great that 
very few knew what they were doing, or what they would 
have done ; in this only they agreed, that the ftain of andLcon 
ticalon could be effaced by nothing but the blood of the infa- 
mous Don Raymond and his aflbciatcs ; upon which he fled 
immediately to Almutadiy\ king of ^aragofa^ who in pity to 
his diflicfs gave him a fubfilhuue^ Dow Ramh o^ lord* of 
Ctdahorra^ labouied to paedy the nwids oi the i;>eoplc, and 
engage them to place him on the throne w’ilh his brother, to 
nopuipofe; for they pcififted in the (Irangc refolution they 
had fonT.;2d, not to admit any of tb^ family. Don Ramiro 
upon this immediately proclaimed in Cahhorra Don Alonfo king 
of Cajlile and Leon ; and on his detrjfihi'^g ^ coniiclerahle body of 
tioops to his afliftance, feized the pVovinccs of Rioja and Btf- 
cay i all which wrought not in the Icaft on the people of A'^- 
vatre^ who, in puifuancc of their oviyi inclinations, called in 
the king of An\igcn^ flicwing .10 concern for the children of 
their deceafed king, who weio left to the companion of the 
king of Lc:n and Ca/iilc^ who caufed them to be well educa- 
ted, the younger d)^ing a child, and the elder being killed in 
battle by the Mooi s as fomc fay, though Ferreras conjectures 
fioni thcii being both of the fame name that one was illegi- 
timate, and "that both died in their childhood s. As Don 
Scincho brought a great body of troops with hini,to Pampcluna\ 
and as Dow A lor fo reinforced his army in the province of 
Rtoja^ it looked as if the pofleffion of Navarre was to be de- 
cided by force of arms *, but the prelates and peers interced- 
ing, and icprcfeiuing to both princes that they were fighting 
the battles of the Infidels, in fighting againll each other, it 
was at I art agreed that each fliould keep what he had already 
obtained, and that the river Ehro fhould be the bounds of 
their refpe^five dominions It was by this unfortunate event 
that the kingdom of Navarre loft thofe fertile and great pro- 
vinces, all communication with the ocean, and that pair of 
Old Cajiile which had been hitherto annexed to it. As for 
the infant Don Ramiro, and the infantas Donna Urraca, 

Donna Major, and Donna Xmena, they withdrew into Caf 
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iile^ and were treated with all the regard due to their birth, 
and all the kindnefi. their dillrcH'cd circumftances dennanded ‘ : 
and thus having ftiewn how the realms of Navarre and Ar- 
ragon were again united, after a reparation of upwards of 
forty years, wc foall conclude this fe^ion. 


SECT. III. 

From the Reign of Sancho thf Fifth to that of ^een 
Joanna, who by Marriage united this Crown to 
that of France.

Dm San- Santia Ramirez^ or Don Sancho the fifth, thus 

cho V. JLx mounted the throne of Navarre by the confent of the 
king of Ar- people, and afTumed t^iC title of Don St^mho the lifth. As 
ragOii we have given the hiftory of this prince already, in fpeaking 
Navarre, of his hereditary kingdofl^we fhall confine ourfelves here to 
reigns ^iVith as have a relation to Navanc. He found 

honour himfelf frecjuently obliged to nay much higher refpeft to Don 
o^tr both king of Leon airJ Cajiile^ than he was by any means 

kingdoms, inclined, and that on two accounts ; one becaufe of his pre- 
. tenfions t® Navarre, which vtere at leaft as good as his own ; 
and the other bccaufe he gave a proteftion in his dominions 
to thofe who had a better title than either. It was thia that 
engaged him to aflill at thefiegc o^Toltdo, wfierc, to conceal 
his jealoufy of that monarch’s power, he contybuted not a 
little to make him much more powerful than he was. On 
the other haml, Don Alonfo^ not fatisfied cither with thofe 
provinces which he had torn from his kingdomf or with the 
iubmi/Tions paid him by Don Sancho, fecretly hated him for 
the acquifition he had made of Navarre, and for this leafoa 
p»“otcfted the MooriJI) princes, their common neighbours ; fo 
that during their whole reigns thefe monarchs lived in appa- 
rent amity and private enmity with each other, till it wrought 
the death of one of them^ In his domeftic government king 
Sancho was equally zealous for the welfare of his fubjefls and 
the glory of his crown ; he made many good laws that are 
contaii^d in a code that berg’s his name ^ he built the city 
of RJclla, or Stella, in a pleafant plain, on the banks of the 
river Erga, covered by a ftrong caftle, and which is now

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looked upon to be the fecond place in the kingdom ; he made 
reftitution and did penance for having taken the treafure of 
the church to fupport his wars againft the Moors^ who in the 
times oF public confufion had found means to feize feveral 
places in the mountains, of which he difpofl'efled them ; to 
prevent which inconvenience from ever happening again, he 
gave the couinr*!cs of Sobrat va and Rihagorca to his fon Don 
Peclro^ ill his lifetime, and this as fonie fay with the title of 
king ^ The laft great action of this monarch’s life was that 
which put an end to it; for having invehed the city of 
which wa'i defended againft him hy the whole force of the 
Mofjrs^ not without the afliftance of Tome Cajiiliansy he was 
fhot as he extended his arm in giving dird(ftions under it with 
an arrow into his body, of which w<?iind, hemg«:airied into 
his tent, he fj^eedily expired, as Tome lay on the firft, but as 
others on^thc fourth of June^ when he had reigned in Navarre 
eighteen years 

Don Ptdro^ reputed by fome king of Sobrarva feveral years DrnVc- 
before, luccecded his father in aii^uis dominions ; •and hav- dro’/ Jhori 
ing, in conjunflion with his brothei Don Alonfoy promifed rcign^ 
never to put an end to this war till Haefuj was reduced, he, 
to fulfil that promilc, gave battle a numerous army of A. D. 
Moors^ under the king of Sar *nJ of Chrifiians, un- 1096. 

der the count of Caha^ in th<? g*eat plain of Alcoraz^ and 
by their total defeat made way for the fuiiender of that place. 

It was in this Jjattle that the hiftorij.m of Navarre pretend 
that St. George was feen fighting on horfeback, at the head of 
one of their fujuadrons, and from thence they have a particular 
devotion for that faint*. The beft part of his reign was 
fpent in feveral expeditions againft the Iiifidt 4 s, from whom 
he took ma*y ftrong places, and thereby extended his domi- 
nions on every fide, ilut if he was fortunate in his wars, he was 
very far from being fo in his family, fince his fon tnc infant Don 
Pedro^ and his daughter the infanta Donna died both on 
the eighteenth of Augujl^ and himfelf,’as fome fay, on the twen- A. D. 
ty-eighth of September following, partly of a lingering difeafe, 1 104, 
and partly of grief for his children, when he had governed 
the kingdoms of Navarre and Arragon ten years ^ He was 
interred with his children in the church of the monaftery of

Dan Alon- Don Alonfo fuccccdcd his brother, who died without po- 
fo I. fterity, and became in a very fliort ipacc of time from the 
fomejuled younger brother of a little king, the moft powerful of the 
emperor of (;;|^ri{tian monarchs, which, fince the ruin of fnc Gothic king- 
Spain, (Jom, had leigncd in Spain, He was the firft of his name 
who had reigned eithci in Jiragon or Navarre \ but after 
Gainer of man lagc with Donna U/raca^ he entitled himfelf Don 
Battles. *hc fecond of Leon, and the feventh of Cajiile ; but 

that he ever entitled himlclf emperoi ifnotfalfe, of very 
doubtful authority s. VVe have faid fo much of this gallant 
prince in the hiliories jf Leon^ Cajhie^ and Art agon, that it 
is unneceflary to dwell upon his great adfions here. We fhall, 
therefoie, only obfcivc that he reduced SaiagoJ/iiy Tudclay 
Terracona, Cahitayudy Daroca, and all the coiintiy on the 
fouth of the Ehio, whicli he annexed to the kingdom of Ar^ 
ragon was the firCr^vho carried r'e* arms ol the Chrif- 

tiaiis into the fiuitlul provinc' ./ dalujia \ and fo brave in 
hispcifi-n, and lo foitunate in his milrdiy expeditions, that 
he obt\i!K\l the innam^’ of the Gainer of Battles, His valour 
was no L‘f. confpicuous in France, where he took Bayonne, 
than 111 Spain, and the veiy r.vne of his exploits drew, as the 
cuitom ot that age was, to his flandard the moft gallant 
knights trom all tne rountiics in Litre pe\ But this n9ble, 
and in the geiicral acceptation of thofc times, pious prince, 
perfifting obltinauiy in the ficge of Fr'aga, and j;iving battle 
to a much fupcrior aimyof Moois, who advanced to the re- 
lief of ir, was totally defeated on the feventcenth of July, 
and having loft up^m the fpot moft o( the generpus cavaliers 
that came to him out of foreign countries, and the flower of 
the nobility of both his kingdoms, cfcapcd with difficulty to 
the momftrery of St. Juan rlc la Pegna, and there died in two 
days of grief, as cotemporary wtifcis lay’'; fo that there is 
not the loalt realon to credit the fables reported by fome au- 
thors of hib furviving this action fcvcral yeais, and leading 
a ictiicd life in the guile of a hermit vwi’ax JerufalernK He 
died without iflhe ; and by his will, which was made at Bay- 
onne, left prodigious legacies to the church, and both his 
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kingdoms to the knights templars ; but his fubjedls were wife 
enough not to luffer ihemfelves to be difpofed ot m that manner, 
and therefore as foon as they had recovered the great confterna- 
tion they were under, they convened an aflcmbly of the flates 

It was of the greareft confcquence to come to a fpeedy The Jlates 
cleftion, and the greateft part ot the affembly had caft their of Na- 
eyes upon Don l^edio a man of great virtue and abir yarre af 

lity, and defeended from Don Ramiro the firft, king of Arra- 
goyi, Againft this, however, Don VedroTizon dc Cadreita^ and 
Don Per f grin Cajhlh^uclo let themfclves violently, affirming, ^ 
that he was a perlon of aufleie manneis, and already ex- 
ceffive proud i fo that raifing him to the throne would ' tieir^ 
be making themfelves and their countrymen nnlerable 
Warm debarts ariling, the aflcmbly jvas transferred to 
coriy where it quickly apjKarcd that the only means to prevent 
a civil war conliited in the elevation of Drui Rarnuo^ brother 
to the de^eafeil kin'% to the throne, t^ioiigh a monk, and in 
priefl’s OK The nobility ot Niivcilre .eeing thi.>, ictircd 

home, and afl'enibling AvPaml^duvit fu(ycnly,unanimo«,‘fly ele6t- 
cd Don GfUtia Ramhez^ and haviilg lent tor him from Alon- 
con^ declared him king All authors agree that he was of 
the loyal family ; l>ut many, and Alutiana among the reft, 
will hdvehiin to be the Ton of Don Ramiro and the grand- 
lon of Don Sariiho^ whom hi" r.oiher allaflinated : yet upon 
a ftric:l examination of the chailcis, and other authentic in- 
ftrimiLiits of thofc da\s, it very clearly appears that he was 
in le'iliiy the g^andlbii of Don RamnOy the brother of Don 
Sunchoy wiio rciircJ into during the troubles of 

var}c y fo thA iiis ncvV lubjedts might be truly faid to render 
him that jufliee whieh they had reUifcd his^grand-father ^ 

He was in the flower of hi'> age, and veiy capable of that high 
dignity to wfSich he was advanced, pcrionally brave, but po- 
lineally cautious; jealous ot the honour ot his CKuvn, but 
tender of his people’s la! ety ; in a word, very able to main- 
tain war when forced to maintain it ; but by no means difpofed 
to difturb Ids' neighbours, oi to expofe thole w'ho had chofen 
him for their pioietitor to grat'fy his ambition. 

He had Icarce felt the w'eight ot a crown before he found Dijiculties 
twoprincts equ illy defiious of cafrng him ot his burthen : the to ^hUh 
firft WMS Don Alert] > Raymond, king of Leon and Ca/hle^ who found

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Don kamiro^ king of Arragon, who conceived that as the heir 
of his brother he was as much entitled to one kingdom as 
the other Don Garcia with great addrcfs wound himfelf 
out of thefe difficulties. He went to pay his devoirs to Don 
Alonfo, and by this condefcenfion concluded a treaty with 
him much to his own advantage. With the like dexterity he 
infinuatedto the nobility of that atvai v/ould be fa- 

tal to both nations ; and that though he had juil pretenfions 
as the heir of Don Garcia de Najara upon the fovereignty of 
Arragoriy yet he was content to remit things to an aibitration : 
the refult of which was, that his right to was ac- 

knowledged, the nobility of Arragon being I'atisfied that Don 
Ramiro would have enough to do to govern one kingdom. 
A. D. They infifteJ only, thr‘t in reveience to his age, Don Gar^

Succejes 0/ Things did not long continue in this pacific fituation } 
this mo- for Don Gania having 'demanded the rcftitution of the pro- 
rtarchy and vinccs that had been dilnfcnibcred fiom his kingdom, and an- 
his deceafe to CaJ}ih\ an 4 having received a i- jgn anfwer from 
emperor, for lo Dfui yllonfo vJ2iS now filled, he entered 
nousrcign. alliance with Don Alonjo Hemiquez^ prince of PortU'- 

galy and eiidtavoured to obtain it by foice of arms ; but failing 
in this, the dilputc was at length compromifed This was 
fucceeded by a new fpiaiiel with Don Raymond Bei er.ger^ who, 
on the abdication of Don Rtwino^ had afllir.icd the title of 
prince o\ ArragCfi^ and was count i>\' Barcelona in his own 
right. The emperor Don alliltul his brother-in-law 

Don Rayfriohd in this difpiitc ; bui D<;n Garcia managed the 
war with fo much courage and conduct, that he heat the prince 
oi Airagoyi^ and (obliged the emperor to raife tlie hege of Pa?n- 
petufia ; and at length the peers and prelates of his realm iii- 
terpofing, the emperor concluded a treaty with him, by 
which an end was put to all their differences, and for the con- 
firmation of it his Ton Dc>n Smnho mairicd the infanta Donna 
Blaiub of Navaire"^. ^Fhe war with Airagon w'as flill conti- 
nued ; in which Don GarCid gained fcveial ad'Miitagcs ; but 
his queen Donna Murgnrei dying, he thought fit, to piomote 
iiis own intereft, to many D )nna llrraca^ the natural daugh- 
ter of the emperor j who compromiled the difputcs with Ay^

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ragotty and engaged both princes to allift him in Vus wan 
againft the moor % ; which they very honourably performed, 
and the emperor, by their afliftance, managed that tvar with 
great fuccefs*. This was one of the M great actions of 

Don Garda's life, who after managing very prudently that 
perplexed ftate in which he found the affairs of his monarchy, 
and having reftored it to its ancient independency, died in 
peace at Pampeluna on the twenty-firft of Movembevy and was A. "D* 
buried in the cathedral church of that capital, equally re- 1150. 
gretted by his fubjedls and by the princes his allies y. 

Don Samhoy liriiamrd the JVifey fucceeded his father, and Don San- 
very fteadily puifucd his maxims. He delivered his fifter, who cho VU. 
had been married while a child, and who was now become a ^ 
woman, to the infant Don Sancho ; an^ at the fame time his Wife, 
mother-in-law Donna JJrraca returned to her fathelf’s court *. 

The war with Arragon being revived, he carried it on with 
great fpirjt and fuccefs, notwithftanding the emperor aflifted 
Raymond y and*at length obliged *lhe latter to terminate 
tliedifputes that had lafted fo long between the two crowns by 
an equitable and folid peace. After che death of the emperor 
he attempted the lecovery of the places that to the prejudice 
of the Cl own of hlavarrc had been annexed to Cajlile ; and 
though he failed in his firft attempt, yet taking afterwards a 
moie favourable opportunity h* fucceeded, and by the like 
prudent management hindered the coalition of the fmall 
Moorijh principalities, by aflifting the weaker againft the 
ftrongjcr, by whi<;h he kept their forces ftill divided, and at the 
fame time employed in ruining each other It was from the 
cxercife of thc^c refined arts of policy, as well as from his di- 
ligence and attention to domeftic improvements^ that he ob- 
tained the firnamc of Wifcy and retrieved and reftored the 
hi oken forces ^f his monaichy in fuch a manner that he be- 
gun to be as much confidered both by the Cbriftian and 
Moorijh princes as any of his prcdeceffors had been An 
extraordinary inftance of this comes in properly here, and 
ftiall be the more largely explained, becaufe, though occa- 
fionally mentioned clfewhere, yet the particulars wcie referved 
for the hiftory of Navarre and the reign of this prince, to 
both which they naturally belong. 

We have (hewn in how uneafy and precarious a fitaation 
Don Sancho's affairs flood with regard to the kings of Arragon

currence have likewife fhewn upon what motives he aflifted the Moors: 
and advice the point now in hand is to give the reader a clear idea of 
/)(?« Pedro the immediate advantages which refulted to him from a mea- 
Ruiz fure that feemed to promife but very remote benefits at the 
d’Azagra moft. The Moorijh prince he aflifted was Mohammed Aben^ 
tecomes Jo- jfjp^ king of Valencia and Muuia^ whofe^ dominions were 
^ fcarce contiguous to his, and with whom therefore it might 
cm apprehended he had little to do His auxiliaries 

were commanded by Don Pedio Ruiz A Azagr a ^ by whofc af- 
fiftance he not only repulfed and defeated his enemy, but 
likewife bcfieged and made himfelf mafter of Granada and 
out of gratitude for fo fignal a feivice, the generous Moor 
made him a prefent of the town and fortirfs of Alburrncin. 
This is a fmall place, but of great ttiength, ftandmg on an 
eminence near the Guudalavir^ commanding a plealant dif- 
tridf on the frontiers of CajhU and Valencia^ as well ‘ds A)ragoti^ 
within which kingdo.n it lies ^ 'The king of Navarre gave Don 
Pedro leave, and furnifhed him with the means to fortify this 
place, to people it thorou^ghly, and to keep a ftrong gairifon in 
it ; fo that before they were aware the kings of Cajhle and Ar- 
ration favv a new fovereignty creefed, equally tioublcfome to 
both ; tho’Don Pedro^ to fave appeaiances, ftilcd himfelf the 
vafl'al of GUI lady of Aloarrocin^ becaufe the cathedral was dedi- 
cated to the Hlciied Virgin*. This new prince, who had a long 
head, as w' 11 as a ftout heart, adted conftantly in conjunction 
whh Ins old inaftcr; and whenever he endeavoured to enlarge 
his weftern fnaiticr the lord of Aibarraan was fure to make 
a diverfion in hts favour, by an excuifion into the very heart of 
A. D. Cajlile, On the other hand, if the king of Arragon invaded 
ii6i. Navarre^ Don Pedro was piefcntly at his back; fo that by 
the help of this ally, the wife Don Sancho ft^od no longer 
in awe of either, or of both thefe princes*^. Such w’ere the 
elfcets of this fingular expedient, nothing fimilar to which is 
perhaps to be met with in any hiflory. But we pafs to in- 
ftanecs, though of a Icfs linking, yet of a more gencial na- 
tuie, which will give a true idea of this prince’s govern- 
ment. 

\We mufl allow the hiflorians of Navarre to have had a 
juft right to fet this monarch on a level with any of thofe 
who flouriflied in'his time : he entered on his dominions when 
th:yTiad been harrafled by a long war, and curtailed through

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a feries of ill-fortune. He had fcarce a fingle power that was Other itf l 
fincerely allied to him, and even in his own territories fome fiances ef 
inclined to the king of CajVile^ and more to him of Arragon. Don San- 
To balance this he kept at firft on the defenfive ; entered into cho’j/ri/- 
a league with Leims the feventh of France^ which fubfifted and 
during both their reigns ; enlarged the privileges of moft of hy 
the great towns ; built fome new ones and fortified all ; ex- 
emptcd the inhaCitants of the vallies that were moft barren 
from taxes, by which indulgence they were always ready to 
take arms as occafion required \ His court was the afylum 
of the injured and oppreffed, whether Chrifiians or Moon \ fo 
that he had ever in his fervfcc men of diftinguifhed courage 
and great cxpciicncc. He was, for thofe times, a prince of 
learnmiz, which he cncourap.ed amonu^ his clergy and nobi- 
lity. He had a good coiiefpondcncc thron ;hout Eifiope^ and 
fo good iiitelligcnrc, ihat he let flip no opportunity of reco- 
vering th(^ places jiat had been torn from his prcdcceflbrs. 

His alliance with Poftrgal was of grcaf,ufe to him; and his 
induftiy and ^ civity in time of peace enabled him to make 
or iuftain wai foonci and flcadicr thafi^any of his neighbours. 

He loft fcvcia! battles, and fome towns ; but he rejected all 
offers of pcac'j till thefj were lefiored ; and his abilities and 
experience fuinifhed him with fuch rcTources, that fooner or 
later he procured his own U ms‘. His ccncrofity in the ufage 
of fuch as he made prifoners gaifted him an high reputation, 
and was in other rei^ijccls vciy ufeful ; his modefty and his fi- 
Icncc fcndcuJ htf dc^PS impenetrable; and his leadincfs in 
forgiving part offence 3, brought back into hl^ dominions moft 
of thofe who Imd ictiied into Aringjn or Cajlilc. He firft in- 
troduced the title of count mX.o hi avarre \ and was fo ready 
to acknowledge whatever fcrviccs wcie rendereS him by the 
nobility, and^^aid them fo much refpccl upon all occafions, 
that they let Hip ro opportunity of expreffing their zeal, or 
of conforming to his will, by which he wrought fo great a 
change in the order and a'conomy of the ftate, that .at the 
fame time he raifcd his own revenues, the people in general 
wcie much richer than before his acccflioii to the crown*'. 

His addicfs and his experience might have given him a bound- 
lefs authority, if he had fought it ; but, except in great emer- 
gencies, he did nothing but by the advice of the ftates, or 
at Icaft with their confent ; and was fo far from abridging the 
liberties of the people, that in many inftanccs he extended

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them^ When he found it impradlicable to recover all Bif- 
cay^ he infinuated to the lords ot it, who were vaffals to the 
Clown of Cdjhle^ that hoftilities might prove the deftruflion, 
but could never turn to the advantage either of the Bifcay^ 
nersy or the people of Navane\ and therefore he advifed 
them to keep a tacit and perpetual neutrality when the two 
crowns were at war, the advantages of which were quickly fo 
apparent, and the lords of Bijlay became by this means fo in- 
dependant, that the monarchs of Cnftilc could never engage 
them to break through it, while the kings of drew 

little lefs benefit from that province than they would have 
done if it had been held of them ; which benefit, tho’ fore- 
fecn by him, was not felt in its full extent but by his fuc- 
cellbis"*.'.

their engagement ", Don Samho was never in fo great peril be- 
fore. At the time appointed, the troops of entered 

Navarre j and took feveral places ; but they were fo well, 
and fo long defended, that by the end of the campaign the 
army w^as much reduced. On the other hand, the king of 
CaJhU in pe,fon penetrated almoft as far as Pa?npeluna with a 
fupeiior army, ibonSancho retiiing before hin^ all the way, 
and fuffering him to burn and pillage the country at his pjea- 
fure ; but in his retreat he hairafied his troops exceedingly, and 
recovered a great part of the booty The next year the 
war was earned on in the fame manner; but while the king 
of Atragon pleafed himfelf w’iih the taking of feveral fmall 
places, he was alarmed with the news that Don had 
made an irruption into Arragon^ had taken CajueloSy and was 
preparing to cut off his retreat. As for the CajHlianSy finding 
the countiy in the fame manner as they left it, and meeting 
witl^no oppofition, they w :rc afraid of advancing too far, from 
Cku apprehenfion of fuffering by that famine which they had 
caufed. Events of the like nature followed in feveral cam- 
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paigns, till at length all parties wfeary of a war by which 
none were gainers, confented to leave all their difputes to the 
arbitration of Henry king of England^ to whofe court each of 
the princes fent amballadors, and gave fecurity to lUbfnit to 
his decifion p. In the mean time a cellatiom of arms took 
place, which continued for feveral years. It was in this in- 
terval of peace tfeat two queens of Navarre died almoft at A. I3. 
the fame time, Sancha^ fitter to Don king ii8i, 

of Leon^ and aunt to Don Alonjo of Cajiile^ who was buried 
in the cathedral at Pampeluyia^ and Donna Uracca^ the widow 
of Don Garcia Ramirez The ufe Don Sancho m^de of this 
calm was to build in the province of Alava the beautiful town 
of ViSioriay to cover his country from irruptions on the fide 
of Cajiile\ and he chofe the fituation (b feappily that in piocefs 
of time it became a fine city, and the capital of this country, 
after it fell during the reign of his fon under the dominion of 
the ciowm of Cajiile^ to which it has been united ever 
fince ^ * • 


The decifion of king Henry of EngyndvjTL^ hot accepted, 
and yet the truce ttill continued. BtJt the king oi^CaJlile 
refledling that while this mifundciftanding continued, it 
would be always the intercft ot Don Sarjf/jo to hinder as much 
as in him lay the fuccefs of his expeditions againft the Moors ^ 
and alfo that the campaigns agaigtt that monarch were at- 
tended with great lofs of blood, and little or no profit, while 
the common enemy was increafing in ftrength, which mutt 
be attended with great ill confcqucnccs in procefs of time, 
he demanded an interview with that monarch ; in which, 
once for all, tlfty adjufted the difputes that had fo long fub'- 
fifted, fettled the frontier between both their kingdoms, and 
gave each other, according to the mode of thofe times, fecu- 
rity for the due* perlormancc of this treaty, which w^as one of 
the greateft and happieft events in his reign I'hc king of 
Arragon alfo, tired out with unfuccefsful expeditions, and de- 
firous of applying his attention to affairs of another na- 
ture, took the like method, and concluded a definitive 
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peace. Thus Don Samho carried his two great points, and 
obliged both his potent neighbouis to 1 enounce thofe preten- 
fions which ambition fuggefted, and which for fuch a length 
of time had been feconded by force ^ One thing aimed at 
by this treaty would have been vciy injuiious to the interefls 
of Navarre had it taken place. The two kings of CajUh 
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and Arro^on had thoughts of attacking, and reducing Don 
PeMo RuiziJe Azagra^ whofe* independency gave them great 
difquiet. The opj oitiinity was favourable ; the king of Na^ 
could not iji)wdcfv.*ndhini; and againft the combined forces 
of the two crowns, it was iinpoffible he fhould defend him- 
felf. In this defperate fituation Don Siuuho fuggefted to the 
two crowns he might demand the protct^Ucn of the Afoors ; 
and in that cafe, infttad of being eafily lupprefled, he might 
prove a more foiinidab.c enemy than ever. The confederates, 
having confidered this, reiolvcd ro purfue their true inicreft, 
in afling againft the Aloors^ rererr‘n<’^ the liege of A-haiuichi to 
a more convenient feafon Riihiod the I'm It kiiu o^ F^'glandy 
having demanded Donna Bc^engaray Don oanJAh cldcft daugh- 
tcrin mai iage, he reaudy confented ; and that p.mct'h being de* 
livered to queen Eleanor^ theking’s mother, was by her carried 
into Flandas^ and hoiii thcncc on board a fleet to the iOand of

the count's fcheme Th.a was one of the laft gieat adions 
of his life j for the king being feized with a confumptivc dif- 
temper, funk by a gradual decay, bieathcd his laft on the 
A. D. twenty- feventh of Juncy leaving behind him the reputation 
1194. of being the moft accomplifljed monarch that ever fat on 
the throne of Navarre 

Accejfion of Great -hopes were conceived of Don Sancho^ who fuc- 
Don Ssin- cccdcd his father of the fame name, andwhctin the former 
choVIII. part of his reign was firnamed the Strongs or the Brave \ but 
the Strong towards the end, for a reafon that will be given, the 
Hidderiy or Inclofed, He was certainly a prince of lively parts, 
as well as fteady courage ; but either he did not underftand, 
or at lead he did not purfue the maxims of Don Sancho the 
Tflfe'^. Immediately after his acceflion he promifed Don 
Alonfo king of Cajiile^ to bring him a confidcrablc reinforce- 
ment, in order to enable him to make head againft the whole 
llrepgth of the AAoors ; ..nd there is no reafon to doubt that

be would have been as good as his word, as well as the king 
of Arragon^ who had made the fame promife, in cafe that mo- 
narch had given them time to accompIiQi their defign. But 
by an unaccountable ftroke of vain-glory, and a prepofterous 
defire of defrauding his allies of the jult fliare of reputation, 
he advanced with the troops of Cajiile againft a numerous 
army of Moors^ 8y which he loft the great battle of Alarcos^ 
which might have been fatal at leaft to his own dominions, 
if the Infidels had profccutcd their viftory. The kings of 
Navarre and Arragon weie fo much provoked at this behavi- 
our, that they disbanded their 'forces : and, on the other hand, 
the king of Cajhle took this fo ill, that having ‘made, or ra- 
ther obtained a truce from the Jldoors^ he made an attempt 
upon their dominions ; but with little fuccefs *. S8me time 
after he ftruck up an alliance with the king of Arragon, and 
promifed to aflift liim in cafe he would revive his old pretenfions 
to the cro^n of Nawtre. The king of ^Morocco^ being well 
informed of all that had pafled, as well as the forces and 
difpofitions of thefe . princes, begaM^a fccret negRtiatum 
with the king o(Nnvajre, by which he piomifed him his 
daughter, and oft'ered, by way of portion, to give her all the 
large dominions which he held ’ i SpainT Alarmed on the one 
Tide, and allured on the other, Don Sancho^ wliofe flrength 
lay rather in his arm than in hisftead, embraced this piopo- 
fition, fo far at leaft as to enter into conferences with the 
emiflaiics of tWs gotent prince j but with what view cannot be 
fo clearly dctei mined 

This intrigi^ could not be carried on fo fecretly as to cf- voyage 
cape the knowledge of other Chriftian princes ; who there- Africa, 
upon attacked the character of the king of Nhvarre with 
the utmoft maiks of refentment, giving out, that he 
to enter into a clofe alliance with the Moors, and perhaps to 
abandon the Chrifhan religion. This induced him to fend the 
biftiop of Pampditna to Rome, to alfure Pope Celejiin the third, 
that thefe were downright calumnies, and that he intended 
nothing of that kind; and the pontiff thereupon wrote him a 
very tender and obliging letter, which is ftill extant How- 
ever, notwithftanding thefe aflurances, Don Sancho, being 
perfectly informed that the kings of Cxtjhle and Arragon weie 
concluding a peace with Moors in order to attack his do- 
— iflinibns, not only perfifted in his negotiations with the In- 
fidels, but proceeded at length to quit his own dominions,

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and with a fmall retinue to pafs over to Barbary^ in hopes of 
accomp!ifliir.;2;his marriage At his ai rival in the court of 
rocco he found the face oi affairs vcr\ unexpectedly changed by 
the death cf the kin and his for'.’s pofitivc declaration, that he 
did not ini id to be bound bv his tall^ 1 ’s agreement, but meant

made fenfible that this was alio inipradiicabie , r)r ihc new 
monaich ot Morocco infiftcd on bis gonif^ with liim in perfon 
againft his rebels which, not Ivipo abbj to i/.'id, lie did 
with a good grace, and acquired grcai repatation by his be- 
haviour

In the mean time the kings of CaftiU end A) did not 
let this favourable occafion flip ; but ku! :hc kingdom 
of Navarre with all their forces. In the very iiifl campn^ri tlie 
king oi Arragon made himfelt maftcror fevcral [d ic''r, lomeby 
force, and lome by compoficion : but the khj • ot Ca/Me, 
though he had the better army of the tu o, was by n<' means 
able to make fo rapid a progrels b He had made an irrup- 
tion into the province of A/avu, and had made himfl.li maf- 
ter of fcveral inconfiderable places, and moil: of the open 
country; hut Victoria, which waj well fortihid, a^d hrul a 


good garrifon, made a long and ohflinarp reliflance , lo that 
he was obliged to leave the reduction of it to Don L'^»p^z de 
Haro, lord of Bifcay, who brought it by the beginning of 
the next fpringinto fuch a fituation that thegarnfon and the 
inhabitants defired leave to fend the bilhop oi Pa^npeluna into 
Barbary, to know whether they had an/ relief to expeft, 
and promifed to furrendcr upon his rciurn. 7'his was granted; 
the bifhop went accordingly, and the king told him, that he 
was obliged to his faithful fubjccSIs ior the long and gallant re- 
fiffance they had made ; but that not having it in his power 
to bring them any fuccours, he did not pictend to hinder 
them from making the beft terms they could for themielv'esi 
Upon this the inhabitants of Vitoria demanded, that the king 
of Cajlile ftiould piomifc to maintain them in all their privi- 
leges and immunities ; and this being granted, they immedi- 
ately opened their gates. I'hc faic of J'lfloyia not only 
after it the lofs of the whole province, but that alfo of Gui-

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pufcoa^ and of what yet remained to the crown of Navarre of 
Bifcayy particularly the port of St. Sebajiian ; all which were 
from this time united to the kingdom of Cajiile^ and was an 
irreparable lofs to this fovereignty Inftead of wondering 
that fo much was torn from the territories of Navarre^ we have 
reafon to be furprifed that any thing was left, confidering the 
power of the mpnarchs who attacked it, the addrefs by which 
the king of Cajlilc gradually detached the crown of France^ 
and the reft of Don Sancho\ allies, and the fupinencfs of the 
kings of Leon and Portugal^ who had an intereft in preferv^ 
ing a monarchy by which, themfcives had been more than 
once preferved ; and this was fo much the more aftonifhing as 
the alliance which had driven Don Saficho in a mariner to de- 
fpair, and the war that had deprive^! him of his domini- 
ons, was the pure efFefts of jealoufy and ambition, and did 
not proceed from any thing this monarch had done, or at 
lead he Jjad given no adequate ott'ence The outcry made 
as to his treaty with the Infidels being/iilly ^nfwered by its 
motive, which was that ill-ufage he^ received from Chrif- 
tians, without meeting with fo much as one Chniiian 
friend. 

It muft appear ftrange, that while^ his fubj efts were thus jy^/iSan- 
oppreffed, when tvvo foreign anmes were in the bowels of his cho re^ 
country, Don Sancho, who Y \d the reputation of being fo turns into 
brave a prince, (hould remain abroad in the fervice of the his terrtto^ 
MoorSy and without attempting to afford them the leaft fuc- ries, and 
cour. • The writers of thofe times, however, own that Don concludes a 
Sancho was not incxcufablc. He was fcized, either through ^ith 
fatigue or diftifrbance of mind, with a very dangerous fever in ^ 

his paffage ; and this, either thiough the malignity of the ^ 
difeafe, want of fkill in thofe who treated it, or want of pa- 
tience in the Ifing himfelf, fell into his foot, and turned after- 
wards into a cancerous humour, which never could be cured. 

It is moft probable that this happened after his expedition 
againft thofe who had taken up aims in oppnfition to the mi- 
ramamolin, and that as foon as he was a little better he pre- 
pared for his return home*. Wcare alfo told, that though 
he was in the higheft credit with the monarch he had ferved, 
yet he abfolutely refuled to make a diverfion in his favour, by 
attacking the kings of Cajlile and Arrngon^ though he might 
have done it very conveniently, becaufe he had made a truce 
^for ten years, and had fwoin to the due obfervance of that

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truce. But he fliewed his gratitude to the king of Navarre 
another way ; for on his departure he not only loaded him 
with prefents, but furnifhcd him likcwife with a vaft fum of 
money, that he might be the better enabled to change the 
face of his affairs He landed at Carthagena^ and took his 
meafures fo well that he palled from thence into his own do- 
minions without being difeovered. On *the news of his 
arrival the Cajiilians raifed the ficgc of a place on the very 
point of falling into their hands K There happened foon af- 
ter an event of much greater importance : Don Diego Lopez^ 
who thought himfelf ill treated by the king of Cajiile his 
matter, revolted and withdrew with his dependanfs, and a 
good body of troops into Navarre^ from whence he made in- 
A. D. loads iiuo the very h^eart of Cajiile. His njatter, Don Alonfo 
1201. the Noble ^ marched with the joint forces Cajiile and Leon 
againft him, and at length fliut him up in Ejiclla^ where he 
made fo good a dqflnce, that the king found Kimfelf con- 
ftrained to raife thefiege"*. The Pope having received ex- 
aft information of thf Atuation of things in Spain^ and the ill 
ufage the king of Navarre had met with, interpofed his good 
offices " i and Don Diegj Lopez^ having made his peace with 
his matter, remcji.bued the obligations he was under to Don 
SancljOf and concluded a treaty for him upon the bell terms 
that could be obtained By this the confumption that 
wafted his ftate was for the prefent flopped. 

He proceeds king took the opportunity of this interval of peace, 

njery pru’^ for the war with Arragon w^as alfo fufpended, to put his coun- 
dently \tn try into a pofture of defence, and to repair fhe lolTcs he had 
hts endea- fuftaincd in fomc mcafure, by making better the dominions 
•vours to he had left. He was eitlicr by nature, or in confequcnce of 
recover his his misfortunes, extremely frugnl j but this difpofition was fo 
kingdom* far from being grievous to his fubjefts, that it turned to their 
benefit; for, havin^Jiis colfLrs full, he remitted feveral grievous 
impofitions, proceeding on the true maxim, that wherever 
the people were opp*cflld the prince mutt be poor p. This 
had a wonderful ett’eft ; for his fubjccls continually boafted 
that the father was the wifeft, and the fon the beft prince 
ever fcated on ilieir throne : and hence followed an event

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that no policy could forefee ; for the inhabitants of Bayonne^ 
and the country adjacent, finding thcmfelves harraflfed by the 
continual wars of the princes their fovcreigns, and thofe who 
pretended to be fo, put themfelves under the proteflion of the 
king of Navarre, which was a thing e)ctremely commodious 
for him in many refpefls. The truce ftill fubfifting with A. D. 
the king of Cd^^tle, that monarch demanded an interview with 1207. 
Don Sancho at Gnadalaxay where it was renewed for five years ; 
and Don Alonfo at the fame time undertook to mediate a peace 
with Arragon, On his return from this interview to Pampeluna^ 
there fell out a difmal accident ; for the king’s only brother, 

Don Ferdinand^ running at the ring, was thrown by his horfc 
againft a ftone pillar, and died upon the fpot ^ 

Alonfo the Noble ^ king of Ckfllk^ percci'iing the ten P 6 ace*with 
years truce with the Moon drawing towards a clofc, and Arragon 
knowing how afliduous they had been in improving the quar- 
rels antongft the^Chriftian princes their own advantage, 
reprefented in very ftrong terms to Ddn Pedro^ king of Arra^ 
gon, the neceffity of turning the tmee with Navgrre into a 
folid peace, that they might be in a condition to ail ofTen- 
fively againft the Infidels, as the moft efFedtual means to pre- 
Terve their own tsjritories from becoming the feat of war *. 

Upon this remonlirance an interview was appointed between 
the three kings, at a plaCw called Mallen, where a peace was 
concluded between Don Sancho of Navarre^ and Don Pedro 
of Arragon^ to their mutual fatisfadion ; and at the fame 
tiiiie both kings promifed Don Alonfo to bring the flower of 
their forces to his afliftance. But Don Pedro of Arragon inti- 
mating thaf his finances were in great difordcr, Don Sancho of 
Navarre generoufly offered to lend him twent3ithoufand pieces 
of gold, wl^ich he alfo performed, and had a certain number of 
caftles and towns configned to him to fecure the repayment ^ 

The next year there was another congrefs held, and the fol- 
lowing was entirely fpent in preparations; and in the fucceed- 1209! 
ing fpring, the war being commenced, Don Sancho, in per- 
formance of his promife, marched with a fine corps of troops 
to join the Chriflian army, and was not only prefent com- 
manding the right wing in the decifiveviflory gained the a. D. 
i6th, but was, by the univerfal confent of all writers, the 1211.* 
principal inftiumentof providence in obtaining it; for Don 
Sancho with his cavalry breaking the iron chain, and pene- 
trating into the center of the Moorijl) ai my, compelled the

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miramamolin to feelc his perfonal fafety in flight. Some au- 
thors fay, that the tent of the Moorijh monarch was afligned 
him as a trophy of his vifloiy. It is, however, more certain 
that he returned with Don Alonfo^ and made his public entiy 
with that monarch into Toledo ; from whence, after a (hort 
ftay, he returned home with his victorious army, himfclf co- 
vered with glory, and his troops laden with plunder. At his 
departure, Don as a mark of his gralitudc, leftorcd to 

him fifteen places, which had been lelt to him by the peace ; 
fo that nothing could be more honourable or advantageous to 
him than this campaign, which rendered him as much revered 
throughout all Sfai/iy as he had hitherto been in his own do- 
minions 

At his return to Pampelurnty he rcfuincd his former defigns 
for the benefit of his lubjeCts. He had already inftituled an 
order of knighthood for the fecurity of the roads, and the pro- 
^ teflion of pall'cngers. He now caufed a body of bws to be 
publiflicd, which hatj'the fame thing in \*icw, as well as the 
' ruppreffing robberies, murtheis, and w'luitevcr elfc, from the 
violence thofe times^ v*'arncd in it reproach to civil govern- 
meno'^. He caufed alfo lome convents to be repaired, and 
others to be crcCltd, having chiefly in view the di awing peo- 
ple into his dominions,' and incteafing the number of towns 
and villages, which were commonly the effeCls of fuch foun- 
datiiuis. His liberality appeared fufficiently upon thefe and 
other public occafions : at others he was fparing to a great 
degiec, and indeed ir could not well be otherwile. 7'he for- 
tivfi ot TLifiri he conftruCfcd for the fccuiity of his country, 
in cafo the fpirit of ambition fliould revive in the couit of 
Cajhlc \ and he took his meaiuics fo well, and piofccuted his 
deii^m with fiTch vnjilance, that the place W’asvcry foon in a 
poftuie ol" defence*, and from its h.ippy fituatioft' became in a 
very (hort (pace of time one of the mofi confidcrable places 
in the kini;<lom He al(o rep.iired and improved the town of 
Tudela^ which he made the principal place of his refidcnce, 
partly on account of the excellency of its air, and partly from 
its vicinity to the frontiers of Cafilc', whence he judged it ab- 
folutely necc-flaiy that it fhould be rendered one of the ftrongefi: 
and mofl populous places m his dominions. Here, as fome 
writers alp-rr, he Ihut himlclf up clofcly in the caftle, and 
was feldom feen by any but hia domeflics, on account of that 
^ .tanccrous h'jmonr, which in proccTs of time extended itfclf** 
from his foot iipwaidsj and from hence it is pretended that

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he had the firname of Hidden or Retired ^ : with refpe^l 
to which we pretend not to decide; only this is certain, that 
he did not ac all relax in his care of public affairs, but con- 
tinued to form and execute various fchemes for increafing the 
number, and promoting the welfare of his fubje’ds, in which 
Providence blcflcd him with as great fuccefs as he could de- 
fire. He wafe alfo equally fortunate in amafLng wealth, by 
leading alinofc a private life, without offending his people*. 

Wji come now to the laft and mofl: obfeure point of this Don San- 
princc'vS hift )ry. Some writers, and particulaily Mariana^ cho adopti 
fay, that being vciy old and infirm his fubjetfs began to flight 
his autho'iiy, inlomuch that rheic were various feditionsin^Arra- 
Pampcluho \ that thel'c were excited by his iiephev/ Thibaut^ 
earl of who being hit next heir weary of 

waiting for the crown till it fell of itftlf, and was therefore 
defirous o- fhalcing it ofF the old man’s head. They add, 
that Bopez Dia^^ de Huro^ lord had invaded A/i?- 

varre^ and commuted gieat outra •s there, which he attri- 
buted to the ambivion of St. Fadr^ahd\ and up«^n thefe mo- 
tives, it is faid, he invited icing An ugon to Tudela^ 

where after many confcicnccs, in winch he inveighed bitterly 
agamff tne want of fidelity and diwy in his nephew, and the 
exorbitant Juft of dominion in Don Ferdinand^ he made an 
agreement with the king of Ai^ragon^ that they fhould recipro- 
callv adopt each orher, in oiderthat the furvivor, being pof- 
fefl: of both kingdoms, might have power fufficient to defend 
their indepeftdcncy, and to proted their fubjeds in the en- 
joyment of their liberties. lie alfo lent him at this 
time one !nin,drcd thoufand crowns, that he nnght be the 
better able to prolecuje his wais againit the I'he 

adoption %nd the loan are things certain ; but the other cir- 
cumffances, as they are very improbable, fo they are far from 
being w'ell fupported. The whole of this traniadion, when 
clofely and impartially examined, may perhaps be reduced to 
thi.s. Don Sancho being grown old, and having nothing at 
heart fo much as the welfare of his fuhjcds, believed that as 
the laft heir male of Don Garcia Ramirez^ he might call to 
the fucceflion whom he pleafed, by way of adoption ; and 
he preferred ya?nc5 king of Ar^agon^ as defeended from San^ 
cho the Greats in hopes that the kingdom of Nauarre might 
participate of the many advantages daily flowing to Ayragon^ 

y DHiftoire du Royaume de Navarre, Mariana, Mayer ne 
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from the martial fpirit and great capacity of this viflorious 
prince, who, if his pretenfions had not been this way admit- 
ted, might cafily fwallow it up by conqueft. I'hat this was 
really the cafe, and that there was no reciprocal adoption, ap- 
pears manifeftly from the condudt of king james^ who the 
very next year, and duiing the life-time of this prince, caufed 
the ftates of his kingdom to fwear allegiance to his fon, 
which would have been a wanton infradion of his treaty with 
the king of Navarre^ had it been really made on thefe terms 
It is alfo probable that what is faid of the count of Champagne 
is faid without foundation, fince it is a fad out of difputc that 
this prince, to pleafe his uncle, adLslIy did homage to the 
king of Anagon^ in prejudice of his own right, which cer- 
tainly he v(puld never hive done if he had been of fuch a 
temper as is fuggefted, or if he had had fo ftrong a party in 
Navarye : lo that after all the truth feems to be, Don San^ 
eho was fo univerfally teloved by his fubjeds, that Cney fub- 
mitted implicitly to his will, not bccdufe he was an ablolute 
prince, biit be^aufe a long and wife adminirtration had given 
them an entire confidence in him, which is true ablolute 
power ; and his nephew Don Thibant took this extraordinary 
ftep of relinquifhing whrt he took to be his right, as well to 
pleafe the people, as to pleafe his uncle‘s, who in fad had 
nothing elfe in view, but to provide for their future happinefs 
and perfed independency, by procuiing tlidYn a potent pro- 
tedor when he Ihould be no more. The courfe of the hifto- 
ry, wc flatter ourfelves, will convince the reader that thefe 
conjedurcs arc founded in truth j and that Don Sambo, tho’ 
he led a life of continual pain and mifery, and was now bro- 
ken with old a^e and many infirmities, was notwithftanding a 
wife, a great, and a good prince to the laft. , 

The generality of hiftorians inform us, that after this 
Don Sancho led a very uneafy and unfcttled life, fometimes 
inclined to embark his adopted fon the king of Arragon in a 
war with Cajlile^ and at others out of humoui with that prince, 
as V ell as difpleafed with his own fubjeds But it is very 
doubtful whether thefe fads be true. It is at lead certain, 
that thofe who report them fall into evident confufion in 
refped to dates, and intermix various circumftances, as to 
which the hiftorians, who lived in or near thofe times, are 
altogether filent. I'here may, however, be good grounds to ^*1 
fuppofe, that Don Samho might be much chagrined at the 
foreflght of thofe evils that were like to come upon his fub-

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jefls by his dying not only childlcfs, but without heirs male 
of the whole blood. His eldeft After had married 
Richard king of England^ who died without ifliie. His 
younger After Donna Sancha^ who efpoufed the count of Cham-' 
pagne and Br/>, had left by him a fon, Don ThibauU who 
fucceeded in his father’s eftatcs, and was now upwards of thir- 
ty, whofe accciiion to the throne of Navarre the king judged 
inexpedient for himfelf and for the nation ; for he apprehended 
that if he came into Navarre his hereditary pofleffions would 
Aiffcr extremely ; and that on the other hand, if he paid only 
a proper attention to his patrimony, it would excite great dif- 
turbances and fadhons in Navarre. On the other hand, the 
king of Art agon was defeended from the male line of the 
kings of Naval rc.^ his territories had been foimerly united to 
that crown, the Jaws were nearly the fame, and thefe, with 
other caufes, had determined the king to adf as he did ; and 
for a tinic all parties feemed to acquiv^fcc in his plan But 
the people of Navarre afterwards changing their minds, we 
may very cafily conceive how their brftorians came eo impute 
to age, infirmities, and a fpicnetic difpofition, that project of 
their kind’s, which in real ty proceeded from his zeal for 
their welfare. However this might be, Don Sancho ended 
his days at Tudela on the fe- jnth of April one thouJand two 
bundled thirty-four ; in whom ;ixpired the male line of Don 
Garcia Inigucz^ aft'erthey had held the kingdom cA Navarre near 
four hundred years. His body was interred in the church of 
the monaftei V of the canons xcgu\zx Ronavauxy of which 
he is faid to have been the founder ^ 

The clergy, nobility, and people of Navarrcy as foon as the Thibautl. 
king was dead, determined, notwithftanding all taat had parted, fucceeds hts 
, to call his nephew the earl of Champagne to the fucceflion, pre- unck^ 
ferring as it feems the independency of their crown to their own 
interefts, which had been very excufable in Don Sanchoy what- 
ever it might be in them. However, that they might proceed 
with caution and fafety, they fent deputies to king cAAr^ 
ragony to let him know their refolution, and to^defire that he 
would releafe them from the homage which they had fworn to 
him at the requeft, and purely with a view to gratify their dc- 
ceafed king, which that monarch readily granted Some indeed 

fay, that he diflembled and that he afterwards endeavoured 
to vindicate his light by arms, which does not appear j but 
the contrary, as will be hereaifter feen very plainly. This

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point being Once fettled, they fent Don Pedro Ritmirez de 
Pedrola^ bifliop of Pampeluna^ and other lords, to invite the 
carl of Champagne to come and accept the crown ; which he 
very willingly did, and was with great folemnity crowned in 
the cathedral of that capital on the eighth of iVIay following % 
the Pope alfo interpofing vigoroufly, to prevent the tranfac- 
tion becoming the ground of a war. The re£(bn of this in- 
terpofition was the hopes the pontiff had that the new Icing 
would take upon him the crofs, and join in an expedition 
for the recovery of tlie Holy Land, which, in purfuancc of a 
vow made by his father, he accordingly did, tho’at the ap- 
parent hazard of his dominions. Lewis the ninth, better 
known by the name of St. Lewis of France^ had at this time 
fome difpuies with this new king, in qu^ity of earl of Cba?n- 
pagne ; but Pope Gregory the ninth interceded lo effeflually, 
that the king promifed to fufpend all his pretcnfions during 
the abfcnce of that prinCe, who was now employed fci raifing 
forces in France as well as Navarre^ in order to fulfil his en- 
gagement With thcTMTic good intention he addreffed him- 
felf to the kings of Cajhlc and Arragon^ and procured from 
them, witliout any difficulty, the ftrongefl: allurances that 
they would take no advtUUage of the king of Navarreh ab- 
feiice*, whofc dominions might otherwife have been eafily 
over-run, and could hardly have been retrieved. 

Don Thibaut ibeing all things thus happily fettled, and hav- 
ing received in his capital the famous Don Roderic Ximenes^ 
archbiftiop of Toledo y ambalfador fiom Cajlllcy to convince 
him of the fritndfliip and efteem of his mafter St. Ferdinand^ 
he took his leave of the nobility, and having fettled the go- 
vernment, wc.it into France to join the army of the Crojfes 
The dukes of Bnetagne and Burgundy^ the ceunts of Bar^ 
Vendofmey and Montforty with feveral other great lords, hav- 
ing taken part in the fame defign, cliofe him generaliflimo of 
this holy league " ; and the next year embarked with a potent 
army at Ma}fcilleSy and other places in its neighbourhood, 
for Syrioy where they arrived without any confiderable acci- 
dent. I'his expedition, however, though begun with the 
greateft hopes, ended the next year without the fmallcft fuc- 
cefs ; for the princes quarrelling amongft ihemfelves, and the 
duke of Burgundy making a very unadvilcd attempt upon Gaza^ 
in which he loll the bel’ part of his troops, this iiicreafed^

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their mifunderftandings to fuch a degree, that Don Thibaut 
feeing plainly there was no good to be done, and that the 
whole army would be gradually wafted, embarked fuch of the 
troops as would obey his command, and returned into Eu- 
rope not a little chagrined at this misfortune, which, how- A. D. 
ever, did no prejudice to his reputation, fince it was on all 1240. 
hands allowed fhat his behaviour was without blame; that 
the mifehiefs which had happened arofe from difobeying his 
orders; and that it was owing to his pi udcnce and patience 
that fo great a part of the aimy was preferved and brought 
home His fubjeds reenved him with great fatisfadion, 
and the pofture of affairs in Spain loft him at full liberty to 
gratify his natuial inclination to improvements of all kir^ds, 
which he purfued to his own latisfadtion, and to the no fmall 
pleafure of his fubjeds, by wdioin he was generally and 
del'ervcdl^ beloved. 

The preceding •monarchs of NavJf're had bounded their return 
views by ereding fortreiles, churches, or convents ; but Don 
Thibaut introduced elegance and niagiiTlk'ence, as weTI as uti- 
lity. His genius, admirable in itfcit, had been cultivated by 
an excellent education, and by travel^ which furniflied him 
with notions much iiipeiior to thofc of princes unaftifted by 
thefe advantages. He brour’u with him from the Eaji many 
differ ent kinds of rich fruits into^is tcnitorics in France^ and 
thefe he tranfplantethuraiii into Navayic^ 10 which the people 
of thqt country owe their moil: delicate wines, \ery little infe- 
rior to ihofe of trance \ and an exctlicnt fort of pears, which 
in honour of Jiini, and to perpetuate the memory of this 
prince, are called Thbaudin:^, He was ft ill more careful 
with regard to apri<.ulture, which hitherto his^fubjeds had 
pradifed but Ridely, and in fuch a manner that the foil and 
climate weic unjuflly icpionchcj for what was in truth owing 
to their want of fkill and application. He built foinc palaces jy^ 
himfelf, which remain no contemptible monuments of his 1247. 
tafte ; and, led by his example, many of the nobility did the 
like, fo that in a Ihort time the court of Navarre became 
one of the moft brilliant in Spam p. But as human happmefs 
is never folid or fincere, fo v\hat Don had foreleen, 

in procefs of time came adually to pais ; that is, the nobility 
began to form cabals againlt him, which he was compelled 
't'o pacify by grants of offices and lands, to the great impo- 
verifliment of hia treafury, and with fomc dimuiiition of his

1248. which he had with Don Pedro Ja^olas, bifliop of Pampeluna^ 
on account of the caftle of St. Stephen^ which belonged to that 
prelate, in right of his fee, and which the king caufed to be 
fortified for the benefit of his fubjedb ; for which high offence 
the bifhop, retiring into Arragon^ caft an interdid upon his 
whole diocefe, which threw the kingdom into^he utmoft con- 

A. D. fufion ‘J. At length, after a tedious ftruggle, the king accom- 

1249. modated matters with the biftiop, who thereupon removed the 
excommunication ^ There remained, however, fo many 
doubts and fcruples on the minds of the more ignorant part 
of his fubjedis, that he found it ahrolutcly requifrto to go to 
Rome^ in order to obtain a general abiohition from the Pope, 
which wa* gradually granted to him 

Remainder After his return things went on quietly enough ; and 
tf his reign he Continued to govern and to adorn his icrntorics with the 
and death, love of his fubjeds, ai^i the efteem of his ncighbouip, to the 

A. D. time of his deceafe, which happened on the eighth of when 

1253. ' he was i^i the flowxr othis age, and very little turned of fifty. 
He had a graceful perfon, was excellently fkillccl in mufic 
and poetry, a great lover of learning and learned men. His 
reputation for courage fo well eftabliflied, that none of his 
neighbours weie willing to provoke him; and his ambition 
fo regulated by his re(pc(%to juftice, that he made no at- 
tempts to their prejudice He was thua» married ; firft to 
the daughter of the count of Metz^ from whom he was di- 
vorced by the Pope, and by whom he had fio ifTue ; the fe- 
cond was the daughter of the lord of Beaujeu^ by whom he 
had Donna Blanca^ who efpoufed John, finfamed the Red^ 
duke of Breyigne^. His laft coiifort was Margaret^ daughter 
to the count de Foiscy by whom he had three fons, Thibaut^ 
Pedroy and Hetiry^ the firft and laft fucceflively kings of Na- 
varre ; and a daughter, Donna AgneSy whom others call Leo^ 
noray married ten years before her father’s death to Don Al^ 
varo Perez de Azagray lord of Alharracin On his death- 
bed he recommended the queen and her children to the pro- 
teftion of the king of Arragoriy with whom he had always 
lived in peace and friendfhip. An inconteftablc proof that 
Mariana and the reft of the hiftorians who fufped his can-

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dour, in the renunciation of his tide to Navarrt^ injute his 
charader. His corpfe was interred in the cathedral church of 
Vampeluna *. 

Th£ fame hiftorians, who reprefent king James of Jrra^ 
gon as a diflembler in the cafe of his renunciation, beftow on 
him the higheft praifes, in regard to that fpirit and pundua- 
lity with which hi: executed his charge as guardian to the 
royal family of Navarre. They tell us that he went in per- 
fon to Pampeluna $ contracted an alliance offenfive and defen- 
five with the young king againft Caflile ; treated of a marri- 
age between him and his daughter ; and entered into other en- 
gagements, which were ratified and confiimed by a fubfequent 
treaty, after the king of Navarre became of age But per- 
haps thofe come nearer the truth who content themfe^'es with 
faying, the king of Arragon difehareed his truft with fidelity, 
by which the two kingdoms enjoyed peace and happinefs for 
feveral ye2M|S. The jucen dowager, Dgnna Margaret^ went 
to make a tour into her fon’s eftates in France^ where fhc was 
feized with a diflemper that very foon ^nduCted hereto her 
tomb, which flie found in the monafttry of Clervaux. The 
death of the queen his mother made it rcquifite for the young 
king to take a tour into France^ and ^as on the very point 
of beginning his journey, when he underftood that fome of 
his fubjeCls had made an inroad oq the territories of the king 
of Arragon. Upont^htf he gave tnat king the ftrongeft alTu- 
ranees, not only of its being done without his privity or con»- 
fent, but alfo of his fmeere intention to give him adequate 
fatisfadlion, in cafe any of the offenders lliould fall into his 
hands % by which he prevented any mifunderftandings between 
the two crowns, and gave the world a jull idea pf his own 
character. He then proceeded in his defigii of vifiting bis 
territories in FrSme, where his prcfcnce was very acceptable, 
and where, by his mildnefs and affable behaviour, he efta** 
hlifhed his reputation as a moil accomplifhed prince, which 
induced St. Lewis to invite him to his court, and to propofe 
to him a very advantageous alliance, which he received with 
great refpeCt, and very willingly accepted both the invitation 
and the propofition that attended it, as being equally honour- 
able in itfelf, and very advantageous as his affairs were then 
circumftanced, which was a father proof of his penetration 
and capacity, and proved in many refpeds highly beneficial 
to his fubjeas. \

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The prccife time at which the king made th(s journey, 
and more cfpecially that of his marriage, is not eafiiy fettled, 
for in the tranfadiions of thole times the more authorities that 
occur, the more difFerences commonly happen with regard 
to dates ; but as to fadls we may report them with greater 
certainty. King Lewis confenteJ to his marriage with his 
daughter Ifahel^ provided he compromifed the claim made by 
his filler the dutchefs of Bretagne upon parts of his eftates in 
France^ which was done by the grant of an annuity of three 
thoufand livrcs per annum^ which, as the French hiftorian ob- 
fei ves, fall but little fliort of thirty thoufand livres at this day 
I'his and all other points being adjufted to the mutual fatis- 
fadion ol both princes, the marriage was celebrated at Melwi^ 
where Don Fhtbaut l*eceived, as the portion of the princefs 
Elizabeth, ten thoufand livres, being the fame fum that was 
given to her filler This marriage gave him a great intereft 
at the court of Fram^^ which he employed in fafour of his 
friend and guaidiarl the king of Artngon\ and was very in- 
flrum^ntal in making that treaty by which all difputes were 
compromifed, and all claims regulated between the two 
crowns'-. lie continued for fomc time after this in France^ 
where he conftituted his brother, the infant Don Pedro^ go- 
vernor of Champagne, which, however, he did not long en- 
joy, being removed by death when he was a very young man 
On his return mio l^avarre fome difp’Jiw arofc between him 
and his nobility, who entered into a league againtl him, and 
chofe one of their number to oppofe all ad5’ of their fovereign, 
which they judged to be inconfillcnt with their privileges. 
Kut the Pope, having intelligence of this, cfTredled the arch- 
bilhop of Uottrdeaux to make a tour into Navaric^ and to ufe 
his bell cndeavouis to put an end to thefe heprt* burnings and 
jealoufics, which he did very effedually®. This Pope was 
Urban the fourth, who died the fame year, as appears by the 
king’s letteis of felicitation to his fucceflbr. 

The death of his brother before-mentioned made it requi- 
fite for the king to return again into France^ as well to pro- 
cure a fit marriage for the infant Don Henry^ his only furvi- 
ving brother, as 10 put him in pofleflion of the government of 
Champagne^ and other meafures for the benefit of his family.

Jiantiay the daughter and heirefs of Don Gajion de Moncada^ 
yiicount of Beamy which would have been a very advanta- 
geous alliance if it had taken place. In his return to Na- A. D. 
'varre he received for his vaffals the counts of ConforanSy Com- 1265, 
niingeSy and EJlarac^ not that their eftates fell to the crown of 
Navarrcy as fonlt have thought, but becaufe it was the cuf- 
tom in thofe days for the lefler nobility to engage thetnfelves 
in the fer\dce of great princes, to follow them in their wars 
when required, for which they had an annual penfion in time 
of peace ^ In all probability'the king might then have in view 
the expedition which he foon afterwards undertook. Pope 
Clement the fourth having prevailed upon St. Lewis of Fi ance 
to aflume the Crqfs, in which expeditioft he was accAnpanied 
by his fons-in-law 7hibaut king of Navarre^' and Edward 
prince of England, This, and the preparations requifite for 
aflemblin^ an army,, and equipping a Heet, took up a confi- 
derable fpace, during which the king rfegociated and con- 
cluded a marriage between his brothej; fhe infant DoiwHenry^ 
to whom he committed the regency, and the princefs Blanchy 
daughter to Robert count of Artois^ brother of St. Lewis^ with 
whom he obtained the county of Rhern9>^. On the return of -A. D. 
his brother into Navarre y he confided to queen Ifabcl the go- *269. 
vernment of Champagne^ and the tA of the territories that he 
held in Frame ; ai 1 Ti^ 4 )y the interpofilion of St. LewiSy he 
renewed for five years more a truce formerly concluded under 
the fame mediatibn with the king of Englandy in lefpe^f to 
the town of Bayonne^ upon which he formed fome pretenfions. 

In fine, all obltacles being removed, he embarked with his 
troops in order to follow his father-in-law, who was already 
failed with his fleet and forces to Sicily^ y and with him went 
many lords of Champagne and Navarre. 

In the abfence of the king a civil war broke out in CaJliUy Llis brother 
and the infant Don Philip, who embarked therein againft his Hen- 
father, went info Navarrcy to perfuade the regent to fupport 
him and the reft of the nobility in their pretenfions j but 
tho’ Don Henry might cafily havedrawq them to have made ^

Thither Don Toibaut accompanied him, and was.prefent 
when he died of the plague, or fome other contagious diftem- 
per, before the place, on the twenty-fifth of Augujiy as appears 
by a letter of the king of Nervarre^s writing, which is ftill 
extant, aiitl in which he gives a very diftinS account of the 
circumftances that attended it K He did hof/iage in the fame 
camp to the new king Philip the Hardy^ for the eftates he 
held in France ; and after the peace was made with the king 
of Tunisy he returned with him into Sicilyy where he was 
fcarce arrived before he fell fick at Trapaniy and after a (hort 
illnefs deceafed on the fifth of Septemhery one thoufand two 
hundred and feventy His queen Elizxsbeth^ or Ifubely who 
cither accompanied or followed him, deceafed likewife in tbc 
fpring of the fucceeding year, at or near MarfeilleSy on her

As h»,was a monarch of flncere 
ptetjr» endowed with many amiable qualities^ and particularly 
it^arhable fpr the Tweetnefs of his temper, he was carelTed 
and admired by the princes his neighbours ; and by bis own 
irreproachable charafier maintained his dominions in peace 
during his wholveigni which caufed him to be generally and 
juftly lamented by his fubjeds. 

HENRY, firnamed the Grofs or the Fat, his brother dying Henry the 
without iffue, was proclaimed king at Pampelunaj in the Pat /mc- 
n>onth of March, He is Cjid to have been of a ihqre re- aeds bis 
Icrved temper than hjs brother; but is allowed to have go- btother^ 
vcmed well in his abfence, and to have fupported his dignity and enjoys 
after his accellion to the throne with Xpirit, notwithftanding tbe ugal 
the misfortunes that he met with in his family, and the op- digmty but 
pofition given him by the infant Don Pedro of Arragon, who 
pretended* to revive thofe pretenfions which his father, ftill 
living, had difclaim&d. This king having married the niece a. D. 

Lewis, depended on the friendflrip and afliftance of his 127U 
coufm king Philip ; and governed ib fleadily that ^ho’ his 
neighbours were willing enough to have given him diflur- 
bance, yet perceiving him always in a condition to defend his 
territories, they did not think fit to attack him He had by 
his queen a Ton, called after h.5 father and brother 
who was bred whore, as fotne writers lay, his 

nurfe let him fall out of a gallery, by which he was killed 
upon • the fpot P.« Others affirm, that it happened thro’ the 
carelefTnefs of his governor, who in a fit of defpair threw him- 
felf from the fame gallery, and periOied with him Befides 
this ion he had a daughter, the infanta Donna Joanna, about 
two years old at the time this lamentable eve^t happened, 
whom he imifiediately caufed to be acknowledged heirefs of 
the crown by the dates ^ He not long after made a treaty 
'with Edward the firft, king of England, by which he pro- 
mifed to give this princefs in marriage to one of his fons, when 
fhe (hould attain to a fit age *. But it is very probable this 
circumflance was not made public, fince many hiftorians af- 
firm, that James king of Arragon, in hopes of marrying her 
to a prince of his blood, concluded an alliance with king 
Henry, which was of no fmall advantage to his affairs. He 
did not, however, furvive long enough to avail himfelf of

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thofe troubles that might have given him an opportunity of 
recovering fome of the provinces which be claimed, as dis- 
membered from his monarchy by the kings of Cajiihi for as- 
mod; writers agree, he was choaked with fat on the twetity- 
fecond of one thoufand two hundred and fcvcnty-four> 
leaving his daughter foie heirefs of his dominions, under the 
tutelage of the queen dowager *, whom foirfe hiftorians call 
Blanch^ otheis Joan of Artois^ afnd Ferrer as mentions her by 
both names. He left likcwife a natural Ton, born, before he 
was married, of the heirefs of the houfe of Lacarra^ who bore 
his owti name, and became afterwards marflial of Navarre^^ 
He was buried in the cathedral church of Pampelma, with 
great folemnity ; and in him ended the male line of the counts 
of Chaml^gne, kings dl Navarre^ after having poflefled that 
kingdom above forty years. 

Joanna was fcarce three years old when flie be- 
came a queen. It is tfaid that her father ^i reeled tfy his will 
that flie (hould not rfiarry a prince of Cajlile or Arragon, but 
of Fran^, It is, hovucycr, not impoflible that this circum- 
ftance might be invented after fuch a marriage look eft'edl. 
Be that as it will, the queen dowager called an aflembly of the 
dates on the twenty- foventh of Augujl following, in order to 
make choice of a perfon who might affift her in the adminif- 
tration of the government, n’hen Don Pedro Samhez Montagu 
was chofen^. Many hiitorians aflert, this meafure was 
abfolutcly againft the queen’s will, and that (he refented it 
extremely ; but thofc w'ho lived in and fiearbft to thefe times 
maintain the contrary, which is indeed the moft probable* 
It was not long before a ftrong party was formy againft Don 
Pedro ; at t^e head of which was Don Garcia de Almoravides^ 
who liad rccouifc to the crown of Cajhle for pro^edtion, which 
was promifed him; and this obliged Hon Pedro Sanchez de 
Montagu to apply himfclf to the king of Arragon^ with the 
like fuccefs As both thefe princes had in view the marriage 
of the heirefs of Navarre into their families, the queen, who’ 
was equally averfc to either, rcfolved to fecure her own fafety, 
and that of her daughters, by flying into France^ and de- 
manding the protedlion of king Philip, which flie accord- 
ingly did, and was received with all the refpeci due to her 
dignity, and all the kindnefs which her diftrcfled circum- 
ftances required r. This is a fuccindl and flrceie ftatc of the

cafe ; but aat the tranfad^ion before us is in itfelf of a very cu- 
rious nature, one of the moft important that ever happened 
with regard to the kingdom of Navarre^ and which had fome 
degree of influence on the affairs of Europe in general, it is 
requifite that we fliould explain it more particularly j the ra- 
ther becaufe both the French and Spanijh hiflorians, who have 
treated this fubj^dl, are not in all refpedls fo impartial as one 
could wifli ; and therefore it is neceffary to confider and com- 
pare the feveral relations they have given us, in order to dif- 
cover the truth, which is all we aim at, as not having any 
kind of biafs to fway us either on this fide or on that in the 
difpute ^ 

At this jundlure Don Alonfo^ firnamcd the JVife, governed Philip the 
Cajiile ; but as we have (hewn in a^iother place jiis admi- Hardy 
niftration, notwithftanding that high title, was not either 
fteady or fuccefsful ^ His eldeft fon, the infant Don 
nand de^ Cerda^ was a prince of parts and fpirit, but withal 
very ambitious. He had married Wynch^ daughter of St. 

Lewis^ by whom he had two fons, w|^o wcie children at this*^ 
time, of whom he intended to marry the eldeft to tffc heirefs varre. 
of Navarre \ and knowing the confufion the kingdom was in 
would prevent any army from taking the field againft him, 
he marched with an army into the country, not doubting but 
that he fhould make a cheap and fpeedy conqueft \ and this 
once effeded, in pait citeded, the marriage he had 

in view would be efteemed a favour But the policy of the 
kings of Navarue^ who kept their frontiers always well forti- 
lied, and their fubjeds in exad difciplinc, prevented this ; 
for tho* he became maftcr of fome fmall open places, yet 
ana^ the firft ftrong place he bcfieged, made fo good a re- 
fiftance, that after confiderable lofs he was obliged to retire 
On the othef fide, faMes king of Arragon was grown old and 
feeble in body and in mind ; the infant Don Pedro^ his heir 
appaient, fet up, as we have obferved, a kind of claim to Na~ 
varre^ but managed it with a great (hew of temper and mode^ 
ration ; offered the ftates the choice of either of his fons for 
the young queen, and to leave Mm in the entiie pofleflion of 
the kingdom, with a promife of fuch fuccours as fhould be 
neceffary to defend them againft Cafiile It was this that 
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' engaged Don Pedro Sanchez de Montagu^ and otjior itcUemen 
of the iirft houfes in Navarre^ to lean to his party; fo that the 
kingdom in general, moft of the great towns in pimicular, 
and the city of Pampeluna more erpecially, ftood divided into 
three faflions, the Cajlilian^ the Arragonian^ and the French. 
Philip the Hardy had received and fuccoured the queen with 
great generofity ; but be likewife had his \dews, and was in 
truth more nearly Interefied than either of the other princes ^ 
The young queen was heirefs of Champagne and Brie, in the 
very heart of his dominions ; he judged, therefore, and it was 
very natural for him to judge, that there could not be a more 
expedient match for this young princefs than one of his fons, 
and he had three by his firlt queen, Lewis^ Philips and 
Charles.^ His own ino^ination was to marry her to the eldeft; 
but Pope Gregory the tenth, tho’ he had a great kindnefs for 
the king, would not hear of this ; and a difpenfation, accord- 
ing to the mode of|^thofe times» being neceiTary, he was 
obliged to accept that favour in behalf of Philip, who ef- 
poufed, or rather was^ontradied to that pripcefs by the con- 
lept of the queen her mbther ^ ; and this anfwered the king’s 
purpofe much better than his own choice would have done ; 
for Lewis being quickly after poifoned, Philip became his heir, 
and confequently all the dominions and efiates of the young 
queen, which was what h^ aimed at, were annexed to the 
crown Having dated this matter let us now pro- 

ceed to the thread of thd hiftory. 

Sends a As foon as things were thus far fettled, the queen dowager 
viceroy of Navarre^ by the advice of king Philip, declared Eujlace de 
with an Beaumarchais fenefchal of Thouloufe, viceroy or^ regent of Na^ 
into tarre, and fent him with a good corps of troops to take pof- 
feflion of his government He met" with greater fuccefs than 
wards th’ could well have been expefted ; for he not only penetrated 
count ^ Navarre, but got pofleflion alfo of part of the city of 

d’Artois. P^^pAuna \ A foreigner, with the title of regent, fupported 
by an army of drangers, could not be very welcome to a free 
people, who had enjoyed them long, and were therefore very 
jealous of their liberties, ^ut Eujlace was a wife man, be- 
haved with great moderation to fuch as fubmitted, and pu- 
viifhed thofe who, taking advantage of the fituation things 
were in, committed either murthers or robberies, with great 
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fkivdTk^ mH^i^Coon ga^ined him refpeft, and in procefi of 
time aflre<ftian K However, Don Garcia Alnuravidts held one 
part of the city, with his fa£lion, in favour of CaJliU i Don 
PidrP Sancbcz de Montagu had allb a corps of troops with- 
out, and looking upon Eujiace as one who had drived 
him of his pod, patched up an agreement with Don Uarda, 
condrained the9Frr7iri& viceroy and his garrifon to mtire into 
the cadle, and held them there befieged. As foon as this 
was known in France^ an army was aflembled for the relief 
of Navarrcj and the command of it given to the king’s un- 
cle, Robett count of Artois^ and father to the queen dowager 
The malcontents had fcizcd all the pafles in Navarre ; but 
the count making a feint, marched his army thro* the territo- 
ries of Arragon^ and appeared before Bampeluna on Chriftmai^ 
eve. Don Garcia de Almoravides fufpeSing Don Pedro de 
Montagu^ caufed him to be afladinated, and demanded very 
imporMMately the aid of Caftile : upon which Don AUnfo 
marched a powerful army to fupport him ; but underdanding 
the drength of the count de Artois^ #nd how well he was 
poded, fuddenly retired ^ DonGaAiir, having early intelli- 
gence of this, pretended to receive news of a very didbrent 
kind ; and caufing great rejoicings to b^made in that quarter of 
the town which he held, took an opportunity jn the night to 
flip out, and withdrew with his ^|^ief partizans into the domi- 
nions of Cajiile. iiiH^fadlion, thus deferted, fent to the count 
of Artois to demand terms, who dircQed the condabic Imbert 
to fettle the capitulation. While this was doing, fome of the 
foldiers perceiving that the garrifon had quitted their pods 
fcalcd the walh, and having admitted their companions, put 
to the fword all they me^ with, fo that greater qruelties were 
fcarce ever exercifed than in this place. At length, the vice- 
roy idliing from the cadle with his garrifon, put ^n end to 
thefe diforders, and proteded the people that were left. He 
afterwards recoveied as much o! the plunder as he was able ; 
and by redoring it to the right owners, acquired much ho- 
nour and edeem, from an event that mud otherwife have 
rendered the French nation odious in Navarre to the lad dc- 
gree “ 

Count Robef t of Artois^ perceiving how great a terror this 
had druck throughout the whole kingdom, and being very 
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ftrongly folicited by fuch as had firmly adhered interefts 
of the two queens, followed his blow, and fpeedtly reduced, 
the whole kingdom, a few caftles on the frontiers only ex- 
cepted, which being in the hands of the malcontents, they 
had time to call in the Cafitliam or the Arragonefe to their aflif- 
tance The war being very warm between the crowns of 
France and Cojiile^ on account of the fettifig afide of the 
children of the infant Don Ferdinand de la Cerda^ Don Alonfo 
the IVtJe defired a confeience with the count of Artois^ who, 
by the permiffion of the king of Franccy made a tour to his 
court, and left the command of die army, as well as the di- 
reSion of civil affairs, to the viceroy Eujlace Beaumar chais^ 
who brought all things into good order, and made the people 
oi Navar^ e vciy iQiihhM that their welfare was the principal 
obje£l of his care His fucccflbrs followed his example 
clofely, which, by degrees, reconciled the whole nation to 
a match, which at firS appeared to theip in the of a 
great misfoitune Itfmay be, the comparifon of their own 
circumfijnces with thofe^of the fubjefts of Cojlile and Arra^ 
gon^ might contribute to keep up this difpofition, fince both 
countries were at this time perplexed with civil and foreign 
wars, which fpread diftord and diftrefs quite thro’ them, and 
in a fliort fpace of tune exhaufted their wealth and power p. 

Whfn the young queeni Donna Joanna entered into her 
fifteenth } car, the marriage was folcmMBri^with great mag- 
nificence between her and the French prince Philips after- 
wards firnamed le Btl or the Fan^ who was then about ftven- 
tcen, and who aflumcd the title of Philip king of Navarre, 
till by the death of hrs father he added it to tHat of France 
7"his marriage was extremely plcafing to the inhabitants of 
Champagi t and Bnc^ and not difagreeable to jbe people of 
Navarre^ who by the afliftance they had received from France 
had rendered thcmfelves fo formidable to the fubjecSb od Arra-^ 
gon, that even the hauchty Don Pedro was glad to negociat© 
a truce, which they were fuffered to conclude, though the 
war continued as warm as c\er between that kingdom and 
France^, l^hus we have conduefted this hiftory to the end of 
the period prefcribcd to this feilion, and to its nrft conjunction 
with that crown, to which, m title at lealt, it ftands at prefent 
united. 
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From the Union of Navarre with the Crown o/ France, 
in the Perfon of Philip, to its Conjunhion with 
thofe of Arragon and Sicily. 


T he difputes between Philip the Hardy and Don Ahnfo 
the Sage^ king of Cajiik^ ran veiy high, and brought 
both monarchs fometrines into the field, but negociations ge- 
nerally intervened ; and as war was alike difficult to both par- 
ties, fo, without reconciliation or fflendlhip, intefeft drew 
them from time to time to conclude truce after truce The 
chief reafo n of this was, that if France had made war in ear- 
neft, tRS*feat of war muft have been xvlbNavarre^ which being 
at this junflure united to France^ flieVas inclined to fpare. 
But it w'as far otherwife with regard, to king Phiilp*^ quarrel 
with the houfe of Arragon^ on the fcore of the Siahan Vejpers^ 
in which the French having received a national injury, the 
king employed the whole force of Ifis realm to revenge it, 
fupgorting at that time the thunder of Rome by that of his 
arms King Philip of Navay attended his father in his 
expedition into ^diutfnia \ in which, with a prodigious ex- 
pence of men and money, he with much difficulty made hini- 
felf mafter of Gtfonne: a conqueft equally dear to both kings; 
for Don Pedro of Arragon foon after breathed his laft, chiefly 
thro’ the excefi of fatigue, which he had endured in the lall 
campaign ; and king Philip expired at Pnpignam^ in his re- 
turn to his own dominions, of a difeafe which he had got at 
the fiege ^ Thefe wars, however ruinous to other countries, 
were highly ferviceable and beneficial to Navarre^ where the 
viceroys, tho’ frequently changed, were all ot them tied by 
their inftruclions to a6l upon the fame plan ; and this con- 
fifted in the improvement of the interior part of the country, 
and in finding employment for reftlefs fpirits on the frontiers, 
or fending them to exercife their* valour in the armies of 
France^ where they were always well received, and foine of 
the nobility highly advanced and amply rewarded 
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Kpry of PHILIP the Fair^ now king of both realrntf in sight of 
tbetranf himfclf and his confort, purfu^ the war againfl; Arrm^ virith 
fUiiom in vigour, but continued the trucks with CaJHlt to the cSmife of 
Navarre, king Sancho^ when the viceroys of Navarre altered their mea* 
to the death fures, adjufted their differences with Arragon, and endeavoured 
cf Donna themfelves of thofe inteftine troubles, which diffurbcd 

Joanna I. kingdom of Cajiile. The apparent reafoia of this altera- 
tion in their condudl, was the conjundlion of the two crowns, 
in favour of Don Alonfo de Cerda^ whom they pretended to 
advance to the thrones of Cajiile and Leon ^ but the genuine 
and real caufe upon which they adted, was to extend the ter- 
ritories of Navarre and Arragon^ at the expence of the young 
monarch of Cajiile^ whofe affairs were adminiftred by the 
queen do^vager his merher It was to fave appearances in 
fome meafure that Alonfo de Roleed^ being viceroy of Navarre^ 
and very a6Hve in this confederacy, fent a knight of Navarre 
with a meffage to the queen regent of Cajiile^ demas^ii^.g rc- 
ftitution of all the plares and provinces of which their maje- 
fiies predeceflbrs had been defpoiled, by the anceftors of the 
king of Lajlile ; and this claim went as far as Atapuerca^ at 
no great diflance from Burgos. The queen gave a foft an- 
fwer, and the viceroy, ^having obtained his mailer’s confenr, 
acknowledged Don Alonfo de la Cerda for king of Cajiiky by 
which all the country as f^r as the river Oia was yielded to 
Navarre ^ But king Philips being eggaged in the war of 
Flanders^ could not alfift the confederates fo powerfully as to 
enable Don Alonfo to comply with his agreement. While 
this war was carried on (lowly, and with little fuccefs, died 
Donna Joanna^ queen of Navarre^ on the fourth of Aprils 
one thoufand three hundred and five, when fhe had borne that 
title thirty-one years 8. The moft memorable ^adlion of her 
life was tne building the college of Navarre at Paris^ for pro- 
moting ufeful literature, and which |he liberally endowed 
with lands in her county of Champagne. She had by her huf- 
band the following children, Lewis^ Philips and Charles^ fuc- 
ccfSvely kings of France^ Robert who died young, Margaret^ 
Ifabel who efpoufed Edward the fecond of Engfand^ in whofe 
right Edward the third her fon, claimed the French crown, 
and Blanch who died young This queen is much blamed 
for her hatred to the Flemings K 
\ 
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LEWIS BtJTiNj diat is the "^uamtfime^ aflumed tbc Tin mgn^ 
title of Kng of Navafri^ on hh mother’s death, being then of Lewis, 
ibout fifteen years old ; and ef^fed the fame year Margaretyfimo^ 
daughter to Robert duke of Bttrgundy^ by Agnv% daughter of Hutin, 

St. Lewis \ The death of the queen was no fooner known in Na- 
her dominions than the ftates of Navarre fent a deputation to 
the court of Ffante^ defiring that their young king might be 
font into his own dominions ; which demand they fupported 
by fo many reafons, that both the kings admitted them to be 
juft, and proisiifed to comply with them. The circumftances ctJHon! 
of their affairs, however, were fuch, that it was two years be- 
fore he went thither ; and on his arrival at Pampeluna was fo- A- D# 
lemnly crowned in the cathedral, with the acclamations of 1307. 
all his fubjefls He did not contirfue to rcfide ttfere long ; 
and even during his ftay there happened fome difputes, occa- 
fion ed by his imprifoning two noblemen of Navarre^ who had 
oppolSo^thc Freneb viceroys, and wheffn he carried with him 
at his return into France. He was liktwife attended by two 
hundred young noblemen and genttemen, all of whom he 
provided for, and thereby attached fo many families to his 
perfon and government, as rendered his adminiftration quieter 
than otherwife it would have been *"? The quarrels on the 
frqptiers of Arragon were about this time renewed, which 
James then king of that count^»y fo much refented, that he 
fent an army to nivTide Navarre^ which was defeated, and 
the royal ftandard of Arragon taken by the militia of tl)e town 
of Sanguejfa ; for which reafon, by a grant from Lewis Hutin^ 
they have borne it ever fince in their arms The king of 
Navarre being at Lyons, to pacify fome troubles that had 
arifen there, a ftrange misfortune befel him and all the royal 
family ; for Margaret, queen of Navarre^ Jane, wife to his 
brother Philip, and Blanch of Burgundy, who had cfpoufed 
prince Charles, weie all charged with adultery; and the firft 
and laft of thefe princeffe were on a ftri <3 trial found guilty, 
and imprifoned in the caftic of Galllard, where not long after 
the queen of Navarre was ftrangled by her hiiftand’s orders % 
now become king of France by his father’s death. He then 
married the pnneeis Clemenee of Hungary, and died after a 
very ihort and troublefome reign, June the fifth, one thoufand 
three hundred and fixteen, at the caftle of Vincennes, as is 
faid of poifonX At his deceafe he left one daughter, Donna

Joarma^ by his iirft queen, and his new-Tliarrtisil l^rKefs big 
with child, which threw the affairs of both kingdoms into 
fome confufion At length Philips firnamed the Leng^ bro- 
ther to the deceafed king, was declared regent of France and 
Navarre^ till the king, in cafe the queen fliouM be delivered 
of a fon, attained the age of fourteen. This happened, and 
the fon was baptized by the name of John ; • but as he lived 
only a week, bis name was never inferted in the lifts, either 
of the kings of Fiance or Navarre^ tho* he had an unqueftion- 
able title to both, and one would have thought fhould have 
been proclaimed upon his birth 

The reign PHILIP the Long ^ fo called from his extraordinary ftature, 
oj Pliilip afliimed the regal title immediately upon the death of his ne- 
If. c/'Na- phew, aitJ made all thte hafte he could to be crowned. But 
varre. notwithftandmg this, Eudes duke of But gundy, untie to Donna 
Joanna, the daughter of Lewis Hutin^ declaied publicly that 
her right to Navarre was inconteftable, apd that hflfS’ld her 
claim to the crown of France to be as good *. In this he was 
fupported by the count of Nevers^ the dauphin of Vtcnnois, 
and which is vefy extraordinary, by Charles the Fair^ the king’s 
only brotlicr. Their intrigues did not hinder his coronation, 
and his right was afterwards folemnly confirmed by an aflem' 
bly of the nobility and clergy ^ However, to anpe^f^j^thc 
malcontents he gave his eldrft fitter in marriage to the duke 
of Bw gundy ^ with the county of thc^mV title ; another 
fitter to the dauphin, and conferred various favours on the 
reft, which had fo good an efleft that he affumed the’ title 
alfo of king of Navarre^ to the apparent prejudice of his 
niece, but without the leaft contradidiion from the duke of 


Burgundy (He did not long enjoy the regal dignit}. As to 
the kingdom of Navatre^ he added to the vii;croy a rojal 
council, that his power might be the more reftrained, and 
that a greater number of ears might be open to jufticc. His 
only fon LewU died in his cradle ; and he died himicif on the 
third of January^ one thoufand three hundred twenty-two 
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CHARLES the Fair fucceeded his brother, and aflhmed 
the title of Navarre as well as France^ tho’ the young queen 
was already married to Philip count de Evereux^ fon to Lewis 
count de Evereux^ brother to Philip le Bely who efpoufed the 
queen of Navarre ; but in truth fli*' was ftill a child, arid 
therefore it was faid that Charles only aftfunv j the title, as 
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hii$ brother had doiie in quality of guardian to his mece He 
had as little inclinations as his predeceflor to vifit that country, 
where the nobility on the frontiers took great liberties, and 
made frequent excurfions into the territories of Cajitle and ifr- 
fQgonU ^^hich provoked their neighbours to make reprifals, 
for which in return the people of Navane'w^xt not at all flow 
in taking revenge. In one of thefe expeditions they received 
a fevere check at Balubar^ wherein the beft pait of their 
troops were cut off by the inhabit ints of Gwpufcoa^, On 
the lidc of Arragon they were more iucreisful, infoniuch that 
the king of that country complained to king Charles in trance^ 
who promifed redrefs, and lent orders foi that purpofe into 
Navarre^ which were but indifferently obeyed It feems the 
nobility had no great opinion of the Njiprightncfs of;his inten- 
tion , for when Alonfo Raho^a^ his viceroy, demanded an oath 
of allegiance, they abfolutely refufed it, inlifting that in aV^- 
they obeyed their princes vi^h^revcr they were, yet 
they never fwoie to any but in their prclence^ The difor- 
ders that had broke out in the form >i reign, incr^aled ex- 
tremely under this ; infomuch that all things hul a ftiong ten- 
dency to anarchy and confufioq, at the time ot this monarch s 
death, which happened the firlt of Fthuary^ one thoufand 
three j^undr ed twenty eight, when he had jufi entered the fe- 
venHi ycar'qf his reign At tl> time ot his dcmite he left 
his queen, tnStSfter gf the count e/e Evtreuxj^ big with child, 
upon which Philip de Valois^ fon of Charles de J alois, and 
grandfon of Phlip the Hardy ^ in quality ot fiill prince of the 
blood, was declared regent oihancej not without fome dif- 
tafte to the reft, of whom there were about thiity ^ 

Thl death ot king Charles was no toonci lyiown in Na- j^onna Jo- 
•uarrey than ^jhe common people laid hold of ihis as a favour- 'mna 11 
able occafion to wreck their iplctn on a race of men whom de hied hy 
they hated beyond meafure, and who it is not improbable the Jiatc$ 
might have given too much caulc for their hate 7 heie were qi cn of 
the fewsy of whom vaft numbtrs were fettled in Navarre^ Nivarre, 
fince It fell under the dominion of Fianuy and moie efpeciailv 
after their expul iion out ot ^rtiat kingdom, towaids the dole 
of the reign of Philip the Aon g"^, Thefe the commons of Na*- 
vatre accufed of oppreljcon and extortion , and filling firft 
upon thole of foul chaipdtcrs, extended their infolence and 

> i 
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rapine by degrees, till they plundered and murtheitd, as feme 
hiftorians relate, not fewer than ten thoufand In order to 
appeafe thefe tumults, the viceroy and his council fummoned 
the clergy and nobility to aflemble at Pont-a^la^Royne, where 
^ they took order indeed for fupprelling thefe difturbances ; but 

inftead of putting an end to their feifions, the ftates adjouri^ 
to Pampeluna^ where they undertook to examine and decide 
the difputes that had arifen about the fuccelfion of the crown ^ 
A. D. The daughters of Philip the Long^ and Charles the Fair^ put 
*3^®* in their claims, on account of their father's dying, as they af- 
firifted, poflefied of the crown of Navarre^ which was but lit- 
tle regarded. But Edward the third of England had a flrong 
party. His pretenfions arofe from his being the fon of IfabeU 
the daughter of Philip the Fair^ by Jeanna queen of Navarre ^ 
At length, after much debate and mature deliberation, the 
ftates took upon them to declare that the right was i n Joan na^ 
daughter to Leiuis HutWy the fon of Philip jhe Fair^ \ff^flFanna 
queen of Navarre 8. Philip de Valois^ in the fame aflcmbly, 
which dca'ided in favour ^f his right againft Edward the third, 
difclaimed all pretenfions to ^avarre^ which he acknow* 
ledged to belong to Philip count of Evreux^ his brother-in- 
law, in right of his conibrt But the ftates of Navarre did 
not either wait for or take notice of this, but proclaiiry^J her 
queen immediately, appointrng Don Jsean Corbo^an de Lehetj 
and Don Juan Martinez de Medrano^ Ira^ of Arroniz^ to ad- 
minifter public affairs in her name, with the title of regents^. 
A folemn embafly was alfo fent to Rome^ in the name of the 
queen, which was extremely well received. As for the coun- 
ties of Champagne and BriV, both the French ancf Spanijh hifto- 
rians fay, that Philip de Valois gave his brother-in-law, Philip 
deEvreuxj Angoulenuy Melain^ and Longueville fjpr them ; but 
this is a matter not to be run over lightly, and which deferves 
a ftriift difcuilion, as It will enable us to form a right idea of 
the terms upon which the two laft kings, Philip and Charles^ 
held the country of Navai '^ey and their kind intentions to- 
wards their niece ^ 

The ftates of Navarrey in pfer^uance of what they had al- 
^ ready done, fent to invite their fo)(e.?ign queen Joannoy and

Anglo a^ with full powers to conclude a peace, which was foon 
after ligncd, upon terms very honourable for them

fll. dies ragon and Cajlile^ Don Pedro^ now feated on the throne 
ofanindif-oi the firft-mciitioncd kingdom, confummated th e ma rriage 
fofitton^ concluded fome yeai^s before with the infanta Maria of Na^ 
caught at ruarre.

After the death 
of this countefs he efpoufed Joanna^ daughter and heirefs of 
the duke deDuros ^ Their daughters were Joanna., who ef- 
poufed the vifeount de Rohan^ after Ihe had been refufed by the 
king of Arragon ; Maria., who married that piincc ; Blanchy 
the laft wife of the French king Philip de Valois ; and Agnes y 
who cfpV^ufcd GaJlonPhccbus^ count of /W a. I'hefc alliances, 
almoft wholly owing to the confummatc pruJercc and high 
reputation of the queen, had rendered the houfe of Navaire 
infinitely more powerfid than in times part, and gafCThcm fo 
great a weight bothvin France and in Spain^ as made them 
much njore confidere \ and refpedled than could have refulted 
from their dominions ; tho’ thefe were fo fituatcd, and their 
fubjefls had acquired fo great a charadter for their military 
virtues, that they might, gencially fpcaking, have held the 
balance, before the reft of the kingdoms of Stjgi n t o be 
united under one head ^ut all thefe advanta;^, tho* greij^ 
in thcmfelves, required fuch a degree^f p^uSence, and fuch 
a dexteiity in management, as is very rare amongft piinces ; 
and therefore it might have been eafily fenefeen, upon the 
death of queen Joanna^ that the next reign muft cither have 
been the moft glorious, or the moft unhappy, Xo the people of 
Navarrcy tl^at they had ever feen. The charaflcr of the 
young prince, heir appaicntof their crown, g^u/c them rcafon 
to hope the former ; but experience taught them that nations 
may be fometimes deceived in profpcdls of aficdion as well a$ 
parents.

This had all the cflFefl: he could de- 
fire upon the Normans, who attached themfelves to him as if 
they had been his fubjcfts. 

The conditions with the king of Navarre, as they were Bnngt 
made by force, were but indifferently performed the places F'ance h 
that were to have been yielded to him m N^rmanny refufed to 
open their gates in obedience to the dauphin’s orders, their 
governors pretending they were placed there by the king*. 

The war upon this b-oke out alrelh ; and having obtained 
fonie affiftance from the Englijh, he began to wafte the coun- „ 
try on one fide, while his brother IDon Phthp did the like on to fave it 
the other. At this time the dauphin was at Parts, where by a peace, 
had called an aflembly of the ftatc<^, but hating ^me way 
difobliged the people, thi^invited the .king of AWr/# thi- 
ther, and turned the dauphin out But carrying with him 
fogic o^ his Enthfl) auMiuries, this gave colour for a rumour, 
that he intended -to put the capitalinto their hands : upon 
which the people in his turn forced him out, and recalled the 
dauphin ; which provoked him to filin a degree tdat he de- 
cKired, he would never acknowledge the princa of thehoufe 
of Valois that he looked uoon himfeU to have a better title 
to the crown than thev, and would make his claim good bv 
force of arms '. When he pubhfhed this he made no quef- 
tion of recotenng Pans bv tin ntlp of iitepben Marcel, pro- 
voft of the merehants, „iij pthers of his adherents , but at the 
time they were opening the gates, they were attacked and 
flam notwithrfanding which he continued the war. He paid 
his troops fo liberally, behaved towards them fo courteoufly, 
and gave them in all relpedls fo great encouragement, that 
he had foot! aecry numerous army, with whicn he blocked 
up the dauphiti in Pans, and brought him to fuch diftrefs ns 
forced him to ofter any terms. The P rench hiftorians ac-

varne : but the great point of all was the dethroning Don 
Pedro., and the dividing his dominions between the new con- 
federates, which, as far as it could be done in a conference, was 
alfo concluded ^ It was, howevei, found ncccffary to have ano- 
ther meeting, to which Henry count of Trajiemara, brother 
to Y>on Pedtf, was to be admitted; and the place agreed 
upon for this purpofe was the caftle of Sos ; but the count 
would have it put into the hands of Don Juan Ramirez, bc- 
foie he would confent to truft his peilbn there. And if we may 
depend upon Ibme of the beft hiitorians, that prince was not 
at all to blame, fince, having drawn fiom him all the lights 
they could defire, the two kings wo^uld have pre^iled upon 
Don Juan to have fufFcr^;^heir troops to enter, who had 
orders to cut the coiwm d^t ajlerrara and his adherents to 
pieces, for which they promifed Y^onjuan an immenfe fum ; 
vi/fio arifwcred that he knew reputation was to be purchafed^ 
but not with money, and theicioie they maft excufe him for 
parting with it on any fuch confiderttfion 

King John being de?d in England, and his fon Charles He con- 
feated on the throne of France, the king of Navarre, not- dudes a 
withftanding the great defign he ffad entered into nearer nenu peac$ 
home, refolved to renew the war, which he did, as well by 
an open declaration, as by fc ling orders to the troops of France, 
Navarre m Norinandy ,') ^gin hoftilities without delay The 
new king had annexed Burgundy, to which Charles of Navarre 
had as good or Setter title, to his crown ; and not fatisfied with 
this, had likcwife united to his domain, in a more folemn man- 
ner than his predcctflors, the Qoxxnots of Champagne and Bric,'^ 
without troubling himfell about the pretenfions of the king of 
Navarre, ^w} this the latter could not bear. Charles fent 
Bertrand du Gu Jilin to command his forces in Normandy ; 
and the king of Navarre fent thither de GrailU captal, 
that IS, lord of Buih, with a reinforcement, to command his ; 
but he was detcated at the Coiherel, on the fixtccnth of May., 
and taken prifoi/er". The king, notwithftanJing this, fent 
his brother Don Llwis, his other brother Don Philip being

done. 7'he archbiflJops of Toledo and Saragoffa^ with the 
count of Ribagorca^ and fcveral other perfons of diftindion^ 
were witncffes to this treaty Don Pedro and the prince of 
ff^'^ales were no fooner ae^ju^nted with it than the3nikcwife 
entered into a negociation wPrtT' the king of Navarre^ and 
promifed him not only but Vitoria \ upon which he 

cojftludefl a tieaty with them All tl^e world imagined that 
he could execute but one of thefe two treaties ; but the mo- 
narch ot Navarre flattered himfelf, ppiwith (landing# the en- 
gagements were contradictory, that he fliould be able to exe- 
cute both. With this view, when he heard the army of 
the prince of TVules had begun their march, he fent foi Oli- 
ver de Maunyy the coulin of Sertrand du Guefclin^ for whom 
he tield the toi trefs ot Borja ; a»d having promifed him the 
government of Cl^fbou^m Normandy y and the fum of three 
thoufand franks, if he nOTkged the defign dextroufly, di- 
rected him to lie*in wait with a fmall parly, and to take him 
prifoner aa he rode a hunting, which Oliver performed. 
While the kirfg was thus prifoner 2X Borjay Don Pedro and 
the prince of It^ales palTed thro’ Navarre with#their army, 
^nd were welljiipplicd with provifions After the battle of 
Najaray as the Spaniards call it, or of Navarety as it is lliled 
by the Frenchy in which Henry was defeated, and by which 
Don Pedro was reftored, the king, whofe purpofe was now 
anfweied, defired Oliver de Mauny to fet him at liberty ; to 
which he anfwered, ‘‘ With all his heart, provided he had 
“ a large ranlom paid him in ready money.” To this, with- 
out Teeming at all offended, the king yielded ; and leaving 
his (on the infant Don Pedro with the garrifon, carried Oliver 
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and hU brother with him to Tudela^ where thejr were to be 
paid the money i but they were no fooner within the place 
than he commanded the gates tobe fecured, and ordered thetn» 
i( they valued their liveS) to fend for his fon. Oliver fubmit- 
ted ; but his brother, making feme refiftance, was killed. 
However, the garrifon of Borja abfolutely refufed to deliver 
the child ; but the king of Navarre, having demanded theaf- 
fiftance of the king of Atragon, on the frontiers of whofe do* 
minions it lay, he, to prelerve a good underflanding with a

feated on the throne of C^Jiile before he difeovered plainly 1368;

venge upon the king of Navarre \ in both which defigns he ® 
was vigoroufly fupported if tiot excited by Frame \ For this 
reafon, therefore, tl« kings of Navarre and Arragon entered 
into a defenfive alliance ; and the former continued his nego- 
ciation with the Engl^^ in breach, fay fome writers, of his 
alliance with France in reV^e, fay others, for the lofs of 
Montpellier^ , In fa<Ss>»frlj(Jis naturc%)ne cannot decide with 
too much caution, or leavecMTT|rs coo open. 

Through the prudent, or as fome will call It, the artificial Treaty U* 
coftduft^of Charles^ the fifth, France l^^d in a great meafurc, tween Ed- 
tho* not totally, recovered the miferies^of that long war, by ward IIL 
which (he had been opprefled } in cgsfeqiience of ^yhich he ^ 

began to undermine the power of his neighbours. By his al- England 
liance with the new king of Cajiile^ he availed himfelf of the 
great naval power of that crown agaiwft the Englijhy and of 
his^ numerous and viftorious ajmies againft the kings of Arra-- 
gon and Navarre. At the fame time he encouraged the great 
lords, who were Sfudato^es to the prince of If^ales in Aquitainey 
to (land upon their privaegCs, and to oppofe them in every 
thing, while the nobility in Normandy (hewed a like fpirit 
from the like hopes of fupport*". The king of Navarre (aw 
thro' thefe deftgns pcrfcftly 5 and, by the advice of Eujlace 
^ Auberticoury a knight of great reputation, refolded to unite 
himfelf more ^ofely than ever to Edward the third of Eng- 
landy as the only prince whofe alliance could defend him from 
the mifehiefs that he feared. In confequence of this refolu- 
tion he ivcilt himfelf to the court of king Edwardy tho’ vvitlt 
great (fecrefy, and there laid the plan of a definitive treaty, 
which was afterwards figned at Clarendony and ratified at Loa- 
dm The fcope of this treaty (hews how confidetable a 
prince Charles of Navarre was in the opinion of Edwardy than 
wljonni there could not po(fibIy be a better judge. By this 
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treaty the two kings were to a6l, not only againft thoTe of 
Caflile and France^ byt alfo» if ncceflary, againft the kifig of 
Arragon^ who it was known had begun to negociate with 
thefe princes. On the part of Edward^ it was ftipulated^ 
that as foon as it was in his power he (hould put the king ctf 
Navarre in pofleflion of the dutchy of Burgundy j of the coun- 
ties of Brie^ Champagne^ Mante-Meulany Longueville •y 
ol the town and barony of Montpellier ; of the county of 
Mans \ and of ocher places upon which he had juft preten- 
fions. Edward farther agreed, that, in confideration of the 
Joffes he might fuftain from the fuperioi/'power of the king of 
Cajiile^ he would yield him Sauveur-le^icomte in Normandy 
and alfo yield to him Brtquehc^^u 6 , CouAnceSy as foon as they 
fhould taken. He farther ^ iY) give him the vifeounty 
of Limoges y and all its depenJv.rles, together with the county 
of Angoulefme ; and to advance him four hundred thoufand 
crowns in fpecie to begin the war.

which Montpellm was reftored to the king of Navarre^ who, 
having now nothing farther to do in Nornandy^ made a tour to 
Paris \ and leavigg there the two young princes his Tons to 
be educated, he retiJUed by. way of Avignon into his heredi- 
tary dominions T* French hiftorians charge the king of 
Navarre with pcrfevelng in hh intrigues, notwithftanding 
the peace But it Ihpearv^rom v^y authentic ejiklence, 
that the caufes of thefe fnilm]jjfi£fl;andings were the proceed- 
ings of the French court, who, on the declenfion of the Eng* 
y/yAgpwer^ began to queftion Don Carlos*^ right to the barony 
and town of Montpetiier, Thefe new dtfFerences were left to 
the arbitration of Pope Gregory the eleverifh, who adjudged the 
pofle/Iion to the king Don Carlos for ftur years ; atThe end 
of which fpace he was to accept an equivalent, and the 
feigniory was from thence forward to be united to the crown 
of France : in confequence of which aibitraiion the king of 
Navfirrevetwi thither in peiion, made bis public entry on 
the twentieth' of March^ confirmed the people's privileges, 
received their oatlfs of and fealty, and fet out from 

thence on the twjnty'fccond of ^July for Pampeluna^ where 
he was received by his fubjefts with gieat joy, as hoping he 
would redrefe ipany grievances, under which they had la- 
^^red, durii^ his abfence, from the bilhop of Panipeluna and 
the dean of iSdela^ in whofe hands be inmiftcd tne govern- 
ment, and whoifl he called to a lev ere account.

She rc- 
fided all the fummer* at Montpelher ; and departing from 
thence in Sepiember^ went to Evreux in Normandy^ where 
fhe died on the third of NSember ; and heebody, being tranf- 
ported to Paris^ was interred nggj^trat of fier father, in the 
nionaftcry of St. Dennis About the time of the queen’s 
death Don Carlos made a journey to Madrid^ where he re- 
prefented to tho king of Cajiile all the injuries that he had 
received from France, and the juft r^afons he had to fear th^ 
would allow him to keep nothing they could take from him. 
At t\\Q fame time he magnified the power of England, and the 
wifdom and courage of John of Gaut}t, duke of Lancajier^ 
whofe claim to Cajlile, in right of his wife Donna Philippa^ 
he fuggefted to Don Henry, might be compromifed for a fum 
of money, provided he entered jnto the general alliance againft 
France, which would determine the kjng of Arragon to the 
fame meafuie Don Henry anf^cred, that he owed his 
crown to the afliftapee pf France, and would not therefore cn* 
ter into apy alliapce to hef prejudice; but in regan^l^ni- 
pounding with the duke oi Lancafter for his^^fetenlions,^ 
was a ftep to which he was by no means ave^.

Thefe in their 
paffage thro’ France were ajrrelled ; and t^^^ n^ince complain-^ 
ing of this, and defiring an audience of i as %icle, was like- 
wife feized ^ The chamberlain being aA tp the torture, con- 
feffed that the king of Navarre had a i/oje£): of caufing the 
king to be poifoned, and witik^^is vie\f’had corrupted one of 
his phyficians, and had laboureh|jbe<brrupt other fervants of 
his. Peter du Tertre, bcimg^Mo tortured, difcovered the 
treaty with the king of England, which (hepis to have been 
no other than that brfore-mentioned ; but he pofiftvelylSc- 
nied having any knowledge of the defign “laid to poifon the 
king^. Upon the reading their confeiiions in parliament the 
chamberlain was condemned to be hanged and broke upon 
the wheel, which was executed ; the fecretary alfo was con- 
demned to be beheadfd, and, as fome fay, fuffered; but 
others affert, that after a year’s imprifonment he was fet at 
A. D. liberty Upon this the French king immediately fent a great 
f37®* bodypf forces into Normandy, und^the dlilces oi Burgundy 
and Bourbon, and the conftable, tUtVCre they reduced, without 
difficulty, all the places belonging to the k\ng ol Navarre, 
Cherbourg only accepted ; and theie fortreffes were difmantled ^ 
as foon as they were taken. The infant DonPedro, and ih^ 
infanta Donpa Maria, were alfo made prifoners ; and th^ 
town of MontpsHier, with its dependencies, was likewife re- 
duced ; fp that Don Carlos was compleatiy mipped of his 
eftates in France, and this too in a manner that left him no 




his doqaeflics^ it was a ftxi^e thing to fend his eldeft'fifii 
and hh principal minifters into Franci^ where thejr mig^ 
have been prcfeably fecrificed if hit plot had taken 
There was another circumftance fiiil flranger, which was,

the emptror’s phyAcian faved his lifi^ by opening, or rather 
keeping open, a fiftula in his arm ; aiyi that after confuming 
for twenty years, by the efFe£b of thi^irenemousdrug, he died 
of it at iaft Stories of this kind were more eafily believed 
in thofe days than they have been Ance, and whether true or 
falfe they had a great efFeA in rendering the king of Navarre 
odious, and in qualifying the violent proceedings by which he 
wds deprived of great countries, t# which he had very plauAble 
titles, as well ass^in hif^ own opinion to the crown itfelf, the 
declaration of which was irrilbed the principal caufe of all his 
mlsfbrtunes, Anee it hindered the EngUjh monarch from fup- 
, porting him powerfully, becaufe he made the like claim, and 
left the kings of the houfe of Valois no other way of maintain- 
*ing their own than by depriving him pf all means 

to maintain a Aaim, which in the perfon of his mother fome 
of the peers q{ that kingdom had Judged to be better than 
their own Such was his principal crime, and fuch the pu- 
nifliment attending it.

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afiiftances ha found himfelf utterly incapable of fopportifig 
that war; and therefore applied himfelF by his miniftera to 
Don Henryt in order to know upon what terms he might ex* 
A* D. peace. Thefe minifters were well received ; and it was 
intimated to them, that notwithftanding the great advantages 
gained by the arms of CaJiiU^ the king defired nothing more 
than that he would detach himfelf entirely fro.n the £fig/ijbi 
and fequefter fome of his principal fortrefles by-way of fecu* 
rity, for his performing duly what fliould wulated in the 
intended treaty. The king of Navarre J^^mnted, that in 
the diftrefled circumflances of his affairs was willing to ac* 
cept of thefe terms, and to quit alliefflto whom he could 
now be of noufe, and who butfof very little ufe to 
him ; btK there was ohe obftaclT^Ai^'knew not how to get 
over, which was, that he warindebted to the Englijh troops 
a large fum, which it was abfolutely out of his power to p^. 
The king of CaJitU^ desirous of compleating his own Icheiiie, 
or touched with comp^ffion for this unfortunate prince, pro- 
mifed to ^vance him t\yenty thoufand pifloles as foon as the 
peace was figned, which he accordingly performed ; and the 
Englijh fuccours returned into Guienne^^ After the conclu- 
iton and ratification of <his treaty, the king of Cajiile invited 
his brother of Navarre to his head-quarters, for at the tinje 
of this tranfadion he was in«!the field with a numerous army. 
Don Carlos accepted the invitatio n, aj d was'vcccived by the 
Cqfiilian monarch, as the writers ^ST^fnefe times, and of that 
nation, fay, with all poffibie marks of kindnds and efteem^ 
which furely agrees not over well with the ftory of his attempt i 
on the perfon of Charles thg fifth of France K ‘Thefe kings, 
after remainjpg fome time together, parted i|| great friend- ^ 
fhip ; and immediately after Don Henry died, v^h ftrong fuf* 
pjeion of poiibn. It fell opt very happily for the king of Na^ 
varre that it was faid to be djfcovered. This wicked (zSt was 
perpetrated by the orders of the king of Granada ; for other* 
wife, in all probability, it bad been placed to his account, 
nptwithftanding it was vifibly againft his intereft, as he had 
now'all things to hope and nothing tj^ear on the part of that 
powerful prince His fon and fucc^r Don Juan, as foon 
as decency would permit, notified his acceilion|^|^ 

fured him of his friendihip, and pft^ifed to giv^JriffTmam^ 
of it, by interpofing his good offices with the co\}!^of, France^ 
where kjpg Charles the fifth, his old antagoniff, was alfo

With fomething of this kind, and 
pven with idu intention againft the king's perfon, the baron ” 
of Agrofumt emr:^ the' baron of who denied h, and ■ 
challenged th^t h^ to Tingle combat, according to the ie- 
peived dodrine o^bofe times, that private men as well 
as princes might npeal to God by arms.

cipal allbciates fevere^y puniflied ^ This was the laft effort 
of his authority ; for fpon after he fell into a low and languilh- 
ing ftatq, and havingbprepared himfelf for death, with all the 
exterior marks at leafi of a deep and fincere repentance, 
breathed his laft on the firft day of the new year, in the fifty- 
fixth year of his age,* and in the thirty-eighth of his reign^ 
and Was buried in the cathedral church of Pafnpeluna^ with 
the ufual ceremonies ^ i.

But hiftorians are as much divided about the manner of 
his death, as in regard to the p/lRCipal events of his life, and 
it may be juftly expeded that out of regard to truth we ATould 
‘fzy femething of thefc. The common ftory which we find^ 
URially inferted in the French chronicles is this. The king^ 
having in a,,great meafure diflipated and extinguiOied the na- 
tural heat of his body, by the vices to which hjg was addidled ^ 
was wont to be wrapped up in large fheets, or fear-cloths, 
dipped in alqua vitae, and powdered over with fulphur, in 
which being fewed up as ufual, one of his pages, inftead of 
cutting the thread with a pair of feiftars, went to burn it with 
a wax-candle, by which the wrappers about the king's body 
took fire, and before it could be extkiguifhed his bowels were 
fo burnt, that, after lying three excruciating torment, 

he expired The inferences ^syj^i^^Qopioufly drawn from 
hence, as to its being an appare^ci^gme'^upon him fernif' 
horrible crimes, make thb fzH and thofe crimes equally fuf-

i a fable, tho’ there was a circumftance thrown in to make 
the judgment lean a little on their lide, by alledging that he 
had inipofed a tax of two hundred thoufand ilorins upon his 
dominions, againft which, the deputies from feveral provinces 
being fent to Pampebena to remonilrate, he had ordered them 
all to be putoo death, from which they were iaved only by 
bis ending life fuddenly in this manner Frotjfart^ who 
at this very tif^ in the county of Foix^ and confeqoently 
very near Pamffiu^ relates the matter as he had it from per* 
fons belonging to tm)kourt*of Navarre.^ veiy differently. He 
fays, that the king tfed to have a globe of metal filled with 
hot water, and other] things, to put on his bed to keep him 
warm, and that by means of this the hed-cloaths fonri& way or 
other took fire, by whiev he was fo much injured that it 
proved the caufe of his death, tbo* he furvived a fortnight ^ 
Bfd-clolths fet on^fire by hot water is.certainly very extraor- 
dinary, and unlefs we are difpofed to take it for a judgment, 
will hardly be believed. But in a vegi ancient hiftq^y, com* 
pofed when thefe things were frefh in memory, there is pre- 
ferved a letter from the bifhop of Acqs^ who was prime-mini- 
fter to this prince, written to his Afteriqueen Blanch^ dowager 
of Philip dc Valoii ; in which he acquaints her, that the king 
hiS maAer died of a moil painfuV and tormenting difeafe, in 
which he gave she llrongefl matks.of fmeere penitence, and 
fupported the mifery he enutlfed with invincible patience, and 
the^hiofl perfedbrefignation to the will of God K Not a word 
j here of the flaming winding* fheet, or the fcalding water fee* 

\ ting the bed on fire ; upon which a modern hiftorian very 
-candidly obferves, that it is very likely the extreiqe hatred the 
Fremh bore tg this monarch induct the French writers to 
invent thofe ftories, that his death might have the more in 
it of a judgment from heaven*. We may venture to add, 
that they nught alfo propofe giving an air of juftice to their 
own proceedings ; and at the fame time (lamp the chara6ler 
of autbenticity on all the horrid fiories told by them of this 
monarch, of whom Ferroras fays truly, that he was far from 
being a faint, but tha^jjwas as far from wanting good qua- 
lities ; and that we odf^ 'nqt^to believe all that is faid of tiim 
thofe who were.4ouM iStkntereft to blacken him, that they 
might acquit themfelves.

Noble. diateljr prepared for his departure to his own dominions, where 
his prefence was abfolutely necellary ; and the C/^ilian 
narch, to Ihcw how grateful a fenfe he had of the^friendihip 
Ihewn, and affiftance given him by this prince^ not only re- 
^ mitted the caftles and fortrefles which bad be^tfequeftered 
for the debt due to his father, but alfo foEgv/^at debt, and 
the fum of two thoufand pounds fierlinf/^nch he had en- 
gaged himfelf to pay, as a ranfom formfi Engltjh nobleman, 
who was prifoner in Ca/ble* He was ffeeived on his arrival 
at Pampeluna with all pofiible marks qir joy and fatisfadion^ 
and with* much folemnisy proclainied on the 28th oijanuaty^ 
but for various reaibns his^ coroi^tion was deferred He 
" was at this time about twenty-five years of age, poflefiing, 

as the Spant/h writers (ly, all the great qualities of hH father ; 
and as the French writers own, without any tinfture of his de*^ 
fcAs. Ip a word, if we may depend upon any thing in the 
hiftories of thofe times, we may conclude that this young king 
was a moft accompliflicd prince ; as the ftrongeft proof of 
which we may alledg^ that he was ftiled Charles the Noble 
by his neighbours, and Don Carlos the Liberal by his own 
fubjedb. The firft public a -51 of his reign was acknowledging 
Clement the feventh, who rcfided at Jvigfmn^ for the true 
Pope, notwithftanding the clainfbf Urban the fixth, v^^ho had 
fixed his refidence at Rome\ This was contrary to his fa- 
ther’s maxim, who, tho’ he bad always (hewn a great refpefb^ 
for the church, kept an exadi neutrality, and would acknow^J 
ledge neithe^, alledging very prudently that it did not becomd^ 
a layman, tho’ a king, to decide who was the^fuccefibr of St. 
Peter ; but till this could be determined by a proper authority, 
he affirmed the fupremacy in all caufes to be in him. His 
fon, indeed, did it with this reftridtion, that his acknowledg-** 
ment was fubjedl to the decifion of a general council. ThiV, 
however, was a very ftrong meafure, as it plainly proved to 
the world, that he had embraced a new fyftem, and was gone 
over to the French fide, fince the Erj^Jh and their allies were 
zealous partizans of Pope Urbar^Jf^y . 

He took care to notify his anutflibn, and to fend 
fadors to the principal powers in Europe^ particularly to thofe

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of France and England p. He demanded from the..former the ff/s catj^ 
refiitution of the eflates belonging to his family | but in mild /e li^ve 
and modeft terms, fo as to ihew at once that be was deter- good termio 
mined not to depart from his claims, and that he was by no •with hit 
means avvfe to the receiving a fuitablc fatisfaiftion. He re- mighbourt^ 
prerented\o the latter, that fevcral places \c\ Normandy he- 
longed to hNi% that were in their hands, and that he made 
no doubt o^*heir bein^ rcftored to him. He had a confe- 
rcnce with ijo\\yv',m king of Arragon, in reference to a mar- ^ 
riage between ^^Vcli^ifamilies, and to the maintaining a ftriiS 
correfpondence betwtr n the two crowns, as the furelf ipeans 
of fupporting the fple'dour and independency of them both ^ 

He regulated the ma’Jch ot the French fuccours, under the 
duke oi Bjurbon^ to Logrogno^ wheienhey received tHe fibfi- 
dies that had been llipulate^, aiid*the orders ot the king of 
Cajiile to advance no farther. He contributed not a little to 
th^ treaty of pacification between thag monarch and John of 
Gaunt^ duke cdLancnfm ; and when it was in fomc degree fettled 
he had an interview with his brother-igilaw, to regujate with P 
him the mcafures that in fo critical a conjundure were fitted: ligj * 
to be taken. While his mind was thus intent on thefe great 
objeds of government, he was alaimeiby the indifpofition of 
the queen, and the moic fo when Ihe intimated to him that 
flic*had no hopes of recovery bu^from returning to and re- 
maining fomc tkie in her native country. He refolvcd to 
comply with her dellres ; airtl having conduded her and the 
prinCeiTes his daaghters to Navarete^ where he had another 
conference with the king of CaJUle, he left them behind and 
returned to his own capital of Pampnluna \ 

The fituation of affairs in Europe was at this^time fo em- Ttuitlefs 
barraffed, that Pon Carlos, faw plainly his endeavours to ob- endsa<vours 
tain the reftitution of his ellatcs ought to, be referved for a to prevail 
more favourable opportunity. He applied himfelf, therefore, on his queen 
with great induftry to redify whatever might be amifs in the Leonora 
civil ceconomy of his own dominions. He reviewed the return 
grants of his anceftors ; he examined into the ftate of the prin- 
(ipal cities and great towns ; he had an eye on the affairs of 
the church : but he with fuch modeiation in all thingr, 
ajjjl ihewed fo ftrong’^ iiiclination to render all ranks of 
people cafy, that the rcforii^tion which would have been at- 
tended wjth murmurs at leaft, if not with an infurredion, un- 
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dcr any other prince, not only paffed quietly under him, but 
even rendered him more beloved. However, the clergy and 
nobility prefled him very much on the head of his coronation, 
which they would not have fuffered another king to have de- 
layed fo long, becaufe hitherto he had taken no oatji to main- 
tain the immunities of the church, the privileges /of the no- 
bility, and the liberties of the people*. TheJiii^ thereupon. 
• fent his ambafladors to the court of Cajlile to de£t!t' hb confort 
might return, that they might be crow ned tj ^^her. Donna 
Leonora would by no means confent to tffrS^f^e infilled upon 
her brother’s protection ; complained tjftt (he was very ill ufed 
in Navarre^ where the people were winting in their refpeCls 
to her, or at lead to her attendants f that the revenue af- 
ligned her was ill paid f and that her diftemper was owing to 
certain dangerous drugs given be^y a Jew phyfician, whom 
the king had refufed to difgrace. Don Carlos^ being informed 
of this, acquainted tl^e king of Cojiile that his fubjdds indeed 
were not accuftomed to a<5 fo fubmiflively towards their fo- 
vereigns as in Cajiile his dominions were very much im- 
poveriflied during his father’s reign, but that his finances 
were now in good order ; and that as to the affair of the yw 
phyfician, he was willing to fubmit the examjpation of it to 
iuch as the king of CajHle (hall appoint ; when it would ap- 
pear, as indeed it did, that, the queen and not the dodor'was 
to blame, who preferibed what was propor enough for the 
queen’s indifpofition, if it hacTbeen fuch as fhe gave out ; 
but as it was only a fiClion, ftie had only herfelf to blame ^ 
^The truth of the matter was, the queen was mightily pleafe^ 
*with the honours paid her in Cajhle^ and with the fplendouy 
of that cou/t ; and therefore infilled that her hufband fhoula 
engage the Pope and the king of France^ to guaranty her be- 
ing well ufed ; to which Don Cdtlos anfwcrcd, that the 
French king fhould never interfere in his afl'air.s ; and hav- 
ing fent for his two cldeft daughters, he proceeded to the

into the intrigues of the court ; and, as we have thewn in its tion of 
proper place, contributed greatly to pacify thofe factious heats Cher- 
that woul)lotherwife have thrown all things into confufion. hourg 
It was in yin, therefore, that the king Don Carlos follicited^®^ 
her return,®!# reprefented to her how injurious her abfence •/ 
was to him, ' ..,^w difpleafing to his fubjefts, and how deftruc- 
tivc to their fa.p^r "Rot Tyonn2L Leonora loved pomp puJ^iont 
power ; and, wl?ile h!'r faftiqn prevailed, was fure of preferving 
both; whereas, \n N.jvarre^ the king lived equally in great ^ France 
familiariry with his nc'bility, and adminiftred public affairs by 
the foie advice of his council Hij eyes were corjitinually 
turned on the vaft pofleflions which had been torn from his 
family in France ; and, in order to make fome effort for their 
recovery^ he fent Don Carlos eh Beaumont^ ftandard-bearer 
of^avarre, and Don Martin Henri qiifz de Lacarra^ his am- 
bafl'adors, to Richard the fecond of England^ in order to obtain 
the reftitution of Cherbourg^ and fome€ther places Which the 
king held by no other title than that of his grandfather’s troops 
being admittpd into them, as the auxiliaries of the deceafed 
king of Navarre, This point being ffrenuoufly infifted upon 
by ^he ambafladors, and feveral trreat lords of the court of 
England knowing the thing to ^e really as they ftated it, a 
refolution was arlaft taken ip do him that juftice which he 
required ; and accordingly Cherbourg and the reft of the places 
were adtually reffored *. Upon this he renewed his applica- A. D. 
-tion to iht French court, reprefenting, that it would be very *393« 
hard to treat a prince of the blood royal worfe than ftrangers 
had done ; but the diforders in France were fo gretft, and thofe 
in power were#4b little pleafed at feeing Don Martin Henri^ 
quez de Lacarra eftaftlifhed in the government of Cherbourg^ 
that he found himfelf obliged to poftpone his expeftations on 
that fide, till the ffate of their affairs fhould wear another afpeft. 

He was more fuccefsful in his negociation with the king Doma 
X)f Arragon^ who amicably regulated the frontiers of their Leonora 
refpeeflive dominions, and entered into all his views with re- returns to 
card to a perpetual def^Ve alliance between the two crowns.

his applications to*'pc -ide his queen to return were

The cathedral at Pampeluna^ bad, for fome years, lain 
in ruins, with the fight .of which the citizens, and indeed all 
the inhabitants of Navarre^ were very deeply gffeded ; but 
the expcnce of rebuilding it was fo high, that however well- 
inclined, their circumftanccs renderdj^them unable to under- 
take it. The king faw this,^aip\ after mature deliboc’- 
tion, afligned the fortieth part of Viis revenues for this fcrvice^ 
which agreeably furprifed the people, and rendered them lefa 
unp^fy at his departure for France^ upon the very eve of which

death of "Philip the }hirdy, duke of Burgundy, obliged him to* 
remain in Fiance lollgc^ than he intended ; and it was in virtue 
of his decree, in conjundlion with the king of SuUy his (bn- 
A. D. in-law, and the dukes of B^rry and Bourbon, dated the feven-

the dukes of Orleans and Burgundy: At length, having con- 
tributed all in his power toicllorc the public peace, and hav- 
ing concluded a marfiage for his fourth by biith, but his third ^ 
furviving daughter, with 'Jacques de Bourbon, count de la 
Marche, obk? of the moft accomplifhed princes of that age, 
he fet out on his return into his own dominions leaving 
an high t/pinion of him in the French couit.

P'rom 
return, thence the two monarchs went together to Saragojfa, and af- 
ter a Ihort (lay there, they parted perfedlly well (atisfied with 
each other, and Don Carlos returned to Pampeluna, where 
his fubieds received him with the moft fincere tranfporUt of 
joy and affedion. In the beginning of the month of Septem- 
her arrived Jacques de Bourbon, count Marche and of Cajlro, 
i||teTided by a great Crain of French lords and gentlemen ; and 
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there his marriage with Donna Beatrix of Navarrf^ was celcf 
brtfed with the utmofl magnificence ^ As Don Ct^rlos brought 
with him a great mafs of money from France^ he began to confi- 
der with\imfelf what courfe was beft for him to take, in order to 
diftribute'Vamongft his fubjecflsi and, after mature deliberatioop 
he defcrmi^d to build two palaces, one atO//><7, and the other 
at Tafalla^^Wiki in a very pleafant fituation, and at no more 
than a leagils’s diftance. By this projeft the money was very 
fpeedily difperfed into the hands of the induilrious, and artifts 
of' every kind were encouraged and employed ^ ; for with all 
the qualities of a hero and a'ftatefman, Don Carlos had like* 
wife the talents and the tafte of a fplendid and magnificent 
prince, correSed by a due regard to ceconomy, and diredled^ 
as all his meafures were, to the general welfare of hisiubjefts. 
It was a full perfuafion of this that rendered him in a coun- 
try where liberty was idolized almoft an abfolute prince. 
Fftmpelu)/ln had been more than once qn the very brink of de*- 
ftru^ion, from its being divided into three parts, ea^h under 
a diftindt government ; from whence, ^r the moft j^art, there 
were in this city three fadiions, hating and thwarting each 
other as much as lay in their power. Former monarchs had 
feen and deplored this ; but duril not lattempt the removal of 
of an evil, for fear of uniting againft themfelves thofe who 
never could agree in any other #meafure, Don Carlos pro- 
pofed and accoripliftied iyit once, in confequence of his 
never having fhewn the/ie^ft partiality for any. of them, 
"and by his offering to their acceptance a new conftitution, 
more favourable than the old one to them all. He knew that 



fadlions was the bane of all limited governments, and there- 
fore removed all fupports of it to the utmoft of ^is power 
The war between the crown of Cajiile and the Moors of 
Granada gav^ the king of Navarre an opportunity of fending a 
fome of the moft accompliftied knights in his court to the af- 
fiftance of his neighbour, under the command of the count de France, 
la Marche^ his fon-in-law, who carried with him into Anda* 
lufta a chofen corps of illuftrious cavaliers ; for which he is 
highly commended by the Spanijh hiftorians, who are pleafed 
to allow him the charader of one of the braveft and moft ac- ‘ 


g implilhed princes that age produced It is not likely that 
on Carlos ever thought of making another journey into 
FranceA hut the barbarous aifaifination of the duke of Orleans^ 
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by the ordei^iOf "John duke of Burgundy^ excited fuch convul^ 

. fions in the court and kingdom, that the queen and the fejc 
of the princes of the blood Tent a prefling invitation/^, the 
king of Navarre to come and aflift them with his a^ice, as 
well as to add wei^^ht to their aiuhority by his prefc/ce. He 
could not well refufe this; and, therefore, leaving ^e queen' 
again regent, he went to Paris^ where he was4(Fi‘^ived with 
, the utinoft kindnefs and re(pe(fl, and where he exerted his 
utmoll: abilities in fupport of the unfoitunate Charles the fixth, 
and his family. He was very inHrumental in bringing about 
the two pacifications of Chattres and BLeJire j and in this laft, 
when It was flipulatcd that all the piinccs of the blood fliould 
remain at a proper diftance from the court, his brother Peter^ 
earl of Mortain^ was exempted One reafon, probably, why 
fych reipecf was paid to Don Carlos and Don Peeho^ in France^ 
miglit be fiom their clofe alliance with Eyigland^ where Henry 
the fouith had man ie<j Donna dutchefs-doA^ager bf 
Briiafiny, their filler ; yet they did not avail themfelves at all 
of that alliance, otlicri^ife than to promote the peace and 
fafety of fhe kingdom. At length, underftanding that his 
daughter Di«nna Blanche queen of Sicily^ was befieged by fome 
feditious barons in a entile in that kingdom* he returned 
fpeedily into his own dominions, but fo as to take Barcelona 
in his way ; where he found^n afiembly of the Hates fitting, 
who paid him great honours, and jsromifed to ixert themfelves 
poweifully on the behalf of his®da.;ghter He conferred^ 
alfo with Don king of Jrragon, fheir^fovereign, wfib* 

even then was appichcnfive of troubles in his dominions, 
and to whom he promifed powerful fuccours if ever they 
fhould be demanded, which he very honouiably jjer formed. 
After his rclurn io Pamfuluna^ the duke of B^navente^ who 
had been long a ftate-pnfoner in Cajlile^ made his efcape, and 
took flieltcr in his dominions, where the king caufed him to 
be arrefled ; but diredied that he (hould be treated at the fame 
time with great lenity and refpccl. This great man had been

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Brds, and then upon certain alTurances that he {hould not 
^harflily ufed, or quefiioned for this efcape. 

vas in a great meafure owing to his care that the 
neighbibring kingdom of Arragw was prefcrved in fome to- ff queen , 
lerable \gree quiet, durinit the interregnum, which happened Lcohoia* 
on the di!l|th of the king Don Martin \ and it was due to his 
friendly that the infant Don Ferdinand of CaftiU 

came fa peaceably as he did to the crown. Indeed the atten- • 
tion and refpedl of Don Carlos was fo great, not only to the 
afTairs of his own country, but of all the kingdoms round 
him ; and his juftice and -moderation fo apparent, that tho* 
he interfered in many, if not moft of their quarrels, yet he 
took part in none, but by his good ofHccs and authority com- 
pofed them all The long peace •he had procurdU to JVi- 
ZTirroy and the many amiable qualities of this prince, had fo 
enriched. Improved, and peopled his dominions, that he was 
ffir mor^ powerful^ and had a much lyorc extenlive influence 
than any of his predeceffors. One great and fingular inffance 
of his excellent temper was the haijiony in which he lived 
with queen Leonora^ notwithftanding the relu6tance fhe had 
Ihewn in ret urning to him from w court of Cajiile\ and 
this happy union continued to the time of her death, which 
fell out on the twenty-feventh iA February^ in the year one 
tlioufand four hundred and at the new palace of Oliia^ 

from whence hsr corpfc w^^^-arried to Pampeluna^ and there 
interred in the choir of Cathedra], with all poflibic demon- 
itrations of fortow in Ihe king, and the nation in general *■. 

M^^ny expeded as he had no Tons the king would not have 
continued long a widower ; but he was fo good a father, and 
thought the iucceflion fo well fettled, that it does not appear 
he thought of^a fecond marriage. 

JOHN 3E GRAILLU count de Foix, who had mar- F,eUevm 
ried the elded daughter of the king Don Carlos^ was at this tbecotmi 
time a widower, and without ifliie, which rendered him very de Foix# 
defirous of marrying her fifler Donna Blanchj queen-dowager 
of Sicily, It might poflibly be with this view, that in making 
his pilgrimage to Campojlella^ he took Olita in his way, and 
fpent feme time there with the king of Navarre^ with whom ^ 

Jjie judged this bufinefs of the marriage to be fo far advanced, 

* that he had procured a difpenfation from the Pope ; but while 
be intent oo his devotions at the tomb of St. James^ his 
.leighbour (but at the fame time his enemy) the count da 
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Armagnac^ invaded his dominions, and laid them walle 
hre and fword ^ He no fooner received advice of this thd^r 
he returned with all fpeed into and follicit^, the 

king for his afliftance, who generoufly aflembled a body of 
forces, which, under the command of his natural W, God- 
frey count de Cortes^ he fent to the relief of the co^t ; and 
having afterwards drawn together a fuperior armyfdfujmarched 
in perfon to - join the count de Foix^ and with him^ marched 
into the county of Armagnac^ where, by way of reprifals, they 
committed great devaftations, and returned afterwards in 
triumph ^ One great reafon of doing this was to prevent 
cxcufions of this kind in the neighbourhood of his dominions \ 
and indeed the readinefs with which he afforded fuccours to 
his allicsj and the efHcaiy of thofe fuccours when afforded, 
contributed not a little to his fpending, as he did, the beft 
part of his reign in peace. In the prefen t cafe, this correc- 
tion had fo good an eftf df, that fobn count of Armagiiac cn2^ 
tercd immediately into a negociation, and fbme years after 
mariicd Donna Ifabellay\jpnt of the king of Navarre's daugh- 
ters, with whom he had fortune of one hundred thoufand 
crowns, which in thofe da^s was looked upon as an immenfe 
fum“, and much beyond what, in the like cafes, was ever 
done by anv of his predecefloWj. 

In all diiputes between thc^ ^'ing Don Juan of Cajlile^ and 
the king and infants ot Arraron<,^\\o weie dfo princes of 
his own lioiife, the king ot iW/i/^m^bferved an exadl neu- 
trality, and iiucrpoft-d no otherwjfe than by hks good officcs'T’ 
He adted with the iiicc circumfpfdion when the emperor Si- 
gifmund made a tour to Perpignan^ fending thither his fon 
Godfrey count of Cories to compliment him ; but would not 
enter into his tcheme of fettling the papacy farther than as it 
{hould prove confillent with the dperde of a gcntiral council, 
being very attentive to prevent, as far as pofliblc, any eccle- 
fiaftical or civil difputes from arifmg amongft his fubjefts. It 
was with this view that he adlcd with fo great caution in the 
marriage of the queen of Siedy, who was to be his heirefs ; 
and whom he difpofed of at length to the infant Dony«^« of 
Arragon^ the fon of Don Ferdinand^ and the brother of Don 
Alonjo^ kings of Airagcn. By the contradl: of marriage thi^ 
princefs had four hundred and twenty thoufand crowns by way • 
of dowry ; and it was farther ilipulated, that, in cafe he/ur- 
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B , he fhould enjoy the crown during his life. Thefo 
tied, and a difpenfation obtained fronsi Pope Martin 
the infant Don Juan fent Don Diego Gomez de San^ 
1 the bifliop of Calahorra^ with his full powers to 
the marriage ; which was accordingly celebrated at 
the fifth of November^ to the entire fatisfadion of 
the courts* tJf Cajlik^ Arragon^ and Navarre But the con- 
fequences of this marriage by no means anfwered the hopes 
excited from it. 



This great point once fettled, he began to indulge the The eka$^ 
natural bent of his inclination to magnificence, and the cul- of Don 
tivation of the arts of peace ; in which he fucceeded fo much Carlos thf 
the better, as all the kingdoms round him were ii^a ftate of Noble. . 
confufion ; fo that men of abilitief in all profefiions retired 
into Navarre^ and became the •ornaments of a court, where 
jjolitenefs might be faid to reign. On the nineteenth, or as 
others Vay, on tlje twenty-ninth of the queen Donna 

Blanch was delivered 2X Arevalo of a Ton, who was named Car-- 
los^ in honour of his grandfather, And whofe f|]pnfors were 
Don Juan king of Caftiky and at /is requeft Don Alvaro de 
Luna who was fo intoxicated/with this honour that he 
feemed unacquainted with modej|lti#n ever after. As foon as 
the young prince was weaned^he good old monarch fent for 
him to his court ; and haj^iii^, ereded that feigniory into a 
principality, declared hin^^rince of Viana^ and heir of Na^ 
varre^ with great folerj3^3^ and, by a law publiftied the twen.- 
tieth of Januhry^ iil^fted the heir-apparent of the crowm of jy^ 
Navarre with that title, and with the lands annexed to it for 1423/ ■ 

ever About five months after he obliged the ftates of the 
kingdom to acknowledge the young Don Carlps in that qua- 
lity. He |j#d the fatisfadion on the ninth oVJuney in the 
year following, to fee his daughter delivered ot the infanta 
Donna Blanch * ; but he was not fo fortunate as he expeded 
in his endeavours to prevent a rupture between the crowns of 
Arragon and Cajiile^ which did not hinder him from purfuing, 
with indefatigable diligence, fo good a deflgn. On Saturday 
the eighth of Septetr^cr^ one thoufand four hundied and 
twenty-five, he was feized with a fainting fit, in his palace 
, at Olitay which was followed by an apoplexy that removed 
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him from this life the fame (]ay^ Hh daughter Dotmk!- 
Blanch was then with hhn, and caufed his body to be burpti 
in the cathedral' church of Pampelmay with all poflibie 
nity He was, fays Ferrerasy a prince equally illuf^^ous by 
the noblenefs of his fentiments and of hisadions, an^enjoyed 
the true felicity of a great king, that of being tenderjr beloved 
by his fubjefls. He died in the fixty-foujth yea^J^i his age* 
and the thirty-ninth of his reign ; and by his own order his 
body was interred by that of his deceafed queen Leonora^ His 
daughter, the queen Donna 'Blanch^ after three days mourn- 
ing, fent the royal ftandard of Navarre to the camp of the 
king of JtragoUy where it was difplayed for the infant Don 
Juan her husband, which brings us to the end of this fedtion*^#

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very beginning of the new reign was diftuibcd 
X with fufpicions. I'he nobility and the clergy were not 
well plcafed with fending thexoyal Randard out of the king- 
' dom, or with btSng conftrained to acknowledge a fjpieign prince 
for their fovereign, before he had fworn to refpefl: their pri- 
vileges, and to maintain the liberties of the people, who 
’ fpeedily caught the fame fpirit of uneafincfs ; and when a na-* 
tion is once generally indifpofed, they are feldom and .with 
great difficulty recovered. Queen Blanch quickly perceived 
this ; and therefore preffed the king, as foon as the peace was 
made with CaJliUy to make a tour to Navarre^ which he did } 
but he neither Raid long, nor took much pains to render 
himfelf agreeable He had great eftates in CaJliU^ where ' 
himfelf and his brethren enjoyed vaft power \ ^d, in confe- 
quence qf their cabals, held the king as it were in leading 
ftringiBk' In Arragon he met with the fame kind of refpeft^ 
being the brother and prefumptive heir of one of the moft

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^gjperous kings that ever reigned, himfelf very hrave, much 
auched to his countrymen, and procuring them great efta* 
bUm^nts in Cajitky fometimes by interefl, and fometimes 
by for%**.. He vircnt therefore but by ftarts into Navarre -y 
where, ^nding himfelf more reftrained, and his authority 
bounded^y limits u'hich he >vould not give himfelf the trou* 
ble to ur-' Jefkland, he conceived a notion that he was great as 
a prince and little as a king, which rendered him fo cool and 
unattentive to their concerns, that it was near four years be- 
fore he was crowned. At length this ceremony was per- 
formed on the fii'teenth of May^ at Pampehtnay when him- 
felf and his confort took the ufuai oaths ; and, according to a 1^20! 
cuftom that had prevailed from the time of the ^iothsy the 
king and queen were expofed to the public view of their fub- 
jedls, each of them feated on a Buckler, fupported by the de- 
puties [rom the principal towns in their dominions 

The king of Arragon and his brother, in conjunftion with The death 
the malcontents of Cajitky having renewed the war againft oftheqmm 
the king, that monarch in reveng^commanded «the people Donna 
of Btfcayy and the adjacent provineds, to make irruptions into Blanch* 
Navarrcy which they did, and conjpitted terrible devaftations. 

He likewife declared the king df Navarrsy his brother the 
ipfant Don Henryy and their ady rents, rebels ; confifeated all 
their eftates ; and, as way to reduce them, diftri- 

buted thofc efftites amonc^the moft potent of the nobility in 
CaJiiUy which had its/meiSl, and at the fame time mortified 
ahe people od^Navarre extremely**. The conventions and 
treaties made from time to time between the princes of Ar^ 
ragon and Don "Juan of CaftlUy fubfifted no longer than either 
their own or the interefts of their refpeftive favoarites dirc6led. 

It was in pujfiaance of this maxim that the king of Navarre . 

contradled his younger daughter Donna Leonora to Gajlon de 1^3 j. 
Fo'ix \ and we have an indubiuble maik of the declenfion of 
this kingdom, in the fortune he gave her, which was fifty 
thoufand crowns The defire of aggrandizing his family ^ 
induced the king of Navarre to accompany his brother into xi-jc* 
Italyy where he was taken prifoner in an engagement at fea, 
to the great grief of the queen his confort, and the afionifli-

ment of his fubje£)s ^ He was releafed either a€ the cloftHdr 
that, or the beginning of the next year, when he return?! 
into Spatrjy with his head filled with new projedts ; in ^^King 
to execute which, he exhaufted the forces and the Aeafure 
of Navarre and Arragon. The hopes of his fubjeas in the 
firft-mentioned kingdom refted entiiely on his fon^on Car^ 
los, prince of Vianai and, it was to gratify their deRres, that he 
negociated and concluded a marriage for him with the priii- 
cefs AfPie^ daughter to the duke of Cleves^ and niece to the 
duke of Burgundy^. He had befoie engaged his eldeft daugh- 
ter Donna Blanch to Don Henryk prince of AJlurias ; and 
being fummoned to complete this marriage, he carried' her 
with the flueen his confort, and the greateft part of the nobi- 
lity, to Palladolid^ w'herc*on the fifteenth of September (he was 
married to the infant Don Henry \ with fuch pomp and re- 
joicings as till then had not been feen in Spain ; iiotwith^- 
Itanding which, this alliance began and ended in forrow, Don 
Henry proving impotent, which the firift honour and modefty 
of that prjnccfs induccdlhcr to conceal, till his own folly and 
fury expofed it. The ce\ mony was fcarce over, before, thro* 
the intrigues of the \i\wg\A Navai-rcy the prince put himfelf 
at the head of' a party agaVft his father ; and the fenfe of 
thefe misfortunes, joined toV^e forefight of the confequencQ.9 
that were like to attend tbcti broke the heart of queen 
Blanch^ who had remained in CetylAe from the time of the 
marriage, and who left all to her folvDon Cailos ; but with 
an exprefs command not to aflunic the tide of king, without 
the leave of his father. She deccafed at Santa-Maria de Nieva^ 


April the third, one thoufand four hundred and forty-one, in 
the fixteenth y^ear of her reign, leaving her fon about the age of 
twenty-one, and her daughter Donna Blanch aboirt.fcvcnteen h 
death The king, after the deceafe of his confort, iho* he re- 
cftheprin- tained that title, yet left the affairs of Navarre to be admi- 
<efs of niftered by the prince of Viana^ who was veiy juflly confidered 
Yiana. as the mofl; amiable perfon of his rank in that age He had 
a fine perfon, excellent parts, and having been educated by 
thofe great men, whom the virtues of his grandfather had in- 
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to his coutt) he had a thorough tindure of all polite 1t<> 
ature. He difapproved his father’s meafures in fomenting 
|ubles of Cajlile^ more efpecially after his marriage with 
Joanna^ daughter of Don Frederic Enriquez^ confta* 
ble of Oi^ftile^ purely with a view to unite him and the reft of 
the malcontent lords more clofely to his party. He alfo dif* 
liked theVvilucing the prince of AJiurias^ his brother-in-law, 
from the duty he owed to the king his father ; and it was 
upon thefe principles that when the king Don Juan of Na» 
varre had caufed fome inroads to be made on the fide of Na^ 
varre into Caflile^ chiefly by the Gafcom in his pay, by whom 
fome places were taken, the prince Don Carlos caufed them 
immediately to be reftored. He oppofed, from the ^me ma- 
tive, tho’ he had a fingular regard for the governor, his fa- 
ther’s marching to the relief of the caflie of Mauleon de Soukj 
in which he a£fcd as an auxiliary to the crown of England 
French^ being defirous, if^it had been poflible, to 
maintain a ftri<5f tranquility in Navarre^ which he perceived 
to be the fecret his grandfather ufed^o render hia^dominions 
rich and flourifliing, while a contr^ condufl: weakened and 
jmpoveriftied thofe of his ncighb^is. The king his father 
did not relifti his advice ; but o^hia contrary, inftigated by 
his mother-in-law, began to loc^with an eye of fufpicion on 
all his adions. About this tip^f that is on the fixth of Aprils 
died his conform the Anne uf Clcves, at the caftle of 

Olita^ from whence Iw^tofps was transfer! ed to Pampeluna^ 
and buried in the ctffoedral with all fuicable ceremony, the 
king, being prefent K 

of Navarre j partly from his own averfion to the Difputes 
king of Cajlile^ and partly thro’ the inftigation pf his queen, hetiueen 
tho’ file was alfo of the blood royal, as defeending in a dirctSl 
line from Drfn Frederic^ bi other to the count of Trajlefnara 
and Don Pedro the Crucly continued to pradtife every method*^®* 
poflible to diftuib the peace of that country, and to augment 
the mifunderftandings in the royal family, which, in the end, 
turned every way to his own difadvantas:c ; his fifters, the 
queen-dowager of Portugal and the leigning queen of Cajiile^ 
being lemoved by poifon, his brother ]3on Henry flain in the 
field, himfelf beaten, and, which he refented moft of all, 

® after being amufed with a fallacious treaty, his fon-in-law, 
tlWprince of Afturiasy taken entirely out of his hands, and 
reconciled to the king his father by the conftable Don Alvaro 
de Lunciy who fo far merited his mallei’s favour, as that by 
thefe expedients hp delivered him from his difficulties, and put 
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it in his povi^cr to revenge the injuries he had received froi^ 
the king of Navarre^ by fending his fon the prince of AJ^ 
rias to invade his dominions, and following him with 
rior army. We have already touched this matter in th|e hifto- 
ries of Cajiile and Arragon ; but there is a neceffity oyretouch- 
ing it here, not only to preferve the thread of tl^ hiftoiy, 
but alfo to fct right fome fa£ls which Mariana am^other Spa- 
* nijh hillorians have mifreprcfented ; for they fuggeft that this 
war was undertaken by the crown of CaJlile^ in fupport of 
Don Carlos^ prince of yiana^ againft his father : whereas, in 
truth, their differences were fo fdr from caufing the com- 
mencement of the war, that they fprang only out of the con- 
clufion o| it. The prince of AJiurias inclined at firft to bc- 
ficge Viana ; but finding that place well provided,* he amufed 
himfelf with taking fome towns of lefs importance, till upon 
joining his father they concluded to inveft Eftella, If the 
prince of Viana had bee^i a wicked man, and a thorough polt- 
tician, he would certainly have remained quiet at Pampeluna ; 
more efpefially if he hil had any intelligence with the Cnjii- 
iiansy fince the queen hjs mother-in-law was in the place, 
and if taken muft have fl^len into their hands : but he, as 
foon as the news reached yhem, demanded a fafe-condufl:, 
went to the camp of the K^g of CaJlile^ and having con- 
cluded with him a treaty ofJ^'’utrality for A^7i;^7rr/, engaged 
him and the prince his fon to Y^ife the ficge, and to retire 
into their own dominions. Thd^ kft^» of Navarre refufing to 
ratify this treaty, and with a body oi :roopj from Arragon 
committing on the fide of Navarre hofiilities againft CajUle^ 
occafioncd the breach between them, the prince of Viana 
thinking himfelf obliged to adhere to that treaty which his 
father di {’approved w 

The prince But the great lourcc of the war was the ftatS of the king- 
defeated dom itfelf. Wealth, cafe, and luxury had revived and nou- 
andta^n riflied that fpirit of fadion always too common in that coun- 

pvt/oncr, try. The Beaumonts^ at the head of whom was the confta- 

ble of Navaney adhered to Don Carlos : they peifuaded him 
that he had an immediate right to the kingdom ; that it was 

his duty to maintain and excrcife this right for the preferva- 

lion ot his fubjefts, fince the afikivity and intrigues of his fa- 
ther would other wife exhauft and ruin it. I'he GramontSy on* 
the oUitT hand, who had ar their head the marquis de Corns^ 
a bttftard of the royal blood, made their court to the king, 
by afl'uiing him that he had a clear right to the crown dur- 
ing his natural life ; that his meafures were, perfeSly prudent, 
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li.vid* vifbuM ciertainly be attended with Aiccefs if aot covyater# 
by his fon ; and that the people of Ifavarre in general 
Sefirous of efpoufing his quarrel againft Caftilt. Doa 
Yai7« aTH Don Carloi were both princes of good qualities and 
ihining abilities, and yet wete both impofed upon and mifled 
by the inhtiuarions of perfons much inferior to them in all 
refpefls. This brought on a battle, in which the kgig’s life 
was in the utmoft danger ; and at the ftofe of which the 
prince of Ftana was taken pri loner by the king’s natural fon 
Don Jlonfo ", who, notwirhftanding, had a great affedlion for 
him ; and Mariana afflires us the ptince was fo fenfible of itj 
and fo much afraid of his mother-in-law's finifter defigns, 
that he would take no food during the time of his confine- 
ment but from his brother which^precaution, weS or ill 
founded, rendered her univerfally detefted. 

The king Don Juan took great pains to feciire the perfoft Reltafed^ ^ 
0,^his fon, fending him fiiff to the caftle Tafalla, then to hut ne*vef 
the fortrefs of Malian^ and from thenct? to that of Montoy p, truly rtton* 
Thefe precautions Icrved only fo height^ fufpicions, and to in- 
creafe the jcaloufies of his fubjeiSls. y he ftates Oi%Navarre 
were the open partizans of the prince/ his uncle the king of 
Arregon interpofed in his behalf; a.^. the ftates of that king- 
clom interceded for him with grea^ wfrmth In CojVtle the 
prince of Ajlurias^ who had loiy^^^maltreated his wife, the 
king of Navarre s daughter, fhew his hatred of him, 

procured a divorefc, and feij^l^methe ^x\r\ztk Blanch \ who 
being as ill treated by^^/ mother-in-law as the prince Don 
Carlos^ it ferved ' to heighten the ill opinion the world enter-, 
tained Q^^at queen, which was but too ftrong before. At 
length yuan, to fatisfy the defires of all Spal/iy admitted 
of a treaty, by which his own revenues were to*be leftored 
to Don Ci7r/5t,vihofe of the kingdom to be divided between 
them, and the prince reftored to his liberty ; which laft article 
was executed after many delays, and w'ith fuch rclu£lancy 
as ihewed that the peace would not continue long *, It would 
require fome time and fpace to point out the pretences on 
which the troubles of Navarre were renewed. It is fufficieht 
for our purpofe to fay, that they were no better than pre- 
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tences ; and that the fevcrity of the father on one fide, ^ 
ambition of the Ton on the other, and the determined opV 
of both that they were in the right, were the reaLafmives 
which fruftrated all negociations for a folid peacexand ren- 
dered them after every conference lefs difpofed to a f econcilia- 
- * tion than they were before it. Befides, the prince Don Gir- 

los relied upon thw afFecStions of the people, who were in rea- 
, Hty much attached to him, upon the good-will of the king 
of Cafitle^ tho’ in truth that proceeded only from hatred to 
his father, and the hopes that the ftates of Arragon and Cata^ 
Ionia would interpofe in his favour. On the other hand, the 
king Don ^mn piqued himfelf upon his authority and expe- 
rience ; his military (kill, as indeed he was a great captain } 
and hfs ability in mafiaging political intrigues, in which he 
always took, and often f^lowed the advice of his queen, who 
was a princefs of great addrefs. 

Proprefs of length the civjJ war broke out again in Navarre^ wlr^re 
thefedif- had never been thoroughly compoled. Thofe of the 
futts. prince's party begantit by furprizing St. Jean de Pie de Port^ 
the king being then ^a diftance, which gave him an oppor- 
tunity of fubduirtg thV beft part of Navarre^ the prince(s 
Blanch giving her brc^^hV all the affiftance (he could This 
provoked Don Juan to furh a degree, that, lofing all fenfe of 
paternal tendernefs, he e^bvhlilhed fuch a commifTion aS de- 
clared, upon the evidence he Reduced to them, that both the 
prince Don Carloi and the irifaiKa Donna Blanch were guilty 
of high-treafon, and incapable of luV^'eeding. This ftep once 
taken, he difinherited both in the mod folemn manner j and 
declared his younger daughter, and in her rig'rit the count 
de Foixj to whom die was married, his heirs, appointing him 
general o^ his forces, and direfling him to jeduce Navarre 
To fecure the utmoft fuccefs to this plan, Mb entered into a 
treaty with the French king Charles the feventh, and procured 
his approbation of his condufl towards his Ton, which, per- 
haps, >he might not have done if Charles had not been at this 
lime upon very bad terms with the dauphin, his heir-appa- 
rent'^- The next fpring the count de Foix^ having joined 
a corps of French and Arragonefe troops to his own, en- 
tered Navarre.^ and, by dint of fuperior force, defeated and 
diMipated the troop of Don Carloi \ (b that having put Ef- 
ficient garrifons into Pampekmay and ocher fortFei£s,jwhrch 
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^ committed to the principal lords of his pl'rty, and having 
l^iTimeiided them to the protedion of the king of Cajlife^ 
faeV^^olved to make a tour himfelf into France^ ana pais from 
thence \nto It is fomewhat uncertain whether he had 
' an audierxe of Charles the feventh or not ; but there is no 
doubt that he continued his journey to Rome^ where he waS' 
treated with great kindnefi and refpedt by the Pope ; from 
whence he proceeded to Naples^ in order to pay his refpedls to 
his uncle While he was thus employed, the king his fa- 
ther fummoned the deputies of all the towns he held in Na» 
varre to meet at EJiella^ where they confirmed the difpoii*- 
tion the king had made, and declared his daughter Donna 
Leonora heirefs of the kingdom On the other hand, the 
inhabitants of Pampeluna^ and the other places in the^intereft 
of Don Carlos^ proclaimed him king; which meafure he did 
not at all approve, as not having force to fupport it. In this 
ft'^tc of ahings, Don Alonfo king of Arragon intei pofed, and 
prevented the couftt de Foix from fubduin^ the kingdom, by 
engaging Don '^Juan to leave his concerns to the determination 
of his brother, as the prince of ViamJnz^ already dbne ; gn 
which Don Alonfo declared all the /proceedings againft the 
prince and the infanta null and vJid^^. It is very probable 
that thro’ the prudence and probio»/of this monarch thefe dif- 
putcs might have been com pofed ^ but before he was able to 
effeft this, Don^Alonfo himfeh’ died, not in the moft perfe<a 
terms ol fricndfhip with hiv nephew, on account of the offers 
that had been piade^idJ of the crown of Naples^ by fome 
malcontent lords, to the prejudice of his natural Ton Don 
Ferdin^*'i^Aox whom he had the higheft tendernefs. On this 
account it was that he intimated to his nephew, that it would 
be prudent for him to retire into Sicily^ where Re remained 
fome time, mucFi to the mortification of his father, to whom 
that kingdom devolved, with the reft of the dominions of Ar^ 
ragon^ from an apprehenfion that he would feize it as an equi- 
valent for Nmjaire^ of which he had declared Donn^ Leonora^ 
countefs of Foix^ vice-queen, to the no fmall diflatisfaftion 
of his fubjedls. But the prince freed him from thefe per- 
plexities, by aflfuring him that he was ready to go into any 
ipzTt of his dominions he pleafed, and refide there as a private 
^rfqn for the future A refolution that would have been 
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highly advantageous to ixKh parties Could either 
fincere. ^ 

We have related clfewheBC the manner and motive&^f^his 
return into his father’s dominions) and the tranfadji^ons that 
followed thereupon ; the two negociations for his marriages 
with a princefs of Potiugntl^ and the infanta Donna Ifabella^iA 
Cajlile\ his being arretted, after all the exterior maiks of a 
thoiough reconciliation with his father at Lerida ; his being 
reftored to his liberty fcy the infurreflion of iht Caitilans in 
his favour ; the cettion of that principality which his father 
was obliged to make ; and his death within a ftiort fpace after, 
on the twenty-third of Decemhery in the year of our lord one 
thoufand four hundred and fixty-one, and in the forty-firft 
year of his age, whether of melancholy or of poifon is very 
uncertain. He left behind him three natural children, two 
fons and a daughter; the eldett, Don PA/7/p, applied him felf 
to arms, and was preferred and carefTcd by his unclci^Don Fctib- 
Jinandy afterwards fi^named the Catholic y the younger, Don 
Alonfoy became ^an ecclefiaftic. As for the daughter, 
Donna Agnei de Nav^re^ flie efpoufed the duke de Medim 
Ceeliy who in her right would have laid claim to the kingdom 
of Navarrcy pretending \^at the dcceafed prince had efppufed 
iier mother ; which, however, is not at all probable, fincc 
dt is very certain the princ^by his laft teftament called to the 
fucceffion of hlavarre his infer Donna Blamhy to whom of 
right it belonged His dea»h far from ^xtlng’ lifting 
the difturbances that had been raife^'^g his account. In Ca- 
ialonia the people feemed difpofed to obey any fovereign but 
their own in Navarre* The Cajiiliansy under prer«ncc-of re- 
venging the death of Don Carlos^ committed horrid devatta- 
xtions ; and* the count FotXy and his Gafeonsy who pretended 
to be in arms for Don Juarty did as much^ni.irchief as they 
could to all whom they ttiled rebels. Thus the country was 
depopulated and deftroyed on every fide ; fo that moft of the 
improvements made by Don Carlos the Noble were buried in 
their own ruins ; and Don Juarty who had received this 
crown in its greateft luftre, and when the territories belong- 
ing to it were in the moft flourifting ftate, faw it now 
in the moft low and languifting condition, and which was an 
additional mortification, heard his fubjeds almoft univerfaify 
aferibe his misfortunes and fteir own to his ambitious and 
unquiet dirpofition ; to the unjuft treatment his fon had IneC' 
with ; and above all, to the intrigues of his queen, who wa^ 
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poi(bned her ibn-in-law s to have been flrack 
vr'ifh 4 cancer as a judgment from heaven ; and to have con- * 
feilied th^ crime upon her death-bed, at which the kingwai 
fo much (hocked that he inftantly quitted the room, and could 
never be prevailed upon to vifit her afterwards But the 
Spanijh hiftorians fay nothing of this for very obvious reafons. 

But Don Carlos was not the only victim of thefc intrigues ; of hh 
for the king Don "Juan,^ finding himfelf fo cmbarrafled on z\\fferDonna 
fides, refolved to deliver up the unfortunate Donna Blanch^ Blanch, 
his eldeft daughter, into the power of her younger fitter ; and, 
under pretence of marrying her to Charles duke of Berry ^ he 
carried her by force over the Pyrenees. In her paflage fhe 
wrote fo moving a letter to Don Hemsy^ king of Cajifle^ that 
it can fcarce be read by any perfoo of common humanity at 
this day with dry eyes She afterwards made a folemn pro* 
te% thab in cafe (he was obliged to renounce her juft rights 
to the (ucceflion in favour of her fitter, *or of her brother Don 
Ferdinand^ fuch renunciation (hould be |;iull and void, as being 
diretStly oppofite to her intention, and extorted frofh her by 
violence. Some few days after (lie made a full and free cef- ^ 
fion of all her rights to the kingdon^of Navarre^ in favour 
of Henry^ king of CaJliUy and hi&/heirs, in confideration of 
that conftant protedlion which h;^had at all times afforded to 
her deceafed brother and herfelf. After (he was delivered op 
Ihe was fent to tne cattle of Qrtbes in Bearn^ and there kept 
in clofe cuftody.as a^:itbner of ftate by thofe who ought to 
have confidered hef« their fovereign This wicked pro- 
ceeding being attended with the mott difagreeablc events, 
the king, eiihcr forced by the exigency of his affairs, or be- 
ginning to have a true fenfe of the cruel ufage di his daugh:- 
ter, concluded^ a new treaty with the Beaumonts^ who had al- 
ways adhered to her and her brother’s intereft, reftored them 
to their ettates and dignities, and undertook that his daugh- 
ter Donna Blanch (hould return into Navarre^ and that the 
whole affair of the fiicceflion (hould be regulated in an alTem^- 
bly of the ftates, to which the count of Foix was to give his 
confent. But to prevent the effects of this treaty, the countefe 
of Foix caufed her fitter to be poifoned in the place of her 
Jknfinement, where (he expired December the fecond,. one 
tiioufand four hundred and fixty-four^ 
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New ir€u- By this melancholy event the treaty beforc- 
bles in - entirely defeated, and things* dill remained in a verjuM^t- 
Navarre, tied condition in this kingdom, while the reft of th^omi- 
nions of Don Juan laboured under all the miferies of a civil 
war. However, Don Juan ftill kept the title, and in fome' 
meafure the polTei&on, which at length provoked the count de 
Foix to fuch a degree, that, with the affiftance of the Beau^ 
monts^ he endeavoured to make himfelF mafter of Navarre>hy‘ 
force of arms ; but the GramontSy taking up arms on the be- 
half of the king, and receiving feafonable fuccours from him, 
foon brought the count to liften to an accommodation His 
fon Do^ Gajion de Foixy for whofe fake all thefc ftruggles 
were made, and who had married the princefs Magdaletiy After 
to the king of Frantty went about this time to Bourdeauxy in 
order to a^ft; at the marriage of the duke of Berryy where, in 
a tournament, the fpl^ter of a lance ftruck him in«the eye| 
of which he quickly died \ He left behind him a fon, Fran- 
(is Pheebus^ and a daughter whofe name was Katherine, The 
fame year Donna countefs oi Foixy held an aflembly 

*409* of the ftates at Tafalla \ where a quarrel arofe between the 
conftable of Navarre the bifiiop of Pampeluna, whofe 
great familiarity with the*countefs had excited fome indecent 
reports. The bilhop, to j^vent things from coming to Ex- 
tremity, retired to a convent ; but the counjefs, importuning 
him to make her a vlfit, ^and fcSidin? fome perfons of diftinc- 
tion to accompany him, he was foSiitorudant as to venture 
out of his retreat, and was by the conftabJE killed in his paf- 
fage, which threw the whole kingdom into diford^r, notwith- 
ftanding the author of this murther retired immediately into 
'Arragon * ; ^ from whence, however, it was jiot long before 
he returned again in triumph. * 

Deaih of The countefs Leonora had a very high fpirit, and would 
the count willingly have {hewn it by punifliing feverely fuch as had con- 
de Foix. temned her authority, which in a free country is never ac- 
ceptable, the people being unwilling to hear of any autho- 
rity but that of the law, which punilhes indeed, but with juf- 
tice and in moderation. Finding it impraAicable to execute 
her defires by force, (he prelTed the king her father to put an 
end to thefe diforders, by confenting that the govemmeflt 
(hoold be entirely regulated gt the will of the ftates, fuppofing 
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once invefted with the executive power, her 
de]:^ns might be cafily accompHihed. King who was 
excccdi*^gly embarraffed at this time by the Catklanu fup- 
ported by the French^ accepted readily of this expedient ; and 
the dates being aflembled at Olita^ a regulation was fettled, 
which confided of thirteen articles-; the title and the admi- 
niftration, when prefent, being referved to the old king, and 
in his abfence invefted in the countefs Leonora^ who is ftiled 
heirefe of Navarre^ zx\6 xnhniz of ^rragomT\A Sicily^, Pro- 
vifion was lilcewife made for the pacification and gradual ex- 
tindion of thofe feuds which had fo long diftradted the king* 
dom. By degrees, things might have been reduced into 
good order, but the countefs Leonora )yas too much ii^hafte ; 
and having drawn the marfhal of Navarre to her party, (he 
attempted to furprife Pampeluna^ which had been always in 
the hand( of the Beaumonts^ but in which the marfhal of Na^ 
varre had fome correfpondence. Th(f fcheme fucceeded fo 
far, that the marfhal found admittance i^ith fifty or fixty young 
gentlentbn of family ; but they difeovered themfelves <oo foon, 
and the inhabitants taking arms they were reduced in the place 
to which they fled for fheltcr, and, contrary to the capitula- 
tion they had made, were maftacred to*a man K This added 
frefli fuel to the countefs’s refentment, who began to raife 
forces with great diligence; and 'felling her husband to come . 
and afl'ufne the dbmmand, he cpafled the Pyrenees with a con- 
Werable force : ^but wb^^V the event of this irruption might 
nave been we cant>0^’ay, fince the count died of a fever be- 
fore he undertook any thing, and was buried in the church of 
Orthes in Bearn^ in the month of Auguji^ one thoufand four 
hundred and feventy-two The unexpefted death of her. 
husband fo difturbed Donna Leonora's projects, that 

Ihe was unable to do any thing this year, which gave the 
fadion of the Beaumonts time to fortify all the places that 
were in their hands ; and this opportunity they took care not 



to lofe. 

The countefs, ftill bent on eftablifhing her authority, and Andof th$ 
punifbing thofe who had laft offended her, turned herfelf on • 

every fide, and follicited fuccours from every quarter ; but this 
fanner of proceeding, inftead of quieting, increafed the dif- 
tra£lions of Navarre j and made the wcaknefs of the govern- 
ment ftill more apparent. At length, when fhe had few 
places remaining, when all , her power depended upon a mili- 
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tary Ivbkh flic was unable to pay, and 
wafled the country that it could not pay hetfelfj and that im 
revenue was come to nothing, fhe applied herfelf to her father 
king yohn of Arragon^ and her brother Don Firdimnd oiCafiik^ 
who interpofed to no great purpofe ; but who at length had % 
meeting with her at Vittoridy on purpofe to difeufs thefe maN 
ters thoroughly. There Don Ferdinand infifted that the only 
poiTible method of putting an end to thefe quarrels was^-to 
reconcile the parties, and grant an indemnity to all, which 
had always been the opinion of his father, and which at length 
prevailed The countefs Donna Leonora was very little fatis* 
hed with this interview^ notwithftanding her own adminiftra- 
tion was^fupported, and the fucceflion of her children fecured"^. 
She knew the count de Lmin had married Donna Leonora of 
Arragorty her natural fifter. She apprehended that the Beau* 
monU had demanded and obtained the protedion of Don Fer^ 
dinand \ and that, in cdnfequencc of this pa<.ification, her views 
Would be for ever defe^ed, her favourites remain unrewarded, 
and thofe^who had oppofed her unpuniihed, which was what 
fhe could not bear. The violence of her temper, and her in- 
abilty to conceal it, a^ it caufed fo it increafed her misfor- 
tunes ; for thediftafte fhe fhewed to her brother hindered her 
receiving any longer the peqfion paid her from the treafurynrf 
Ca/iile, which brought her fo low, that fhe was obliged to fell 
part of her jewels to fubfift the h^ufhold, ratheV than the court, 
;(hc kept in the caftle of Tafalla, I^tkys fitiv^tiori her afFairj^ 
ftood, when her father, worn out with yeau and infirmities, 
breathed his laft at Barcelonay on Tuejday the rrineteeQth of 
yanuaryy one thoufand four hundred and feventy-nine Hit 
circumftancCs were yet woifc than hers, fince the very move- 
ables of his palace were fold to difeharge the c;#penccs of hit 
funeral, which were far from being confidtrablc. In the 
midft of this poverty he dire6ted many foundations, and other 
works of coft, bv his will, which were pundtually performe4 
by his Ton Don Ferdinand the Catholic^ to whom he left all the 
reft' of his dominions, except the kingdom of Navarre^ which 
indeed was not his to leave, and which had fufFered more 
under his reign, who either was or might have been thp • 
moft puifTant of its kings, than under the feebleft of its mo% 
narchs. So little docs the happinefs of a people depend oi> 
the^randcur, or even or the abilities of thejr prince, unieft 
teth aie direded by a good intention, 
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claimed queen oa the certain advke of h^r father’s'doath# 

Itwu an event (he had long and earneftly .expend, and which t^dor#^ 
ihe flattered hcrfelf would have put an end to all the incon^ , 
.vcniencies to which (be been for fo many years expofed. But 
it caixte too late ; for chagrin had made fo great an impreffiod^ 
that this potfipous title produced no efFc 6 ^. She had (carce 
t^me to know (he was a queen before that difeafc which hcr-»* 
grief had produced, removed her out of this life after a reign • 
of two and twenty days p. She expired on the tenth of /Vd- A. D. 
rnary ; and by her will recommended the care of her grand* *1479* 
children to their father^s relations ; that is, in effect, to the 
crown of France, without mentionijig her brother ®on Ferdi* 
nand^ This , princefs had a numerous pofterity, of whom it 
is neceffary to fpeak, as it will throw light on various parts 
^ of ouVjfchiftory. Of thefe there were four fons and five daugh- 
ters. Dpn Gafton bore the title of f^ince of Via%a, (lain at a * 
toarnamont, as we have before mentioned, as feme fay by the 
hand of Charles duke of Berry, in honour of whofo marriage it 
was celebrated. John de Foix, lord of Narhonne, which his 
father purchafed for him. He left two children, the famous 
Gajlon de Foix, who was killed af the battle of Ravenna, 
where he was gcneraliflimo of the army of Lewis the twelfth 1 • 

^nd Germana de Foix, who bwtamc the confort of Ferdinand 
the Catholic, Veter de Foix^ the third fon of this princefs, was 
/ an eccIefulHcj and htvnoured by Pope Sixtus the fourth with 
the-purple, Jmdf, the youngell, boie the title of count de 
Cortes, (Wtinguiflied himfelf in the profeflion of arms, and 
wi cfteenied one of the braveft men, and one of the grcatc(f 
captains of his age. The princefs A^ary cfpoufed IViHiam 
marquis of^Montferrat, Joanna married John count of Ar^ 
fnagnac, Margaret became the confort of Fsancis the fecond, 
duke of Bretagne, by whom (lie had two daughters, Anne^T\A 
Jfahel; the former (hared the bed of Charles the eighth and 
^wisthe twelfth, kings of France. The princefs * 

married Gallon de Foix, count of Candale, by wham (he had 
two fons and a daughter, Anne, who married Ladijlaus, king 
pf Hungary 5 the youngeft, Leonora, who was promifed to 
* Ithe duke de Medina Corli, but died unmarried. It has been 
• remarked that there were four queens of this houfe, coufin* 
germans to each other, living at a time ; w'z. Katherine of 
Navarre, Germana of Cajiile and Arragon, Anne of France, 
and Anne of Bohemia and Hungary i but this at a juniSfure 
lyhen it was far*from being happy. 
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Pnnds FRANCIS PHOEBUS^ count of Foixy lord 
Pboobus and of various other places, was immediately acknowledged 
kifig of fovereign of Nimarret upon the deceafe of his grandmother 
Navarre. He was juft entered into the twelfth year of his age ; and as he 
had received the name of Phcehui from his exquiute beauty, fo 
he might be faid to deferve it no lefs for the qualities of his mind, 
fince all writers agree ^at he was the moft capable and beft 
Educated prince of that age, his mother the princefs MagdaUi^ 
of France having been extremely attentive to whatever con- 
cerned his health, and his uncle thq cardinal having caufed 
him to be conftantly inftruded in his prefence : but notwith- 
ftanding the clearnefs of his right, and the luftre of his birth, 
as being ne|)h?w to the mot^rch of France^ and grand-nephew 
to the king of Ca/lile znAArraron^ he had nothing more than 
the title of king of Navarre^ the Beaumonts and the Gramonts 
being in full poiTeflion of all the places of any firength o^on- 
fequence in that country,* except thofe in the hands of king 
Ferdinand^ who held thenj by no better title ^ But this nH>- 
narch coming to Saragojfa^ in order to receive the homage of 
his hereditary fubjeds, the cardinal of Fotx and his brother 

f rince James came thither to confer with him, and to intreat 
is interpofition for calmiAg thofe troubles that had fo long 
diftraSed a kingdom in which he had fo great an intereft. • 
The king received them with gfeat civility, and treated them 
with much candour. He ob(erved> that feverity could only 
render things worfe \ that where all wvre equally to blame, 
and none could well be punifbed, a generSi y^'V'don was the 
fafeft and the fpeedieft means of reducing things ta order ; 
that having publilhed this, they would do well to go into Na- 
varre, and try to the utmofi what fair means would do, pro- 
miling to give them ail the countenance he <!^d, and if 
this failed to aftift them with his forces *. They went accord- 
ingly into Navarre, and held an aflembly of the ftates, where 
they met with a better reception than they expc<fted. The 
deputies from the cities and towns told them plainly, that the 
fourcc of their misfortunes was the abfence of their fovereigns, 
which rendered fome men very confiderable, who were other- 
wife of no great account ; that even now the friends of mu- 
tiny and faaion were but few; and that tho’ the great lords 
with-held the cities from each other, yet none of them . 
could whh-hold them from the king, as to whofe title there 
was queftion. Upon this the two princes returned, and 
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^ dMiadtfe^once more the fentiments of Don Fer£tumd, who 
approved entirely the advice given them by the ftatcs, addings 
the young king ought to bring with him a good force to aS 
.with fpirit, but to fpeak with mildnefs. All things were 
quickly regulated after their return to Bearn ; from whence 
the young king, in company with his mother, his uncles, and 
a fmall but well appointed army, entered his hereditary domi* ^ 
nions. It is faid, and very probably with truth, that the count 
eie Lerin was far from being well pleafed at his arrival : how- 
ever, he went to meet him, and found him fo well accompa- 
nied, that he held it expedient to deliver up PampelunOy which 
he did with great expreflions of loyalty ; and the king having A. D. 
made his public entry into it^on the third, was cAwned on 1481. 
the fixth of November^ with the; univerfal acclamation of all 
his fubjefls who were far from apprehending this ceremony 
k wouldsbe but once more feen in Navarre, 

As foon as thts ceremony was performed, he viflted all the Nappy and 
confiderable places in the kingdom^ accompanied by fuch a ^fbtved ai 
force as hindered any difficulty of his obtaiiflng poffef- 
fion. He likewife made a ftri£t enquiry into the government,^®** 
and how the laws were carried intojexecution : all which he 
performed with a gravity fo much fuperior to his age, that 
the great lords were aftonilbed, and people received him 
as a king fent^from heaven. This conduf); was very unufual 
. in a minority, the kin^ adting in perfon, while all the grants 
/and other inftiumjnts’ran in the name of his mother, who 
filled herfelf MH^alen^ fifter and daughter of France^ princefs 
of/'w»^7,*and tutorefs to her well -beloved Ton Francis Phoebus^ 
by the grace of God km? of Navarre, This bright fccnc was 
but of Siort duration. This excellent young mbnarch was tin- 
der the eye^oinwo of the moft artful and fubtle monarchs that 
perhaps ever reigned, Lewis the eleventh of France^ and Don 
Ferdinand the Catholic, Family and inclination bound his mo- 
ther blindly to the former 5 whereas his intereft, and confe- 
quently hers, fliould have fwayed them to the latter. Don 
Ferdinand propofed to him, or rather to his mother, the mar- 
riage of Donna Joanna^ who was attcrwaids the heirefs of all 
his dominions ; and at the fame time propofed to contradt the 
' princefs Katherine to his Ton the infant Don Juan, If this haj^ 
taken effeeft Navarre bad been abfolutely fecure, and the 
young king might have availed himfelf of the wifdom and 
power of their &tholic majefties, and of the profperity wfiich 
they derived from both. On the other hand, the French 
. monarch propofed a match with the unfortunate DonHa Jo- 
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anna^ ^ughter * to i/^rjr the lmpoUntj king oiCqftikf MMk 
in Portugal^ which muft have been attended with a Jong wiit^ 
to whicti the force of Navarre was by no means equal \ tho* 
the young king, by threatening death to any who attempted 
to revive the fadions of Beaumont and Gramont^ and the iik^ 
puniJhnient for the founding a trumpet, or exciting a w 
mult, had brought his dominions into a furprizing degree, pf 
*order and obedience f 

Sudden The principal nobility of Navarre^ and more efpccially 
and Juf* the count de Lerin^ who it w»as found abfolutcly neceflary to 
feaed confirm in the office of conflable, which he had taken upon 
deaths himfelf, and was the mod confiderable in the kingdom, 
prelTed the^’marriage with great warmth, probably from a mo- 
tive of intereft : but from V 4 {hatever motive it was, they of- 
fered unanfwerable reafons in its favour. On the other hand, 
the French ambaflador, and all who were of his fadion, amufed 
the princefs-regent with file vifionary hopes of raifing her fon 
to the throne of Cajiile,^ ]py a confederacy then upon the car- 
pet between<Z^zo/i the eleventh of France^ the king of Portu- 
gal^ and other princes. To rid herfelf, therefore, from tbefe 
importunities, or perhaps that (he might have the young king 
and his filter more immediately in her power, (he refolved to 
carry them back into Bearn j and this, tho' difluaded from it« 
by all the old and wife counfellors of Navarre^ (he performed. 
A. t)- Immediately after their return to fiau^ the ufual refidence of 
1483. the court, the king began to decline ; ‘and^on tlje thirtieth of 
January^ one thoufand four hundred and eiglff^^ree, breathed 
his lad, and was buried in the cathedral church oi^Lefcar^^ 
All hiftorians agree that there were very ftrohg fufpicions of 
poi£;n ; and fome relate, that being much addi(2:ed to mufic, 
the young king complained that he was never ^11* after put- 
ting a new (lute to his mouth ; yet the phyficians could de- 
termine nothing as to his difeafe, which confided altogether in 
an inward wading, without any exterior fymptoms ; but what 
contributed mod to the report was, that he faid often to thofe 
about him, my kingdom is not of this world. He was fin- 
cerely regretted by bis fubjecSls, and with great reafon ; for as 
they had the mod pleafing expe(Elations from his genius, ca- 
pacity, and drong fenfe of judice, fo they forefaw very clearly 
that by his death their former troubles would be revived : in 
.which they were far from b&ng midaken ; fpr the count de

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^had ndhontr informed their Cathol^ 
iwdanci^^ event» than Don Juan de HH^yra Was fcnt with 
a ftmng ^p$ of troQps to fupport the count, who had 
ieiled himfelf of Pampeluna and other places^. . 

Donna Katherine de Foix was immediately declared queen jCadiMiie 

Navarre^ upon the deccafc of her brother i but the princeft q^en of 
i^gdalen her mother quickly found that the perplexities Navarre.*^ 
WAijch (he before thought intolerable were now increafed.#* 

S)o£for Maldenado was (ent from their Catholic majefties. to 
condole with her on the death of her fon, and to prefs the 
marriage of her daughter- with the infant Don fuan^ heir-ap» 
rent of their Catholic majeAies, as the only means to extin« 
guifli the faftions which were again revived m^avarrei 
and to proted the young queen a^inft the vifeount de Nor-- 
bonne^ who pretended to be the heir male of the family of 
Foix y. The princefs", determined to fupport the interefts of 
Franck at the expence of her daughter as well as her fon, 

•after profeffing a*deep fenfe of the honour done her, told him 
thafi^vtfrr^ was a country which nsuft be governed by men ; 
that this compelled her to think of marrying tier daughter 
without delay, and would not fuffer her to have any thoughts 
of their Catholic majefties heir, whp was but an infant. The 
Spanijb minifter, who was both an able and an honett man, 
told her plainly what he thougjjt of her meafures, and of her 
reafoning ; remarked the charge of affairs in Fnmce by the 
[death of her brother ; the efttainty of keeping all things quiet 
till the priiice«of^^ttnV7f was of age, if (he confented to the 
marriage ; aneWfife great risk (he muft run in difpoling of the 
qunen het daughter without the confent of the ftates of Na^ 
varrey purely to gratify the court of France^ who, tho’ they 
might promii^ would find it difficult to grant her fufficrent 
affiltance 

All this 'had no efFe£l: on the princefs Magdakny any morq^ Jean d*Al* 
than the vifeount of Norbonne's entering by force into the 
county of Foixy of which he reduced the greateft part. It 
only taught her to fee the neceffity of marrying the young 
queen without delay, which operated upon her lb ftrongly, 
that, at the inftance of the court of France^ (he concluded a 
marriage for that young princefs in the month of January^ 
with Jean d*Aiberty fon to Alan dC Alherty count de Perigord^ 

Limogesy Dreuxy &c. and,,notwithttanding the town of Tudela 
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declared they would put themfelves under the^i’ote^oae^ 
their Catholic majefties, in cafe fhe married herJaudtatr 
lyithottt the confciit of the ftates, it was celebrat^ at tmhtt 
on the fourteenth of June following * ; and the lord of Jht^ 
naSi uncle to the new-married piince, was declared viceroy^ 
of Navarre^ where the fa£lion of the Gramonts profefl'ed theni 
felves extremely loyal to their queen. By their affiltance Jc 
V governed fo much of that country as acknowledged the qu^^s 
authority, with much prudence and moderation : the reft the 
coMVit de Lerin governed with almnft as great authority as if 
he had been king, under the protection ot their Catholic ma- 
Jefties, who juftified this behaviour chiefly Irom political mo- 
tives, allgjdging that Navarre was the gate of Spain ; and 
that in common prudencTe they were bound to keep it fhut 
againft the French^ who with held from them the county of 
Roujillon^ and were difpofed to let no opix)rtunity flip of giv- 
ing them trouble **. It ^as not long ht\ort Jean d'AlF^rt and • 
his conforC found themfelves under a neceflity of feeking the ’ 
friendihip ^f Don Ferdimnd, 7'heir affairs on both fides the 
Pyrenees were fo miferably diftrefled, and during the nonage 
of Charles the eighth, the government was fo little difpofed in 
their favour, or rather (hewed fuch a vifible' partiality for the 
. male line of the houfe of Foixj that, how unwillingly fo- 
ever, they were conftrained tr apply themfelves to the Catho- 
lic king, who might have found many pretences, either to 
complete the conqueft of their kingdom, or have abandoned 
it to the ambition of a few great lordt^^who, dividing it\ 
as their influence and alliance dire£ted, wo&fM havp held it 
under his protedion. Don Ferdinand received theTe applica- 
tions very ciVjlly, and kindly allured them he was by no means 
delirous of giving any countenance to their en^piics, or of de- 
priving them of their dominions ; thaf^ on the contrary, he 
^would do for them whatever they could reafonably delire, as 
having nothing more at heart than to fee them peaceably 
in poifellion of their hereditary dominions, and freed from all 
the difficulties to which their family had been folong expofed. 
In a fmall time after they renewed their addrelTes, by Alan 
A Albert^ father-in-law to the queen, who was at this time 
in arms againft the French king, and who came to Valencia to 
jdemand fuccours for himfelf and his confederates, the duke of 
Breta^e and the duke of Orleans^ and protection for his fon, 
jy^rirdinandtoM him that be was about to undertake the 
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Khnr OT Gramda^ which hindered him from doiae all he utliPfdf | 
init thaUie was r^y to affift him to ihi utmoft of his powtor. 

To (heu^e was in earneft, he direi^d a fquadron to be fitted 
out in Bifcay for his fervice ; ordered Don Juan de Ribera to 
reftore all the places he had taken in iJavarret and at the 
6ine time declared that kingdom under his prote<9ion% which 
q^of very great confequence at this juncture. 

XJTE kingdom of Navarre^ tho* fecured from f6reign ^^‘‘*Diginiie§i 
Vafions by this comprqmife with CaJliUy was not entirely free fuMDm 
from domeftic difcord^ the fadions that had torn it fo long Ferdi** 
continuing to tear it ftill, tho* not with fo great violence as nand* 
in times pad:. At length the queen and her confort were 
prevailed upon, by the earneft follicitation of th{| ftates, to 
pafs the mountiiins and fix their refidence at Pampeluna^ where 
they were received with great pomp, proclaimed, and, after 
taking the ufual oaths, crowned king and queen of Navarre^ 
on tlfi; tenth of January^ in the pre^ce of many prelates and 
weat lords, ana of Don Juan and Don Pedro de Sihoy their 
CaSiolic majedies ambafiadors in the month of Aprtl they 
fent the baron de LautreCy and other deputies, to renew the 
alliance made with the king of Cajitle ; by which the king 
and queen of Navarre promifed to «keep the entrances of Na^ 
varre in fuch a manner that no troops might be able to pais* 
and not to give any afTiftancciivhatever to the enemies of his 
Catholic majpfty. On the ottier hand, Don Ferdinand took 
them for his true friends^and allies, and fwore, in the pre* 
fence of the«amb^adors, that no injury (hould be ofiered to 
their fub|e£b,^i%er in the kingdom of Navarre or lordihip 
of Bearn The next year the war breaking out between the 
crowns of France and CaJilUy the queen of N^arre went to 
Alfaro on the^& Qii tiers, where (he had an intemew with their 
Catholic majeftiesf^ere thefe promifes were on both fides 
renewed. In virtue of this agreement, the kingdom of Na-^ 
varre did not fufFer in the lead during the courfe of that war ; 
and after the peace the harmony between the crowns feemed 
to fubfift in the fame cordial manner ^ : however, feme per- 
Tons having fuggefted to the king and queen, that this neu- 
trality had been of fo great confequence to their Catholic ma- 
jefiies that they had reafon to expeA fome ample gratification, 
they were prevailed upon to fend two ecclefiaftics amballadora 
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for'a^wer^ that Ij^f^fe eftatef 1

frontiecs, to incrcafe the number of his and to enter 

into nggociatipns with Zm/i the m Iprance^ that he 

j|^ht not xonly bn: in a condition to defend hirnielf, but alfe 
neiSuae formidable to bis neighbours^ beKeving that the fa« 
tlgues and Infirinities of .Don Ferdinand^ and thf many ar- 
duous affairs he had upon his hands, would hinder his giving 
any difturbahee. He was the more confirmed in this by ' 
reafon that his old antagonift Lmh ds Beaumont^ count dt, 
ierirt, conftablc of . the kingdom, was deaden uf/rd/tf/r,, and' 
k his countefs alfo, who was to Don f'erdinand^ ; but 
did not coAficicr that tb^ Ton of the conftable, and many 
Jbtber perfons of di(lin£tion, who adhered to the fa^ioo 6f 
^thc Beaumonts ] received and carefled by the ^thotid 
kixtg. ' He^alfopromifed himfeif much from that affability and 
fam'iliarity with which he lived, in relbc£f to the nobility and 
perfons of diftinftion at PampAma^ which produced indegd, 
ip long as fortuw^^aa^d to favour him, ,of

As foon as this was acccmpn^ed he ac- 
quainted the king of Navarre^ that, intending ^ pais thro’ 
his dominions with an army into France^ he expedled that 
Ejiella^ St. Jean Pie de Port^ and fome other places, (hould be 
put into his hands " j which propofition the king rejefted, huY 
endeavoured feveral times to enter into a negociation jhn 
milder terms, in which Don Ferdinand foothed him til^^is 
general Don Frederic de Toledo^ duke of Alba^ in the Hfeon^^h 
of July y entered his dominions with/^ numerous army, well 
provided with all things, advancing dire£lly towards Pampe^ 
luna. The king being informed that I^ewU de Beaumont^ fon 
to the old conftable, commanded the vangqard^ and perceiv* 
ing that %e had aftrong party among the inhabitants, altered 
the refolution be lyid formed of defending that place to the 
laft extremity, determining to quit Navarre and retire into 
France^ with which, tho' very unvrillingly, queen Katherine 
was forced to comply Pampeluna and ftveral other flrpn^' 
places opened their gate^, ; and, upon a promife that 
vileges Aould be preferved, fubniittcd. The king being in- 
formed of this fent to the duke of Alba to demand conditions. 
His anfwer was, that upon delivering up his kingdom till Don 
Ferdinand fliould think fit to reftorc it, and fending the prince 
of Viana as a hoftage, he mi^ht make his peace. The king 
rejedled this, in which he was certainly right ; but Don Fer- 
dinand fending a minifter to confer with him, he arrefted andf 
delivered him up to the which was apparently wrong v 

he quickly faw it, and procured him to be"n?tiat liberty ; but 
then it was too late, and Don Ferdinand took occafion from 
thence to refufe to treat with him ac ah r. His queen is alfo 
fakl to have lold him, that if flie had hcmffohn and he Ka- 
therine^ they had lived and died king-t**,.' qu^en of Navarre* 
The unfortunate are always upbraided. 

On the other hand the French^ amazed at this fudden con- 
queft, fufpeded, or pretended to fufpe£), that the king of 
Navarre afled in concert with the Spaniards.^ and had betrayed 
his country inftead of lofing it, which obliged that unfortu- 
nate king to go to Paris^ where having convinced king Lewis 
that his only crime confifted in his confidence in the jufticc 
of his Catholic majefty, and the loyalty of his own fubjefts, 
the French army that was then aflembling on the frontiers was 
ordered to proceed, and the duke de Valois^ afterwards kin^ 
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was diredted to pllace Vingjohn agaiA upon 
• his throne^*. Tjiat monarch himfdf,^ith a body of Gx 
tboufand oT^his own troops, forced'a paFage thro* the vallies, 
and entered Navarre^ whde a great part of the country re- 
volted in his favour, and he adualiy laid fiege to Pampebtnti^ 

Vhp’ at length he was conftrained to raife it ^ The advanced 
fwon of the year, want of provifions, the fuperior capacity 
oH^^uke dClSha^ the mifunderfiandings between the dukes 
df Soihrbon and ^nguiville^ and king Ferdinand^ % fending a 
freOi army into Navarrt^ under the command of the duke de 
Najaroy were the caufes that obliged king John to retreat, and 
not any want either of courage or capadiy in him, for he 
gave great marks of both in the courfe of this campaign. 

The next year he was in a great n^afure left to hiihfelf, the 
French finding it requifite for th^ir affairs to make a truce ; 
and, as a mark of their punctuality and good faith, ordered 
tjjft foiVes that king John had raifed in their territories to diC- 
by which He loft the fortreft oPMoyOy the only place of 
conl^uence that held out for him^in his dominions ; and 
the death of Lewis the twelfth, which happened the firft 
day of the next year, hindered him from being able to make 
"^ny confiderabte effort, tho’ he made^ the beft preparations for 
it in hib power, and held fome correfpondencies in Navarre^ 
tho’ the far greater part of the jdobility had been flattered, or 
forced to yield obedience to D n Ferdinand the Catholic^ and 
jhis daughter l3onna7^i7w«i?,' upon a promife that the rights 
of the kingdom Ihoyld be fecured, and their particular privi- 
leges preferved-^V which, in their circumftances, was as much 
as jthey cpuld expedf. ^ 

One of the la^cfionl If the Catholic monarch’s life 
to engage the 0ftes of Cc^ile to annex or incorporate Na- • 
varrey fo as to reJd^Jf^r ever indivifible from their crown, 
without the jjpecificdtion of any favc the ancient rights ^ He Cattile. 
pretended l^wever various titles, and applied them varioufly 
as his occaiions required. Sometimes he derived his title from 
his wife Germana de Foixy which title muft have been of very 
quick growth, lince it arofe from the death of her brother 
Gajion de Foixy duke of Nemoursy flain in the month of Jfrity 
the invafion being made in the month of July. But the truth 
was, that Katherine queen of Navarre had very large eftates in 
Catalonia \ thefe king feized and gave to hisSvife

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Germana^ who as he faid was the foie heirefs ofvhe 
Foix ; but if it was true that Ihc could be heirefs tp her bro- 
ther Don Gajion^ then that rule would hold witn refpeft to 
the queen of Navarre ; and her brother Francis Phasbus and 
Katherine foie heirefs of the houfe of Foix^ upon Ferdinanf^ 
own fliewing. Sometimes the Pope’s fentence“, by which fom 
and Katherine were deprived of their dominionjii, was plead^ 
for a juft ground of conqueft ; but then thj^^bull of 
tion was never feen, and if it ever e)jffteu Vas granted after 
the conqueft was made ; but the tryh is, that Ferdinand had 
two irrefiftable titles, a long head,^and a long fword 5 and 
if juftice will not admit of thefe, then the feizing and keeping 
the kingdom of Navarre is a plain and flagrant ufurpation ; 
and indeed in that light Tl has been generally and juftly con- 
fidercd. ‘ 

After the death of Don Ferdinand the Catholic^ tjie q^n- 
fortiinatc king of Navarre made another aj:tcmpt; but 
maiftial of Nevarre^ who was at the head of it, was furjjj^i^? , 
and fevcral^cther peifons^ of diftinftion taken pnioners ; and 
this defeat is laid to have afliidkd the king fo much, that he 
died chiefly of chagrin, in the month of Juncy one thoufand^ 
five hundred and jixtecji His queen fuivivcd him about 
eight months ; but the exadt time of her death .does not ap- 
pear. I hcy had in all fourteen children, of which it will be 
necefi'ary only to mcniion four. Henry fuccbcckd them in all* 
their claims, as well as in their eftates ; Charles' d\zd in It(ily^\ 
a youth ; Anne efpoufed the count of Cand*il^ ; " ^nd Jfabel be- 
came the confort of the count de Rohan y in lirctagne. liolh 
diitdicd that their bodies lliould only in the Ca- 
thedral of in order to theu being a.irrwaids removed 

to Panipelunay when it fhould be recoyjjed^j^ their pofterity, 
to whom, notwithftanding their misfortunes, they left a great 
patrimony, compofed of the eftates belonging lo^he two an- 
cient families of Foix and Alherty what was left of |lhe equiva- 
lents given for the counties of Champagne and isrrV, and fome 
fragments of the realm of Navarre Here in ftridlnefs we 
might end this hiftory, fince the kingdom of Navarre has ever 
fince remained, and ftill remains to the defeendants of/Vr- 
dinand the Catholic ; and ihofe who afterwards preferved the 
title, and were ftilcd kings of Navarre in France y ought to 
be regarded as princes of that kingdom of which they are now 
bec^6 foyereigns \ but for the fake of perfpicuity, and that

duke Charles^ apprehended he had Inid a good foundation for 
the relhtution of that realm to the houfe of Albert ; but af- 
ter Chai Ics became king of Spain^ and was follicitcd to the 
performance of it by a folcmn embafiy from king Francisy he

fpace of a vcryjfew days the beil part of the kingdom was re- 
covered, aud^e army of the lord de Efparre augmented in 
fuch a manner, that he ventured to inveft Lo^rogno But 
the duke of Ni^ara^ the Spanijh viceroy, having by this lime 
received reinforcements of old troops from different parts of 
the kingdom, obliged the French to raife the fiege. They 
continued their retreat into the neighbourhood of Pampelunay 
^ where, upon fome imclligence of a diforder in the Spanijh ar- 
my, the French general took a refolution to fight ; and tho* 
he behaved himfelf with great courage, and was well feconded A. D. 
by his troops, yet the fijperiority of numbers earned it, and 1521. 
his army being entirely defeated, and himfelf, as fome writers

Befoi.e we conclude this feSion it may not be amifs to Prefint 
make a few remarks, which we flatter ourfelves will not be ftateoftln^ 
difagreeable to our readers.

fo little pleafed with his title, tha** amongft other hardfhips 
put upon the French monarch FrqncU the flrft, one was, that 
J.: ftiould oblige his brother-in-law to renounce in favour 
of Chunks. That device failing, he recommended it to Philip 
tac fecond to marry if poflible the princefs Joan^ or to rc- 
•^he kingdom ; but Philip the ie^ond having, as he faid, 
been fo occupied during his whole reign as not id have time 
to examine this queftion maturely, devolved that care upon 
Philip the third, who it may be thought, his anceftors pof* 
fefling it, fufficient right. In procefs of time this has been 
fettled by a fuperior power, fince not only Navarre but all the 
V dominions of Spain are at this d <y in the pofleflion of a defeen- 
' Jant from the houfc of Albert, Bi,t with refpedl to the people 
jbf Navarre^ it is extremely worthy of notice, that they
